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To the Senate and House of Representatives : 


Gentiemen : 1 welcome you back to do what remains to be done: 
of the work of reconstruction. Since your election many gaps. 
have been made in your ranks by the hand of death. Amongst.- 
those who have thus fallen by the way-side is included no less -  : 
distinguished a member than the late Speaker of the House:  ., 
His loss and that of others of your colleagues may very. pro- 7 
perly give a touch of sadness to your reunion; for they are :. 
well calculated to bring. forcibly before us the serious truth: 
that “in the midst of life we are in death!" But under your 
enactment authorizing’ special elections, you come together in 
full numbérs, save for the-absence caused by the-very recent 
eyent of thé death of Mr. Wobd of Yazoo, and save for also the 
absence of a member from the county of Choctaw, because of 
the failure of the’ commissioners of - that county to hold. the 
election. Both those places will, however, be filled by spécial - 
eléctions ordered. for the 24thiinst.:' 7 

. Evil auguties had. anticipated your last assemblage. "They 
are hushed now into a silence more ready: to-do you justice... 
And the hushing of past injustic is but due to yourMirdeserts, ——— 
Many of your enactments did not, it is true, meet my own cón- MES 
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victions of policy and right. Where I felt my deference for 
the opinions of your honorable houses contronted by my 
allegiance to a vital principle, I owe you the tribute of the 
confession that you were ever ready to.pay gracious courtesy 
to my conscientious dissent. In those cases where the results 
of your deliberations did not correspond exactly with the 
promptings of my own conscience and reason, I always felt it 
my duty to make concessions to the will of your honorable bodies 
whenever those concessions did not involve issues that would 
have justified me in jeopardizing the good of the State by 
hazarding even a temporary disturbance of our cordial rela- 
tions. But, taking as a whole the product of our officia 
eoncurrences as embodied in the laws of 1870, I owe you the 
duty of declaring that, when it is remembered that you came 
together at the bidding of a revolution; that several of you had 
but just been inducted into freedom when you were called 
on to legislate: that very many of you, though free from birth, 
‘had had no experience in the affairs of government; and that 
but comparatively few of you had ever before sat in a delibera- 
tive assembly, you showed in the work of last session a modera- 
tion and wisdom highly creditable. I prayiGod that you may 
continue to be guided in the present session, as you have been in 
the past, to the soothing of passion, the harmonizing of races, 
and the establishment of free labor on that only sure basis which, 
while guaranteeing the reward of labor, guarantees at the same 
time the safety and development of property. 

Precedent would teach meto devote myself here to discussion 
of principles of government. Thespeculative statesmanship of 
the South having had its day and its result, I feel it my duty 
to direct your consideration to, solely, the urgent questions of 
our own direct interests. “Our rights in the Territories” 
having occupied the attention of past Legislatures somewhat in 
excess of wise poliey, I propose that you, gentlemen, a Legis- 
lature of reconstruction, shall occupy yourselves with the more 
practical work of gathering up and re-building whatever those 
abstractions may have left us of our rights at home. 

The actual work of reconstruction began from the moment 
at which the laws of the last session of the Legislature took 
practical effect. That work of doing and of undoing com- 
menced at atime when the Federal Government was engaged 
in that “taking stock" which embodies decennially the social 
and material assets of the nation. The census of 1870 pre- 
sents us, therefore, with a survey of the actual ruin from which 
the work of reconstruction has gone forward. To lay down 
specially the condition of things at which your labors com- 
menced, I have made during the recess, elaborate inquiry into 
the socialand economical facts of the State; and with that 
view have not only pressed into my service the sheets of the 
census deposited with the Secretary of State, but have also 
vollected additional facts by circular interrogatories to the 
officers of the several counties. I proceed now to submit to 
your consideration as a light for the guidance of your delibera- 
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tions on the restoration of our social and material ruin, a 
distinct, outline of not only the work to be accomplished, but 
of the presence and operation of a power which comes into 
action where it would have been least expected, to carry out 
that work to a triumphant consummation. 

The copies of the United States census deposited with the 
Secretary of State, embrace the counties of only the Southern 
District, Unable without great expense to sum up all of 
even these in my investigations, l selected seven of the 
counties as a measure of the whole. Taking them from the 
Mississippi river to the line of Alabama along the middle 
belt of the State, I sought to embrace all our physical and all * 
our social peculiarities—bottom-land and up-land, ridge and 
prairie, negro.county, white county, and mixed county. The 
counties selected are Washington, Madison, Holmes, Rankin, 
Neshoba, Jones, Lauderdale. Finding after the work had 
made much progress, that Washington had not been embraced in 
the returns of the census of 1860, I was led to carry out the 
enquiry to the exclusion of that county; and went forward with 
the contemplated comparison of the condition of things in 1860 
with that of 1870, on the basis of six counties—Madison, 
Holmes, Rankin, Neshoba, Jones, Lauderdale—that represent 
one-eighth or one-ninth of the population and wealth of the 
State. 

The following table embodies the agricultural census of the 
counties under comparison: .

The picture presented in the above table is one that no man 
of right feeling can contemplate without a sense of the melan- 
choly.: Repining in such a case is, however, the business of 
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the weak; butto a people brave and strong as those of the 
South, the business before them in'such a case as this, is repair. 
The strength of soul that won plaudits from Christendom when 
Stonewall J ackson thundered with his legiogs on the Federal 
flank, cannot afford to stand charged by History with having 
settled into drivelling imbecility ata moment when the resto- 
ration of the ruin of war had appealed to that strength of soul 
in the name of Southern patriotism, to place itself in eyidence 
in victories of peace! . ` 

Our improved land has decreased in breadth but. one-ninth. 
This factis very encouraging seeing that we still retain sub- 
stantially, our conquests from the forest. 'Thesmall decline of 
our improved land in farms, combined with the large decline, in 
our areas of unimproved land in farms, points ta the conclusion 
that our young * nea have been given up again to the 
bear and panther. But, though progress is seen thus to be, for 
the time, arrested, we still hold, in fact, the great mass of our 
landed wealth of 1860. It is true, the value of agricultural 
estate now shows a falling off on that of 1860, of nearly sev: 
enty per cent.; but the basis of thar wealth still unchanged i in 
its breadth, the restoration to be effected in that case is that 
mainly of the establishment of order and the elevation of 
labor. Our agricultural resources as great as ever, and the labor 
that made them convertible available as ever, the addition of two 
hundred and twenty per cent. to the present convertible value of 
those resources, is a simple question now of the moral support of 
your legislation for theimprovement and protection of theindus- 
trious classes, by the masses of those amongst us who cannot 
afford to lose sight of the political axiom that property has not; 
only rights, but also duties. From the days of Adam Smith to 
those of Michael Chevalier,the world has gone on by steady 
enlightenment in industrial Science to the conclusion that the 
elevation and protection of labor is the true means for in- 
creasing that productive result which is the measure of the, 
value of material. wealth. 

The foregoing table shows a falling off in our cotton produe- 
tion to the extent of sixty-three per cent. Our agricultural 
implements present a decline almost exactly the dame; and the 
concurrence points to the probability that the two facts stand 
to each other in the relation, more or less, direct, of cause and, 
effect. Whether a deficiency of capital or a deterioration of 
labor be the cause of this very serious consequence of the war, 
the.remedy must depend, in either case, on the development 
amongst the wealth and intelligence of the State, of a spirit of 
co-operation in the strivings and of sympathy in the trials, of 
the. men of toil. 

Indian corn shows a inai in the ten years, to about the: 
same extent as cotton—sixty-five per cent. This is the propor- 
tion of the decline under the head of “swine;”. but while all, 
other stock shows a very much smaller decline, 'and the human 
consumption remains undiminished, this great falling off in the. 
production of Indian corn involves, I fear, very heavy supplies 
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from outside. This ‘depletion of the public earnings is partic- 
ularly unfortunate at this time of the want of capital; but 
passing beyond the scope of legislation, it is an evil for which. 
there is no remedy save in the ‘intelligence of individual inter- 
est. And the falling off of sixty-five per cent. in that great 
staple of the consumption of the people, represented by “swine, " 
as a concurrent evil with that of the falling off in Indian corn, 
finds no other proper remedy than that of private effort. 

The reduction in the number of horses may betaken, I trust, 
as a reduction in the appliances of idleness rather than of 
labor. If it represent not only an economy in the consump- 
tion of food, but an advance of certain indolent equestrians to 
the honorable condition of what John Stuart Mills terms, “bread 
winners," this falling off in horse-flesh would amount to a very 
decided gain to both the dismounted horseman and to the pros- 
trate State: And our mules, though showing a falling off in 
number to the extent of thirty six per cent., are maintained at 
a proportion that, if we could but create a public opinion which 
would anticipate the pinch of poverty, in . forcing to earnest 
industry those of our horsemen who have been left afoot, 
we would more than supplement any short coming by which 
our present working classes may be deservedly liable for the 
decline of our.cotton production to so low a proportion to that 
of 1860 as thirty-seven per cent. 

Wheat, rye, peas and beans, cheese, honey, wool, sweet, and 
Irish potatoes, compare in 1870, with those of 1860, unfa- 
vorably. Orchard produets have almost disappeared; but 
destruction in that case cannot be repaired otherwise than 
slowly. Home manufactures have, I regret to say, fallen off 
sixty-two per cent. So grent a decline in | that very interesting 
branch of industry amongst the families of small farmers, is an 
indieation of a depreciation in the morale of the people. The 
threefold inerease in the production of molasses is an evidence 
of recuperation amongst the poorer elass of land owners. Oats 
Shows also an increase of three-fold; and represents, therefore, 
a head of evidence of progress in our agriculture. On the 
whole, however, the general decline shown in the tahle points 
painfully to not only a falling off in the amount of our colored 
labor, but to a character. of falling off amongst the whites 
which is suggestive of a breaking down in the spirit of the 
people. Honey decreased eighty-six per cent., cheese de- 
creased ninety-six per cent., wool decreased seventy-six per’ 
cent., are sad indications of a ' decline i in that particular aspect 
of agricultural thrift which is so closely allied -to Republican: 
virtue. 

A new feature in the census of 1870 is that of * wages,’ An 
outcrop amongst us of the new order of things, this em of. 
national * stock-taking” is one of peculiar interest. According | 
. tothe foregoing table wages amounted in six counties produc- - 
ing forty-two thousand eight hundred and eighty bales of cot- 
ton, to a total of one million three hundred and fifty-five 
thousand two hundred and three dollars. This, be it under- 
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stood, includes the value of board also. Now the aggregate 
value of farm-próducts in those counties amounts to six mil- 
lions two hundred and sixty-two thousand one hundred and 
forty-four dollars; and if this value is to be supposed the 
result of the wages paid for labor, be the falling off in the 
amount of eur production what it may, be the crippling of our 
powers of production for want of capital what it may, we can 
congratulate ourselves on a very early restoration of these short- 
comings, in -presence of the fact of an income on the farming 
of six counties in 1869-70, to an amount approaching five mil- 
lions of dollars! But while we see, thus, that our material 
prosperity is a simple question of time, our fellow-citizens of 
the more enlightened classes should not forget that the coming 
of that time, not to speak of its abridgement, depends on, not 
only the strengthening of publié opinion in sympathy with law 
and order, but also on the: strengthening of public opinion in 
sympathy with the rights and happiness of the poor. ' 

In addition to the facts obtained from the summations of the 
census, I have before me the facts obtained from my iuterroga- 
tories addressed to the county officers. I proceed now to exam- 
ine our condition under the light of these facts; taking first 
in order the few that bear upon the hope of prosperity pre- 
sented in Our cotton-industry. 

The answers sent by county officers to my interrogatories as 
£o the total growth of cotton, are not complete for the whole 
period since 1865. Answers sent me by the Railroad companies 
as to their shipments make a fuller and more reliable exhibit of 
the relative development of our.cottoh industry since the war, 
Those answers may be employed for a faithful illustration in 
the case under consideration, as follows: _ 4

Our cotton industry is seen by this table to be full of the 
vigor of active recuperation. Its decline compared with its 
volume in 1861, may be referable in part to a decline in the 
volume of our labor, or in part toa falling off in our activen, 
capital; but be,that ‘as it may, there can be no doubt that what- 
ever may be the real cause of the decline, that cause is disap- 


s pearing with the rapidity implied in the increase of our pro- 


duction in those counties tributary to the railronds, mentioned 
—an increase from 1866 to 1869, of seventy per cent, an 


increase from 1808 to 1869, — thirty-three per 
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cent! When, in addition to this fact, we find reason to con- 
clude that the planting of the six counties used as a basis of 
my examination, yielded last year over and above the wages 
paid for it, a profit to so great an extent as five millions of 
dollars, the conclusion is irresistible that, cut down to small 
dimensions though it has been by political madness, the agri- 
culture of the State of Mississippi is to- -day in a condition of 
vigorous health, : 

A material survey does not present any such proof that we 
are working out of ruin, as that presented by a moral survey. 
Political science appreciates material prosperity; I am fully 
aware, because of its relation to the moral condition of thé 
people. But I invert the order of things deliberately with the 
view of reaching the judgment of a class of men whose mode 
of thought goes 3 from the moral to the material I proceed, 
therefore, to show that the negro who may be supposed likely 
. to lapse into barbarism, is, in fact, a very different person from 
the emancipated freeman of Mississippi.—To legislate wisely 
in presence of the faets around you, your honorable bodies will, 
I am sure, coneur with me in attaching great importance to the 
determination, from time to time, of what those facts really 
are. 

I was a slave-owner. Apprehensive that the restraints of 
reason would have been insufficient in the case of a people who 
had been «held under life-long restraints of force, I did not 
accept the facts of reconstruction without some lingering doubts. 
Evil prophecies in certain quarters fell upon my ears, some- 
times, as they have, no ‘doubt, fallen upon those of earnest 
Republicans amongst yourselves, with more or less misgivings. 
To set at rest that form of opposition to the great work on 
which the happiness of our fellow-citizens of all elasses depends 
and to assure my Own judgment and conscience as to the wis- 
dom of reconstruction, I have instituted the investigations 
referred to above, into the evidence already given in Missis- 
sippi of the capacity of the colored people for well ordered 
freedom. T now place the results of my inquiries beforé you 
in order to deepen your own convictions as they certainly have 
deepened mine, that reconstruction goes forward to the sure 
consummation of moral and material triumph. 

-A people trained under circumstances precluding the mar- 
riage contract, stood exposed when released from restraints of 
force, to the danger ef running into extreme sexual license. 
Our Constitution anticipated such a social evil; and therefore 
dignified all who had been living together in the intercourse of 
the sexes under slavery, by giving them in law the status of 
husband and wife. In thirty-one eounties from which I have 
received full answers to my interrogatories on this subject, I 
find the number of marriage-licenses issued to be as follows:

These rufen are full of ehcouragement to men who doubted 
the practicability of educating the great body of our labor to 
the moral level of freedom. "They will bé read with surprise 
' when taken in connection with the fact that, up to the close of 

the war, the negro was incapable of making a contract of mar- 
riage. "They prove conclusively that'the "colored people are 
striving to rise to the moral level of their new standing before 
the law, to the extent of a strict adherence to, at all eyents, the 
formularies of sexual propriety. 

In a message of last session, (p. 29, appéndix to House Journal 
of 1870,) I directed your attention to the subject of marriage- 
licenses. In that communieation, I hold «the following lan- 
guage: “Section nine of the Act in relation to Circuit Courts 
demands reconsideration on another ground. 1 object to it 
very earnestly, when it undertakes to increase the cost of mar- 
riage licenses to three dollars: On the 144th page of the Re- 
vised Code of 1857 you will observe that, under the old order 
of things, the charge for issuing marriage-license, taking bond, 
and recording certificate, was fixed by law at but one dollar, 1 
protest earnestly against this increase of the fees of office; and 
Ido so on the following grounds. * * One half of the peo- 
ple of the State having been denied the power to make contracts 
of marriage have lived under circumstances calculated to have 

"brought such contracts amongst them to-day into contempt. 
And this painful defect in their moral training constitutes one 
of the gravest dangers of their transition from the grasp of an 
iron-compulsion, to the free leadings of virtue and reason. I 
regard this heavy tax upon marriage as, under the circum- 
stances, a blow, not alone at the virtue of the poor whites, but 
at the successful organization of the colored people on the basia 
of a free civilized society.” And the great increase shown in 
the figures cited on the subject in this message, is an additional 
reason why the cost of marriage-license ought not, even as a 
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question of trade, to be allowed to remain higher in 1870 than 
it was under the Code of 1857. + - 

But the marriage contracts of the negroes are not mere formu- 
laries. Taking the production of children as an evidence of 
marital fidelity—which it is held to be—the census of the six 
counties selected as a basis of my inquiries, bears the follow- 
ing evidence to the general good faith of the colored people in 
reference to their contracts of marriage. Those statistics (seo 
Exhibit No. 4) show the per-centage of children born to the 
white parents, ina white population of 33,092, to be 6.02; 
while they show the per-centage of children born to the 
colored parents in a colored population of 48,748, to be as 
high as 7.80. Under slavery the difference was, in 1860 for 
example, in favor of the whites. The extraordinary prepon- 
derance of the proportion ,of colored children over the pro- 
portion of the white children, born in 1869-70, may involve 
some special explanation. It suggests in reference to the 
negroes, the law laid down by Malthus, namely, that a 
certain degree of poverty, is favorable to the increase of 
population. And the despondent temper incident to the 
wreck of fortune, and the waste of war, may account 
for a falling off in the sexual production of the whites. But 
setting aside these considerations, and setting aside, further, 
the strange discrepancy shown in the percentage of both in 
1859-60 and 1869-70 between the two races, the fact remains 
on the face of the National Inventory that the colored people 
show in the proportion of their infants, a rate of production 
which constitutes an incontestible proof that negro marriages 
are, as a rule, observed with encouraging fidelity. 

Slavery is forever dead. Though flowers may not be'strewn 
upon its tomb, as they were on the tomb of Nero, freedom can 
well afford to bend overit to pay its memory a tribute of justice. 
The peculiar institution was in truth, à tender nurse!— Explain 
this by self-interest, as you will, the fact still remains.—And that 
nursing care withdrawn by the proclamation of freedom, I 
feared in my more despondent moments, that there was some- 
thing in the bad prophecies which foretold of negro annihila- 
tion. The helpless, perhaps the shiftless father, the poor, 
perhaps the indolent mother, who had been taught to look for 
the nurture of their children to the hands of others, would, I 
had feared, fail in the care of their offspring. This was the 
fact in the West Indies; and to such an extent, thatthe negroes 
. who had been emancipated in Jamaica in 1839 had not com- 

menced to increase until about 1860. ' 7 

Let me call your attention to an examination of this ground 
of apprehension in our own case. The six counties of which 
I have summed up the census, show the following distribution 
of the population of each class, by ages, in percentages of the 
whole of the same: class:

When the rate of 6.02: children, under-one year old, repre- 
sents 10.52 between 1 and 5, a rate of 7.31 under one year old 
should represent, between 1 and 5, 12.89, The facts in the six 
counties taken as the basis of the above table, show, therefore, a 
deficit in the proportion of children under one year old 
of those who reach an age between one and five amongst 
the negroes, as compared with the proportion which reaches 
that age amongst the whites, to the very serious extent of 
1.73 per cent, A very wide discrepancy in the proportion of 
the children between the ages considered here, exists between 
the census of the six counties in 1860 and in 1870. This 
Strange fact points to the probability that the evidence of bad 
nursing on the part of the free negro is not good in fact. But 
taking the figures in each ease as I find them, the conclusion 
follows that, while the nursing care of the negro infant under 
slavery resulted in the raising to ages between 1 and 5 of 0.48. 
per cent. more than that of the whites; the nursing care of the 
negro infant under freedom has resulted, so far, in the raising 
to ages between 1 and 5 of 1.73 per cent. less. The poor of all 
counjries suffer, it is true, in comparison with those more 
favored of fortune, in the. saving of their infants; but whether 

-or not the discrepancy shown on the subject in the ‘census of 
1860, as compared with that of 1870, may throw serious doubts 
on the fact of the waste of human life made to appear on the face 
ofthe returns, that fact is much too serious not to challenge 
your gravest consideration. 

The “religious sense” has always been in remarkable develop- 
ment amongst the negroes. The progress which they show in 
statistics of churches, while, therefore, taking no one by sur- 
prise, will be read by every friend of industry and order with 
gratification. I append the following tables of the facts in 


twenty-bwo counties of full returns, to place that progress 
under observation:

This table shows a repair of the moral wreck of the revolu 
tion on the part of both races. While it gives proof that the 
whites are up to the level of their duty to themselves and 
society, it gives that proof with no less cogency on tlie part of 
the negroes; a and constitutes, in both points of view, a highly 
gratifying evidence of the moral power operating amóngst “the. 
masses in completion of the work of reconstruetien. 

Twenty-two counties are embraced in the complete returns 
sent to me on the subject of “preachers employed.” As a con- 
current testimony with thatof the number of “churches open,” 
I present the following proof^of the popular response to the 
moral and social rebuilding of the State:

The religious progress amongst the negroes shown in this 
table in corroboration of that shown in the table next pre- 
ceding, is full of good omen for the perfecting of the work, 
you, gentlemen, have inaugurated for crowning the State of 
Mississippi with the peace and prosperity of a well ordered 
society of free labor. 

Twenty counties are included in the complete returns placed 
` in my hands on the subject of secular education. The facts 
are submitted to your review in the following table:

The above table is a direct rebuke to the despondent. It 
exhibits our white fellow-citizens standing up to their work 
like a people of intelligence and virtue. But it shows also in 
its extraordinary increase of the number of schools of our 
new citizens, unassisted by legislation, an individual spirit which 
pledges to the support of reconstruction a great volume of moral 
power in a quarter where it could hardly have been looked for 
without qualms of misgiving. 
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* Corroborative of the lesson taught by the statistics given in 
the above table, I present the following exhibit on the basis of 


the facts in eighteen counties:

The school-facts given above point a moral. They show.an 
immense amount of spontaneous energy throughout the State, 
at the service of public education. : : 

The public spirit that has stimulated individual earnestness 
and intelligénce to call into existence amongst both races a 
school system of their own, ought not to be pushed aside even 
partially by a spirit of centralization. Our system of govern- 
ment proceeds on the assumption that the people of the munici- 
palities are competent to manage their own affairs; and that 
competence is placed very cogently in proof by the statistics , 
given above on the subject of schools. As the sheriff, circuit 
and chancery clerks, and all the other county officers except the 
Superintendent of Education, are elective, I can see no reason 

' for making an exception in the case of the Superintendent. 

The private energy shown by both the white people and the 
colored people in, the promotion of education throughout the 
State, deepens my conviction that every consideration of policy, 
as well as of principle, demands that a zeal put in proof thus 
beyond question, shall be placed at the service of the cause of 
education in the very important duty of selecting the county 
Superintendent. ` 

The importance of legislation making the office of county 
superintendent elective, is, in my opinion, so great that T must 
ask your indulgence whileI invite your consideration again to 
the grounds on which I urged that legislation during the last 
session. In my message on Education, (page 12, of the appen- 
dix to the Senate Journal, of 1870,) I recommended that the 
county Superintendent be chosen by election in the following 
languáge: 

“The appointing power has béen bestowed so largely as it 
has in the Constitution, as.an unavoidable necessity. Under 

- ordinary circumstances that wide bestowal would have been 
an inexcusable innovation on the rights of the public. And, 
therefore, when the fundamental law gives us an escape from 
the exercise of that already excessive right, we oweit to popular 
liberty and local self-government to abandon the power in favor: 

of the right of choice by the people. In the case of the office 
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of Superintendent of Education in each county, this general 
consideration of principle:is sustained very forcibly by the 
poliey of eonciliating the support of the whole people for a 
system new and, to some extent, unacceptable. 

“The office of County Superintendent, in the State of Penn- 
sylvania, is elective. In objecting to a proposition that it shall: 
be made one of appointment, the State Superintendent protests 
very justly, (see page 17, of his able report for 1868-69), that 
‘the change would involve a centralization of: power, which-is 
not permitted by the spirit of ourinstitutions.? He adds with 
great truth, *that a convention of school directors in a county 
is more likely to select the right man to fill the office of super- ` 
intendent than the State Superintendent would be, or our 
whole system of government is founded on a wrong basis.’ 

“T recommend that the county superintendent shall be made 
in the very outset elective, by the local managers of the school 
districts of the county. But while interposing thus between 
the appointing power and the people, 1 recommend further, 

“that the range of choice in the case of candidates for the 
county superintendency shall be limited by certain legal eon- 
ditions of fitness.” A 
In repeating my earnest advice that the County Superintend- 
ents be made elective, I may sustain the soundness of that 
advice by not only citing the zeal of the people for ‘the cause 
‘of education, but by citing also the fact of a considerable 
breadth of dissatisfaction with the selections made for the 
office by the Board of Education. Amongst the grounds,.of 
: complaints, right or wrong, that have reached me on this sub- 
ject, I may mention that which alleges that men, absolute 
strangers to the counties to which they have been sent, and 
unacquainted with the wants, wishes, and modes of thoüght 
of the people, have been in some cases, appointed: County 
Superintendents. This constitutes grounds of, dissatisfac- 
tion in those cases, amongst both eolored.people and whites. 
A similar experience. has followed, to a greater or less 
extent, my own exercise of the appointing power. The Board 
of Education employed, no doubt, good conscience and zeal in ` 
the cause of common schools when selecting County Superin- 
tendents, and the fact that their selections have encountered so 
considerable a breadth of censure, is valuable only to the extent 
of showing the impossibility of meeting local views by bureau- 
cratic action. And thus do we find, in the practical workings 
of the present system, additional reason why the selection of | 
County Superintendents should be placed amongst the duties 
of the local directors.. ` 

. The standard of examination for the County Superintendents, 
and also for teachers, is, I have reason to suppose, pitched too 
high. This mistake can have no other practical effect than 
that of setting aside much of the fitness to be found in the 
several counties available for the work of education. Honest, © 
. earnest men, with a moderate degree of proficiency in element- 
^ ary training, are the really desirable persons to be placed in 
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'eharge of the present duties of organizing county T of 
common schools. A large number of teachers, white and col- 
ored, have grown up with the spontaneous growth of the 
schools represented in the statistics given above; and the _ 
energy which has thus called them out for the occasion is a 
- guarantee thát they will keep pace with the necessities of their 

: work. * Cruel and impolitie as it would be to ignore this home 
growth, I recommend earnestly that some measurés be taken by 
which it shall receive the full benefit of the fact that, as the 
scholars begin at the beginning, the fitness of teachers shall 
not. be tested by the close. The man or woman who has strug- 

gled from the ignorance of slavery into competence to take 
eharge of a class in the alphabet, is competent to keep ahead 
of that class; and should, therefore, be tried for his or her 
annual certificate, certainly not more than twelve months | study 
in advance of the pupils. 

The importance of the subject constrains me to dwol at 
'. length on the school law. The profound concern which I take 
in it, was put in evidence by the elaborate message that I felt 
it my duty to submit to you on the question of education dur- 
ing your late session. Feeling still the same anxious interest 
in it, I ask you now to weigh in singleness of devotion to the 
success of the system, tlie following propositions for a reform 
of the school law of 1870.— . 

Section four sets apart the lands held by the State for taxes for 
the useg of the school fund. The, State has paid out largé 
sums of money on account of those lands. Education ought 
cert&inly to be fostered generously, but we must not, in our 
zeal for its success, forget our. duties to the earnings of the ` 
masses of the people. The school fund cannot be allowed to: 
: swallow up the treasury. I recommend, therefore, that the 
school fund stand charged, in favor of the State treasury, with 
all amounts that shall be paid out hereafter by the State on 
account of lands transferred to the school fund.by this section. 

‘Section nine makes the report of the Board referable to the 
Superintendent, The proper course demands that the report 
of the Superintendent. be made referable to the Board; and 
that it be submitted, with abe comments of -the Board, to the 
Legislature. 

- Section fourteen gives | the Superintendent the power to decide 
all disputes and controversies pertaining to school management; 
and makes that officer, to that extent, independent of the gov- 
erning body, I recommend that the decision of those *disputes 
and' controversies" shall not become operative unti] they shall 
have received the sanction of the Board.— Gre materiai inter- 
ests, and important measures of policy, are embraced within 


the powers conveyed in this section, and make those powers,. . 


very properly, a subject to be exercised under checks of the 
-widest obtainable responsibility. 

Section sixteen provides that the Anditor.and State Treas- 
urer shall pay the clerk of the Superintendent on the certificate 
of the Superintendent. - The principle of cidcid on the

part of the Board and of subordination on the part of the . 


Superintendent, demands, small though the matter in point be, 
that neither this payment, nor any other payment whatever, shall 
be made, save on the certificate of the Board. And the policy 
of the case concurs in this proposition in order to retain for 


the Superintendent the influence for good which he cannot - 


have so long as he is exposed by the law’to the suspicions inci- 
dent to his direct contact with the financial concerns: of our 
public schools. ` - dp l 
Section seventeen gives the Superintendent traveling expen- 
aes in the form of mileage. The rate being set at five cents per 
mile, is perhaps low; but, be that as it may, the policy of keep- 
ing the Superintendent above popular suspicion demands that 
he be allowed, instead of mileage, his actual outlays, audited 
on proper vouchers by the Board. ; i 
. Section nineteen makes the County Superintendents subject 
to the orders of the State Superintendent; and would have done 
so with propriety if it had preserved thé subordination of the 
State Superintendent to the control of the governing body by 
baving made his orders to the County Superintendents subject 
to the approval of the Board.

Section twenty requires thatthe County Superintendent shall 


forward an enumeration of the children of school age in his 
county, to the Auditor of Publie Accounts. Associated with 


. this arethe provisions of sections forty-four and forty-five to the 


effect that the Common School Fund shall be apportioned by 
the Auditorof Publie Accounts. Both of these sections are 
wrong in principle; for the analogies of the Constitution forbid 


any other intervention’ of the! political representation of the | 


State into the School Board than that of the Secretary of State 


and the Attorney General The Board of Education is the , 


proper body to receive'reports of its own Superintendents and 


` to apportion its own funds. 


Section twenty-nine, gives the Boards of Directors power to 
make arrangements for furnishing books at actual cost. The 
intention of this section would be put more broadly in evidence. 
if the text were made to declare that the actual cost is that of 
the wholesale price to the trade, 

Sections thirty-three, thirty-four, thirty-five, thirty-six, thirty- 
seven, and thirty-eight proceed on the purpose of selling *any 
lands heretofore granted and especially reserved and appropri- 
ated for the use of. schools in each township.” The formulary 
of the consent of the inhabitants of the township, the appraise- 
ment of the lands, etc., are but a rehearsal of a past legis- 
lation which has made the educational interests of the 
children of the State a subject of most outrageous spoli- 
ation. I protest against the continuance on the statute, 
book, of those provisions; and recommend earnestly that the 
new order of things shall mark its condemnation. of the old 
by declaring the lands left: by half a century of political 
corruption ab the service of education, an inalienable heritage 
as such, for the children of the people. 
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Inasmuch as men of the party in power, are not better, 
as such, than men of the party out of power, I-am unwill- 
ing to accept the guarantee of even theit party devotion to the 
cause of education as an assurance of their virtue, when I behold 

` them treading the very road which has made the old regime a 
curse to the children of the poor. I protest, therefore, that . 
none of the school lands which have escaped the plunder of the 
past, shall be leased for a longer term than twenty yéars; and 1 
protest, further, that all leases of those lands shall be made, 
not as of old in the form of capitalized rental, but in the form 
of a rental from yéar to year; the rent payable in advance, and 
made so, subject, in the event of failure, to sumniary ejectment. 
Conditions for the improvement, fencing, clearing, amd preser- 
vation oftimber, should be secured under proper bond executed 
by the lessee. - — - y E i^ ; 

Section fifty of the School Law provides “that the Bible 
shall not be excluded from the Schools of the State,” "These 

negative terms in dealing with this question of fundamental 
principle, are very liable to be. made agencies of anger and 
injustice. The question of the Bible touches the fierce pas- 
sions of religion; and ought not, I submit, to be left by the 
law in the form of an open question, to be dealt with, as a ques- 
tion of the sort is sure under such circumstances to be dealt 
with, by local strife. To call your attention again to the settle- 
ment of that question justly, I take leave to cite to you from 
«page 17 of the appendix to the House Journal of 1870, the fol- 
lowing language of my Message of last year on the subject of 
education: “One text book, however, there is which Iam anx- 
ious, to see adopted in every publie school of the'State—I mean 
the Holy Bible. Strictly secular education may develop one 
part of the mind, but leaves to nature the better, the nobler 
part. And we would make a dangerous mistake by forgetting 
that it requires, also, something of the sobering of the religious: 
sense. The vast majority of our people are Protestants; and 
as such hold it a solemn duty to train their children in the 
teachings of the Word of God. In my unwillingness to see 
_ them deprived of that precious privilege, T am reminded thet 
they may be made to enjoy it freely without wrong to any one; 
for, in the very few cases where the objection might apply that 
, the introduction of the Bible into the public schools, would te 
- an unwarrantable invasion of the rights of Catholic children, 
we can accommodate the difficulty, while respecting the con- 
. scientious seruple of the Catholic parent, by releasing him. on. . 
proper certificate, from any contribution to the school tax." 
The University of Oxford received, last year. a payment from 
the State to the amount of $38,551. The salaries of a full 
'. body of professors are barely covered by this expenditure, and 
. We, must be prepared, therefore, to deal hereafter with the claim 
"of the Institution upon us for a more considérable annuity. 
-The number of students in the 'establishment- now, does not 
justify even the present expenditures, and the question comes up 
thus,- whether we shall allow the University to go down or 
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take steps to extend its benefits to a greater number of. our 
youths To let an Institution which is dear to so many of the 
cultivated minds of the State, which is surrounded with asso- 
ciations of an honest State pride in the minds of masses of the 
whole peaple, is not to be thought of; and to save it, therefore, 
from the ruthless logie of public economy, I recommend most 
earnestly to your consideration “the following measure for the" 
enlargement of its sphere'of usefulness: . 
The literary fund of the past had been dedicated to the edu- 
cation of the children of the poor; The old domination alien- 
ated it from that sacred purpose, in part; by its investment in 
bank stocks, and in part, by the application of its revenues to 
the academies of the rich. The school lands which were granted 
to the State for the education of the masses of the people fell 
into the hands of the old regime; and like all the other public 
trusts of those days, have been subjected ta spoliation, -Under 
these circumstances, the gathering up of the remnant of the 
school lands and the reapplieation of the revenues originally 
set apart for the seminary fund, do not make good the bad faith 
af the past, to the masses of the children of Mississippi. As 
somewhat of a requital for the wrong done the children of the 
people by the men who controlled the affairs of the State from 


thetime of its organization until the close of the late war, I - 


propose that we fill out the opportunity presented in the Uni- 
versity, ‘hy bringing its advantages within the reach of the 
oor, 
With-that purpose, I recommend earnestly that you establish 
a system -of scholarships in the University in two groups—one 
group free; another at half rate; and that one of each of these 
. Scholarships shall.be given to the common schools of each 
county of the State, asa prize ta he won.by the best answerer in 
. & competative examination. One hundred thousand dollars 
would be well applied in discharging this compensation to the 
masses of the people for the plunder of the funds dedicated to 
their education; and while discharging a double duty—to the 
beneficiaries of the common school fund and to those of. the 
University fund—will consecrate the memories of the Univer- 
sity in the affections of the great body of the people. 
A very interesting report has been placed in my hands by the 
President of the Shaw University. I commend it cordially to 
yourperusal. While the greater part of the document meets 
my hearty commendation, I regret that I cannot concur with it 
in the recommendation of the establishment, in conjunction 
- with the Shaw University, of a model school af. the cost of the 
Treasury. The Board of Education might he endowed per- 
haps wisely with the special powers necessary to call that school 
into existence, in conjunction with the Shaw University, in a 
- form to obtain the co-operation of the local schoal directors. 
Colored boys may he expected to present themselves within 
four or five years at the level of the curriculum of the High 
School, if not of the University. . We ought not to be unpre- 
pared to discharge our obligations to them, as we discharge it 
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to white boys, by the time that they shall have made the 
' coming demand fora collegiate education. With the single 
drawback of its situation in the same section of the State as the 
University of Oxford, the Shaw University offers an excellent - 
-nucleus for the application of the energies of the State in meet- 
ing its duties to the rising generation of the people of color, 
Whether the Shaw University, or some institution situated in 
the Southern part of the State, shall be made the vehicle of 
University training for the negro youth, Iam anxious that 
Steps be taken to initiate the.realization of that purpose, so as 
to throw out to the emulation of the- colored boys of dur 
- public schools, the same generous system of free and half-free 
seholarships by which I hope to see the University of Oxford 
placed superior to all clashes of. party, or of race, a perpetual 
glóry of the Mississippians of my own blood. M 

From this long digression on the subject of publie education, I 
return to proceed with the moralsurvey of the State. I resume 
the subject at the statistics presenting the figures as to -dram- 
sliops. These come to me complete for the several years since 
.1864,. from hut thirteen counties, They are as follows:

The above table represents, so far as an increase of drinking 
shops may be held to so represent, an increase of drunkenness. 
It shows, absolutely, however, that those particular agencies of 
the waste of. the means of the people have increased upwards 
of 150 percent. Much of this may, it is true, be explained by 
the fact that the number of those who are now free to waste 
their time and health in the dram-shop, has been increased 
upwards of 100 per cent. Even this explanation leaves the 
facts embodied in the tablé a subject of regret. ' 
.. The increase of whiskey shops is such as to challenge your 
reflection. The results of yout, own action in the regulation 
of licenses for the retail of spiritous liquors, has not yet had a 
trial; but I apprehend it. will not be found a snfficient remedy 
for whatever -of evil may: be represented by the increase of

drinking houses. 


‘The revolution whose workings I point Out here, places itself 
in evidence very happily in an aspect somewhat political. : To 


. ascertain how far it has asserted itself in a transition from the 


. spirit of monopoly incident to a system essentially oligarchica’, 
to the spirit of general activity incident to x system of univer- 
-sal rights, I have carried my inquiries into `“ the -number of 
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stores other than whisky shops;" “the number of shoemakers’ 
shops,” and “the number of smith-shops.” Let me invite 
your attention to the results of those investigations.- . 

Twelve counties send me the following returns complete for 
each year since the war, illustrative of the

The upward tendency of the colored people is still put in 
proof in the above table—and put in proof with some force 
when itis remembered that they enter into competition with. 
the whites as traders, at & starting point which found them 
incapable of owning capital. But the number of stores other 
than whisky shops, is especially significant TA the fact of their 
increase in five years of 100 per cent. amongst the whites; for 
this increase points to the breaking down of the spirit of mon- 
opoly over which comes in with the rush of a flood, all the 
previously pent up energies of the masses of the people. The 
hundred customers of the new order of things demand the 
competition that was cut off by the system which placed the 
demand of that hundred customers at the disposition of an 
individual. And thus does the regíme of freedom in Missis- 
sippi, appeal to the man of small means to spring into the field 
of that commercial activity from whieh he had been excluded 
previously by a system that carried with it, as one of its coin- 
cident evils, a business of long credits. ` 7 

Because of its direct bearing on the increase of merchant- 
stores, I ask you to glance back to the ‘agricultural summary 

«given above for that novelty in our industry—a system of 
wages! In six counties containing at the present time a total 
population of 76,840, the amount of wages paid out for the 
crops of 1869 was $1,355,203.00. This would give an amnual 
wage in the whole State to the amount of eleven or -twelve 

. millions of dollars. Forty per cent. of this may' be set down 
as offsetting the board which the returns of the census include. 
Deducting that, the balance placed in the hands of our laborers 
may be estimated annually, at six or seven millions óf dollars. 
The necessities of our present want of capitalonce superceded, 
we may look, confidently, for that activity of mercantile 
business, with the “ quick sales and light profits” incident to 
cash custom, whieh is sureto follow wherever labor throws out 
¡into trade, as the heart throws out supplies of blood into the 
system, a weekly wage of from a hundred and twenty to a hun- 
dred and forty thousand dollars. And as we observé business 
growing in all the towns of theState to dimensions that are 
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expanding those towns into cities, so may we look for a con- 
tinued increase of the number of our.merchant-stores until 
competition shall have pressed to the limits of a moderate 
profit, all the energies -placed at its service by a system of 
universal liberty. The freedom of the negro throwing thus 
open new fields of investment and energy, has expanded largely 
the freedom of the white, ^. — - 

The number of shoe-makers' shops is shown for all the 
years since the war, in the returns from but seventeen counties.

. The two tables next above represent a state of things full of 
hope. They affirm:in the one case, no decline in the handi- 
erafts amongst the whites; and affirm that amongst the whites 
in the other case—the case bearing directly on agricultural 
prosperity-—there is a very encouraging progress. i 

But this is not all. . These tables continue to unfold the tale 
of the downfall of monopoly. They show that the shoemaker 
that was the servant of an individual in 1860 isnow a servant 
of the public. Where twenty one of these servants of the 
public were found in: 1865, we find in 1870 as many as 
sixty-three. . The. smith who was confined in his usefulness 
to the, demands of one great planter is, on the contrary, 
available now .to, shoe the horse and. share the plough of a 
score of small farmers! This great accession to the interests. 
of the agricuitural masses of the State is but an initiation of 
that expansion under which we behold in the figures before us, 
the energies of free labor increasing -that accession in the 
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brief period between 1865 and 1870, to so great an extent as 
three-fold! And thus monopoly trampled under the tread of 
popular progress, the great masses of the poor of all classes 
stand the equals of the rich, not only in law, but in other 
essentials of the free pursuit of life, liberty, arid fortune! . 

The increase in our handicrafts appears.to require some foster- 
ing. I invite your attention with that view to whatever 
reform may be necessary in, our laws of apprenticeship for 
securing the apprentice good care and instruction,. and the 
master the enjoyment of the services pledged to him as an 
equivalent. ic Se ns 

The improvidence of the negro is another subject of popu- | 
lar apprehension as to his future under freedom. "The laws of 
1865 had excluded him from putting that accusation to trial by 
having made him a Pariah. And military government is certainly 
not a very favorable school for the developement of industry 
and thrift. And yet the inauguration of that rule was the first 
moment at which the negro had *in fact, the opportunity of 
realizing wealth. Four years have passed since that time; and 
but one of those four-years has been ‘blessed with civil gov- 
ernment. And now, at the expiration of that very brief period, 
what evidence do we find on which to forfh opinion as to the 
future identity of the, negro with the direct interests of pro- 
perty? ovi 

Tenant-farming has expanded amongst the whites since 
1860 about one hundred per cent. In that year it was, of 
course, unknown amongst the negroes. The production of 
cotton by tenant.farmers comes to me for 1869 and 1870 in the 
returns of twenty-three counties; and challenges attention in 
the following form, viz: :

While the industrial monopoly of the old system is seen, 
thus, in the act of partition amongst the masses of the people, 
the popülarization of our production comes to us accompanied 
by the further gratifying fact that the negro has advanced in. 
four short years to the condition of employing, 15 a farmer, 
active capital of his own! l : 

From twenty counties I have received full returns of the 
amount of cotton grown by colored people as owners of. the 
soil. (See Exhibit No. 1.) While 100,697 bales were grown 
in those counties by white land owners in 1869, the number 
grown by colored land owners in those counties in 1869 was 
4,645! The white owner of the soil produced in those counties 
102,491 bales in 1870; the colored owner of the soil produced 
in them during the same period, 6,141 bales!

The. surprise with which these facts will come in proof 
before you, gentlemen, cannot be greater than that with which 
they have come in proof before me And my pleasure in the: 
case 1s hardly less than my surprise; for one of the most serious 
fears for the.working of reconstruction lay in the absence of a 
middle class constituting a link between the masses of oar 
property-holders on the one hand, and the. masses of our balot- . 
casting labor on the other. E 

The late census of the United States corroborates the fact 
of a wonderful accummulation of property on the part of the 
men who but a few short years ago were incapable of owning 
a boll of cotton. In the seven. counties selected as an illustra- 
tion of the results shown by that national survey, I find the 
following surprising evidence of negro thrift.

Amongst the forty-three thousand negroes of Washington, 
-Madison, Holmes, Rankin, Neshoba, Jones, and Lauderdale, 
who had been plucked pennyless four short years ago from the 
clutches of the unwise legislation of 1865, three thousand four 
hundred and forty one accumulated wealth—what the econo- 
mists, hold to represent the political virtue of “denial”—to the 
enormous amount of eight hundred and eighty-two thousand 
two hundred and forty dollars! And. here again is - -un- 
doubted proof that the industry and thrift of the negro is 
develdping with extraordinary-rapidity the production of a 
mass of property-owners who constitute an unimpeachable 
guarantee. that reconstruction goes forward to the consolida- 
tion of a society in which the reward of ADOS goes hand in 
hand with the safety of property. - 

The results of my enquiries into crime are meagre. The 
comparison which I had contemplated between that of 1865 and 
that of 1870 failed by reason of the facts that but few courts 
held sittingsin 1865, And the indictments of 1870 have not been 
followed out so as to show the results under the heads “convic- 
tions,” “hung juries,” ete, of my circulars. The available facta 
of the answers are embodied in the following table:

Where the indictments are not given for both races, 
no entry is made so as to make the total, as far as it goes, a 
just basis of comparison. 

One satisfactory evidence on the face of the above table, is 
that which shows in the number.of the indictments, a vigorous 
effort for the enforcement of the law. After this, however, the 
the figures are subjects of reflection the most painful. They 
represent a violence which is a shame to both classes of our 
people. While noticing such an exhibition of barbarism, an 
explanation of it may be found in the consideration that we are 
but emerging from a political and social revolution. But with 
civil government now. a whole year in operation amongst us, 
the continuance of a state of crime such as that depicted | in the 
table, would be alarming if it had npt already brought oùt in 
condemnation some:spontanéous displays of popular opinion in 
assertion of good order. 

The figures of the foregoing table give evidence that, while 
erime amongst us is shockingly great in its amount, it is, 
nevertheless being brought within the cognizance of the law. . 
A class of lawless violence the most cruel and cowardly, pro- 
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ceeds in a few quarters, iti is true, in the person of the masked 
assassin; and so far has succeeded in evading punishment if 
not detection. ` Other means at my disposal having failed, 1 
brought to their aid the fullest powers vested in me for the 
detection of these outr ages by the offer of rewards, 

By public proclamation, I have offered rewards, varying from 
$500 to $5,000 for such information as shall lead to the “con- 
yiction of parties concerned in the midnight bands that have 
prowled recently through a certain district to the intimidation 
and outrage of good citizens of the State. If these rewards do 
not work pr actical results, I propose to offer rewards still higher; 
and inasmuch as the citizen who fails in his duty to assist in 
the detection and punishment of these crimes, ought to be taught 
his duty under the pressure of penalties, Task that you give 
me authority to' go on in pursuit of these masked assassins 
from rewards of $5, 000 to rewards of $25,000—a sum which I 
think will draw them from their hiding -places. 

The crimes shown in the above ‘table do not, however 
numerous, represent any organized opposition to the 
officers of the law. Their prevention can, I think, be made 
effective after a while, by the exercise'of. the present power of 
the Governor when supplemented by the additional authority 
to offer rewards as high as $25,000. It may be a proper subject 
for your consideration whether it is not expedient that the 
rewards offered for the detection of men engaged in outrages 
perpetrated by what is called the Ku Klux Klan in any coun iy, 
shall, when paid by the anita be made good by a special 
tax upon the county. 

I shall not hesitate to call on the Legislature for whatever 
additional authority I may deem necessary in the case, when I 
shall have exhausted in vain all the méans you will have placed at 
my disposal for following up these gangs of masked assassins by 
.& detective police, and the operation of large rewards. 

Apprehensive that these bànditti might have carried their out- 
rages to the extent of bringing the law into contempt, I took 
preliminary measures for “organizing the militia in certain 
counties. The Assessors’ enr ollment having, however, been 
found incomplete, I, have not been able to carry that purpose 
forward to any satisfactory extent; but hope to do so before 


Jong. 


The painful amount of felonious assaults shown by the fore- 
going table, i ind d referable to the: barbarous practice of 
earrying deadly weapons. I stand pledged personally and 
politically before the people of the State, to the stoppage of 
that outrage on civilized society. I recommeud earnestly, in 
diseharge of that pledge, that you repair the oversight of having 
omitted i in the revenue bill the bowie-knife and pistol from the 
subjects of taxation. I recommend, further, that you declare 
. the presence of a concealed bowie-knife or pistol on the per- 
son of any one, a ‘misdemeanor punishable by fine and impris- 
onment; and the use of or the attempt to use, a concealed weapon 
upon any person, savè in self-defence, to be a felony: When 
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any such' use of or attempt to use, a concealed weapon, shall take 
the character of an assault with intent to kill the said use or 
attompt to use should be made a sufficient proof of malice afore 
thought. " 

Icalled your attention in my message of last session (page 
57 of appendix to tho House Journal, 1870) to the Penitentiary. 
In addition to the points presented on that subject then, I add 
now that, if we must employ our convicts outside of the Peni- 
tentiary, we ought so to modify their sentences as to do so in 
accordance with law. A large proportion of those now sen- 
tenced to be confined in the Penitentiary may, in recognition 
of the impracticability of carrying out that form of punishment, 
be sentenced to lahor on publie works. 

New Orleans on the one hand, and Memphis on the other, 
receive large proportions of their business from the people of 
this State. The tribute thus paid by ourindustry to those citics 
outside our borders, may be held truly to amount toa high pro- 
portion of the wealth represented by their bonded debts, their 
stocks of goods, their splendid buildings, and the luxuries oftheir 
private life. In the poverty which has befallen her, Mississippi 
may find in this a special reason for taking some steps in active 
support of the measures designed in the past for saving her from: 
this exhausting drain upon her resources. She may well remem- 
ber tho factthat one of the finest harbors of the Gulf of Mexico 
may be made available by her energies for the creation upon 
her own shore of a city of the sea; and she may well bethink her 
ofapplying that remembrance practically in not only opeuing that 
harbor by judicious works, but also in placing it at the: service 
of her trade by the construction of that true suggestion of her ' 
State pride, the railroad to Ship Island. G 

If some energetic corporation shall not arise at once to give 
employment on the improvement of the Ship Island harbor, o? 
the constrúction of the Ship Island Railroad,to convicts sen- 
- tenced to labor on public works, immediate arrangements may 
doubtless be made for that purpose on the part of counties in- 
terested in the construction of the Mississippi levees, without 
any cost to the State. One hundred and fifty men placed 
on works inaugurating the erection of a seaport city of our 
own, would requite the moral wrong that they may have done 
the State by at all events a-very great material benefit. Or by 
their labor as a force of maintenance on the levees, they would 
keep those works ata standard of repair which would make them, 
more surely than any other means, an absolute safeguard to - 
the immense amount of agricultural wealth that lies at the ser- 
vice of industry in our richest field for the production of 
cotton. n 

I recommend that sentences for a certain class of crimes 
made punishable by confinément in the Penitentiary be changed, 
for at all events the present, to labor on public works. With 
the probability that the enlargement of the mass of individuals 
owing direct responsibllity to the.law, will continue for some- 
time to come, to add to the number of our criminals, the neces- 
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sity of some such relief of the limited capacity of the Peniten- 
tiary for actual confinement of prisoners, becomes all the more 
imperative. ` | 

The report of the Superintendent of the Penitentiary recom- 
mends that convicts be allowed the right of abridging tne pe- 
riod of their confinement. by good conduct, - As improvement 
as well as punishment is one of the aims -of all enlightened 


systems of imprisonment for crime, this blending of reward ' 


with punishment is calculated to- promote one of the ends of a 
humane publie policy. Inasmuch as not only other States of 
‘the Union, but also Great Britain, as shown by her well-known 
system of tickets of leave, adopt this means of encouraging 
the good conduct of the conviet, I recommend the suggestion 
‘of the Superintendent of the Penitentiary to your earnest con- 
sideration. K K 

Fifty-one convicts, as you will see by the report of that offi- 
cer have been pardoned during the past year, and it may be 
well to explain here that wliile several of these were, in consid- 
eration of good behavior, pardoned a short time before the ex- 
piration of their sentences, in order to give them the benefit of 
an Executive pardon, a large proportion of the remainder wus 
released on the report of a commission, instituted by your 
honorable bodies, with a view to their release when found to 
have been sentenced under the harsh laws of the Logislature 
and the severe temper of the Judiciary of 1865-6. 

The escape of prisoners from county jails demands some 
measures of remedy. Every such escape ought to be made a 
subject of investigation by the grand jury next following that 
escape. If the Sheriff is found to be culpable, a punishment 


should be prescribed commensurate with the crime—and in ' 


addition to other penalties, the State should be allowed to make 
proof of any rewards paid, or other outlays for the recapture 
of escaped prisoners, and for this sum the officer and his se- 
curities should .be held:liable on their bond If however,.the 
escape shall be found by the grand jury to be referable to de- 
fects in the jail, allthe expenses incurred by the State for 
rewards or otherwise, in the recapture of prisoners escaped 
from jail, should be made payable from the funds of the county 
from whose jurisdiction the escape shall have been made. The 
.contingent fund at my disposal, has been burdened heavily by 
reason of the cost of the recaptures of escaped prisoners. 

In accordance with the Act passed at your last session, I 
appointed the Hon. J. A. P. Campbell, the Hon. Amos. R. 
Johnson, and the Hon. Amos Lovering, Commissioners to draft 
a revised code óf the laws of the State. These gentlemen haye 
been diligently engaged at that work since your adjournment. 
Théy have now carried their labors to & point at which they 
must await the action of your honorable bodies. : They have 
had the.draft-code printed by chapters, each chapter having 
been submitted for my own examination, and that of the Judges 
of the Supreme Court. I haye not had time to examine them 


thoroughly, but propose to do so hereafter, in order to present 
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" to you any views that may result from my:reflections on them, 


- in the form of a special message The: learning of the able 


Li 


lawyers charged with the duty of preparing the code, and the- 
wisdom of your honorable houses are, however, the highest 
guarantees to the State for the organization of our laws on a 


-basis of justice and enlightened policy. 


The Revenue law of 1870 has not yet been placed on trial to 
any considerable extent, beyond the making of its assessments. 
And.the only experience obtained on these goes simply to point 
out inequalities of valuation for ‘which the Board of Equali- 
zation is inoperative. That Board is all very well, perhaps, for 
preserving uniformity within its' jurisdiction; but the question 
remains-yet to be settled as to the best means.of preserving 
uniformity of assessments throughout the State. "The political 
complexion of the influences under which the several asses- 
sors and the several Boards of Equalization act, gives, nabu- 
rally, à complexion to the assessments; for we may look for 
unjustly low valuations of land, for example, in counties where 
the landed interests overshadow popular action, and we may, on 
the other hand, look for unjustly high valuations of land where 
the temper of the men in office is ready to respond to the de- 
mands of a spirit of agrarianism. 

The difficulty of equitable assessment is generally so’ great 
that all plans for its obtainment are open necessarily to more 
or less objection. ‘As a whole, however, I know none: that com- 
bines promise of satisfactory results with facility of applica- 
tion to a degree equal to that of a classification of lands on 
the basis of their production. If lands averaging, or capable 
of averaging, on a series of years, 400 pounds:of lint cotton or 
40. bushels of corn per acre, be valued at, say forty dollars, a 
basis of something like a general equalization will have been 
arrived at by valuing lands i in the ratio of their average pro- 
duction of cotton or corn. A field yielding an average of 300 
pounds of lint cotton or 30 bushels of corn will, on that basis, 
call for a valuation of $30 an acre, and all intermediate yields 
for intermediate valuations. The basis of value—the pro- 
duction—can be ascertained so readily by inspection that. this 
plan brings the judgment of the assessor to the aid of the con- 
science of the land owner; and takes that conscience from the 
loose ground of questions of relative assessment to the firm 
gr ound of the actual fact of the production of his farm. 

Uncultivated lands different in soil from the cultivated part 
of a farm appear to me incapable of any system of valuation, 
save that made on the oath of the proprietor, and all such proof : 
should be made to rest, as all valuations whatever should be 
made to rest, on the price the property would bring in cash. 

The revenue law of the last session demands several re-. 
forms. Section 4 levies $25 00 on all druggists; and deems as 
such, all who sell drugs, Where no system of medical charities 
intervenes to assist the poor in their sickness, the tax on drug- 
gists is one of doubtful propriety. - To apply it to all who 
sell drugs, no matter how smallthe quantity, is, I apprehend, to 
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cut off the people from those medicines in common use, which 
would be ordinarily obtdinable at country stores. 

The : assessment of $25 00 on silversmiths or watchmakers 
is invidious, A tax upon the handicrafts is, in my opinion, 
not good policy; but there is certainly very little reason why 
it should be levied on the silversmith or watchmaker rather 
than on any otherartisan. I recommend respectfully that the tax 
be repealed. . : ' 

Section 11. provides that defaulting tax-payers shall be 
imprisoned until they shall have paid their taxes, , In the case 
of those who own property, a sufficient remedy is found in the 
power to collect their taxes by a sale of their property. So far 
as it applies to them the provision is clearly unnecessary. 
Every article of property made subject to sale for taxes, this 
extreme remedy of imprisonment is not necessary save in a 
few cases amongst even the class of people who pay only the 
tax on polls. . Waiving all considerations of the cruelty of the 
provision, I submit that, while it is true; à good moral effect 
may be obtained by holding the citizen up to his duty to the 
State, the maintenance of a man at the obke GE penso during 
an indefinite period of time, because of his default in the sum 
of the poll tax, is a very questionable measure of revenue. Ẹ 
recommend the repeal of this eleventh section, and suggest 
in view of its penalty that the tax-payer in so defaulting, shall 
be declared incapable of sitting on a jury, and be deprived of 
other privileges as a citizen, so far as an enactment of the 
Legislature may constitutionally infliet that penalty upon one 
who shall have failed in his obligation to the State. 

- Section 13 of the revenue law provides that the tax collector 
shall proceed on his duty immediately after the assessment- 
rolls shall have been placed in his harids.—And these rolls : 

not required to be so placed before the first Monday in Qtto- 
ber.—The section then directs that the lands of defaulting tax- 
payers shall be advertised for sale on the first Monday of the 
following February, and actually sold on the first Monday in 
March. And it directs that the fact of default up to the period 
of sale shall inerease the tax liability of the property to the 
extent of fifty per cent. Where .Jands are designated by a 
System of-changes on a few T of the- alphabet and 
notation as they are in this State, efrors in their designation 
are occurrences almost common. Owners often pay taxes in 
consequence of this on thelands of others, and find that the 
mistake has resulted in the sale of their own lands. Absence, 
sickness, or similar causes may, as the law now stands, subject 
a good citizen and prompt tax-payer to an irrecoverable loss of 
his landed estate. Under such a state of things, the penalty 
of the sale for taxes ought not to be made final for the day of sale. 
I recommend that sale made.and the penalty attached as now 


. provided, the land owner'be allowed an opportunity to redeem 
_.the lands, but while giving him twelve months for the purpose 


that he be subjected for the indulgence to the penal interest of 


five per cent per month, 
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The power of taxatiow in the hands of the Board of Super- 
visors is at present virtually unlimited. The principle of the 
municipal system makes that power inoperative after a certain . 
point, without the special consent of the Legislature. The 
issue of credits in the form of warrants, by the counties, is a 
crying evil. Complaints come to me of extravagant schemes 
of improvement by Boards of Supervisors in several counties; 
schemes that contemplate at credit rates the construction of 
bridges and court-houses, to an extent which threaten the tax- 


. payers with grevious burdens. I recommend that the power of 


the Board of Supervisors be limited to a taxation not exceed- 
ing—exclusive of the school tax—two hundred per cent. on 
the State tax; ; and that its authority to issue warrants be 
placed under such restrictions as shall protect the tax-payers 
against fraud. I recommend further that the Board of Super- 
visors shall hold one court a year, to be denominated a “ Court 
of Claims,” and that no claim ágainst the county shall be 
allowed for any purpose at any other time than that provided 
for the term of that court. 

A subject which I omitted by oversight when considering our 
agricultural condition I take leave-to introduce here: 

"The lien law of 1866 gives the merchant who advances sup- 
plies to the planter, a lien on the crop. The credit-system of 
which this is a remnant, ought to be discouraged by legisla- 
tion. It induces an extravagance on the one hand, and an 
exacting spirit of trading on the other; and, in either aspect, 
is an excrescence on the present order of things. The repeal 
of this law is an expediency of the best interests of the whole 
people, if we would, by -releasing the planter from an old incu- 
bus which he has never ‘been able to shake off, place our agri- 
culture on a footing of independent solvency. 

I invite your attention, gentlemen, to the question-of the ex- 
penditures of the State Government. The administration 
which fails to show a spirit of honest economy in the discharge 
of its trust, cannot, and ought not, to be maintained under a sys- 
tem of free suffrage. My self-respect as a man, and my inter- 
est as a tax-payer, make me jealous of every outlay of the State 
administration; and I, therefore, submit the expenditures of 
1870 in full detail, in order to furnish you with any lights that 
they may present to your reflections with a view to reform i in the 
interest of a more severe economy. 

Military government has the one merit of cheapness. Its “gen- 
eral orders" save the expenses of leg islation; its Provost Mar- 
shals save the cost'of a Judiciary. As the quasi civil govern- 
ments of this State since 1861 have been more or less operated by 
military power, I must, therefore, go for the nearest basis of 
just comparison with the cost of our government in 1870, to its 


` eost in 1861. Even 1861 itself is an instance somewhat excep- 


tional: but so also, be it remembered, was 1870. I will there- 
fore, carry out the comparison in full view of these facts. 

Some of the items of 1870-are special necessities of the 
time. Our publie buildings, for example, had fallen by neglect 
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into decay. Soméof our charities had been baraz over to us by 
the military authori ‘ities, on the very verge of privation. In 
1861 all these were in good condition; and, involved, therefore, 
no addition to the ordinary expenditures of the State. They 
constitute heads of outlays in 1870, which ought to be deducted 
from the aggrezate expenses of that year, in, "order to place the 
eost of the State government of 1870 on a fair basis of com” 
parison with the cost of that of 1861. The following are > heads 
of outlay special to 1870:

Deduct from the aggregate expensés of this government in » 
1861 those expenses whose amount was a direct result of the 
political facts of the time, , and we find the ordinary expenses 
represented in the details of the total expenses of that year to 


be ($762, 470 less by $318 ,867) $383,603. Deduct from the 
aggregate expenses of the government in 1870 those expenses 
which were special necessities * ‘of the time, and also those 
whose amount was a direct result of the political facts of the 
time, and we flnd the ordinary expenses represented in the 
details of the total expenses of that year to be ($1,061,294-less 
by the sum of $149,730 and $581, 001) $330,518. ` 
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Theitems which borethe character of ordinary expenses of the 
State government in 1861, having amounted to $383,603, and 
.those which bore the same ‘character in 1870 having amounted to * 
$330,518, no doubt ean be entertained that the administration 
of our affairs in "1870, as compared with that of 1861, has been 
governed by a spirit of more eareful economy. And the ¿ gene- 
ral proof thus given of that fact receives concurrence jn the 
comparison of those small items of expenditure which in 
every case of stewardship show—as straws show the direction of 
the wind—the comparative providence of administration. 
This concurrence may be traced very plainly in the following 
statement:

An honest administration is, however, not satisfied with a 
merely comparative economy. The excess of $121,103 in 1861 
on account of militia is, like the excess of $184,282 in 1870 
on account of the Legislature, a direct consequence of the 
political situation. The $22,451 paid for the secession conven- 
tion-for the one year, and the $41,494 paid for the constitu- 
tional convention of the other year, are outlays, each, special 
to the occasion. And a comparison of the two sets of outlays 
in those cases might be disposed of by political partisanship as 
teaching no other lesson outside their reference to the one mad- 
ness in which they both have originated,save that the initiation of 
the process oftearing down a government is considerably cheaper | 
than that ofthe initiation ofthe process-of building itup. Earn- 
est men will, however, not attempt to palliate any want of provi- 
dence in their management of publie affairs; but not content 
with making that management comparatively good, will set 
themselves to examine it to ascertain the best means of mak- 
ing it absolutely 9 good. : 

The public printing of 1861 amounted to but $8,028; Whereas 
itamounted last year to the sum of $52,976. "The circum- 
stances of the two cases are, it is true, yery widely different; 
for whereas the public printing of 1861 was simply that of the 
ordinary business of keeping in motion an existing government, 
the public printing of 1870 was that of not not only, the ordin- | 
ary business of keeping in motion an existing government, but 
was furthermore, that of the extraordinary. business of erecting” 
on the ruins of an old government the whole fabric of a new 
one. And while the payments for the expenses of the State 
government in 1861 and 1865 were made in funds at par, the 
payments for the expense of the State government i in 1870 were 
made in funds at a discount of from thirfy to forty per 
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cent. These consider ations may cn the marked disparity 
in the two cases fully; but they may not. The printing 
bill was approved by me w thout personal knowledge of«the 
rates, on th» best information at my service. "While 1 am not 
prepared to affirm that these rates are exorbitant, I feel it my 
duty to urge upon your consideration the question whether or 
not the prices for printing laid down in the present law on the 
subject; are of a character to make the exeess of cost of last 
year's-printing over the cost of ordinary years, an injustice to 
the State. 

The cause. of the excess of the cost of the public printing 
in 1870 may not lie in the prices. The testimony of 
skilled printers, submitted to me when the bill was presented 
for my approval, went to clearly establish the propriety of the | 

rates. ‘In all probability the excess of ‘the cost of public print- 
Ang in 1870 will be found in the amount of orders given for the 
“work, Possibly the printing of some .of the many bills that 
were sent to the Public Printer might have been very well dis- 
pensed with. I submit in view of an- economy in this direction, 
that legislative bodies generally are governed by a sense of 
good nature which frequently results in pleasing individual 
- members. at the cost of the account of public printing. 

The legislative expenses of 1870 present, on their face, a 
startling comparison with those of 1861. As in the case of 
publie printing so in this case, the circumstances are widely 
different. 

The legislation of 1861, as before stated, was that simply of 
amendation of an old system; that of 1870 was that of the 
creation of a new system. In 1870 the charities of tlie State 
had to be raised from ruin; the judicial system had to be 
reorganized; the laws had to be codified; and a large amount 
of private bills had, to be passed under the operation of 
those energies of enterprise that had been pent up during the 
interregnum of civil government.. I am without the details 
of the expenses of 1881, and will therefore make the comparison 
of the heads of cost of legislation i in 1870 with those of legisla-' 
tion in 1:65. 

The work “to be done in 1865 was that of restoration; the: 
' work to be donein 1870 was that of reconstruction. In the 
latter year it was therefore necessarily very much greater; and 
consequently eonsumed very much more time. . 

A revolution having called together the legislatiure of 1870, 
the individuals constituting it were necessarily less skilled, as 
a whole, in the business of legislation. And this fact added 
to the further fact of the vastly greater amount of the work 
before it, extended the “session of 1870 unavoidably to an 
extraordinary length. This explanation goes to the justifica- 
tion of a very largé excess in, the expenses of the legislation of 
1870 over that of 1865: but so very marked as the excess 
shown in the table actually is, Irecommend that y: our honorable 
bodies consider whether any means of saving in the vate, of 
expen se may not be put in operation at your present. session, 
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The mileage of members in 1870 was $29,664, whercas in 
1865 it was but $22,128. 'l invite your consideration to the 
fact of this difierence. While the per diem of clerks was in 
1865 but $5,801, it was in 1870 so,much as $28,201-—a fact that 
while explained to a great extent by the very much broader 
field of duty in the case of the legislation of 1870, may yet 
embrace within it some conditions of a future economy. 

The per diem of clerks was in 1805 $5,861; in 1870 it 
was $28,201, in warrants, or $18,339 in cash. This differ- , 
„ence in the two cases may be accounted for by the fact of the 
large amount of committee work necessary in the creation of a 
government. In justice to the clerical officers of both houses, 
‘I may observe here that several committees deemed it proper 
to employ clerks, but now that things have settled down to the 
ordinary conditions, I trust that it may be found practicable in 
ture futo avoid that unusual expense. 

The per diem of members in 1865 was but $46,362; in 1870 
it was $166,632. The extraordinary amount of.work before 
them may be a suffibient justification of this marked difference; 
but the fact of so great a cost for the legislation incident to a 
revolution, may well lead us to consider whether now, under a 
state of facts less exceptional, that cost may not be greatly 
reduced. Excessive legislation is ordinarily one of the 
abuses of representative government; and now that we are 
about to pass from the extraordinary to the ordinary, may well 
be considered an evil to be remedied. With that view, and 
with the view, further, of general economy, I rccommend 
earnestly that the temptation offered by a system of per diem 
to an unnecessary lengthening of legislative sittings, be 
obviated by giving the compensation of members the form of 
an annuity. As two months ought to be ample under ordinary 
circumstances for the work of legislation, I recommend that 
the per diem and mileage of our legislators be commuted in 
future by a stipend of $500 a year. 

Sinco 1861 our Judicial system has been changed. The sal- 
series of our Circuit Judges have been increased to a point at 
which the public may command the services of the best men at 
the bar. Anda higher class of courts has been created for 
the better guardianship of the rights of property. While the 
Probate Judge has been superseded by the Chancellor; the Cir- 
cuit Judge by holding court more frequently, discharges fifty 
percent. more service in making justice quick. The saving of 
jail expenses effected in this latter respect by more rapid deliv- 
eries, represents under the present system, an economy amount- 
ing to many thousands of dollars. And the saving effected by 
the supersedure of the Judge of Probate may be,estimated 
very safely at $60,000. Disregárding the economy rcsulting 
from more rapid jail delivery, the $220,339 paid for the 
Judiciary of 1870, when credited with the saving under the 
héad of Probate Judges, which was paid by the counties, shows 
in comparison with $144,566, paid for the Judiciary of 1861, 
an additional outlay of only $15,834. 
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Returning from the special to the general, I am happy to 
repeat that the providence of the administration of 1870. com- 
pares, us & whole, to some advantage with that of the adminis- 
tration of 1861. When the exceptional demands incident to 
the wreck of war are considered; when the fact is considered 
that the duties of the State Government of 1870 are not only 
fuller, but that they apply in that fuller degree to double. the 
number of people, I insist that the cost of the State Govern- 
ment, whatever may be the fact as to its absolute economy, was 
relatively very decidedly less in 1870 than it was in 1861. 
All tlie services of Government applied in 1861 to but the 
whites. They were discharged at that time to the very limited 
extent of their application to the slave, by the master. But the 
duties of Government now apply directly with equal force to 
every inhabitant of the State. In this year of grace, they are, 
in the march of human progress, more than double in volume 
what they were in 1861.—330,000 people having been embraced 
by them then, they embrace now 800,000!—And not only are the 
subjects of civil Government more than double, but the duties of 
civil Government are more searching into the operations of soci- 
ety. And in this fair view of the subject, it may be concluded 
with truth, that, if the cost of Government in 1861 were properly 
$190,000, it might be held to be properly in 1870, if not double 
that cost, certainly very much higher. But what is the fact? 
On a comparison of the ordinary expenses of the Administra- 
tion of the two periods, those of 1870 are seen to be much less; 
and after deducting the expenses incident to the Administra- 
tion of 1870, as sequences of the neglect of the past, and deduct- 
ing likewise the discount on warrants—which have swelled the 
expense account as charged againstthe Administration of 1870 
fully 30 per cent., the expenses of that Administration are not 
only not double, are not only not very much nigher than those ' 
of 1861, but they are in fact very decidedly less. 
"m ' ‘ : : : 
The basis of taxation now is very much less than it was in 
1861. The census of the seven counties selected as an illus- 
tration of the condition of things in the State, leads to,the 
conclusion that the value of farms now is but about one-third 
of the value of farms in 1861: To ráise the same amount of 
revenue.on lands now, the tax of one-fifth of one per cent. in 
1861 would require to be increased to about three-fifths. The 
revenue bill of last session fixed it at something less—at one- 
half of one per cent. While this rate of taxation is heavy 
compared with our own experience, it is light compared with 
the experience of other States; but bringing intothe treasury no 
greater sums than were brought in. by the rate of 1861, it is a 
necessity originating, not in any extravagance jof the State 
Government, but in simply those results of the war which still 
remain in the depreciation of our agricultural values. 
Connected with the subject of revenue is the subject of Siate 
crelit. The new regime, on coming into office found the 
treasury without a dollar to meet -a large amount of floating 
debt. The business of thé State was being transacted on Audi- 
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tors warrants subject to a discount of from thirty-five to forty 
per cent. The extraordinary expenditures necessary for the 
restoration of the fabric of our government—the embodiment - 
of a work of revolution in the form of law, the restoration of 
public buildings crumbling to decay, and the replenishing of 
publie charities tottering” to the ver ge af want—come thus upon’ 
us at a time when our credit had. been already 80 ruinously 
. depreciated. 

The machinery for supplying the Treasury could not have 
been set in motion; by the new order of things, save in the 
regular course after the work of legislation had given it form. 
Cut off, therefore, from all supplies e except such as should flow in 
under the operation of the machinery kept going by the mili- 
tary government, the revenue ofthe Treasury paid in during 


the past year on account of the general service of the State, 
was very small. It consists of the foliowing amounts:

With $436,720, the total revenue paid into the Treasury on 
account of the general service of the State, the administration . 
of 1870 was called on at a moment when the State paper was 
depreciated for ty per cent. to meet new expenditures to the ex- 
tent of about nine hundred thousand dollars. A conjunction 
of difficulties so great had never before beset the Treasury of 
Mississippi, as that with which this administration, when it 
entered office, tound itself thus confronted. 

The discount of the State paper was au heritage of the past. 
With abundant resources ever at the service of the treasury; 


that discount T a distempered condition which had 
afflicted our financial affairs until it appeared to me even 
twenty years ago, to have become chronic. Depreciated paper 
was found by some to be a very convenient means of profit. Even 
though it impoverished the tax-payer, it enriched the money- 
broker, the collecting officer, and the political manager. A 
combination of these influences was, of course, to be expected 
to exert their power to defeat the measures which you have 
taken for bringing the State paper in the teeth of the extraor-. 
dinary demands of the State.necessities, to par. And thus 
while the money-broker put down his buying rates forthe State 
warrants, the politicians ot the opposition attempted to cry 


down every thing entering into the condition of their apprecia- 
tion. 
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- The State warrant was seldom issued in small sums. It was, 
therefore, not ava‘lable for the payment of taxes by the poor. 
These people paid theirtaxes, therefore, in money; and in pres- 
ence of the fact that very little money has usually been paid 
, into the treasury, gave some persons a profit on the purchase 

and sale of warrants to the amount of hundreds- of thousands 
of dollars. This state of things the beneficiaries naturally 
concluded was worth battling to maintain. Certificates of 

Indebtedness of the denominations of one, two, three, and five 

dollars were ordered to be issued-by your honorable bodies; 
and had no sooner appeared than they were cried down by 
some of the very parties interested in keeping that tax-paying 
medium from the hands of the poor. To “bear” them down 
below the level of warrants, and thus force them to be with- 
drawn from the publie, the representatives of the old political 
combination with the money brokers, cried out with one 
accord that the Certificates of Indebtedness are unconstitutional! 

The Certificates of Indebtedness are issued in exchange for 
warrants. They are, in fact, but another form of warrant; and 
like that paper, are good at their face for dues to the State. To 
declare that the Auditor of Public Accounts cannot issue by, 
act of the Legislature a paper which the act of the Legislature 
makes receivable for debts to the State, is, substantially, to 
declare that he cannot issue what he has issued every day since 
the foundation of the State—settlement warrants. 

The Certificate of Indebtedness is an expedient of finance 
borrowed from the Legislature of Alabama. It originated, I 
believe, with Gov. Patton. In a correspondence with me on 
the subject, that gentleman states that before any legislation 
on the subject in his State, he first consulted Mr. Stansberry, 
the then Attorney General of the United States, That able 
lawyer gave a written opinion declaring the constitutionality of 
the certifieates undoubted. With the Féderal bayonet looking 
him in the face, Governor, Patton was especially anxious not 
to expose himself to an issue with the Federal authority; and, 
to make his course sure, consulted as to the legality of the cer 
tificates with several leading lawyers in Washington. Without a 
single exeeption they all concurred in the “opinion of thé 
Attorney General; and the Certificate of Indebtedness was given - 
to the public of Alabama on a sure footing of legality which 
„has remained unquestioned until to-day., 

The political agencies'that play the money-broker's role of 
"bearing" the State paper, carry their performanceto prophecies 
of repudiation. Their practices in the past have taught them, it 
Appears, to utter that offensive word rather glibly. New Missis- 
sippi is very different in its views of public obligation and finan- 

, cial policy, from old Mississippi; but those utterers of silly augu- 
ries have yet to learn a single instance in which a regime of the 
people stands dishonored in these cays by a violation of the 
public faith. 

"But the Certificates of Yudebteduoss have triumphed over. all 
the attempts to break them down. The great Railway Compa 
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nies of the State have responded most creditably to the call 
made for their co-operation, and have given the State paper the 
wide field represented by their carrying. trade, for circulation at 
par. The county officers throughout the State will, doubtless, 
coneur cheerfully in the request that they receive the certifi- 
cates at par for their own and all county dues, This will have 
given the State paper an appreciation of from thirty to forty 
per cent.; and will, therefore, have stopped the old drain into 
the pocket of the official and the money-broker, from the scanty 
income of the small tax-payer throughout the State. ' And thus 
does the close of the first year of the operation of the new 
order of things witness an advance of the State credit from 
sixty cents on the dollar to a value which is virtually par! 

I call your attention to subjects: which I brought under your 
notice last session; but which were excluded from jour 
deliberations then by the press of business. I need not go now 
into any further remarks on these subjects, and shall therefore 
dispose of them by pointing out the places in which my views 
upon each may be found at length. On page 31 of the 
appendix of the Senate Journal of 1870, you will find my 
Message on the Board of Public Works; on page 37 that on the 
Commissionership of Immigration and Agriculture; on page 
49 my Message on the New Orleans, Jackson, and Great 
Northern Railroad.

Transmitted to the Governor, on the 2d Monday in December, 1870. 


"TO HIS EXCELLENCY, JAMES L. ALCORN,’ 
GOVERNOR OF THE STATE or Migsrssrmrr : 


Sir: We &ronsmit, herewith, the very able and elaborate 
report of Doctor Compton, the. Medical Superintendent of the 
Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum. * 

The law requires that the Board of Trustees of that Institu- 
tion shall also make a report; but here we take pleasure in 
observing that the report of the Superintendent, being so full 
and exhaustive, explaining in detail and particulars, with tabu- 
lar statements, everything"]connected with the interests and 
workings of the Asylum, there is. left but little room for us to 
occupy, wherein to make any suggestions of our own, and, 
_ therefore, but little necessity exists for us to do so. The report 
isreplete with information, and contains an interesting history of 
the foundation, rise, and progress of the Mississippi State Luna- 
tie Asylum, and to Dr. Compton, the author of said report, the 
thanks of the people of the State are due, for the very valuable 
* facts, heretofore but little known or understood, contained in 
said report. 

The capacity of the Institution has, heretofore, been too 
limited to-accommodate more than one-half of the number for 
whom applieations for admission have been made, but the very. 
liberal and munificent appropriation made by our last Legisla- 


^ 
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ture, for the erection of additional wings, will enable the Insti-. 
tution, when these wings shall have been completed, to afford * 
sufficient room for the unfortunate class of beings for whom 
the Lunatic Asylum is intended as a hospital or a home. 

We regard this aet of the Legislature as the most praise- 
worthy, and one of the most beneficial iu its results for which 
our citizens have ever been taxed. ; i 

It is, indeed, a matter of great encouragement to be able to 
trace these indications of the wise and humane spirit which has 
actuated the Legislature since the reconstruction, in making 
liberal appropriations, and bestowing that needful care. and kind 
regard for the carrying forward the noble work of ameliorating 
the conditión of these dependent claimants upon public sym- 
pathy and bounty. : 

Much more, however, is wanting to be done before this Insti- 
tution can compare, as favorably as it should, with the similar 
institutions of the other States of the Union, 

Itis highly beneficial to the condition of the inmates, and 
contributes in a great degree to their improvement, and the 
progress of their cure (when a cure is possible), to provide 
and arrange all things connected with the Asylum, in the most 
pleasant, agreeable, and attractive manner, so that an air of 
cheerfulness and comfort shall be felt surrounding all; and 
while we deem it right and proper that every precaution should 
be taken to avoid unnecessary and extravagant expenditures, 
yet we can but come to the conclusion that hitherto a false 
economy or parsimonious course has been observed in regard 
to this benevolent Institntion, and the patients have not been 
allowed many comforts which their peculiar situation demanded, 
and we, as the Board of "Trustees, report, that we are happy to 
recognize the fact, that a new order of things is springing up, 
and that a truly noble and enlightened policy has been inaugu- 
rated by our Legislature, in dealing with the interests of the 
State Asylum, and that hereafter we may look forward with 
anticipations of pleasure in the prospective operation of these 
enlarged and liberal views upon the prosperity and welfare of 
the Institution. 

Not only more room is needed, but also new outfits in all the 
departments. The old, worn-out and dilapidated furniture is 
an eye-sore and a discomfort, and should be replaced by such 
that is new and suitable. So of the rickety and worm-eaten 

.hedsteads. Instead of the old, discordant, and worthless 
piano now in use, there should be at least two new ones. The 
billiard table should be newly covered and put in order, and a 
new one also supplied. The ten-pin alley, so necessary to the 
amusement of a certain class of patients, has been, for some 
time, abolished. It should, by all means, be restored to the 
uses for which it was originally intended. The few old, dismal 
and gloomy looking pictures which have, for years past, dis- 
figured the walls upon which they have hung, should be changed 
forrpleasing, cheerful, and attractive subjects. The halls and 
parlors should be adorned with objects calculated to impart 
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pleasure, and to relieve the distressed and troubled mind. Inter- 
esting pictures should be hung where they will catch the eye of 
those absorbed in melaneholy or gloom, or troubled with 
* thick-coming fancies” that irritate and distress. 

The Asylum is destitute of a library, and we think that it is 
a matter of the utmost importance that suitable books should 
he provided, to give occupation and pleasure to those who may 
be disposed to divert their thoughts and minds from themselves 
and their unhappy condition. : 

Musical instruments, of various kinds, should be provided. 
In fact, we think it is of the utmost importance that. an Insti- 
tution of this kind should be furnished with every means which 
may exhilerate and give relief to the minds of this unfortunate 
class of our fellow-beings, or which is calculated to contribute, 
in any way, to their restoration to mental health and perma- 
neit sanity. - ‘ 

All cannot be done at once, but for what has been done, we 
know that we give expression to the sentiments of every gener- 
ous and kind-hearted citizen, when we acknowledge, with thanks 
and feelings of profound gratitude to the members of the Leg- 
islature, all that they have already done, and are now doing, 
to prepare a suitable home for those afflicted and distressed— 
bereft of reason and self-contyol, and dependent for protection 
and support, they have raised a monument which will redound 
to their lasting honor and. praise. 

The appropriation made at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture was, at the time, believed sufficient to maintain the Insti- 
tution until the first of April next, and it would almost have 
done so, but for the most unprecedented depreciation of the 
State warrants received, and also the unexpected falling off in- 
thé amounts received for support of private patients. These 
.unforseen circumstances reduced our actual receipts in such a 
degree that we shall not be able to pay, with the next quarterly 
amount due us from the appropriation, more than the billts hat 
have been and will be made, and the salaries that will be due 
on the first of January next. The accounts for supplies are, 
as your ‘Excelleney is aware, regularly examined at every 
monthly meeting, and undergo the most careful scrutiny. A 
sufficient amount of coal and fuel to last until April next, 
amounting to $3,380 has also been bought and paid for out of 
the appropriation. For these reasons, instead of the appro- 
priation earrying us through until April, we shall be almost, if 
not entirely, out of funds after all claims shall be paid, on the 
first of January next. A 

The utmost economy has been observed, and the Board of 
. Trustees not being responsible for the large depreciation in the 
warrants, and the falling off in receipts for private patients, 
could not anticipate or prevent this result. 

In order to take advantage of the best market, and the most 
available means of making purchases to advantage, the Board 
added a provision to their by-laws in relation to the duties of 
the Steward, which is as follows: 
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“ Before making his purchases it shall be his duty to make 
inquiry of all persons engaged in businessin Jackson, who deal 
in such articles as are wanted, and ascertain who will furnish 
the articles at the lowest rate, and he shall always purchase 
from those who will sell cheapest. He shall not be confined to 
the city of Jackson in making his purchases, but máy order his 
supplies from any other place, if he find it economy to do so.” 

It must be remembered, however, that under ouralaws the 
purchases are all made under the direction of the Superintendent ; 
and the Board of Trustees have to examine and approve the bills 
before they can be paid. The Board are satisfied that all has 
been done in this respect that could have been done to protect 
the interests of the State and its Institution. 

There are now 160 patients in the Asylum; the Superinten- 
dent has received applications for more; and expects to 
accommodate an average of 165 during the next year.. A 
careful estimate has been made of the comparative cost of 
maintaining patients by similar institutions in the United States. 
They range from five dollars and fifty cents to nine dollars and 
fifty cents per week. Asa basis to compute for the appropriation 
for next year, we take 165 patients at six dollars per week for 
all expenses, this will make for the year fifty-one thousand 
four bundred and eighty dollars; from this deduct amount that 
we expect to receive from an average of 15 private patients, ab 
five dollars per week, say three thousand nine hundred dollars, 
will leave the sum ‘of forty-seven thousand five hundred and 
eighty dollars, which is the estimate for 1871. If warrants shall 
be at a discount, then a sufficient amount will have to be added 
to make up for the depreciation. This appropriation should 
commence to run from the Ist of January; for if at that time 
any cash balance be on band, it will not be more than sufficient 
to meet the many expenses that are contingent and uncertain. 
We concur with the Superintendent in su goesting that a con- 
tingent fund be placed -at ‘the credit of the Asylum in the 
Auditor's office, to be drawn by the Governor should necessity 
require it, for making up for the loss on warrants, or for any 
other unforeseen expenditures. 

The Governor being ex-officio President of the Board of 
Trustees, and generally present at its meetings, would be cog- 
nizant of its wants, aud would not be supposed to draw the. 
fund unless the most pressing necessities required it. - We also 
think it will be for the best interests of the Asylum if dis- 
eretionary power be given to the Board of Trustees and Gov- 
ernor, to draw the appropriations at such times and in such 
amounts as they may require. In this way a saving can often 
be made by having the means on hand ready to purchase sup- 
plies at the cheapest price and best advantage. 

As the Institution is being reconstructed, we think it best to 
begin operations anew on the first day of January, and with 
this object in view, the Board will direct the Treasurer and 
Steward to pay all accounts of claims then due, bringing for- 
ward any PM and open a new set of books on the first day 
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-of January, 1871, so that hereafter there may be no trouble in 
arriving at the exact expenditures for any one year. 

The inventory of property on hand, and the Steward's report 
of operations in the garden, the Matron's report, and all bills 
and vouchers of every kind, have been filed in the office of the 
Institution, and are open to the inspection of your Excellency, 
or the committee of the Legislature. 

The present Medical Superintendent, Dr. Compton, and the 
other officerg and employees of the Asylum, have faithfully dis- 
charged their duties, to the entire satisfaction of the Board of

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TO THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE MISSISSIPPI STATE LUNATIC ASYLUM : 


GENTLEMEN: The law makes it my duty, and the uniform 
harmony which has characterized our official intercourse, makes 
it a pleasure, to submit to you the annual report of the opera- 
tions of this Institution, for the year ending December 1st, 
1870. "This task is rendered the more agreeable because these 
operations have been attended by no distressing event, save and 
except the disagreeáble necessity of declining the admission of 
numerous applicants, from different parts of the State, on 
account of the Institution being crowded to its utmost capacity. 

With your indulgence,I propose to depart somewhat from 
the usual routine of Insane Asylum Reports. The want of a 
recorded history of the Institution was so sensibly felt when I 
took charge of it, that I have availed myself of every source 
of information within my reach, to bring together such facts 
and ineidents as might be of interest to the friends of the Insti- 
tution, and to place in an enduring and collected form, as well 
as I could, some, at least, of the more important events con- 
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nected with its rise and progress. Besides, my connection with 
the Asylum has been for such a brief period, and the facts and 
statistics which I have been able to accumulate, are so meagre, 
and withal in such a shapeless mass, as yet, that I do not feel 
warranted in attempting, at this time, a dissertation upon any 
particular branch of the specialty to which my time and atten- 
tion have been called. E 

Instead, therefore, of a scientific discourse, I propose to lay 
before you a “Synoptical History of the Mississippi; State 
Lunatic Asylum" from the inception of the movement which . 
resulted in its erection, down to the moment at which 1 write, 
feeling assured that such a contribution will be more acceptable 
to you—especially to one of your number, Mr. Barrows, who 
sat with the first Board of Trustees, fifteen years ago—than 
any speculative theory, which, as a psycho-physiologist, I might 
be induced to advance. 

I shall reserve the special report of this year’s doings for the 

‘close of this communication. 

The subject of erecting a hospital for the insane in the State, 
had been agitated and discussed for some time, in a small cir- 
cle of leading physieians, long before the question took practi- 
cal shape. Prominent in this circle, were Drs. William ‘8. 
Langley, T. J. Catchings, E..Pickett, and others, all justly 
eminent in their profession, and celebrated for their active 
‘benevolence. They saw that our insane who.had sufficient 
means to enable them to do so, were seeking homes and treat- 
ment in other States, and that our indigent insane were entirely 
without a retreat, and while some of the most violent and dan- 
gerous ones were riveted to the floors of county jails and dun- 
geons, others were wearing out their own lives as well as the 
lives of their friends, in misery and woeathome. The increase 
of population, the steady advance of civilization, State pride, - 
the honor of our people, the instincts of common humanity, all 
required that Mississippi, in the care of her children of mis- 
fortune, should come up to a level with that lofty charity which 
charaeterized the magnanimity of the age, and erect, on her 
own soil, a Home for this most unfortunate class of her citizens. 
Several of these gentlemen sought and obtained seats in the 
Legislature for the purpose of brinzing the, matter prominently 
before that body, and to use their influence in causing proper 
steps to be taken to provide for a want which had been so long 
and so sadly felt. ý 

The first public proposition to erect a Lunatic Asylum was. 
made by His Excellency, Governor A. G. Brown, in his regular 
message to the Legislature, in January, 1846. He said: 

^ We have never provided an asylum for lunatics, nor a refuge: 
forthe insane, in the State. The bestfeelings of humanity re- 
quire that the omission should be supplied. I recommend that 
suitable buildings be erected, and such other means be adopted 
as are best suited to the condition of this unfortunate class. 
The buildings need not be costly, nor the arrangements for the 
maintenance of the lunatics very extensive, for some years to. 
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eome ; both, however, should be equal to the present wants of 
the country." j 

On the 16th day of the following February, Mr. Williams, of 
the Senate, introduced a bill to be entitled “An Act to establish 
. and carry into operation, a State Lunatic Hospital in the city 
of Jackson.” The particulars of this bill were not given in 
the journal of proceedings, but it was referred to a committee 
of three, consisting of Messrs, Williams, Lipscomb, and Guion, 
In due time it was reported back without amendment, and 
finally passed the Senate on the 20th day lof the same month. 
Not being able to consult the House Journal of this year, no 
copy being found in the State Library, the precise action of the 
House of Representatives could not be ascertained; but the 
bill did not become a law. Qn the assembling of the Legisla- 
ture, in 1848, Governor Brown, still impressed with the import- 
ance of the matter, again called the attention of that body to 
the subject, this time urging it with vehemence. The follow- 
ing is the language of his message: 

* The attention of the Legislgture is again called to the imme- 
diate and pressing necessity for a Lunatic Asylum in this State. , 
It is a reproach to any Christian people, that'lunaties and 
insane persons should go at large, unprotected by the care of 
iheir fellows, constantly exposed to danger themselves, and 
putting in imminent peril the lives and property of others. An 
appropriation of three thousand dollars, if properly expended, 
would remedy this long neglected and crying evil." 

Short, but full of force, and to the point! In this, at the 
same time that he felt the necessity for an establishment of 
the kind, the small sum designated, indicates that he either had 
too limited a coneeption of the magnitude of the enterprise, 
or that, from his experience in 1846, he feared that the Legis- 
lature would not consent to the outlay of a larger sum. The 
little State of Rhode Island had already expended two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars on her Hospital for the Insane! 

That portion of Governor Brown's message was referred to 
a joint select committee, which reported through its chairman, 
Mr. W.B. Wilbourne, of Yalobusha county, to the Senate, a 
bill appropriating ten thousand dollars for the purpose. During 
ihe discussion of the bill, Mr. L. V. Hodges, Senator from 
Smith and Rankin, who seemed to have a somewhat more 
correct idea of the nature and magnitude of the enterprise 
upon which Mississippi was proposing to embark, moved to 
increase the amount to twenty thousand dollars, The proposi- 
tion, however, did not meet with favor. Retrenchment, reform, 
and low taxes prevailed over the better part of legislative 
charity, and the amendment went to the table, and the bill 
passed as reported, and passing the House soon afterwards, was 
approved March 4th, 1848. 

In addition to the appropriation of ten thousand dollars, the 
Act made a donation of lot No. 6, north, in the city of Jackson, 
containing five acres, and further provided that the brick for 
the building should be made by the convicts in the State Peni- 
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tentiary. William S. Langley, William Morris, H. Hilzheim, 
Thomas J. Catchings, and C. S. Tarpley were appointed com- 
missioners to carry out the purposes of the law. 

Thus composed, the commissioners entered upon the dis- 
charge of duty, by employing Mr. Gibbons as architect, whom 

_they sent on a tour of inspection to a number of the most * 
celebrated Hospitals for the Insane, in the Northern States, 
preparatory to drawing a plan and specifications for the erec- 
tion of the Asylum. In the meantime, the commissioners 
“became convinced that the lot donated by the Legislature was 
not adapted to the purpose—first, in that it was located neurly 
in the midst of the city, and too much exposed to the noise and 
bustle of the outside world ; and second, in that the grounds 
were not sufficiently extensive to afford a farm, garden, and 
‘pleasure grounds for the support of the Institution, occupation 
of the convalescents, and recreative exercise for all. They, 
therefore, sold the lot for the sum of seyen hundred dollars, 
and purchased one hundred and forty acres of land for seven- 
teen hundred and fifty dollars, pne mile and a half north of the 
city—the present site of the Asylum. The architect returned 
from the North, with the excellent plan of the New Jersey State 
Asylum, which was built after the plan of that eminent medical 
philanthropist, Dr. Thomas S. Kirkbride, who for thirty years 
«has presided with such distinguished ability over the Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital for the Insane, and- who still presides as the 
model Superintendent in America. , 

Itis casy to imagine the feelings of these humane gentlemen, 
the Board of Commissioners; when they comménced the foun- 
dation of this great work of charity upon the plan proposed. 
The law required them “to erect, or cause to be erected, suttable 
buildings for a Lunatic Asylum,” and the law only gave them 
ten thousand dollars to do it with. 'The experience of those 
justly celebrated in this special philanthropy, had long since 
taught them that a suitable edifice in which to treat a number 
approximating a respectable fraction of the then existing insane 
of the State could not be built for ten times ten thousand dollars. 

Before entering upon the work assigned them, the Board took 
the pains to acquaint themselves with the nature of the duty 
which lay before them; and having done so, they assumed the 
responsibility of laying the foundation of such a structure as 
they deemed somewhat commensurate with the wants of the 
afflicted, and which would not bring a reproach upon the pride 
and dignity of the State. They very properly decided “that to 
have completed and furnished a building ready for the recep- 
tion of the afflicted, with the means appropriated by the Legis- 
lature, would have been an utter waste of the fund appro- 
priated. Under these circumstances, relying upon the 
generosity, philanthropy, and good sense of the next Legislature, 
contracts were made with builders, and the great work of charity 
commenced ` 

The very able and eloquent report which the Commissioners 
submitted to His Excellency, Gov. J.. W. Matthews, on the 1st 
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day of January, 1850, shows that for two years they had prose- 
cuted their labors under the most embarrassing circumstances. 
The Penitentiary had been slow in furnishing the brick, the 
season had been rainy, and a number of difficulties had to be 
. encountered and overcome. At the date alluded to, the brick 
work had progressed only far enough to be ready for the first : 
tier of joists—about two feet above the ground—and only about 
thirteen hundred dollars of the appropriation remained. Then it 
was that their masterly report was written—masterly for elo- 
quence and argument—and then it was that, for the first time in 
the history ofthe State,the real nature of the Institution was fully 
set forth before the Legislature and the people of the State of Mis- 
sissippi. A more convincing appeal was never made to a legisla- 
tive body before. The writer of the report presented the claims 
of the Institution in all its strongest lights. He treated the sub- 
ject not only as a humanitarian, but as a political economist. 
Ie held up in emulous contrast the large sums of money that 
hal been appropriated by other States for this purpose. He 
told them of the great improvement that had been made in 
modern times in the management and treatment of the insane. 
He told them how France, always first in testing the results of 
philosophical investigation, gave the power of her mighty 
intellects to the work, and amidst the fires of her first revolu- 
tion, sent forth the great Pinel, to demonstrate to the world that’ 
insanity was not an incurable disease, and that retirement, 
kindness, sympathy, and an absence from exciting causes, were 
the sure assistants of medical treatment, in restoring man to 
the image of his Maker. This great philosopher, armed with 
the public authority, and attended by one of its most distin- 
guished functionaries, visited the Mad House, near Paris, and 
at once commenced the work of liberation. The keepers fled 
in alarm, and even Coulton quailed, while Pinel toiled in draw- 
ing bolts and knocking off chains, until at the expiration of a 
few hours he was surrounded by fifty-three furious maniacs, that 
had been the terror of their keepers, and the subjects of the 
most rigid and barbarous prison discipline; and in this crowd 
was one man who had been confined to one staple for forty 
years, and in the time had destroyed one or more of his keep- 
ers. So far from doing Pinel an injury, they hailed him as their 
deliverer, and under the influence of his. kind treatment most 
of them were soon restored to health, to reason, and to society. 
The reform thus commenced, extended to England, and cross- 
ing the Atlantic, had dotted the Northern States with monu- 
ments of wise and humane benevolence. The Commissioners 
estimated that there were 450 insane persons in the State of 
Mississippi at that time, and that the appropriation of only 
ten thousand dollars was a mockery and an insult to the very 
name of charity: ` 
In the work of inducing the Legislature to realize the im- 
portance of the enterprise, and to act up to it, the Commis- 
sioners were assisted and sustained by the Christian energy 
and devotion of thatgood woman, Miss D. L. Dix, who had 
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been sent by Heaven to the mentally afflicted in America— 
a ministering angel to whose efforts in their behalf, thousands 
of persons to-day stand indebted for thé reason they enjoy, 
fae thousands more for the comfortable homes in which they 
ive. 

The Architect reported that it would require fifty thousand 
dollars to complete and furnish the building, and the Legisla- 
ture, aroused to a full appreciation of the subject, at once appro- 
priated that sum, and the Commissioners proceeded with the 
work. In this act, the appointment of Commissioners was to 
be made by the Legislature. These were Dr..W. S. Langley 
and C. S. Tarpley, of the old Board, and C. H. Manship, Charles 
Scott, and D. O. Williams, all of Hinds county. (Scott and Wil- 
liams, it appears, did not servo, and J. H. Boyd and F. S. Hunt 
were appointed to take their places.) 

The new Board, with fifty thousand dollars at its disposal, 
started out afresh, by engaging as Architect, Mr. Joseph Willis, 
a gentleman of skill and experience, whom the Commissioners, 
now in charge of the extensidn of the building, have wisely 
employed to superintend tho erection of two new wings. They 
employed a committee of practical business men to examine 
the foundation and work, as far as it had progressed. These 
, gentlemen reported that it was unsafe to erect such a structure ` 

as was contemplated, upon the foundation which had been laid; 

and the first work performed by Mr. Willis, was to remove the 

whole of it, and commence anew. The walls were accordingly 

taken down, the rubbish removed, and an entirely new founda- 

tion laid. New contracts were entered into, and the walls of 

the Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum, brick by brick, ascended 

heavenward once more; inch by inch; the work progressed. 

For two years, difficulty after difficulty arose, to embarrass and 
. annoy the Commissioners and Architect; but finally to be 
: overcome and passed by, by their indomitable energy and per- 
séverance. The State Penitentiary had failed to furnish the 
brick, as was contemplated in the original act. The high price 
of labor and materials, all conspired to perplex the Board, the 
hearts of the leading spirits of which were evidently earnestly 
engaged in the work. For two long, weary years, they toiled 
and struggled, and at the meeting of the Legislature in 1852, 
the-Architect reported that the second stories of the entire 
building were up, and the third story of the east wing ready 
for the roof. Of the two appropriations, one of ten thousand 
dollars, and the other of fifty thousand dollars, only seven 
hundred and twenty dollars remained in the hands of the Com- 
missioners. The Board made another very ably drawn report 
-to Gov. James Whitfield, accompanied by a clear and complete 
statement from Mr. Willis, the Architect, not only of the man- 
ner in which the work had progressed up to that time, but of 
his estimate, in detail, of the sum which would be necessary to 
complete and furnish the Institution in a style in keeping with 
the original design. He estimated that it would yet require 
the expenditure of seventy-five thousand dollars, to fit it 
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properly for the reception of patients. His estimate included 
gas works, stables, barns, fencing, furniture, bedding, etc. His 
Excellency, in presenting the report to the Legislature, said: 

“A considerable amount will yet. be required to finish, and 
put itin a condition for the reception of those children of mis- 
fortune for whose benefit it was designed, and the question is 
now to be settled, whether it is better to let it remain in its 
present condition, and risk the loss of the money already 
expended upon it, or to make an appropriation necessary to 
complete and put it in operation." 

This direct and practical method of disposing of the question, 
had the desired effect upon the Legislature. Very soon after 
the reception of these reports, Mr. Stewart, chairman of the 
select committee, presented quite a long.and exliaustive report, 
in which he reviewed, in detail, the history of the enterprise in 
this State, and comparing the State of Mississippi with other 
and poorer States of the Union, appealed in, stirring terms to 
the pride of Representatives, to take up the work at ; the point 
at which they found it, and make Such an appropriation at once, 
as would comport somewhat with the dignity of the State. 
Accompanying this, he presented a bill, making the appropria- 
tion ás asked by the Architect. The bill passed, apparently 
without much opposition, and was approved by Gov. Henry $. 
Foote, on the 16th day of March, 1852. A new election of 
Commissioners was held, which resulted in the choice of W. S. 
Langley, B. Yandell, F. 8, Hunt, W. H. Hardeman, and S. C. 
Farrar. 

Thus re-organized, the Board having now at its disposal 
seventy-five thousand dollars, resumed its labors with increased 
confidence and assiduity. We find, however, no record of its 
doings, until the next regular session of the Legislature, in 
1854. In the meantime, Farrar and Hunt had retired, and Car- 
penter and Adams were acting in their stead. 

On the 4th day of January, 1854, Gov. John J. McRae, who, 
during his whole administration, proved himself to be the 
staunch friend and supporter of the Institution, presented to 
the Legislature the report of the Commissioners, accompanied 
by another full statement from the Architect. . It appears that 
this Board had not been without 4s troubles and annoy- 
ances. “The contractors," say they * proceeded with the work 
as rapidly as could be expected, with the exception of one, until 
the epidemic [yeliow fever, in 1853], which ravaged our country 
during the past summer and fall, madeits appearance in our 
midst." The carpenters work had suffered a serious draw- 
back, by the burning of the contractors shop, in which were 
consumed a large number of doors and other work, which were 
nearly complete; the plastering and stuccoing had been de- 
‘layed by the detention of the cement in New Orleans and Vicks- 
burg, in consequence of the epidemic. Labor and materials 
of all kinds had advanced with great rapidity; many difficul-. 
ties had been encountered and overcome; the wings of the 
building were nearly completed; the center building not so far 
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advanced, but the work was progressing rapidly; and the Com- 
missioners confidently hoped that the Institution would be 
ready to receive occupants on the ist day of May, 1854. With 
this prospect in the immediate future, they suggested the pas- 
sage of such laws as might be deemed expedient for its control 
and management. They had started out. with seventy-five 
thousand one hundred and ninety-seven dollars. Of this sum, 
they had expended sixty thousand seven hundred and forty- 
nine dollars, leaving on hand, fourteen thousand four hundred 
and twenty-eight dollars, an amount clearly insufficient to com- 
pleté the work, and furnish the rooms and wards. An additional 
appropriation of thirty thousand dollars was asked for. It 
was promptly appropriated. At the. same session, the Legis- 
lature provided for the opening and governing the Institution. 
The act required the. Governor to nominate, and, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, to appoint five Trustees, 
to serve four years, charged with the duty of managing the 
concerns of the Asylum; the Governor to fill vacancies ad 
interim; the Trustees to elect a Superintendent, Treasurer, and 
Steward; to determine salaries of all officers and assistants. 
The act recited the duties of those officers. One or more of 
the Trustees were required to inspect the Asylum once in every 
week; and they were to hold a.meeting of the Board at the 
Asylum, once in every three months. The Superintendent to 
make to the Trustees, and the Trustees to the Governor, an 
annual report of the proceedings and. condition of the Asylum. 

On the 2d day of March, 1854, Governor John J. McRae 
nominated, and the Senate confirmed, the following gentlemen 
as the first Board of Trustees of the Mississippi State Lunatic 
Asylum—W. S. Langley, George S. Yerger, Charles E. Hooker, 
John C. Carpenter, and Warren P. Anderson. 

Acting in harmonious concert, and blending their energies, 
the Commissioners and Trustees moved on in unity of pur- 
pose to the completion of the building, and the opening of the 
Institution. It was soon apparent, however, that the sum 
appropriated by the Legislature and entrusted. to the Commis- 
sioners was still insufficient to finish up entirely—so difficult is 
it for a committee, or even the most experienced architect; to 
estimate in advance all the expenses in detail, which must be 
incurred in putting in operation an institution of this magni- 
‘tude. The Commissioners, therefore, were compelled to borrow 
from the Board of Trustees ten thousand dollars of the fund 
which had been appropriated for the support of the Asylum. 
With this money they went forward again—were again inter- 
rupted by yellow fever, besides other unforeseen difficulties. 

But finally overcoming all the troubles and embarrassments 
which had marked the history of the undertaking since 1846, 
the doors of the Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum were thrown 
open for the reception of our long neglected insane, on the 
8th day of January, 1855—a day more to be commemorated by 
those who have been its inmates from this event than on account , 
of any victory of American arms, of which it is the anniversary. 
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DESCRIPTION OF THE ASYLUM. 


The Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum, thus completed, con- 
sists of à center and two wings. The center is sixty-four feet 
front by one hundred feet deep, including a portico across the 
front end, of fifteen feet, andis four stories high. The columns 
of the portico are six in number—they are five feet in diameter, 
and thirty-five feet long, supporting a Grecian Doric entablature 
and cornice, eleven feet high. They are built of brick, rough 
cast, and fluted, with cut stone capitals, and start on a plat- 
form level with the second story floor. They are supported in the 
first story by six massive pillars, five feet Square and eleven 
feet high, on top of which are three courses of cut stone, two 
feet nine inches high across the front and each end of the 
portico. The floor of the lower platform being three feet above 
the pavement, -access is had to it by a flight of stone steps 
'between each of the pillars. There are in each story of the 
center building, six large rooms, a hall through the center, 
thirteen feet wide, and a cross hall eight feet, wide; also a 
principal stairway, and a room opposite for a bath-room, eto. 
The two rear rooms on each side of the main hall are the 
patients' dining rooms, and the only access to them is out of 
the wings. The other four rooms in each of the first, second 
and third stories are for the office, parlors, Steward's room, and 
rooms for the accommodation of the officers of the Institution. 
In the fourth story is alarge room for a chapel and lecture-room, 
besides four bed-rooms. The building is surmounted by a 
handsome dome of suitable dimensions. The wings are each 
one hundred and twenty feet long, thirty-nine feet wide, and 
three stories high, with a corridor through the center fourteen 
feet wide, and a set of rooms of different dimensions on each 
side. The face of the wings reach back thirty-five feet from 
the face of the center, and at the end of each wing thirty-five 
feet of the wing projects ten feet in front of the balance, is one 
story higher, and is adorned with pilasters on the front and 
ends, supporting an entablature with dental cornicé. The 
entire building is covered with slate, with cast iron gutters, and 
the Whole external face of the walls is stuccoed in imitation of 
stone. The whole building presents a front of three hundred 
and three feet in length, varying from forty-eight to sixty-five _ 
feet in height to the top of the cornice. It will accommodate * 
about one hundred and fifty patients, if they are properly 
classified. In point of beauty and durability, it is equal to any 
similar institution in the United States, and reflects great credit 
upon the liberality of the State, in providing such an institution 
for a portion of her unfortunate citizens. 

The Board of Trustees, as a testimonial of their confidence 
inthe capacity and integrity of him who, the synopsis of the 
record I have given shows, was.indeed and in truth, the 
founder of the Institution—whose name is identified with every 
- brick in its walls—who had struggled and toiled day after day, 
and night after night, in making plaus, and forming designs, 
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blending in himself the skill of the architect, with the business 
knowledge of an acute financier, all controlled and governed by 
his superior attainments as a man of science—now overlooking 
the work—now pleading for means, in the name of those who 
could not speak for themselves, elected

The imagination of the writer, who now sitsin the same 
Office, and writes at the same table, then occupied by this great 
and good man, irresistibly carries him back nearly sixteen 
years, and’ makes him the spectator of the truly interesting 
scene which presented itself upon the colonnade of this home 
for the unfortunat», oa the morning of that bright and beau- 
tiful, but clear and frosty, 10th day of January, 1855—two days 
after it had bean announced to the wo:ld that the insane could 
be admitted! The building'was complete; the rooms were 
furnished, not extravagantly, but neatly and comfortably; the 
excellent heating apparatus was in proper order, and performing 
its work; a proper corps of officers, assistants and attendants, 
werein waiting, with nothing to do but to wait. Thelarge-hearted 
Superintendent was beginning -to grow restless and nervous, 
after the accomplishment of his work, now that it was finished 
and ready to receive its pYoper occupants, no one had appeared 
to test his kindness, to ask for a shelter and home. On this 
morning, howevér, his sombre reverie was broken by the rum- 
bling of carriage wheels in the front yard, and at the door-step 
he received by the hand, E , 2 lady—the first 
patient that was ever admitted into the Mississippi State 
Lunatic Asylum. That patient is still an inmate of the Institu- 
tion, now getting to be quite an old woman, and fast sinking 
into hopeless dementia; yet now and then, when pressed upon 
the subject, her feeble memory, struggling through the con- 
fusion of more than fifteen years of asylum life, she will still 
speak kindly of Dr. Langley. ` -> 

In January, 1856, the Commissioners made their final report 
and turned the Institution over to the Board of Trustees. At 
the same time, the Trustees sent in their first annual report to 
the Governor, giving an account of the opening, present con- 
dition and future prospects of the Asylum. Col. Willis, the 
Architect, had finished its massive walls, and had reared far 
above the roof a magnificent dome, which overlooked the busy 
city and the thriving country for miles around. He had toiled 
with those who labored—had planned with those who maneu- 
vered—had been present in all the trials and troubles, and now, , 
that his work was done, he retired to other fields of usefulness, 
carrying. with him the best wishes of his co-workers. The 
retiring Commissioners put down the cost of the Institution, in 
round numbers, at one hundred and sixty-five thousand dollars, ` 
after setting aside'ten thousand dollars, for the purchase of a 
farm, and to pay for tearing down, and rebuilding the founda- 
tion walls. This report was signed by d. C. Carpenter, J. T. 

; Sims, and James T. Rucks. 
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The report of the Trustees, after paying a well-deserved com- 
pliment to the Superintendent, for the very satisfactory manner 
in which he had, discharged the onerous duties of opening the 
Institution, with inexperieneed assistants, proceeds to review 
the embarrassing financial difficulties already alluded to, and 
states that the fund appropriated for the support of the Asylum, 
would have been amply sufficient for the purpose, but for the 
fact, that the fund in the hands of the Commissioners was 
found insufficient to furnish the Asylum, and they were com- 
pelled to advance to the Commissioners, the support fund, in 
order to get the Institution opened at all. 

This left the Trustees without money, but, with a noble pub- 
lic spirit, trusting to the sense of justice which they hoped to 
find in a future Legislature, they induced the Auditor and 
Treasurer, by the advice and sanction of His Excellency, Goy- 
ernor McRae, to advance the money upon a bond of indemnity, 
executed by the Board of Trustees. Before closing the report, 
the Trustees submitted some suggestions touching the manage- 


. mentof the Institution, which (because the evil still exists) 


it will do no harm to be reproduced here: 

* Under existing laws in regard to the admission of patients 
unable to support themselves, the State is frequently imposed 
upon. They believe in many instances, patients have been 
received as pauper patients, who are not such, or at least who 
have friends and relatives whose legal duty it is to pay their 
expenses, and yet it is almost impossible to ascertain and guard 
against these abuses. * * * *: *, The Trustees believe 
that the system compelling the State to support the paupor 
patients is in itself wrong." 

They proceed to argue, that the county authorities, immedi- 
ately representing the local tax-payer, and being moro inti- 
mately acquainted with the affairs of the individual, will look 
more closely into the question of the ability of the friends to pay 
the expenses, if the pauper had to be supported by their respec- 
tive counties, and would thus prevent such frequent impositions 
being made. In some respects this would be a good plan to 
adopt now. It would certainly cause the County Boards of 
Supervisors to be watehful when drafts were continually coming 
in upon the county treasury; yet, this spirit of local economy 
would be very apt to go to the extreme of operating harshly in 
some cases, and many a drivelling crone, imbecile old man, and 
epileptic child, whose proper home is\in the Asylum, would be 
consigned to wretchedness and misery in a cheap county poor- 
house, merely because he, she, or it, had no friends except 
those whose duty itis to look after the people's money. 

The Trustees further suggested the appointment of commis- 
sioners by the Legislature, to ascertain the number of insane 
persons in the State. In order to secure an abundant supply 
of water, they recommended the digging of an artesian well. 
They also suggested the appointment of a Chaplain to conduct 
religious services on the Sabbath. Their report closes thus, 
and the extract is reproduced as historical proof that the 
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charity and humanity of the Board of Trustees of the Lunatic 
Asylum in 1856, were not confined to race, color, or present 
condition of servitude: : i 
“ They desire tomake another,suggestion--one they deem 
important, which they desire to present for the consideration of 
your honorable body: There is no provision under existing 
laws for the reception of slaves, or, free persons of color, into 
the Asylum. This, had it been presented to the attention of 
the Legislature, would doubtless have been provided; for Mis- 
sissippi, in all her legislation upon the subject of her slaves, 
- views them not merely as property, butas human beings. Their 
amelioration and comfort are being more and more daily cared 
for. It is the pride of Mississippi, and we may say, of the 
Southern States, that the slave population is amply protected, 
by law, from brutal and barbarous treatment from masters, 
overseers, and others, It is true, the relation of master and 
slave is, like every institution known to society, often abused; 
but it is not so much a defect in the law that abuses are not 
corrected, as from the fact that frequently, as in other violations 
of law, the necessary evidence is wanting to establish "guilt. 
The Trustees believe that there should be a special department 
for this class. The masters of slaves received as pauper 
patients, ought unquestionably, to support them while in the 
Institution; and in case of free persons of color who have 
property, they should, of course, support themselves ; but when 
they are unable to do so, the charge, as in other cases, should 
fall on the counties in which they reside.”

The Superintendent's report shows that during the year 1855, 
seventy patients were admitted. Of these, ninetcen were dis- 
charged—eleven males and eight females.

The ample and lucid tables which he furnished, show that a 
better result could scarcely have been expected, Fifty-seven of. 
the cases—the accumulation of years without treatment —were 
chronic ones of long standing, in which a cure could not be 
looked for. The cures were among the recent cases. With 
this fagt as a text, he very forcibly urges the importance and 
advantage of early hospital treatment. Hesays: “Thereis no 
principle more fully established than that insanity is curable 
just in proportion to the inverse ratio of its duration. In recent ' 
cases, when proper medical means are early resorted to, a large 
majority recover. The experience of those who have devoted 
many years to the treatmeut of this dreadful malady, attest 
that from 70 to 90 per cent, recover under favorable circum- 
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stances. On the other hand, if neglected and suffered to run 
its course, it becomes fixed and incurable, in a longer or shorter 
period, varying from three to six years, thus exhibiting in an 
interesting degree, the great importance of early treatment in 
this, the saddest of all human sufferings." 

He calculated, from a comparison with other States in which 
estimates had been made, that the number of our insane, at 
that time, was three hundred and seventy-five. He devoted 
considerable space to amusements, and the means of recreation 
for the inmates, especially the establishment of a gymnasium 
for the men, and a calisthenum for the women, and the pur- 
chase of a library, musical instruments, ete., to interest the 
patient and break up that morbid train of thought fruitful of 
so mueh misery and unhappiness among the insane. 

In transmitting the reports to the Legislature, Gov. McRae 
made the following comments: f 

“The report of the Trustees of the Lunatic Asylum presents 
the condition and requirements of that Institution. The num- 
ber of patients now under treatment, is fifty-two. The entire 
number under treatment, since the opening of the Institutions ' 
has been seventy. The report of the Medical Superintendent, 
exhibited the average number of cures in proportion to the 
number of patients treated, as showing the suceess of the 
Institution. The expenses of the Institution have exceeded, 
in the past two years, by about ten thousand dollars, the appro- 
priations for its completion and support. , The cause of this 
will be explained by the reports of the Trustees and Medical 
Superintendent, which will, in due time, be submitted to the 
Legislature. The sum of ten thousand dollars per annum was 
appropriated at the last session, to pay the quarterly expenses 
of the Institution. This being exhausted, upon the represen- 
tation of the Trustees and Physician, that the Institution would 
necessarily have to be abandoned, without further means, and 
the inmates turned out, I gave my approval to the Auditor and 
Treasurer in advancing to the Institution, from the Treasury, 
ten thousand dollars, necessary to its existence, on the Trustecs 
filing their bond to indemnify the State, by.its return, if not 
sanctioned by the Legislature. Necessity required it, and I 
recommend the appropriation by the Legislature of this sum 
so advanced to the Institution. The Asylum is an honor to the’ 
State. It is on a scale of magnificence, convenience, and 
comfort for its unfortunate inmates, unsurpassed by any fnsti- 
tution in the United States. 

“Ttis a monument to the noble impulses of the great heart of 
humanity, which swells within the bosom of our people. I 
commend the suggestions in the report of the Trustees and 
Medical Superintendent to the careful consideration of the 
Legislature, and recommend that ample appropriation be made 
for the support and maintenance of tho Institution.” 

And yet, notwitnstanding this fair statement of fact, sus- 
tained by the report of the Commissioners, Trustees, and 
Superintendent, the Legislature in over-jealous watehfulness of 
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the treasury in the act authorizing the Auditor of Public 
Accounts to cancel the bond of the Trustees, inserted a clau: e 
which the self-respect of the Governor caused him to return 
with his veto. The clause alluded to is, * But nothing herein 
shall be construed into an approval of the withdrawal of money 
from the treasury without appropriation by law." However 
proper such action may be in a general way, under the circum- 
stances, it manifested a stickling for «the forms of law, at the 
expense of all the better promptings of common generosity and 
common sense, which is not commendable. The Governor, in 
his veto message, after reviewing all the cireumstances, very 
properly says : 

«It cannot be supposed from this, that either myself or the 
Auditor and Treasurer favor the withdrawal of money from 
the Treasury without appropriation by law. — * * * 

* This can be. construed in no other way than as a disapproval 
of the act by which, from absolute necessity, we sustained the 
Asylum, and prevented its abandonment, and tho turning, of its 
inmates out, when there was no other hope for its existence. 
Because if it [the clause] refers to the withdrawal of money 
generally from the treasury, it has no meaning, and no applica- 
tion to anything connected with this bill. It is perfectly com- 
petent for the Legislature to pass the bill with this provision 
in it, and if it be their opinion expressed in reference tofthis act, 
Lhave no complaint to make. But it certainly could not be 
expected that I,should approve it. My own self-respect, as. 
well as that of the Auditor and Treasurer, whom I hold in equal 
esteem with myself, and the respeet which I owe to my own 
position, as chief executive of the State, prevent me from giving 
my approval to an act of the Legislature disapproving my own 
action. 1, therefore, withhold my signature from the bill, and 
return it with my.objections, regretting that it only reached my 
hands at this late hour.” 

In spite of all this, the Legislature passed the bill by a large 
majority over his veto, and it stands on the statutes to-day, in 
its original form. e 

On the night of March the 9th, 1856, this noble structure, 
the Lunatic Asylum building, came very near being destroyed 
by fire. The rear building, occupied as an engine house, 
kitchen, laundry, servants' room, together with the verandah, 
which had connected it with the main building, burned to tho 
ground! and had ‘it not been for the promptness of Fire Com- 
panies Nos. 1 and 2, from the city, would have fallen into 
ruins, at the tender age of one year. A vote of thanks and one 
hundred and fifty dóllars were given to the fire companies as 
a testimonial of the esteem and gratitude in which their ser- 
vices were held. Appropriations were made for re-building the 
burned portions, and what was supposed to be a sufficient 
amount to support the Institution until the Legislature should 
meet again. Another act was passed prescribing the manner 
in which the indigent insane were to be admitted. 

The status of the Asylum, at this period, can be ascertained 
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from the following extract from the report of the Jom com- 
mittee of the two houses: 

* Your Committee have examined said Institution, and were 
much pleased with the order and arrangements of everything 
connected with it. Too much credit ‘cannot be given to the 
worthy Superintendent, and other officers, for the neat, cleanly, 
and orderly arrangement of the apartments assigned to its 
unfortunate inmates. But time will not permit your committee 
to extend this report-so far as to mention all, that under other 
circumstances, they would consider as their duty, in commen- 
dation of those who have the superintendence and management 
of the Institution. 

“There are out-standing debts due from the Asylum, amount- . 
ing to about seven thousand dollars. There are also needed a 
stable; a house for servants, and a cottage for the residence of 
the enpineer and his family. "This will “probably cost three or 
four thousand dollars more, and it has been suggested by the 
Superintendent, that unless the ‘present law, under which the 
expenses of the pauper and indigent insane are imposed upon 
the State, is changed, it will require about twenty-five thousand 
dollars per annum to sustain the Institution, exclusive of the 
debt now remaining unpaid. Butif the law be so changed as 
to impose these expenses on the counties, he thinks, that about 
hàlf the sum now required, or twelve thousand dollars, may be . 
sufficient for the present, and that in a few JM the Institu- 
tion máy be able to sustain itself.". 

The next epoch of importance in the history of the Institu- 

tion, is the second annual report of the Superintendent. It is 
to be regretted, that no copy of this report has been preserved, 
more particularly:so since this was his last. The law required 
the Superintendent to make an annual report to the Trustees. 
These reports were never published except for those years in 
which the Legislature met. The Legislature assembled in 
regular session only every two years. Thus it is that the 
report of the Asylum for each alternate year (except when 
there was & called session) were lost. 

Before the next meeting of the Legislature Dr.. Langley ten- 
dered his resignation, and retired from the Asylum, leaving 
behind him many a tearful eye and saddened heart, and carry- 
ing with him the heart-felt wishes of all—sane and insane. 

“A few facts connected with this period have been preserved 
in Gov. McRae's last message. In presenting the report of the 
Trustees, he said: 

“From the report’ of the Medical Superintendent of the 
Asylum, it appears that the whole number of patients admitted 
into it since its opening, has been: males, 93; females, 57; total, 
150, The whole number discharged, and that have left the 
Asylum, is 67; remaining at this time under treatment, 48 

males, and 35 females; total, 83. The whole number of charity 
patients received has been 104; of paying patients, -46. The 
whole number that have recovered is 26. Of the recent cases 
fully eighty per cent. have recovered. . Dr. W. S. Langley, the

able and intelligent Medical Superintendent, and the early and 
constant friend of the Asylum, under whose watchful care and 
skillful management, it has reached its present prosperous 
condition, and obtained its far-spreading reputation as one of 
the superior institutions of the kind in the country, recently 
resigned his office as Superintendent, and the Board of Trus- 
tees have elected to fill his place, Dr. W. B. Williamson, who is 
the present Superintendent, and highly competent for the 
duties of the position. I recommend that the law requiring 
the expenses of pauper patients, brought to the Asylum from 
different parts of the State, to be paid out of the appropriation 
for the support of the Institution, be changed, and that the 
expenses be paid by the counties from which patients are senta” 

In this connection, it may not be amiss, inasmuch as the 
question is now a practical one, to reproduce an extract from 
Gov. McRae’s message to the Legislature, called in January, 

-1857, to take into consideration the then new Code of the State. 
He said: 

“T transmit herewith, a brief and interesting communication, 
addressed to me by Mr. Thomas Green, Foreman of Jackson 
Fire Company No. 1, in the city of Jackson, relating to the 
interest of the State, in the preservation of public property 
from fire, and recommending to the State, to make such annual 
appropriations to the Jackson Fire Companies, as they shall 
consider the value of their services, or thé value of the security 
which their protection gives to the public buildings and prop- 
erty of the State. A company has been formed, and will ask 
for a charter from the Legislature, for the purpose of lighting 

. the city of Jackson with gas, to be manufactured by an im- 
proved process, from rosin oil. The machinery and fixtures, 
Lam informed, are now all procured, and the company expect 
to have gas ready for lighting the city in three or four weeks 
from this time, . It is proposed to light up all the publie build- 
ings with gas, and to aid the company in carrying out that 
design, they wish the State to take five thousand dollars in the 
capital stock of the company. lam further informed, by Col. 
W. T. Withers, the President of the Company, that about 
. fifteen thousand dollars in stock has already been taken by the 
citizens, and corporation of Jackson; and that five thousand 
dollars more is required to enable them to extend their pipes 
and fixtures to the publie buildings. Should the State take 
this amount in stock, itis believed that dividends will more 
than pay forlighting allthe buildings belonging to the State, 
in Jackson: the capitol, the mansion, the penitentiary, the 
institutes for the deaf and dumb, and blind, and even the 
lunatic asylum, should the pipes be extended there, which now 
supports a separate gasometer, at heavy expense, and some 
risk of fire, for its own use. Itis believed that this will be the 
most convenient and economical, as well as much the safest 
light that can be made. 1 commend this subject to your favor- 
able consideration. " 

In November, 1857, Dr. Williamson submitted his first report 
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to the Board of Trustees, which, in due time, was forwarded to- 
the Legislature, by Governor William MeWillie. "This report, 

though short, contained some suggestions asto the improve- 

ment of tbe grounds, building, ete., and indicáted a course of 

management of the insane, which mark him.as a man of ability, 

and worthy to be the successor of Dr, Langley. The necessity 

of amusing the patients, and furnishing them with a proper 

library, were urged with earnestness and eloquence.  . 

His report made the exhibit that fully eighty per cent. of 
recent cases had recovered; but that a very large majority 
belonged to that class of incurables, which so rapidly accumu- 
lates in an asylum. The general health of the Institution had 
been good. "The report ofthe Trustees, except in presenting a 
cede of by-laws and regulations governing the Institution, was 
confined mainly to the matter of rebuilding the kitchen, ete., 
and urging His Excellency and the Legislature, to act upon the 
suggestions and recommendations of the Superintendent. They 
close their report with the following paragraph: 

“Mississippi is now assuming her proper position among 
the civilized States of the world. The insane, the deaf and 
dumb, and the blind, are all included in her humane philan- 
thropy. Those smitten of God, no longer wander for refuge to 
forcign dominions; but find a sanctury and protection at home. 
Our Legislature, in this respect, is in accordance with the 
enlightened progress of a Christian age. We have barely 
entered upon the threshold of our duties. Much remains to 
be done, but we are fully equal to the task. Our taxation is 
comparatively light. Our population, and the value of our 
property are rapidly increasing. Ourindividual wealth is only 
exceeded by two or three American communities, at most, and 
our future prosperity is as certain as the sunshine and the 
shower. Heaven has been bountiful to us. Why should we 
not continue to be merciful.”

We come now to 1858, and find in the records of that year, 
a report from Dr. Williamson, so replete with good suggestions 
that, did the space allow, I would be pleased to transcribe it 
entire. > .

In his remarks accompanying the report, he dwells with 
much force and emphasis upon the importance of early hospital 
treatment for insanity. Quoting from the celebrated Dr. Jarvis, 
of Massachusetts, one of the ablest statisticians on this or any 
other continent, and who had spent nearly a wholelife in inves- 
tigating diseases of the mind, he says: ° S 

“Tn recent cases, the recoveries amount to the proportion of 
seventy-five to ninety per cent. of all that are submitted to the 
restorative process. Yetitis an equally well established fact 
ihat diseases of the brain tend to fix themselves permanently 
in the organization, and that they become more and more difli- , 
cult to be removed with the lapse of time. Although from 
three-fourths to nine-tenths may be healed, if taken within a 
year after the first manifestation of the disorder; yet, if this 
measure be delayed another year, and the diseases are from one 
to two years standing, the cures would be less than half that 
proportion, even with the same restorative measures, Another 
and a third year added to the disease, diminishes the prospect 
of cure, and in a still greater ratio than the second. And a 
fourth still more. Zhe jifth renders tt so low as to seem to be 
nothing? . 

The comments of Dr. Williamson are pertinent and conclu- 
sive, and together with the well selected quotations, constitute 
such a document as should be read and pondered by all those 
who have friends with symptoms of approaching insanity. The 
following paragraph is full of food for thought: ; 

“Notwithstanding our'State has incurred a large expense 
(and I hope is still willing to incur more) in erecting and fitting 
out an Institution for the benefit of this unfortunate class of 
her citizens, many who might have been restored and become 
useful members of society, have, through the neglect of friends, 
been denied its privileges, and have been allowed to languish at 
home until past recovery, and who, if ultimately placed here, must 
bea tax on their friends or the State, during the remainder of their 
natural lives, and will be the means of causing others to get in 
a like incurable condition by filling up the Asylum to the exclu- 
sion of recent and curable cases. And I would remark here, 
that in the event of the Institution becoming crowded with old. 
cases, and applications be made for recent ones, the Superin- 
tendent should be authorized to send: the old ones to the coun- 
ties from which they came, to be taken care of, and thus make: 
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room for the receht cases in the hospital Since the prime 
object in the treatment of mental as well as physieal diseases, . 
is their cure, and no one in his senses would think of throwing 
away his efforts on an incurable physical disease, while one that 
is curuble (but likely to become otherwise) demanded his 
attention." R a l 

Dr. Williamson had attended the Convéntion of Superintend- 
ents, at Quebec, during the preceding summer, and had visited 
a number of the best regulated institutions in the North. He 
returned to Mississippi, fully alive to the importance of beauti- 
fying the grounds, and increasing the variety and means of 
amusing and diverting the minds of patients by games, musie, 
books, etc. He also brought with him many ideas touching the 
management and treatment of the insane, which were truly 
valuable. Altogether, the report does him great credit, not only 
on account ef the sound, praetical suggestions it contained, but 
also on account of its literary excellence. In urging theimpor- 
tance of providing for our colored insane, he said: 


“Now, are not Mississippians ready, and more than willing . 
to contribute liberally from the fullness of their treasury for 
the alleviation of the sufferings of this afflicted class of per- 
sons who have been guilty of no crime, but who are the unfor- 
tunate subjects of the greatest calamity that ever befell the 
human race, viz: that of being bereft of reason? Since much 
has aiready been done, and we are urging still further improve- 
ments for the comfort and welfare of the insane portion of our 
white population, I cannot, in this connection, fail to call your 
attention to the wants of the blacks. It has been the pride and 
boast of Mississippi, and I might say of the entire slave-hold- 
ing region, that the negro receives all proper care for the alle- 
viation of his physical diseases, but it is a lamentable fact that 
but few, if any, of the States, have, as yet, made provision for 
taking care of those among them who might become insane. 
The General Government has ereeted suitable buildings on the 
hospital grounds, near Washington City, for the accommodation 
of negro patients. These I had' an opportunity of examining, 
during the past summer, under the direction of Dr. Nichols, the 
able and efficient Superintendent of the Institution. Now, if 
Congress has been prompted by benevolence to provide for the 
wants of a few negroes in the District of Columbia, it seems to 
me that the Legislature of Mississippi ought to.be equally 
prompted by benevolence to provide for the welfare of the 
negroes within her borders." 


The report of the Trustees contained little more than a 
statement of the financial condition of the Institution, which 
was bad. The Legislature had permitted an old debt to hang 
over the Asylum like a great spongy incubus, which would 
absorb each new appropriaticn as fast as it was made, and thus 
-compel the Superintendent to make his purchases.by retail, and 
at credit prices, which, in its turn, would ereate a new and enor- 
mous sponge, ready and greedy for tlie next appropriation. - 
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Before the close of the winter, complaints were made against 
the officers of the Institution, and with one sweeping’ resolu- 
tion, perhaps too hastily passed, the Superintendent, Assistant 
Physician, Steward, and all of the Trustees, except John C. 
Carpenter (to whom the resolution tendered a vote of com- 
mendation ), were removed. Not satisfied with removing the 
Trustees, the Legislature abolished the office of Trustees, and 
provided for the appointment of six Supervisors, by the Gov- 
ernor, to serve for four years. In the same act they” decreed 
that the corporate name of the Institution should be the * Mis- 
sissippi State Lunatic Asylum.” 

On the 3rd day of December, Gov. McWillie appointed, and 
the Senate confirmed, as Supervisors, John C. Carpenter, Wil- 
liam H. Brown, L. Julienne, Richard Griffith, Dr. S. C. Farrar, 
and Howell Hobbs. The Board of Supervisors elected as 
Superintendent,

2 young physician, already risen to eminence in his profession 
in the city of Jackson, and who still enjoys the patronage and 
confidence of a large circle of friends. Dr. Kells, with Dr. 
Birchett, as Assistant Physician, entered upon his duties on 
the 10th day of January, 1859. On the first day of the follow- 
ing October, he submitted his first report?to the Board of Super- 
visors, so minate and accurate in statistics, and so practical 
in its deductions, that had the same plan been pursued by his 
predecessors before him, and by himself, and successors after 
him, and had all been pieserved, an amount of information 
would have beenfkccumulated before this writing, which would 
have been turned to very valuable account. 
His table of generalities shows:

^ "There had been admitted into the Asylum since its opening 
(on January 8th, 1855), two hundred and sixty patients. Out 
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of this number sixty-five: had recovered: showing a ratio of 
twenty-five per cont. of cures. A larger proportion could 
scarcely have been expected, especially when we remember that 
a very large majority were chronic oases. He accompanied his 
report with a very clear and concise dissertation upon two of 
the most fruitful causes of insanity, viz.: marriages of con- 
sanguinity, and the errors of popular education. He declaimed 
against intermarriage, and against forcing a too rapid develop- 
ment in the young to the detriment of their physical health 
and training, in words of proper caution. With that unerring 
foresight which is the distinguishing mark of the philosopher, 
and man of learning, in his specialty, he devoted a large por- 
tion of his report to urging the immediate enlargement of the 
Institution. He had been compelled, at an early day, to send 
some male patients home for want of room, and he coneluded 
that one-half of the insane of the State could not be accom- 
modated. Another reason for the enlargement was, that with 
only three wards for each sex, a judicious classification could 
not he made, - He also insisted upon the importance of at once 
providing quarters for the colored insane. 

In connection with this report, and with the proceedings of 
the Legislature, ibis gratifying again to allude to the name of 
the excellent Miss Dix, who was in the city looking after 
the welfare of an Institution which she had performed such an 
important partin establishing. It is related by those who were 
present, that in 1850, and again in 1858, it was her custom, 
soon after breakfast, to take her seat in the Library of the 
Capitol, when one by one of the legislators were introduced to 
her by Dr. Langley, or the late Collin S. Tarplgy—that all were 
so deeply impressed with her earnest eloquence in behalf of 
the insane—that none went away without confessing that they 
had never realized the importance and grave magnitude of the 
subject before, As a relic of historic interest, I transcribe a 
memorial which she addressed to the Legislature, through 
General A. M. West, then a Senator from the county of Holmes: 


“A MEMORIAL. Tw 


* Some reasons briefly stated for commencing immediately, 
the construction of a new wing for the accommodation of the 
insane, at the State Asylum for the Insane in Jackson. 

“Ist. That halfof the building assigned for male patients, 
and embracing three wards, is full to crowding, but especially 
the wards for excited patients, where there should be the fewest. 

* 2d. Even the-work so much needed—if now authorized by the 
assembled Legislature, will require nearly two years for its 
. entire completion; so, if the work is deferred, you must look 
forward nearly four years before you can take in app.ying 
patients on the men's side. 'The evils of deferred treatment 
aremany. That which is mostto be deplored, is the difficulty 
of giving remedial treatment with success to those patients 
whose disease has become chronic. 
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“3d. Limited, and otherwise inadequate accommodations, 
prevent the patients of the better classes from being brought to 
the Institution at all; and thus the whole weight of supporting 
the Asylum rests on the State. At present the high-paying 
patients are sent to distant first-class institutions where every. 
possible need, want, means of pleasure and recreation are 
attainable. 

“When a family is in distress through such a visitation. 
as insanity of one of its members, the question is not how near 
is there a curative Asylum, but where is the best? Where are 
the most ample mcans and the most useful treatment to be 
received ? ` 

^ The above means, except the medical, which is adequate to 
the wants of the patients, and is careful and kind, as well as 
intelligent in professional application—I repeat, with this 
exception, the means are insuflicient. An additional building 
is necessary. Build this and you gather your own people into 
your own habitation, and give it an impulse and effectiveness 
of which your citizens have yot to learn the inestimable value. 

"* Should the Legislature decline to make this appropriation 
to your building, your sure alternative is continuing to fill up 
the Asylums of Pennsylvania and Connecticut. 

“The Legislature was governed by a wise and humane spirit, 
when it first erected, by liberal appropriations, its Asylum for 
the insane. This temper has guided legislative action in suc- 
ceeding sessions, and the people at large, so far as the subject ` 
has been understood, have fully appreciated and sustained the 
noble work. The present Legislature does not bring a less 
intelligent and liberal, nor less humane disposition to deliberate 
on the true interest of their dependent claimants on the public 
bounty. Justice and humanity ask a careful, deliberate and 
impartial consideration of this question—after which, then, 
can, it is coefidently believed, follow but one result, viz: such 
appropriation, payable annually, out of the State Treasury, as 
shall accomplish fully the work needed. I have time, Mr. West, 
to say only that I am happy, at all'seasons, to apply my time 
and best energies, in aid of the insane in Mississippi, no less 
than in Massachusetts, in Carolina, or iu Missouri My 
dife, sir, belongs to this cause—through this to my whole 
country. Therefore, you may here claim as a right, my ser- 
vices, when they are needed, and believe me, I am never so 
happy as in witnessing the advance of this great work, which 
rests on legislative action—the care and cure of the insane; 
and let me add, ample provision for the education of the deaf 
mutes, and the blind. " 

4 Respectfully, D. L. Dix.” 

The report of the Supervisors contained many suggestions 
of value. They still complained of the old incubus—the trailing 
debt. They joined the Superintendent in recommending an 
extension of the building, and added, as an additional reason, 
that justice could not be done to paying patients, so long as 
they were confined to the same wards, with non-paying ones. 
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They also advised the erection ‘of a separate dwelling for the 
Superintendent. For this, they gave very good and substantial 
reasons, and in the main, adopted the views of Dr. Kirkbride, 
ofthe “Pennsylvania Hospital for the Insane." Certainly 
such an arrangement would be much more pleasant to the 
Superintendent: and his family; but the highest consideration— 
the welfare of the inmates—requires that the Superintendent 
should be absent from his post as little as possible, and espec- 
ially at night. In case of alarm or disturbance, his ears 
should be in easy reach, to answer any cry of distress. Besides 
it would bea difficult matter to bring together a corps of 
subordinates, all of whom would perform their respective duties 
as faithfully and as fully, in the absence of the Superintendent, 
as when they are immediately under his supervision. 

Their report contains a great deal of internal evidence that 
the Board of Supervisors had the welfare of the Institution at 
heart, and that they did not serve as figure-heads—the recip- 
ients of empty honors; but that they gave their attention to 
the matters intrusted to them. The report was signed by W. 
D. Bibb, James D. Stewart, J. A. Kausler, Richard Griffith, L. 
d ulienne, and H. Hobbs. 

In presenting the report to the Legislature, Gov. McWillie 
manifested the same interest in the Institution that had pre- 
viously charactrized his messages. 

Seeing that it was almost a matter of impossibility for the 
Trustees or Supervisors, and Superintendent to make anything 
more than an approximative estimate, in advance, of the amount 
of money necessary for the support of the Institution, and 
seeing also that his predecessor, Gov. McRae, had received 
something of a rebuke, at the hands of tne Legislature, for 
giving his sanction to an arrangement by which a deficiency 
was supplied by the Auditor and Treasurer, he recommended . 
thata contingent fund of five thousand dollars, be placed 
in the hands of the Governor, to be expended, only in an emer- 
gency. His message on the Lunatie Asylum, closed thus: 

*] would urge, specially, upon your attention that portion of 
the report of the Board of Supervisors which asks for an appro- 
priation for the building of a ward or wards for the accommo- 
dation of paying patients. There is no justice in putting the 
pay patients on an equality. with the pauper patients. And it 
would be true economy to provide suitable accommodations for 
pay patients, or they will be sent to otlier institutions; whereas, 
if provided foa here, they would greatly reduce the expenses 
of the Inetitution." 

Att the next regular meeting of the Legislature, in 1861, 
another report was made by the Super intendent, to the Super- 
visors, and by them tn Gov. John J. Pettus, and by him trans- 
mitted to the Legislature, but for some reason or other, their 
publication was omitted in the journals of both houses. They 
are therefore, lost. This is to be regretted, for the first report 
made by Dr. Kells, in 1859, when he had been Superintendent 
only a short time, indicated his fitness for that kind of compi- 
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lation in such an eminent degree, that we conclude that, in the 
course of the next two years he had brought together such an 
array of facts and statistics, and joined them together with 
snch valuable comments as to make his second report not only 
creditable to himself, but an estimable contribution to the tabu- 
lar statistics, and to the literature of this special department 
of medicine. l 

If the loss to history and to science of these reports, is due 
to thé remissness of the Legislature, that body might well 
plead in excuse that the State of Mississippi and the other 
. Southern States were marshaling their armies on the banks of 
the Ohio and Potomac, in war against the Government of the 
United. States. The war had commenced in earnest, and every 
nerve in Mississippl was strung in its highest tension to engage 
in the terrible and unequal conflict. Manasas, Bull Run, Lees- 
burg, Belmont, Oak Ridge, and other fields of blood had passed 
into history; and the Governor and Legislature of Mississippi 
were giving more attention to the reports of Quartermasters, 
Commissaries, and Ordnance Officers, than to reports from 
Institutions less military in their character. 

Whatever may have been contained in the reports of the 
Superintendent and Trustees, we find in the report of the joint 
committee of both houses, appointed to examine these reports, 
. and to inspect the Institution, the most complimentary language 

applied to all the officers connected with the Iustitution. The 
committee said: 

* We found everything about the establishment in the neatest 
possible eondition. Handsome parterres of flowers adorn the 
_ extericr and give an air of cheerfulness to an Institution which 

ordinarily impressed the visitor with feelings of gloom. We 
found in the Institution one hundred and forty-five patients in 
all the varied stages of lunacy. For the classification, treat- 
ment, and special details in this regard, yon are respectfully 
referred to the Superintendent's report. 'The patients were 
uniformly clean and comfortable—as well clád as need be; 
indeed, were in general, supplied with all things needful. The 
physician im charge was polite and courteous, and without hesi- 
tation, conducted us through every part of the building, from 
the upper wards even to the kitchen. Your committee were 
deeply impressed with the perfect control which he seemed to 
hold over this usually unruly class, who in this instance 
yielded to his commands and discipline as readily as children 
do to a beloved parent. A kind and benevolent manner, duly 
mingled with firmness, seemed to be the means by which he 
had gained such unlimited control over these poor reasonless 
unfortunates. It appears that there is an avenue yet open to 
the hearts of these unfortunate beings from whom the light of 
reason has been withdrawn; and this is through their affections. 
Well has the doctor used it, and eminently has he succeeded in 
convincing them that eve: ything done is for their comfort and 
happiness. Much pains have been taken to improve the health 
of the patients, by proper exercise, and this has been turned to 
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i 
good account for the Institution, in the cultivation.of large 
gardens established by the Superintendent, These, gardens are 
thought to be an important item in the economy of the Insti- 
tution, as much money is thereby saved, and an abundance of 
vegetable food—a thing so necessary to this class of patients— 
is thereby raised. By close attention to this, the Superintend- 
ent has this year produced the following articles, the aggregate 


, value of which would be about sufficient to pay their whole 
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account of negro hire: 

* Pork, six thousand pounds; sweet potatoes, one thousand 
four hundred bushels; hay, seven tons; Trish potatoes, five 
hundred bushels; turnips, two thousand bushels; and every 
other vegetable usually raised in gardens, in the greatest abun- 
dance. As a further evidence of economy, we are pleased to 
say, that all the clothing of paupers has been cut and made in 
the Institution. We are informed by the Trustees that this 
had never been done before untilthe present Superintendent 
took possession, and are, therefore, a clear gain to the Insti- 
tution. 

* Much good seems to have been done by allowing the various 
amusements, billiards, ten-pins, music, and dancing. Your 
committee were much amused and interested at the child-like 
earnestness and zeal with which these benighted creatures 
entered into the latter recreation. Many of them expressed 
themselves warmly as to the tranquilizing and composing influ- 
ence of this innocent recreation upon their minds. Your com- 
mittee have to say, that they have examined, to their satisfaction, 
the accounts of the Asylum, and find them uniformly corres- 
pondent with the check book, and believe them correct; and 
also find the prices of articles purchased as moderate as could 
be expected in an interior town. 

“Tn one particular, your committee would respectfully recom- 
mend a change. The accounts of the pay patients are now 
blended with -the general Asylum account, thus giving an 
appearance of extravagance to many of the bills. This, your 
committee think, ought to be corrected, and a distinct account 
kept of them. Your committee also think that a different 
course should be pursued in regard to the fund allowed the 
Asylum. They suffer much from having to purchase on credit, 
and we further recommend that the quarterly appropriation 
should be paid in advance. In this way they can make their 
purchases in such markets as will save to the Institution, and 
consequently to the State, at least twenty-five per cent. Your 
committee saw no evidence of extravagance, but cannot too 


. Strongly recommend economy in the general details, at a time 


like the present, when the finances of the State are necessarily 
so heavily drawn upon. In regard to servants, we would 
recommend to the Trustees that they rigidly scrutinize the 
matter, and if possible, reduce the number, and certainly the 
price, for next year. A 

* In view of the high price of provisions, and the increased 
number of the patients, the Trustees have asked for the sum of 
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thirty-two thousand dollars, and it is believed by your commit- 
tee that they could scarcely do with less under all the attendant 
circumstances, if the Institution is to be kept up on its present 
footing. i 
“We also think it advisable that a contingent fund should be 
placed in the hands of the Governor to provide for the deficien- 
cies which may occur from the depreciated state of our cur- 
reney, or other causes, Yourcommitteo feel justified in saying 
"that they believe the Trustees have faithfully discharged their 


duties, and that much credit is due the Superintendent for his - 


skill-as.a physician, as well as his industry, energy, and system, 
and take pleasure in saying that they saw but little to find fault 
with, and much to approve. 
“In conclusion, your committee cannot too strongly recom- 
mend this Institution to the fostering care of the State, and 
trust that the legislative heart will warmly sympathize with this 
unfortunate class of our féllow-beings, and ever ‘promptly 
respond to any necessary call for pecuniary aid. All of which 
respectfully submitted. 
^ [Signed] “J. L. TINDALL,

The Legislature made the appropriation of thirty-two thous 

- and dollars, and placed a contingent fund in the hands of the 
Governor to supply deficiencies. Besides this, the Auditor was 
authorized to issue his warrant upon the Treasury to satisfy 
any outstanding claims against the Institution which might he 
presented, with the proper certificate and approval of the Supe- 
intendent and Trustees. The name of these functionaries was 
changed from Supervisors, back to Trustees. The Governor 
appointed L. Julienne, Howell Hobbs, and W. A. Withers, 
Trustees. . 

1n November, 1863, the Legislature met again inregular ses- 
ion. The Federal soldiery had invaded the State at every 
point. Wicksburg had surrendered, and the Capital of the State 
had fallen into the hands of United States troops. The Gov- 
ernor, and other State officers, together with the archives, had 
found shelter on the eastern border of the State, at Columbus, 
on the Tombigbee river, Federal troops and Confederate troops 
had alternately surrounded and held possession of the Asylum, 
but still the Superintendent, true to the trust which had been 
confided to him, stood firmly at his post, the staunch friend and 
protector of those whom armies could not protect. The con- 
dition of affairs at that time is so well portrayed by the reports 
of that year, that I may be pardoned for reproducing them 
almost entire, as showing some of the trials and troubles which 
were encountered during the darkest hours of Mississippi. 

. Thé Superintendent discharging the duties of Assistant 
Physician and Steward, in addition to his own proper functions, 
directing his subordinates, prescribing for the sick, procuring 
provisions, fuel and clothing for his household, had no time for 
statistical tables or theoretical disquisitions, but in the spirit of 
the times, made the following practical and pointed report: 
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“At the close of my last annual report, there remained in 
the Asylum 124 patients. During the Asylum year just closed, 
28 insane persons have been received, making a total of 152 
under treatment. For the same length of time there has been 
discharged 42 of this number: leaving in the house, at this date, 
110 inmates. Of those discharged, the result mny be stated 
thus; fourteen próved satisfactory recoveries; two much im- 
proved; five unimproved, and twenty-one deaths. I should be 
doing myself injustice not to note some of the efficient causes 
that have contributed to produce this large mortality, and the 
many disadvantages I have had to contend with to prevent it. 

“I will soon state the physical causes of the mortality of 
this number. Thirteen died of dysentery, two of consumption, 
two of typhoid fever, one of congestive chill, one of congestion 
of the brain, and one of congestion of the liver. One of the 
above number was a case brought from the Penitentiary, and 
reached here in such a collapsed condition, that he lived only 
a few days after admission. Eleven deaths have occurred since 
the last occupation by the Federals—showing a larger sum of 
deaths in less than three months than for nine months pre- 
vio usly. 

“ This result was, no doubt, owing to acombination of causes 
operating upon persons of feeble and broken-down constitu- 
tions. First—the fright produced by the appearance of the 
enemy, and especially the terrible discharge of artillery. Second 
—the vast accumulation of vegetable and animal matter imme- 
diately around us, subject to decay under a July sun. Third— 
we were deprived of suitable nutrition for two weeks, for our 
household, owing to the fact that we were cut off from any 
market, and the Yankees stript us of cows, hogs, and nearly all 
our garden produots, more particularly such as would suit the 
invalid; and fourth, we were short of many articles of medi- 
cines, that were necessary for the successful treatment of such 
cases as these causes were developing. To add still further 
to our distress and embarrassment, seven out of ten of our male 
attendants left to break bread with our- foes. This want of 
fidelity very greatly increased the care and labor of those 
who remained at our posts. The large number of sick 
demanded nearly all our time, and hence the removal of the 
offal and filth which was at our yery doors, and was producing 
such melancholy results upon the inmates, was slow and 
tedious. “ * * ax _* * 

*I have thought proper to make inquiry as to how we are 
clothe the patiénts under ‘existing circumstances, All the 
factories are in the employ of the Government, and the fine 
staple goods found on the merhant's shelves are beyond the 
ability of the Asylum to purchase. In view of this state of 
things, I volunteered the suggestion to the Governor of the 
State, and some few members of the Legislature, that a certain 
portion of the appropriation might be used in the purchase of 
cotton, and by an arrangement with the Federal authorities, 
sell the cotton, and buy such needed articles as we are not able 
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to get elsewhere. 'There could be, it seems to me, no well- 
founded objection to this measure, if carried out faithfully, and 
for no other purpose than that indicated. 

“Tf this policy is not adopted, or some other equally as econo- 
mical, I feel quite certain that the amount of fifty thousand 
dollars will not support the household.. I'venture the assertion 
that if left to purchase clothing at present . prices in the Con- 


federacy, that ten or twelve thousand dollars will be expended 
alone for clothing. * * * * E 

“For another twelve months, I have performed the duties of 
both Assistant Physician and Steward. "This has been a savin 
to our funds of not less than two thousand dollars, in salaries anc 
board. The salaries. of the two officers amount to fourteen 
hundred dollars a year, and they could not be boarded for less 
than three hundred each. This extra labor I have done wil- 
lingly, and I trust satisfactorially to the Board. si d

One of those subordinates and attendants, whom neither fear 
nor favor could induce to leave his post of duty, but who wil- 
lingly took upon himself more than double. labor, is still con- 
nected with the Institution. Throughout the course of the 
rebellion, regardless of the discount upon Confederate money, 
he continued to be the active, untiring friend ofthe afflicted, 
and though a man of foreign birth, and not intimately iden- 
tified with the interests of either army, as native citizens were, 
he, in a quiet, unobtrusive way, in storm and in sunshine, went 
forward with his duties, and to-day, is the same patient and 
energetic Supervisor, enjoying the confidence of his superior 
officers, commanding the respect of inferiors, and receiving the 
love and gratitude of the afflicted. His nameis John Conway. 
Often have merchants and.business men offered him higher 
wages than were given to him at the Asylum; but he has 
invariably declined to leave the charge entrusted to him. 

At the period of which I write (1863), the question of finance 
was a most important one, and as in all other departments of 
life in Mississippi, public and private, the means of subsis- 
tence were, with the greatest difficulty, procured. The city 
and vicinity of Jackson heving, time and again, been alternately 
overrun by- both armies, made the support of the Institution a 
matter of great doubt and uncertainty. The thirty-two thous- 
and dollars, and the contingent fund, together with the instal- 
ments of paying patients, had been sufficient, with great econ- 


-omy to carry on the Asylum, in the simplest way. At the date 


of the report, provisions of all kinds had advanced to aston- 
ishing prices. The currency had depreciated toa proportionate 
extent. 7 

The joint committee of the two houses, in their report, calls 
attention to the fact, that “bacon had previously sold at fifty 
cents per pound; flour, at forfy dollars per barrel; beef at 
fifteen or eighteen cents; and now, flour brings one hundred 
dollars, bacon, two dollars, and beef, forty cents.” This shows 
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clearly that a less sum than fifty thousand dollars would not be 
` sufficient to supply the establishment. They not only recom- 

mended this sum; but also that a. contingent fund of twenty- 
five thousand dollars should be placed in the hands of Gov. 
Charles Clark, always, and under all circumstances, the tender 
and sympathetic friend of the Asylum, to meet any anne 
that might arise. 

Ap ainful episode, connected with the history of those times, 
eannot be overlooked by the faithful chronicler, and is thus 
related bythe joint committee of the Legislature: 

SE When the Federal forces occupied Jackson, in July last, 
one cor ps encamped entirely around the Asylum. The build- 
ing was injured slightly, by our own guns, and as a matter of 
history, we deem it proper to mention the circumstance. The 
Federals occupied the cupola, with their signal corps. This 
was soon perceived by our owñ men, and at the same time, a 
report reached our own commander, that the inmates had been 
turned out by the enemy, and that the building was fully oceu- 
pied by them. Our guns were at once turned. upon it, Three 
shots took effect, when the Superintendent, thinking that he 
perceived the cause of the affair, called on the Federal Com- 
mander,told him of the state of things, when he promptly 
withdrew the signal corps, and the firing ceased. The injury 
was slight, and has alrcady been repaired. d 

Many of the inmates, with a vivid recollection of the bom- 
bardment, will still speak excitedly of the “big battle." It is 
sad to think that war, with its horrors, could not spare even 
the Lunatic Asylum! | . 

'The committee paid a high compliment to the wor thy Super- 
intendent, and closed their report with a bill making all the 
. -2ppropriation which he had asked. The Trustees had purchased 
a tract of woodland, containing one hundred. and fifty-three 
acres, one mile and a half west of the Asylum, from Dr. J. $. 
Sizer, for which they agreed to pay seven thousand and two 
hundred dollars, four thousand of which still remain unpaid. 
The price of wood was then twenty dollars per cord, and the 
purchase of the land was certainly a measure of economy. 

The suggestion of the Superintendent, to use a-portion of 
the appropriation for the purchase of cotton, to be exchanged, 
by an arrangement with the Federal authorities, did not meet 
with favor at the hands of the Legislature, and permission was 
not eranted,, 

The next record which we find of the operations of the 
Asylum, is in the journal of proceedings of-the Legislature, in 
1865. 

Two years full of fearful events had enrolled themselves 
with the past. The tree.at Appomattox Court-house had wit- 
nessed the capitulation of the weary, worn, and battle-scarred 
Coutederate army. The arms of the South had been. laid at 
the feet of the conqueror. Gov, Charles Clark, the war-friend 
and supporter of the Institution, was a prisoner of State, and 
his Excellency, William L. Sharkey, was Provisional Governor 
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of the State of Mississippi. How the Mississippi State Luna- 
tic Asylum had been sustained in a desolate country, for two 
years, with its doors always open, night and day, for the recep- 
tion of the mentally afflicted, is almost miraculous. Too much 
credit cannot be given to Gov. Clark and Dr. Kells for the 
manner in whieh they kept the Institution alive. 
"The Superintendent stated that there remained at the close 
of the last report, one hundred and two patients. There had 
been received, twenty-eight; making a total of one hundred and 
thirty under treatment; twenty-two had been discharged, four 
had recovered, six had improved, four eloped, and eight had 
died. Of the twenty-eight cases admitted, only four were acute 
cases; the others were chronie-mania and dementia. Of the 
whole number remaining, the Superintendent, after a careful 
examination regarded only six as hopeful of recovery. Under 
these circumstances, it was no wonder that he regarded his 
duties as mainly custodial. 

“The custom prevails,” he says (and the statement is as true 

in 1870 asit wasin 1865,) “in hearly all cases, not to bring 
patients to'the Institution until they become dangervas, or a 
burden to their friends or to the county that has supported 
them. Then, perhaps, for the first time, has the Asylum been 
thought of; and I can safely say, that nine cases out of every 
ten admitted here, are doomed to a perpetual insanity.” 
. To put astop to the great injustice which prejudice and ignor- 
ance, On the part of friends, was inflicting upon the unfortunate - 
subject of insanity, he suggested, as a remedy, that a law: be 
passed requiring Justices of the Peace, upon the approval of 
the Probate Judge, to send every “case to the Asylum within 
two months after the attack, unless sooner cured; and if the 
applieants should be too numerous forthe capacity of the 
Institution, he suggested that the Superintendent be authorized 
to discharge such harmless and inoffensive ineurables as he 
might think proper, to make room forthe recent cases. He 
anticipated that the great social and financial change which 
had been produced in the affairs of the people of Mississippi, 
as a result of the war, would largely increase the number of 
insane in the State. Lossof property, wounded pride, and, he 
might have added, the habits of intemperance contracted by so 
many of our best men, in the army, were all fruitful causes of 
insanity. And that to give protection and treatment to them, 
alarge outlay of money was demanded. He urged that the 
character of the food given to patients shouldbe of a better 
quality than that heretofore provided for them—that the plain, 
hard fare of the laboring man will not serve the best interests 
of a household of poor, enfeebled persons. In addition to this, 
in making his estimate of the sum necessary' to support the 
Institution, he very naturally supposed that reverses of fortune 
would cause many paying patients to be transferred to the 
pauper list. ; 

He, therefore, asked for an appropriation of forty thousand 
dollars for the ensuing year, and a contingent fund of six 
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thousand dollars to be placed in the hands of the Governor. 
He stated that at the date of the surrender, the Asylum had on 
hand seventy-one bales of cotton, which had been purchased 
and saved to be used when Confederate money should be dis- 
credited. Some of this had been burned in transitu to Vicks- 
burg, and the remainder sold to purchase supplies. The farm, 
garden, and all the internal house-work had been conducted in - 
* a profitable and satisfactory manner. 

Mr. R. F. McGill, the attentive, conscientious, and efficient 
Steward, had returned to his duties, after an absence of four 
years, in the field*and hospitals of Virginia, very much to the 
relief of the Superintendent. 

The Board of Trustees, consisting of H. Hobbs, W. H. Allen, 
L. Julienne, W. W. Langley, D. N. ‘Barrows, and J. W. Robin- 
son, submitted a very short, but concise, business-like report. 
They show that two debts against the Institution were still due 
and unpaid; one to Morris, Tasker & Co., Philadelphia, and the 
other to Dr. J. S. Sizer, for land. They recommended. appro- 
priations for these. They also sug ggested that some repairs be 
made to the building., Their report is closed with a concur- 
rence with Dr, Kells in asking for the appropriation designated 
in his report. 

A very interesting paper connected with the proceedings of 
this session of the Legislature, was the ably drawn report of 
Dr. W. H. McCargo, a gentleman of eminence in his profession, 
and justly celebrated not only for his intelligence and learning, 
but also for the expansive benevolence of his kind heart. He - 
was a prominent and leading Senator from the county of 
DeSoto, and chairman of the joint select committee on the 
Lunatic Asylum. 

He made some suggestions of great practical value, and 
appealed to the Legislature in eloquent and forcible terms, “to 
continue to promote the welfare and comfort of that unfortu- 

nate class of beings, that should call forth from us, and enlist 
in their behalf every generous impulse of the heart and of 
Christian kindness." 

The Legislature appropriated thirty thousand dollars per 
annum for the two years commencing December Ist, 1865, and 
ending on the Ist day of November, 1867. It. appropriated 
five thousand dollars for repairs of the building, and also made 
provision for the outstanding debts. 

In the proceedings of the Legislature, in 1867, we find’ the 
last published record of matters connected with the Asylum. 
Gov. Humphreys called the attention -of the Legislature to the 
fact that the five thousand dollars appropriated was found to be 
insufficient to complete the repairs to the building, and recom- 
mended an additional appropriation. The western wing of the 
building was found to be so sunken by settling in its "bed of 

marl, as to render it unsafe. 

: Dr. Robert Kells had retired from the Institution, and had 
been succeeded by Dr. -A. B. Cabaniss, a gentleman ripe in 
years, and distinguished in his profession. He broughtto the 
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position a large experience in the praetice of medicine, and a 
benevolence of heart in full accord with tlie nature of thé 
duties devolving upon. him. His report to the -Trustees con- 
tained many points of interest, and showed that every faculty 
. Of his mind was in the work. 

He prose the following table:

Of those admitted, twenty-one were chronic cases, In his 


accompanying comments, he, like his predecessor, looked for- 
ward to an increase in the number of the insane in the State, 
from causes found in the result of the’ war, and, as a conse- 


quence, an increase in the demands upon the Institution. As. 


the officer representing the interests and prospects of the Insti- 
tution, he, too, urged the. necessity of its immediate enlarge- 


ment. He was opposed to sending the chronic incurables home,. " 


or to their counties, to be provided for, for the reason, that in. 


returning to the walks of society, it is quite probable that they 
would become worse, and would soon get to be troublesome, if 
not dangerous, to others. He was opposed to organizing a 
separate , Institution for them; first, on the score of economy, in 
having to employ two sets of officers, attendants, etc., and 
secondly, because he desired them to remain in the Asylum as 
examples of propriety to recent’ cases. He, therefore, recom- 
mended additions to the present building, sufficient in extent to: 
accommodate all. 

In reference to the care of our colored insane, he said: 

* Insanity, from having been comparatively of rare occurrence 
among the negro race, is now becoming quite frequent. There 
has been no provision made for them by the State, and they are 
allowed to be at large without restraint, and they are becoming 
a dangerous element in society. "Their families; from poverty, 
and a want of even the ordinar y degree of prudence, necessary 
for providing for the future, are unable to give them the’proper 
care and attention which theircase demands. Indeed, as would 
reasonably be expected, they become dangerous to themselves 
and others. 

A—1 
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“The question of providing for them demands prompt atten- 
ma both on account of humanity, and the interests of the com-’ 
münity. v 

The mortality for the year compared favorably with any pre- 
vious year. No epidemic had prevailed. He informed the 
Trustees that a fire had originated in the drying-closet, and 
came very near destroying the building that had been er ected 
in the place of those burned down in 1856. He supposed it to 
be the work of an incendiary, but was extinguished by the 
strenuous efforts of the attendants. In addition to this, the 
main building had suffered seriously from the very severe tor- 
nadoes that had passed over it during the last Spring. A por- 
tion of the slate was blown off, causing a great deal of the 
plastering to fall. 'The repairs to the building were not yet 
completed. By theindulgence of the Trustees, he had attended 
the Anterican Association of Medical Superintendents, at Wash- 
ington City, in the preceding April, and expressed himself as 
being highly entertained and benefitted by what he heard and 
BRAW. 

The report made by the Trustees for this year cannot be 
found, nor is there to be foung in the journals of either house 
a report from a committee of the Legislature, though we are 
informed alengthy one was made by Dr. McCargo, Senator 
from DeSotó. It seems,.however, from the proceedings of that 
body, that a great deal of dissatisfaction with the’ manner in 
which the Institution had been conducted for some years past, 
was entertained by a number of the members, and-the legisla- 
tion adopted indicated that they intended to make a reform of 
some sort, the precise nature of which was not published i in the 
journals. i 

They passed an aet abolishing tbe office of Trustees, and 
providing for the appointment of a Board of Supervisors, con- 
sisting of eleven members—two from each Congressional Dis- 
trict, except the fourth, from which there were to be elected 
three—the Governor to be ex-officio President of the Board; 
ihe Board to select three of its number as a local Board, to 
meet once a month. 'Phe whole Board to meet semi-annually, 
and in all respects to perform the functions heretofore imposed 
upon the Board of Trustees. 

The sum of ten thousand dollars was appropriated for the 
repairs necessary for the protection, preservatioh'ánd -comfort : 
ofthe Asylum. In addition to this, the “Benevolent Aid Asso- 
ciation, for the benefit of the Lunatic Asylum, and Orphans’ 
Home, " was chartered, the capital stock to be one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. Its business was to be-condueted in all 
essential particulars on the system of a lottery: ‘Certificates - 
were to be sold, which were to entitle the holder to any ar ticle 
which might be awar ded to him at the “distribution of awards." 
The chatter required the company, before commenciis business, 
to pay to the Treasurer of the State five thousand dollars, for 

he use of the Orphans’ Home, and Lunatic Asylum, and exe- 
cute a bond for the annual payment of one thousand dollars to 
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these Institutions, together with an additional tax of onehalf- 
of one per cent. on all receipts to be derived from the sale of 
certificates. 

Inasmuch as the records of the Institution do not show that 
any money was ever received from this source, itis inferred 
that the “company” never * commenced business.” 

On the 19th.day of February, 1867, His Excellency, Gov. 
Benj. G, Humphreys, appointed, and the Senate confirmed, as a 
Board of Supervisors: 

_ First Congressional District —C. P. Pool, of Marshall county; 
and William A. Taylor, of Tishomingo county. ' 

Second Congressional District —William D. Holder, of Pon- 
totoc county; and-J. L. Milton, of Yalobusha county. 

Third Congressional District—William M. Conner, of Noxu- 
bee county; and J. A; Binford, of Carroll county. 

Fourth Congressional District—M. 8. Craft, of Hinds county; 
J.. L. Meares, | of Washington county; and Robert Lowry, of 
Rankin county. 

. Fifth Congressional District—A. P. Barry, of Copiah eounty; 
and H. M. Quinn, of Pike county. 

Under these auspices, and thus eii, the Institution con- - 
tinued in its even tenor without an important 'event until, 
September, 1869. . A law of Congress made it necessary that 
the Commanding General of this department should fill all the 
offices of the State with men who could take what is known as 
the “test oath." Every State and county officer, therefore, 
who could not subscribe to the required oath was removed. 
. Dr. Cabaniss shared the fate Which befell the others, and was 
displaced. 

He was succeeded by Dr. Wm. M. Deason, of Copiah county, 
long a citizen of the State, who came well endorsed and highly 
recommended as a physician of prominence in his section. 
The Board of Supervisors was also dispensed with, and a 
Board of Trustees appointed in its stead. - On the assembling 
of the Legislatere in 1870, the Superintendent, Dr. Deason, 
made a report to His Excellency, Governor J. L. Alcorn, of the 
operations of the Asylum to date—so did the Trustees. 

It is a matter of special regret to the present Superintendent, 
that this report went the way of so many of its predecessors. 
It too has been lost. 
` An act approved, April 20th, 1870, abolished the office of - 
Supervisors, as provided for in the law of 1867, and authorized 
the Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
to.appoint five, Trustees to serve four years, or until their 
successors are appointed—the Governor to be ex-opficio 
President of the Board.. The Governor was also authorized to 
nominate, and by and with advice and consent of the Senate, to 
appoint the Superintendent. The Trustees were authorized to 
return to their friends any paying patient whose friends should, 
for six months, fail'to pay for board and attention, and were 
empowered to compromise and settle any old outstanding debts 
. of the Asylum, in such a manner as might be for the best 
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- interest of the State. The Medical Superintendent was 
required to make an annual report to the Board of Trustees, 
on the 1st Monday in December, and the Trustees to the 
Governor, on or before the 2d Monday in the same month.. 

'The Governor appointed, and the Senate confirnied, as Trustees 
under this act, Dr. O. H. Crandall, John W. Robinson, W. H. 
Allen, W. B. Taylor, and D. N. Barrows. Thus organized, the 
Board re elected D. N. Barrows Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Asylum and R. F. McGill, Steward. 

Dr. Wiliam M. Deason was soon after appointed. to take 
charge of the State Hospital at Natchez, and the writer of this,. 
ever the recipient of kindness and courtesy at the hands of 
Governor Alcorn, under skies dark or bright, was appointed 
Superintendent of the Asylum, and entered upon his duties on 
the 6th day of May, 1870. 

Soon after the organization of the Board, Dr. O. H. Crandall 
resigned, and Dr. J. L. Carter, of the city of Jackson, was 
appointed to take his place. 

On the 7th day of July, the Legislature made an appropria- l 
tion of five thousand dollars for repairing the Asylum building, 
and water works belonging to it. 

Within a very few hours after taking charge of the Asylum, 
the Superintendent saw full elearly that, if the capaeity of the 
Institution was not enlarged, his duties would be in a great 
measure simply those of a custodian of chronic incurables, and 
that as a curative establishment its, accommodations would 
necessarily be confined to a very limited 'sphere. On the 20th 
day of May, therefore, L had the honor of addressing a com- 
munieation to you, requesting that you use your influence with 
the Legislature, to induce that body to come to the relief of 
this class of our fellow-beings. In due time, His Hxcellency, 
Governor J. L Alcorn, always alive to the wants of the suffer- 
ing and the distressed, sent a message to the Legislature, 
urging, in the strongest terms, the necessity of making the exten- 
sion suggested. He said: 

“In opening the subject of the ‘Lunatic Asylum, I may begin 
by pointing out, among the papers which accompany this mes- 
sage, a highly suggestive report from Mr. Superintendent Comp- 
ton. Enlargement and change in the buildings have marked, 
throughout the whole country, the steps of progress in the 
treatment of the insane. Most of the Asylums for lunatics, in 

the whole Union, have been enlarged since their establishment, 
to an extent varying from two fo three times their original 
capacity. And this constant expansion of structure has, of 
course, not been occasioned by an increase in the proportion of 
insanity, but by the new demands for space and classification, 
pointed oft by experience in the accomplishment of cure. 

* Observation shows that insanity is as susceptible of skillful 
treatment as any other disease. Of fifty-seven thousand, nine 
hundred and seventy-eight cases received in a series of years 
anterior to-1860, at twenty-nine hospitals, reported in the census 
of that year, twenty-four thousand five hundred and seventy- 
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three-had been discharged, cured—forty-two per cent. of all. 
And the proportion of the cures is constantly increasing, as 
classification and enlargement go on supplying increased agen- 
cies of cure. 

* Enlargement becomes a most important element of treat- 

ment in this State. The proposed change in our criminal law, 
in reference to the commission of manslaughter or murder, by 
men who are insane, will constitute a new draft upon the 
accommodations of the Lunatic Asylum. The insane sentinto 
the establishment under such cireumstances, must be separated 
- from all the others; seeing that their presence amongst those 
who bear not the contamination of crime, has an injurious 
effect on the results of treatment. And to save any similar 
impediment to cure, the irritation that would follow from a 
mixture of colored patients with those who are white, must, a8 
an act of humanity, be avoided. On these special grounds, and 
on, also, the general ground of the necessity of more space, as 
a means of closer classification, I commend, earnestly, to your 
consideration, the application of Mr. Superintendent Compton, 
for an enlargement of the buildings of the Lunatic Asylum. 

“ The report of Mr. Superintendent Compton calls attention 
to the fact that colored patients of the Asylum are very badly 
lodged. The picture which he draws of their condition, is * 
harrowing to the feelings of the himane. Their mental disease 
made impossible of cure, by the circumstances in which they 
are placed, their physical health is exposed at the same time, 
to afflictions almost as painful In remedying this grievous 
state of affairs, we must proceed actively to work, and in doing 
so, accept the necessity, asa distinct reason for acquiescing 
freely in the demand for an enlargement of the Lunatic 
Asylum. And in making the enlargement called for, on these 
grounds, we will not have done our duty to the dictates of 
humanity and law, until—cost what the discharge of that duty 
may—we shall have given the now ill-lodged lunatics of color, 

_a/ housing and treatment, in all respects, equal to those pro- 
vided for the whites. M: 

¿“But an additional reason yet remains, why the enlargement 
called for, shall be carried out. Even now, proper subjects for 
admission to the Lunatic Asylum, languish, like felons, in our 
jails —consigned, for. want of treatment, to the terrible fate of 
hopeless lunacy! And the want of capacity shown in this fact 
in the present building, may be made all the more startling, 
when itis declared to be a fact that applies to a condition of 
things under which the demands upon the charity apply 
mainly to the insane amongst the whites. Under slavery, 
while the white people of the State embraced 236 lunatics, the 
colored people embraced as few as 36! The anxieties and 

strivings of the brain of the free man, have now visited every 
brain in Mississippi; and, therefore, has a new order of things 
been instituted, whieh will result, in the course of time, in 
increasing the number of our lunatics from 270 to upwards of 
500. Apart, then, from the increase of space necessary to meet 
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the case of the criminal increase; apart from the increase of 
space necessary to meet the expediency of separating the 
insane of the two races; apart from the humanity which calls 
for an increase of space to"meet the classification necessary for 
cure; the buildings of the Lunatic Asylum must be enlarged 
still further, with a view to the fact that a-decade will not have 
passed over our heads, when applications for admission may be 
expected reasonably to be donble, B 
* The enlargement of the Lunatic Asylum will necessarily be 
costly. In very many respects, however, the cost will be less 
of a waste than of an investment. For, by facilitating cure, it 
will have accomplished an economy. Of twenty recent cases 
treated and cured at the Western Lunatic Asylum, of Virginia. 
the average length of their stay in the Institution, was but one- 
third of a year—at a cost of but $1270. Of twenty chronic 
cases in the same Asylum, the average.time during which they 
had been supported by the State, was thirteen-and-a-third years; 
the total eost of that support having been $41,640! And as 
enlargement is an agency which determines the proportion of 
the cured to the chronic, ib may be thus seen that, aside from 
the propriety of enlargement, 3s an imperative duty of human- 
ity, the expenditure involved in the enlargement may prove, in 
fact, to repay the public in the form of a very considerable 
economy. . 
“Aside from the question of enlargement, the Lunatic Asylum 
demands immediate outlays to maintain its resent buildings 
in repair. Some of the walling is in a dangerous condition, 
and the arrangements for drainage are very seriously out of 
order. The appropriation that has been made already, for 
maintenance of the buildings, ete, can only be converted, at a 
heavy discount, under the necessity for its immediate use. It 
falls far short of the urgent demands for placing the present 
structure in proper condition. While the question of enlarge- 
ment may be made a subject of deliberation, I recommend, 
earnestly, that your honorable bodies make an immediate appro- 
priation, covering the deficit in the-funds available, «for the 
preservation and improved drainage of the existing buildings. ` 
“Tn the case of the insane, I have called attention to the 
necessity of an arrangement of the Asylum for the separation 
of the white lunatic from the lunatic of .color. "Principles are 
general not special, and can never be made to apply, in all 
places, and under all circumstances. While anxious for the 
measures of reform which I have already pointed outin the 
charities of the State, with the view of giving the colored 
people, not only their rights of the present, but whatever is 
possible, of requital for the past, I am not the less solicitous to 
maintain, in an operative form, all the benefits of those chari- 
ties to the afflicted among the whites. If a mixture of races 
be made the condition of participation of our publie charities, 
no matter how you may regard the wisdom of the objection, 
that condition will act among the whites, to a very great extent, 
as a virtual exclusion. We must deal with this fact as we find 
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„ìt. While unwilling to recognize it to the extent of an absolute 
prohibition, in law, of the mixture of thetwo classes of pupils 
in the Institution for the Blind, or in the establishment for the 
Deaf and Dumb, I recommend, in consideration of the acute 
sensitiveness of those afflicted people, and on the general 
ground that an enforced violation of their opinions, will but 
serve as a denial of their rights under the State charities, that 
the, Superintendents of those charities shall receive ample 
authority, in law, to exercise a wise discretion in the classifica- 
tion and keeping of the pupils of the two races. 

* * ” k * * 3 * *

The subject, thus presented, was soon taken úp by a number 
of the leading members of the Legislature, and, in a short 
time, an appropriation of one hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars was made for the purpose of repairing the original build- 
ing, and adding two new wings, so as te enable the Asylum to 
accommodate, easily, three hundred patients. Were expres- 
sions of self-gratulation admissible, I would here record that, 
let the oxisting relation between myself and the insane of the 
State eontinue for a long or short time, I shall always feel a 
proud self-approval for the active and earnest part I took in 
prov iding for an increase in the capacity of their home 

F. E. P ranklin, W. H. Gibbs, J. A. Moore, J. M. ie, and 
Joseph Bennett, were appointed Commissioners to carry out the 
purposes of the law. They, in due time, made a contract with 
responsible parties, Megsrs. Keary & Stanton, who have entered 
upon the work. As an additional guaranty that it will be 
speedily and properly done, the Commissioners engaged the 
architectural founder of the Institution, Joseph Willis, . to 
superintend the erection. 

We confidently look forward, then, with hope and pride, to 
an early day when the Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum, with 
its prasent capacity duplicated, will throw open its portals to 
all the insane of the State, and enter upon a career of useful- 
ness which its hitherto crowded wards have rendered impossible. 

The death of the Hon. F. E. Franklin has cast a gloom over 
the work, which is felt the more sensibly by the Superintendent, 
not only on account of his loss to his family, and to the State, 
but as a member of the medical profession. Consultations 
with him on hygienic questions and sanitary regulations were 
looked forward to with pleasure. Already had we discussed 
plans of improvement and economy, which would have grown 
more suggestive as the work progressed. His loss P the Board 
was great; to me it was greater. 

I now close this long and tedious resume of E history of 
the Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum. To you, I fear it will 
prove unsatisfactory; to me it has been a labor of interest, as 
bearing directly upon my duties. I am conscious of having 
failed to bri ing it up to that standard of perfection that I had 
in view, à and hoped to reach, when I started out. 
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In traveling over the long untrodden path, with no finger- 
boards to guide me, I have been compelled, at times, to cut my 
way through much grown up rubbish, tunnel through moun- 
tains, and bridge over wide and important chasms. 7 

Such as it is, however, it is yours. 

For your review, I present the following tables, showing, as 
well as could be ascertained from the records of the Institution, 
the statistics of the Asylum from the day of its opening: 
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SHOWING the number, sex, and result of 668 cases, admit- 
ted into the Asylum, since its opening in January, 1855, to 
Decembér 1st, 1810.

In eonsequence of the irregularities incident to the re-estab- 
lishment of civil government in the State of Mississippi, the 
reports of this Institution have not been made with much regu- 
larity or system recently, orif they have, they have not been 
preserved in such a way as to be accessible to me. Fox this 
reason, I beg to be permitted to incorporate in my report, the 
proceedings of the Asylum, only, from the date of my induc- 
tion into office—the 6th day of may—to the present day—the 
first day of December, 1870—constituting a period of six 
months and twenty-five days. 

I have drawn the following tables for your inspection, which 
will give you all the material facts necessary to enable you to 
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make a summing up of our operations during the period speci- 
fied, and at the same time acquaint you somewhat with the 
personel of our household. 

Two tables, deemed essential to a complete report, I regret 
that I cannot give, I allude to the supposed predisposing and 
exciting causes of insanity as we find it represented here. On 
this point the records are so unsatisfactory as to make the 
tables worthless, were I to get them up.

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Of those who died, two were young men, in the prime of 
vigorous manhood. One had lost a leg during the war, and 
after his recovery he became exceedingly plethoric, and it is 
supposed that the over-supply of blood to the brain, causing 
a constant congestion of that organ, gave rise to acute mania. 
He had been inthe Asylum abont ten months. Four days 
before his death, he had an attack of apoplexy, from which, on 
the morning of his death, he seemed to be steadily recovering. 
A second attack in the evening proved fatal. - 

The other was a case of epilepsy of long standing. - His con- 
vulsions coming. on more and more frequently and violently; 
he, at length, in an unusually severe paroxysm, breathed his 
last. 

The third death was that of an aged and infirm colored 
woman, who had been but a few weeks in the Asylum. Feeble 
and frail as she was, she was very much given to violent: par- 
oxysms of mania, which would continue in the greatest fury 
until she would sink into exhaustion. : In one of these, she 
died, with allthe symptoms of congestion of the brain. 7 

. We have abundant reasons for being thankful that our table 
of mortality is so small. There is scarcely a community or 
class of citizens, of similar ages, though i in goód health men- 
tally and physically, in the State, in which the * reaper" has 
cut down so few. 

With the exception of three or four cases of pneumonia, and 
some intermittent fever, the health of the household has been 
remarkably good. We have enjoyed a full exemption from 
everything like an epidemic, and all our cases of sickness have 
: yielded readily and kindly to treatment. With our Asylum 
` situated in a very healthy locality—the building freely venti- 
lated—the habits of theinmates subjected to the greatest regu- 
larity, in eating, sleeping, and exercising, the observance of 
such rules as are laid down in sound hygiene, is all that is 
necessary to protect us from the ordinary causes of disease. 

Nor are we disposed to complain that the number “recovered” 
is no larger, although we would have been proud to have pre- 
sented a longer list. If you have taken the pains to read even 
the synopsis of the report of 1895, the first year of the Asylum, 
you found that fifty-seven of those admitted then, were ehronic 
cases of long standing, and when you discover from table No. 
6, of this report, that fifteen of those cases are inmates of the 
Asylum now, you may well conclude that this is, indeed and in 
truth, a chronic establishment. The material upon which a 
eure may be attempted with mueh aope of success, ħas beer 
very small, - 

One case, marked among the recovered, I may be pardoned 
for making a note of, as heing of interest to those engaged: 
in the treatment of the insane. It was a case of epilepsy 
in a young man. He had been afflicted about twelve 
years—~indeed since. boyhood. He was almost an imbecile 
intelleetually. I do not know that he had ever been treated 
forit. He could tell nothing about it himself, and there was 
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no evidence on the case-book that he had ever taken a dose of 


medicine. Otherwise his health was good, In May Icon-:: 


menced the use of the well-known prescription of Brown 


Sequard. In addition to this, I gave him from twenty to thirty . 
grains of hydrate of chloral at night, for the reason that he was : 
exceedingly liable to be seized with a convulsion, just when . 


all the senses were about to be closed in sleep. I gave the 
chloral to produce profound slumber at once, hoping, by avoid- 
ing that slow and dreamy transition from wakefulness to sleep,

to escape the paroxysm. He never had a convulsion after : 
commencing the treatment. I continued it for a month, and - 


then suspended it. His intellect brightened gradually, and at 
the end of five months he became so anxious to return to his 


P 
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home—a thing that he had not. spoken of for a year—that I ; 


consented to his discharge, fearing that longer confinement 
would be detrimental This was about a month ago—since 
which time I have not heard from him. Epileptic mania is 
classed with the incurable. Will he relapse ? 

The bare reading of Table No. 2, is demonstrative of the 
success which we may confidently look for in the treatmént of 
recent cases. Insanity is almost as certainly curable when it 
receives proper early treatment, as it is incurable in its chronic 
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stages. And ifit could only be understood by the people that * 


-it is simply a disease like pneumonia, cholera, or neuralgia, and 
nota supernatural, mysterious, unearthly sort of intangible 
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psychical etherealism, they would not consign their friends to a : 


living death in the eleemosynary institutions of the country, by 
endeavoring, through a false delicacy, or false affection, to 
cure the patient at home. It is true, that diseases of the mind 
are not as well understood as those of the body are. The 


physical disordersjof the brain—the seat of mental manifesta- :

Insane persons cannot be properly treated at home—not that . 


superintendents of hospitals for the insane claim to know more . 


about the nature of the disease than the private practitioner of 
medieine. Of course their experience in the management of 
the insane, gives to superintendents the same advantage that 


experiencé gives to every other specialty in life. But it ig’ 


absence from exciting causes, retirement, sympathy, kindnes 
discipline, regularity of habits, mental diversion, in addition £o 
medical treatment, that gives superiority to the Asylum. Th 
medicines actually given may be the same, and yet the regul 
will be different. j T S 
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Unhappily for this unfortunate class, we have not had the 
room to receive the recent cases as they applied, and in the 
second place, a custom prevails in this State, not to make appli- 
cation for admission until the case lias already, or is fast 
becoming chronic. It is usual, when a member of a family 
begins to show evidence of aberration of the intellect, to kecp 
it secret from the world as long as possible, The family 
physician, under heavy injunctions of secresy, is consulted at 
low breath. , Very often he finds that it is a case of several 
montbs standing already, and finding that from continued 
wakefulness, irregularity of diet, or exposure, the physical 
health is very much deranged; he sets tq work to correct that, 
and because the physical health has suffered, he, perhaps, makes 
a favorable prognosis, and prescribes, i 
. His prescriptions are seldom, if ever, followed. The lunatic, 
unconscious of his condition, insists that he is not sick,'and, 
believing that he is not sick, very naturally declines to take 
medicine, His friends either yield in sympathy to his wishes, 
or attempt to force him.to take it. In either case, the effect is 
bad. In the first, of course, he is not benefitted. In the second, 
the good effects of the recipe are more than coupterbalanced by 
the exciting struggle which has attended its administration. 
His purposes and wishes, all conceived in delusion, are thwarted 
at. every step. Thus he goes on. Soon begins to hate those 
whom he formerly loved; is suspicious, jealous, has delusions 
and hallucinations, and acting under their influence, either makes 
an attempt upon his own life or that of some one else, and is 
then placed under restraint, The cords are fastened upon his 
limbs by those whom he once loved. Not appreciating the 
change himself, he becomes satisfed that they mean personal 
injury to him, and the delusion is fixed. When all his family, 
and the friends of his family, are worn out with toil and watch- 
ing, and especially when he becomes a burden to them, the hos- 
pital for the insane is thought of as a refuge, and not as a cura- 
tive establishment; and he is sent with all the recollections of 
cruelty erowding upon his'sick brain, to linger out, perhaps, his 
three score and ten, but not to return home. "To him, the pot- 
tals of the Asylum might as well have inscribed above them, 
the words which were over Dante's hell-door, “Leave Horr 
BEHIND, YE WHO ENTER HERE |!" 

In addition to the natural and commendable affection which 
would cling to a loved one who had lost its reason, and hold it 
in the arms of home, there are two prominent eauses for the 
existence of this custom, one founded in a false pride, almost 
criminal in its character, and the other in a popular prejudice 
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against Lunatic Asylums. 

It is regarded as a disgrace, a stigma upon the family, should 
it be known that a member of it had ever become insáne. 
Hence the criminal attempt to conceal it; The unfortunate one 
is sacrificed to save the reputation of the others for sanity. “If 
common justice and humanity does not, common sense should, 
teach the world that the brain is but an organ of the body, like 
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the liver, the kidneys, the spleen, the heart, and like them, is 
liable to disease. Why should we not now and then permit the 
brain, the great nerve center of man, to become sick, without 
attributing its ailments to an inherent and transmissible defect 
in its organization? The brain is the great work-house-of the 
ever-busy mind, with its million shops, its immense foundry 
forging thunder-bolts of thought to strike the world with awe, 
its mighty engine driving the wheels of ambition, its almost 
‘fathomless crucible, melting down and refining, and its great 
anvils and ponderous hammers, beating into form the crude 
materials furnished by the senses, its laboratory, where crystal 
gems are shaped and polished, and its finer looms weaving into 
a fancy web the Bossamer threads of poetry. 

The home of the passions, where envy, revenge, and hatred 
lurk and rankle; with its gorgeous saloons, where love delights 
to sip its nectar, and its dark corner, where remorse hangs its 
head, and quaffs the cup of gall; its lofty dome, where hope, all 
radiant, sits enthroned, and the low, dismal: valley, where de- 
spair sits down and groans; the battle-field, where soldier-pas- 
sions meet for murder, and the trysting place, where the tempter 
comes with wihning smiles to beguile us! Like the sea, never 
waveless! Now like old ocean, lashed into fury by the rushing 
„winds, its mighty: billows rolling, and plunging, and dashing 
themselves into spray against the shore-cliff; now like the placid 
lake, its gentle ripples sparkling in the evening sunshine, and 
returning in softest murmurs, the echo of love’s own song. 

Now like the wild tornado, turned loose upon the prairie, gather- 

ing force as it sweeps the plain, strikes a blow at the forest, 
uprooting and laying low its giant monarchs; now like the 
gentle zephyr, kissing softly the cheek of beauty. Though sleep 
may draw its drowsy curtains down upon the senses, and close 
them up, yet the brain will wander through the night, struggling 
in the pelting storm, or roaming Elysian fields in happy dreams. 
So strong in its power, and withal so delicate in its structure— 
so laborious and so active—is it any wonder that, now ani then, 
toil-worn and weary, it should become faint and weak, and 
sick? Is it strange that its wonderful machinery should some- 
times get in disorder? Be it remembered, then, that the brain 
is the organ of the mind; that, like any other part of the human 
anatomy, it may, and does, become diseased; and, like other 
organs, may, and can be cured. l ` 

The prejudice and holy horror whioh is connected with a 
Lunatic Asylum is fictitious. It is the custom with writers of 
fiction, when they stand in need of a first-class dungeon, and a 
Black Hole of Calcutta, or an Inquisitorial Prison, is not con- 
venient, to appropriate the nearest Hospital for the Insane, in 
which to immure their hero, or heroine, and enact their dark 

.deeds of treachery. However suitable the private Asylums ot 
England, where the author of “Hard Cash" found them so ser- 
viceable as prison-houses for the innocent, may be, they cer- 

- tainly would not answer his purpose in America, Our Institu- 

tions are public ones, and Superintendents are naturally anxious 
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' to publish as large a “recovered” list as possible, and there is 
little danger of an inmate remaining too long—on the contrary, 
' tHey are often turned out too soon. 

The popular idea is that a Lunatic Asylum is a Mad House, 
where demons are kept in irons and in cages, breathing damp, 
noisome vapors, and associating with rats and toads. The 
people do not seem to know that an Asylum is a home for the 
insane; where, with proper treatment, and by the free exercise 
of that mysterious something, which cannot be taught nor 
learned—tact—the most furious are easily tamed into a discip- 
line of.propriety. It is true, but the world does not know it, 
because the world does not visit the Asylum—it shuns it—that 
many of the insane work in the field and garden, trim the flow- 
ers, play the piano, sew, sing; and pray, and dance, not exactly 
like a great many other people, perhaps, but sometimes a great 
deal better. Only a few days ago, an intelligent young friend 
visited our Asylum, and I took him through the various wards. 
He mistook an attendant for a patient, and a patient for an 
attendant, and when we returned to the office, he asked, “ Well, 
where are your bad ones?” He had seen them all. 


Unfortunately for the insane of Mississippi, the capacity of 
our Asylum has not, for ten years, been sufficient to receive all 
who applied for admission, and this very fact has consigned . 
many a one to hopeless insanity. Thanks to a liberal, humane, 
and enlightened Governor and Legislature, the evil is about to 
be remedied at last; and I humbly trust that at the time of 
making the next annual report, your Superintendent may enjoy 
the proud satisfaction of announcing that all these unfortu- 
nates are cared for, and that this Institution, with extended 
wings, and ample means, hasvbeen elevated to a level with all 
the conditions and surroundings which bring the highest meas- 
ure of success. I am sure a career of that kind would be 

` gratifying to you. . 

'Ihaveendeavored to ascertain, with as much accuracy as 
possible, the number of insane persons in the State now unpro- 
vided for. With this view, on the 15th day of September, 
I addressed a circular letter to the Sheriff of each county, 
requesting that he make enquiry, and report to me. Some of 

- them have reported, and some of them have not. Ialso applied 
to the United States Marshals for the information to be found 
in their census returns. I was no more successful with them’ 
than with the Sheriffs, The particulars I sought were so 
mixed up with other matters, and so scattered ihrough their 
tables of statistics, that they could not easily extract them. 


Thirty-one Sheriffs (to whom I tender acknowledgements) 
reported an aggregate of seventy-seven insane persons in their 
counties. Iam satisfled that their reports did not include them 
all, for in one county, at least, in which the Sheriff reported 
“none, ” T had already registered: two applieants. But taking 
their reports as approximative, which they certainly are, we 
may safely calculate that the new wings, with a capacity for one 
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hundred and fifty, will be filled as soon as they arethrown open 
for the reception of patients. 


OUR WANTS 


are numerous; but since the Legislature has made a liberel 
‘appropriation for the extension and repairs of the Lunatic 
Asylum, and **to provide for the comfort of the inmates," and 
entrusted its expenditure to a joint committee of the two houses, 
I shall not trouble you with a recital of our wants, but shall 
continue to point out to them, as I have done, the necessities 
of the Institution as they press upon us, feeling assured that 
the fund in their hands will be applied to the most important 
matters, as they arise. The visits of the Commissioners have 
, always been hailed with pleasure, because they have manifested 
a commendable interest and zeal in the performance of theavork 
assigned them. 


FINANCES. 


Except in directing the Steward to make purchases of such 
articles as may be needed, the Superintendent has nothing to 
do with the purse of the Institution. Yet, feeling that nothing 
. connected with the welfare of the Asylum, or involving the 

interest of the State in supporting it, should be allowed’ to 
escape his attention, I desire to make a suggestion for your 
consideration, and if you deem it of sufficient importance, I 
would be pleased if*you will call the attention of His Excel- 
lency, the Governor, to it, so that he may confer with the 
Legislature about it. 

. It has been the custom with the Legislature, heretofore, in 
"making its appropriations for the support of the Asylum, to 
` divide ig into quarterly Instalments, to be drawn from the 
Auditor, upon the approvai of the Governor. Now, inasmuch , 
‘as the bulk of our purchases are made twice, and only twice a 
' year, that is, in the spring and autumn, and as our resources are 
at both times limited to the quarterly instalment, we are com- 
pelled to make these purchases in a market where we can géth 
credit, so that we may run into a future quarter. For instance, 
in the months of August or September, we are compelled to 
purchase and lay up all our fuel for winter. Before the expi- 
` ration of the same quarter, we are compelled to buy our win- 
ter supply of blankets, clothing, shoés, etc., and at the same 
time keep up the current expenses for food, wages, etc. To do 
all this, requires more money than is allowed for one quarter. 
This, it will be seen at a glance, places us at a disadvantage in 
the markets of the world. In many of the staple articles, we 
might well enter the wholesale market. The present arrange- 
. ment, though, simply compels us to buy at retail and at credit 
prices, and shuts us out from a choice of markets. I would 
suggest, therefore, that the appropriation for the support of the 
Institution, however well guarded it may be, should, at all 
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times, be.open to the Board of Trustees upon the approval of 
the Governor (who is President ex-oficio of the Board, and 
wil always be likely to know the facts connected with any 
demand); or if divided at all that it should be into semi- 
annual instalments, An additional reason for this may be 
found in the fact that since the support-fund is drawn in Audi- 
tors warrants, the Treasurer of the Asylum would not be com- ` 
pelled to sell them in so limited a period, and he might, with a 
larger margin of time, do better with them. There are warrant - 
Sharks in these days, and I would be glad to have the Lunatic 
Asylum kept out of the jaws of these unpitying monsters. 


PAYING PATIENTS: 


Our paying patients are few. Our people are poor. ‘The 
Steward's books show that we have only fifteen on the list, and 
some of them are not punctual, and others are doubtful. The 
others of our household are beneficiaries. There are several, 
though, whose expenses their friends have continued to pay 
with punctuality and promptness, for years. We charge them 
three hundred and sixty. dollars per annum, and they are 
required to furnish their own clothing. Is this right? It 
certainly cannot be our desire to speculate upon the misfor- 
tunes of any class of our citizens, ‘much less upon those who 
are already so sorely afflicted. Under the present arrangements 
of the Asylum, no difference in the accommodations can be 
made between the pauper and the paying patients, and the sur- 
plus charge for board and attention, oyer the actual cost, is 
just so much additional tax levied upon insanity. We cer- 
tainly should not compel a parent to pay more for the support 
of his child in the Asylum, than the State pays for dts unfortu- 
nate wards. As a matter of right, this should be adjusted. We 
hold the keys of the Asylum, and itis in our power to compel 
a class of our citizens to submit to a wrong. It might have 
been right when the figures were placed at thirty dollars per | 
month. It is not right now. I estimate that six dollars per 
week, or twenty-four dollars per month (the patients friends 
furnishing the clothing) will be sufficient to pay the expenses, 
and itis believed that if the price of board and attention are 
put down at actual cost, the friends of patients will feel the 
obligation, and will not be so reluctant to pay; and for that 
reason we will have enough more paying patients on the list, at. - 
least, to compensate for the reduction of the individual board. 


FARM AND GARDEN. 


For the operations in the farm and garden, I refer you to 
the accompanying report of the Steward. Notwithstanding 
the protracted drought, always so hurtful to esculents, he 
reports a satisfactory and abundant yield. Aside from the 
intrinsic value of the products, the cultivation of the farm and 
garden are valuable, as affording wholesome occupation, and 
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mental diversion to a class of patients who would otherwise be 
very unhappy. l ' 

His report makes an exhibit of the following articles pro- 
duced this year: . 

* 500 bushels corn; 2174 bushels sweet potatoes; 625 bushels 
Irish potatoes; 800 bushels turnips; 75 bushels tomatoes; 40 
bushels okra; 5 bushels snap beans; 75 busliels peas; 90 bush- 
els beets; 200 bushels onions; 100 bushels ats; 25 bushels 

- fruit; 18,000 heads of cabbage; 30 tons hay ;.3000 gallons milk; 
2600 gallons soft soap; 156 dozen eggs; 3000 pounds beef 
(butchered); 4000 pounds pork (butchered )." 

Besides these leading articles, we have produced many other 
varieties of smaller import, but which add very materially to 
the comfort and luxury of good house-keeping. Ata low esti- 
mate, the value of our farm and garden products, will reach 
beyond $10,000. In addition to this, we have saved a very 

. large sum by being able to haul our own wood, coal, and sup- 
plies of all kinds. - 

The report of our excellent Matron, Mrs. Noble, is incorpo- 
ratedin that of the Steward. The insane are often very destruc- 
tive of clothing, and of course, a great deal of sewing is done 
in the way of mending and patching, of which no mention is 

, made in reports. A large proportion of this work was per- 
formed by the lady patients. - 


OUR AMUSEMENTS 


do not amount to much. The varieties of our resources, in 
this regard, are so limited as scarcely to deserve mention. Two 
crazy pianos, and one violin constitute our musical repertoite. 
We get all we can out of these, which, at most, is not much. 

About every two weeks, we have a dance, which is attended, 
sometimes, by quite & number of ladies and gentlemen from 
Jackson. These occasions are always looked forward to wit 
interest by the patients. They are oases in the desert of their 

lves. ` P E 

Out-doors, we have nothing to amuse, but the green grass, 
Shady grove, and sky o'er head. No ten-pins, no billiards, no 
gymnasium, no calisthenum, and scarcely a readable book in 
the house. 


ESTIMATE FOR 1871. 


You, gentlemen, who are familiar with the financial opera- 
tions, know that the appropriation of $40,000, in warrants, 
which were sold in the market at from 65 to 85 cents on the 
dollar, has fallen far short of the necessities of the Institution, 
and our bills will show that we have reduced our expenditures 
to the very minimum of healthy action; indeed, we have stinted. 

I hav? examined the reports from a large number of Asylums 
in the North and West, and find that the expenses range from 
$5 50 to $9 50 per week, for each patient. And when it is 


»

remembered that an appropriation here means warrants, and not 
currency, and that supplies of all kinds, coal, flour, bacon, 
clothing, etc., are much cheaper ¿here than here, it cannot be 
wondered that we have had to trim our economy to a system, 
in order to get along at all. We do not ask for an extravagant 
appropriation. When an Asylum spends from $7 00 to $9 00 
pér week upon each one of its patients, they live in a style of 
luxury and mabnificence which we do not aspire to. The sim- 
plest means of preserving health and comfort are all we ask for. 

And here I would suggest, through you, to His Excellency, 
and to the Legislature, that an appropriation inadequate in 
amount to meet the wants of the InstituWton is extravagance. 
Without money, we are compelled to purchase our supplies at 
credit prices, and merchants, and others, having to wait an 
indefinite length of time for their pay, will, of course, put on 
a good per cent. Without money, we are not independent. 
And yet, with or without money, the Institution must not, and 
cannot, be closed; the Legislature would finally be compelled 
to pay the deficiency, and 16 is much cheaper to pay in advance, 
than to wait until à heavy debt, incurred at credit prices, has 
been created. A large appropriation will enable the Steward to 
trade in any market, and seek the best bargains, and is really a 
scheme of economy. The size of the appropriation will not 
influence the purchases ordered by the Superintendent. We 
expect to buy only those articles which are indispensable. 

I will state, as the basis of an estimate for the coming year, 
that we wil have an average of one hundred and sixty-five 
patients all the time, and until the new wings are complete. 
lt is our purpose to accommodate every applieant we can, and 
the Asylum will be kept as full as 18 consistent with a judicious 
classification. l 

Inasmuch as your estimate, however accurately made, must, 
of necessity, be only approximative, I would suggest that the 
Legislature set aside a contingent fund, to be controlled by the 
Governor, to meet any unforeseen demand. There could be no 
harm in this. If not actually needed, it would not be used, and 
the Governor, being ex-oficio President of the Board of Trus- 
tees, would be very apt to know all about the nature of the 
necessity which would call it forth. An ample appropriation 
is true economy. 


AOKNOWLEDGEMENTS. 


It would be doing violence to the better feelings of my nature, 
to close this report without attempting, at least, to express the 
sense of my obligation to my young friend, the. Assistant Phy- 
sician, Dr. H. Will. Johnston, for the cheerful and faithful man- 
ner in which he has performed his daily duties. No hour has 
been too early or too late, and no sacrifice of personal comfort 
has been too great for him to make, for the comfort and welfare 
of those entrusted to our care. His genial, affable manner 
qualifies him well for the position which he holds. 
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Captain R. F. McGill, so long and. so intimately identified 
with the Steward's department, has performed his various duties 
in a faithful and business-like manner. His accurate knowledge 
« of details has been of immense service to the Superintendent, 
in making estimates, and in bringing down the expenses to the 
most economical limit. 

Mrs. C. Noble, the worthy Matron, has discharged the deli- 
cate and complicated. duties of her department in a Satisfactory 
manner, 

Messrs. J. B. Allen, the Engineer, Robert Armstrong, the 
Gardener, and J. M. Gray,sthe Watchman, are entitled to much 
credit for the skillful, successful, and faithful manner in which 
they have served the Institution. 

Indeed, it is to the subordinate officers, and to the attend- 
ants, and employees, that we owe the greatest measure of credit 
for the systematic, pleasant, and agreeable manner in which the ` 
affairs of the Asylum have been conducted during the period of 
my superintendency. We are blessed with some of the best 
attendants the world ever saw—gentlemen and ladies, who have 
the intelligence to comprehend the scope of their duties, and the 
energy and honesty to perform them. I came here ignorant of 
the working of the internal machinery of the Institution, and 
; unacquainted with the peculiarities of patients. Officers and 
attendants came up promptly and kindly to my support, and 
the result is that I am able to make a report which, to me, at 
least, is gratifying. 

Our gratitude is due,. and is hereby tendered, to the Rev. 
Messrs. Andrews, Crane, and Hackett, for their great kindness in 
performing religious service on the Sabbath. A Christian duty 
so performed will not go unrewarded. The blessings of the 
poor follow these good men. May the sufferings of the poor 
never attend them, nor.their families! 

We owe bounteous thanks to the educated and accomplished 
Maj. John Williams, of Canton, Mississippi, for an intellactual 
feast furnished a large audience of our household, in “Readings 
from the Poets.” 

For the most agreeable, pleasant, and entertaining evening 
of the year, we stand indebted to the elegant Superintendent of 
the School for the Blind, Mrs. Merrill, and her fair and accom- 
plished daughters, assisted by a number of their, pupils. ‘The 
musical soiree which they. gave us, and their exercises in calis- 
thenics, enjoyed and witnessed by a large number of our house- 
hold, together with the dance and promenade on our part, 
formed an incident in the history of the two institutions, so 
unique and unusnal, that it will long be looked ,back to with 
peculiar interest and pleasure.

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ADMISSION OF PATIENTS 


INTO THE

"The Board of Trustees of the Mississirpr Stare LUNATIC 
AsxLUM take pleasure in making known to the public that the 
above Institution is now in successful operation, 

The AsYLUM is about one-and-a-half miles north of Jackson, 
on the Canton road. Its location is believed to be healty, 
and no pains have been spared on its internal arrangements as 
to comfort and convenience. In this respect it wili compare 

' favorably with most of the asylums of other States. All the 
means which skill and experience, in the treatment of the 
unfortunate class'of beings whom its erection was intended to 
benefit, will be afforded at this Institution. Dr. "WOA M, 

. Cowrrow, Medical Superintendent, is now in charge of the 

." Asylum. From the police arrangements adopted. by the 
Trustees, they can confidently recommend the Institution to 
the publie. It will prove, they hope, a means of restoration to 
many. ` 2 

'l. All patients having property or the means of support, 
will be considered Private Patients, 


- 
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9. When patients are sent to the Asylum a certificate of 
some respectable physician, stating that he has examined into, 
and is acquainted with the state of health and mental condi- 
tion of the patient, and that, in “ his opinion, he is insane, anda 
fit patient to be sent to the Lunatic Asylum,” shall be lodged 
with the Superintendent. aor * 

3. Each patient sent to the Asylum to be supported at thé 
publie expense, shall have sent with him a certificate of some 
Judge or Justice of the Peace, of the county from which the 
patient is sent —which certificate shall state that from evidence 
on oath before them, or from their own personal knowledge, the 
patient has no property or means of support. 

4. Each patient, before admission, shall be made perfectly 
clean, and be free from vermin or any contagious or infectious 
disease. 

5. Each male patient shall be provided with at least two new 
shirts; à new and substantial coat, vest and pantaloons, of 
strong woolen cloth; two pair of socks, a black stock or cravat, 
a good hat or cap, and a pair of new boots or shoes, together 
with a comfortable outside garment. = 

6. Each female patient, in addition to the same quantity of 
under-garments, shoes and stockings, shall have a flannel pet- 
ticoat, two good dresses, also a cloak or other outside garment. 
In case the patient is so much excited as not to admit of being 
thus clothéd, such other comfortable clothing as can be kept 
on, and in sufficient quantity, with a change thereof, may be 
substituted. 

It is desirable that extra and better apparel should be sent 
with those accustomed to it, that when they become better, and 
when they attend religious worship, wall or ride out, their self- 
respect may be preserved. l 

In all cases the patient's best clothing should be sent. It 
will be carefully preserved, and only used when deemed necesary. 

Jewelry, and all superfluous articles of dress, knives, etc., 
should be left at home, for they are liable to be lost. 

7. A written history of the case should be sent with the 
patient, and, if possible, some one acquainted with him or her, 
should accompany him or her to the Asylum, from whom minute 
but often essential particulars may be learned. 

'The price of board, including washing, mending and attend- 
ance, for private patients, or those supported by themselves or 
friends, will be $360 per annum; Provided, however, That where - 
extra attention or additional expense is required, then, and in 
such cases, an additional charge shall be agreed upon by an 
arrangement with the Superintendent. E 

Payments are required to be made quarterly in advanee. 

8. A bond, as required by section 8, of the Act. of 1854, . 
chapter 30, with satisfactory security, will be required for the 
payment of the board and expenses of private patients, and for 
the removal of the patient when discharged, and the expenses, 
if any, of bringing the patient to the Asylum. Those who 
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bring” friends, should be prepared to give such bond, and if 
strangers, bring evidence of their responsibility. 

9. Private patients received from other States, shall be gov- 
erned by the above rules, except that in such case a certificate 
shall be sent with them,: signed either by the Governor, Secre- 


tary of State, or some Judge of a Court of Record, certifying 
that there is no Asylum in that State. 
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To the Honorable, the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Mississippi: 
GENTLEMEN—The undersigned, Joint Standing Commit. 
tee on Publie Buildings, appointed by. your honorable 
body at your last regular session (together with Hon. F. 
E. Franklin, now deceased), under and by virtue of the 
provisions of the second section of an act entitled “An act 
making certain appropriations for.the Insane Asylum and 
for other purposes,” which act became a law under the 
operations of the Constitution, on the 16th day of July, 
A. D. 1870, beg leave to make the following report of the 
manner in which they have discharged the duties imposed 
upon them by the provisions of said act, and also by the 
provisions: of “An act to provide for the repairs of the 
State capitol, and making an appropriation of seventy 
thousand dollars for the payment of the same,” and also 
of *An act to provide for the repairs of, and additional 


- * buildings to, the Mississippi State Lunatic. Asylum.” 


Immediately after the adjournment of the last session 
of the Legislature your committee met in the city of 
Jackson, on Friday, July 22, 1870, and organized by the 
election of Hon. F. E. Franklin, Chairman, and Joseph 
Bennett, Secretary. ;

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A resolution was adopted at this meeting appointing 
Messrs. Stone and Bennett a sub-committee, with instruc- 
tions “ to correspond with and employ some suitable person ' 
as architect, to draw the proper plans.and specifications 
for the extension and repairs of the lunatic asylum,” 
etc., and to advertise for bids and let. out the contract 
for the repairs of said asylum, as contemplated by the act 
aforesaid, making an appropriation of $5,000 for the same. 

In compliance with the said resolution, Messrs. Stone 
and Bennett, sub-committee as aforesaid, entered into a 
contract with Mr. James M. Coats, of the city of Jack- 
son, to do the repairs on said asylum, as contemplated by 
said act of the Legislature, which contract with said Coats, 
his bid for the same, and the bond executed by him, to- 
gether with the specifications of said repairs, are herewith 
filed, marked “Documents Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4,” and madea - 
part of this report. : 

Ata meeting of the Committee on Public Buildings, 
held at their room in the capitol, in the city of Jackson, 
on the 2d day of August, 1870, said contract was approved 


and ratified, the bid of said Coatsfor said repairs.aecepted, . _ 


and his bond, in the sum of $5,000, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of the work, with J. M. McKee and 
Samuel Donnell as his sureties, approved and ordered to 
be filed. > í 

In further compliance with the resolution of the com- 
mittee named above, said sub-committee corresponded 
with Mr. Joseph Willis, of Memphis, Tennessee, former 
architect of the Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum, and at 
their solicitation he came to Jackson for the purpose of 
consulting with the committee relative to his employment 
by them to draft the plans and specifications for the erec: 
tion of two néw wings to, and repairs of said asylum, as 
contemplated by the act of the Legislature as recited 
above, approved the 21st day of July, 1870, appropriating 
$150,000 for the same; and also to draft the plans and 
specifications for the repairs on the State capitol, as pro- 
vided for in the act of the Legislature approved on said 
91st day of July, 1870, making an appropriation of $70,000 
for the same. And on Wedneseay, the 3d day of August, 
1870, after consulting with Mr. Willis, the undersigned 
committee (Hon. E. E. Franklin being present, and also 
His Excellency, d. L. Alcorn, Governor, etc., who acted as 
chairman of the meeting), by resolution employed Mr. J. 
Willis, as architect, to draft said. plans and specifications 
for the repairs on said asylum and capitol, and agreed to 
pay him for said services the sum of $1,000 in cash, the 
said committee reserving the right to themselves, if after- 
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wards they saw proper to do so, to employ Mr. Willis as 
architect, to superintend the work, both on the asylum 
and on the State capitol, at a salary of $3,000 per annum 
in cash, or at that rate, so long as the committee might 
gee proper to retain him, it being understood between the 
parties that should the committee so employ Mr. Willis, 
the $1,000 which they had agreed to pay him for drafting 
the plans and specifications of the repairs dn said asylum 
and capitol buildings, should be credited as part payment 
of his annual salary of $8,000, and deducted from the same 
on final settlement with him for his services. 

Subsequent to this date the committittee employed 
‘Mr. Willis as architect, to superintend the repairs on 
said buildings as above named, at the salary aforesaid. 

As architect aforesaid, Mr. Willis, under the instruc- 
tions of the committee, drafted the plans and specifica- 
tions for the repairs, etc., on the asylum and capitol 
buildings. Which plans and specifications are herewith 
filed, marked Documents Nos, 5, 6, and 8, and asked to be 
taken as part of this report. l 

Upon filing said plans and specifications for the repairs . 
on said building, the Committee on Public Buildings, by 
resolution adopted on the 4th day of August, 1870, in- 
structed the Secretary to advertise for proposals for the 
repairs on said asylum and capitol, agreeable to the 
plans and specifications on file in the office of said com- 
mittee, at the capitol in the city of Jackson, in the fol- 
lowing newspapers, viz:  . NDA

In compliance with said resolution, advertisements 
were published in all of said papers, notifying builders 
and mechanics generally, that sealed proposals would be 
received by the committee up to 12 o'clock m., on Tues-

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day, the 6th day of September, 1870, for the repairs of said 
asylum and capitol buildings, agreeable to the plans and 


specifications on file as aforesaid. A copy of each of 


said advertisements is herewith filed, marked “ Docu- 
ments Nos; 9 and 10,” and made a part of this report. 
Aud on the said 6th day of September, 1870, the day 
appointed for opening the bids and assigning the contracts 
for the repairs on said asylum and eapitol, the commit- . 
tee met for that purpose, and proceeded to the performance 
of said duty. Upon opening the various bids made for 
said work, it was found that they differed greatly in 
amounts, both on the asylum, and also on the capitol— 
some parties proposing to do the work for one price, paya- 
ble in eash, and others proposing to do said work for: 
another price, payable in State warrants. And after 
consultation by the committee relative to the different 
bids for said work, and the question being raised whether 
or not the committee had the power, under the acts of 
the Legislature making the appropriations for the repairs 


. on said asylum and capitol, to receive and entertain bids, 


for the same payable in money, it was thought best to 
adjourn over until the next day, and in the meantime 
consult the Auditor of Public Accounts, and the Attor- 
ney General on the subject, Accordingly the committee 
adjourned until the next morning at 9 o'clock. 

On Wednesday morning, at 9 o'clock, September the 
Tth, 1870, the committee met pursuant to adjournment, 
when Messrs. Gibbs and Bennett were appointed a sub- 
committee “to wait upon the Auditor of Public Accounts, 
and ascertain from him whether or not he would issue 
warrants on the State Treasury, on the requisition of the 
committee, so as to enable'them to sell the same, and pay 
in money, any contract they might maké with any party 
or parties, for the repairs on. the State capitol, and the | 
erection of the two new proposed wings to the lunatic 
asylum.” And “ whether or not, in his opinion, the laws 
relative to said public works, would authorize him to do 
so.” And also, to “consult the Attorney General, and 
ascertain from that officer, whether or not, in his opinion, . 
the Committee on Public Buildings have a right, under : 
the laws authorizing the repairs on the State capitol, and : 
the erection of two new wings to the lunatic asylum, to 
receive and entertain bids for said work, to be paid for in 
cash; or whether or not, they can only receive bids pay- 
able in State warrants, ? l 

Said sub-committee retired to perform the duty assigned 


them, and after consulting with the Auditor, and Attorney 


General, as directed, and ascertaining their views upon 
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the subject referred to, returned and reported, “ thatit was 
the opinion of the Auditor of Public Accounts, that he: 
had no power, under the laws making the appropriations 
for the repairs on the State capitol, and the erection of 
the two new wings to the asylum, ete. to issue warrants: 
to the committee,:on. their requisition, so that they might 
sell the same, and pay in money, any contract they might 
make with any party or parties, for said repairs, on said 
buildings.” "The Attorney General also gave as his opin- 
ion, “under the laws,” that the committee could only 
make contracts for said repairs, payable in State war- 
rants, as there was no money in the State Treasury for 
this or any other purpose, 

The foregoing report of said sub-committee,' was, on 
motion, received and agreed to, and the committee dis- 
charged. DS : à 

The committee then proceeded to consider the bids for 
the erection of the two new wings to, and repairs of the 
lunatic asylum—they deciding to entertain no bids for 
the same payable in money—when it was found that 
Messrs. Keary, Stanton & Oo., of Vicksburg, . Mississippi, 
had made the lowest and best bid for the same; they 
proposing to do said work on the asylum, agreeable to 
the plans and specifications on file in the office of the 
. committee, for the sum of one hundred and nine thousand 
nine hundred and ninety-nine dollars in State warrants. 
Their bid was accepted and the contract assigned to them y, 
and Mr. Willis, the architect, instructed. to draw up the 
proper contract and agreement between the committee 
and the said Keary, Stanton &.Co.,, and also to prepare 
the proper hond, in the penalty of $109,999 (the amount 
of their bid as aforesaid), conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of their contract, to be executed by said Keary, 
. Stanton & Oo., with good and sufficient security, to be 
approved of by the committee. 

In compliance with said instructions, Mr. Willis drew up 
said contract and prepared said bond, as directed by the 
committee. But some little misunderstanding occurred 
between the parties, relative to the details of the contract, 
which postponed, for the time being, the execution: of the 
papers. This misunderstanding was afterward adjusted; 
and the committee assigned the contract to Messrs. Keary 
& Stanton, instead of Keary, Stanton & Oo., as named 
above; the contract was signed, and the bond executed 
by them, with John A. Klein, H. B. Bruser, Joseph Ba- 

‘zinsky, and Benjamin R. Thomas, of Vicksburg, and E, 
Richardson, of Jackson, Mississippi, as their sureties ; 
which bond was approved by the committee, and ordered 
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to be filed. The bid of Messrs. Keary & Stanton, for said 
work; the contract or agreement with the committee for the 
same, and the bond executed by them, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of the work, are herewith filed, 
marked as “ Documents Nos. 11, 12, and 13,” and prayed 
to be taken as part of this report. je 

In the original contract entered into between the Com. 
mittee on Public Buildings and James M. Coats, for cer- 
tain repairs on the lunatic asylum, the contractor is 
required to repair the old wooden tanks used in said asy- 
lum for furnishing water for the use.of the building. But 
upon a thorough examination of these tanks, and upon 
consultation with Dr. Compton, the Medical Superintend- 
ent of said asylum, it was thought best, instead of repair- 
ing these tanks, as provided in said contract, to remove 
them from the building, and substitute new iron ones in 
their stead, of suitable size and dimensions, not only to 
subserve the purposes of the present building, but also 
that of the building when the two new wings shall have 
been erected. This was believed to be a wise and pru- 
dent course for the committee to pursue, and they deter- 
mined to adoptit. In doing so, it became necessary to 
enter into a supplemental contract with Mr. Coats, to make 
this chuage, and the architect was instructed to draw up 
said supplemental contract, which he accordingly did; 
which contract was duly signed by the parties. It is here- 
with filed, marked “ Document No. 14,” and made a part 
of this report. i 

On the 25th day of October, 1870, Mr. J. Willis, State 
. Architect, as aforesaid, certified to the committee, that he 
had agreed with Mr. J. M. Coats to allow him the sum of 
three hundred and fifty dollars as extra pay for doing cer- 
tain repairs on said asylum, named in said certificate, and 
not embraced in the original or supplemental contracts of 
said Coats, for the repairs on said asylum. Said allow- - 
ance was approved by the committee, and said certificate 
ordered to be filed. It is herewith presented, marked 
* Document No. 15," and asked to be taken as part of 
this report. 

On the 15th day of November, 1870, the committee 
entered: into an additional supplemental contract with 
Mr. J. M. Coats, to do certain other repairs on said lunatic 
asylum, not included in his original or supplemental 
contracts, which was drawn up in form by the State 
Architect, and executed by the contracting parties. Said 
contract is herewith filed, marked “ Document No. 16,” 
and asked to be taken as.part of this report. S 

And on the 8th day of December, 1870, Mr. J. Willis, 
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State Architect, as aforesaid, filed another certificate, 
certifying to the committee that he had agreed with Mr. 
J. M. Coats, to allow him the additional sum of three hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, as extra pay for doing certain other 
repairs on said asylum, named in said certificate, and not 
included in the original or any of the: supplemental coñ- 
tracts of said Coats, for the repairs on said asylum. Said 
allowance was approved by the committee, and said certi- - 

-ficate ordered to be filed; itis herewith presented as part 
of this report, marked as “Document No. 11. - 

- ` Ata meeting of the committee on Public Buildings, at 
the office of His Excellency, the Governor, on the 5th day 
of October, 1870 (the Governor acting as chairman), by 
invitation, the Trustees, as "well as Dr. Compton, the 
"Medical Superintendent of the ¿Asylum, were present. 
After consultation with the Trustees and Superintendent 
of said Asylum— - 

- “It was resolved by the committee, that the engineer of 
the State Lunatic Asylum, be authorized and empowered 
to examine the pipes used in conducting heat to the 
various portions of the present building, and to put the 

.Same in good repair. Algo the water pipes in the main 
building, and to replace the same with cast iron pipes. 
And that said work be done by and with the advice and 
consent of Mr. Willis, the architect employed by the Com- 
mitte on Repairs of Public Buildings; and that the cost of 
making said changes and repairs by Mr. Allen; the engi- 
neer as aforesaid, when done, be paid by the Committee 
on Repaits of Public Buildings, out of any monies ap- 
propriated by the Legislaturefor the building of additional 
wings to, and repairing said asylum building. Said 
accounts to be first submitted to, and approved by said 
Willis, architect.” : 

In compliance with the foregoing resolution, Mr. Allen, 
the, engineer at the asylum, proceeded to examine and. 
repair said water pipes and heating apparatus. And to 
enable him to do so, he was compelled to order materials 
from a distance, which he did, and for which rendered his 
bill, amounting to the sum of $1,000, which bill has been 
paid by the committee. 

At the meeting of the Committee on Public Buildings, 
on the 13th day of November, 1870, a resolution was 
adopted, instructing Mr. J. Willis, architect as aforsaid, 
to employ a suitable person to examine the gas pipes and 
fixtures at the asylum, and put the same in gobd repair, 
and report the same to the committee, accompanied with 
an account of the cost of said repairs. 

Under this resolution Mr. Willis, the architect as afore- 
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said, employed the proper mechanic to perform said 
examination, etc. and instructed him to do the work 
required, For a full statement of the same, reference is 
hereby made to the report of Mr. Willis, herewith filed, 
as “ Documents Nos, 18, 19, 28, 29.” 

Mt. Willis, as architect, as aforesaid, was also instructed 
by resolution of the committee, to have the steam boiler - 
at the asylum repaired, which he did, and rendered his 
account for the.same, amounting to the sum of $125, 
which has beer paid by the committee. l 

For full information relative to the manner in which Mr. 
James M. Coats has performed the contracts entered into 
between himself and the Commitee on Public Buildings, 
for the various repairs on the lunatia asylüm, as specified. 
in his said contracts, thé" progress made by Messrs. Keary 
&.Stanton, the contractors for the erection of the two new 
wings to, and repairs of said asylum, reference is hereby 
made to the reports of the same, by Mr. J. Willis; State 
Architect as aforesaid, herewith filed, marked “ Documents 
Nos. 18 and 19,” and which are respectfully asked to be 
taken as parts of this report. | 

At the close of this report, tabular statements will be 
appended, showing the amount of each contract, the 
amount paid each contractor, and out of what appropria- 
tion the same has been paid. . 

In the foregoing portion of this report, your committee 
have given a full detailed statement relative to letting out 
the contract for the repairs of the lunatic asylum, under 
the act of the Legislature appropriating $5,000 for said 
repairs, a full statement relative to the letting out of the 
contract for the erection of the two new wings to, and the 
repairs of said asylum, under and by virtue of the act of 
the- Legislature appropriating $150,000 to pay for the 
` same, and have also given a statement relative to certain 
other repairs on said asylum, not embraced in either the 
original contract of Mr. Coats, or the contract of Messrs. 
Keary & Stanton. They have referred to all the plans, 
specifications, contracts, bonds of the contractors for said 
repairs, etc., and have made them parts of this report. | 

They now beg leave to give also, a full detailed state- 
ment of the letting out of the contract for the repairs of 
the State capitol, under the act of the Legislature appro- 
priating the sum of $10,000 to pay for the same, embracing . 
a report of the progress of the work, etc. which, they 
trust, will be satisfactory to your honorable body : 

On the Tth day of September, 1870, after the committee 
had opened all the bids for the repairs of the State capi- 
tol, and had decided that they had no authority, under the 
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law authorizing said repairs, to make a contract with any 
party or parties for the same, the amount of which to be 
paid in cash, the committe determined, for the purpose of 
enabling themselves to ascertain who was entitled to the 
contract, to reduce each bid to warrants. And having 
rated warrants at seventy-five cents on the dollar (at which 
they were selling at this time for money), and máking the 
calculation, taking the lowest cash bid and the lowest bid 
made to be paid in State warrants as a basis, ib was found 
that Messrs. Kéary, Stanton & Oo., had made the lowest 
and best bid for said repairs, they proposing to do said 
repairs on said State capitol, agreeable to the plans and. 
specifications on file in the office of the committee, in said 

capitol, in the city of Jackson, for the sum of jfifty-nine 

- thousand and seven hundred dollars in State warrants. 

Their bid was accepted, and the contract assigned to them ; 

and Mr, Willis, the architect as aforesaid, instructed to, 
draw up the proper contract for said work, and to prepare 

the proper bond, to be executed by Messrs. Keary, Stan-, 
ton & Qo, ed penalty of $59,700, conditioned for the 

faithful performance of their contract, with good and suf- 
ficient security, to be approved of by the committee. 

As instructed by the committee, Mr. Willis drew up 
said contract and prepared said bond. But before the 
final execution of said bond and the signing of said contract 
by the parties to the same, the same misunderstanding 
. occurred between the contractors and the committee as 
occurred in letting out the contract for the repairs on the 
asylum. The matter was finally compromised, the con- 
tract assigned to Keary & Stanton alone, and the papers 
were changed accordingly, the,contract signed by the con- 
tracting parties, and the bond executed by Messrs. Keary 
& Stanton, with John A. Klein; Henry. B. Bruser, Joseph 
Bazinksky and. Benj. R. Thomas, of Vieksburg, and E. 
, Richardson, of Jackson, Miss., as sureties. 

The bid of Messrs. Keary & Stanton, for the repairs on 
said capitol, the explanation of the same, the contract or 
agreement with the committee for said work, and the 
bond executed by them, are herewith filed, marked “Doc- 
uments Nos. 20, 21, 22 and 23," and prayed to be taken as 
part of this report. 

On the 25th day of October, 1870, Mr. J. Willis, State 
Architect as aforesaid, filed a certificate with the commit- | 
tee, certifying that he had agreed: with Messrs. Keary & 
Stanton, contractors for the repairs on the State capitel, 
to allow them the sum of $1,800 for extra work not em- 
braced in their contract for said repairs, which allowance 
was approved and confirmed by the committee, and the 
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contractors eredited with said sum. Said cerlificate is 
herewith filed, marked * Document No. 24," and made 'a 
part of this report. > 

On the 15th day of November, 1870, the committee en- 
tered into a supplemental contract with Messrs. Keary & 
Stanton to do certain other repairs on the State capitol ' 
not named in their original contract, or the certificate 
of Mr. Willis, architect, etc., referred to above, which said 
additional repairs are fully set forth in said contract, as 
«well as the amount which the committee agreed to pay 
said contractors for said additional repairs, to-wit: the 
sum of $4,250, in State warrants. Said contract is here- 
with filed as “Document No. 25,” and made a part of this 
report. ; 

‘And on the 15th day of December, 1870, the committee 
entered into another contract with Messrs. Keary & Stan- 
ton to do certain other repairs on said State capitol not 

.embraced in their original or supplemental contracts, 

which additional or extra work is fully described in the 
_written agreement for the same, signed by said contract- 
ors and said committee, as well as the amount to be paid 
by the committee to said contractors for said work, viz.: 
the sum of $8,750. Said additional contract is herewith 
filed, marked * Document No. 26,” and respectfully asked 
to be taken as part of this report. 

By the provisions of the first section of “ An act making 
certain appropriations for the Insane Asylum and for 
other purposes,” it is provided that $1,000 be appropriated 
for the purpose of improving the condition of the capitol 
grounds and for the purpose of building two water-closets 
within the bounds of the aforesaid grounds. 

In compliance with the foregoing provisions of said 
first section of ‘the above recited act, the committee, on 
the 15th day of November, 1870, entered -into a contract 
with Mr. J. M. Coats, of the city of Jackson, to furnish all — 
the material and fixtures necessary to erect said water- 
closets, and erect the same, agreeable to the specifications 
drawn up by Mr. J. Willis, State Architect, which speci- 
fications are fully det forth in said written contract, signed 
by said Coats and said committee. In consideration of the 
faithful performance of.said contract by said Coats, the 
committee agreed to pay him the sum of $1,500, in State 
warrants, $1,000 of which said sum being the amount ap- 
. propriated for that purpose by the first section of the- 
above recited act, and $500 being a part of the $70,000 
appropriation for the repairs of the State capitol. Said 
contract is herewith filed, marked ** Document No. 27,” 
and prayed to be taken as part of this report. 

For a full and complete statement of the manner in 
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which the work has been done by Messrs. Keary & Stan. 
ton, contractors for the repairs on the State capitol, and 
also, for the manner in which Mr. James M. Coats has per- 
formed his contract for putting up the water-closets above 
named, your committee beg leave to refer your honorable 
body to the reports of Mr. J. Willis, State Architect, here- 
with filed, marked “Documents Nos. 28 and 29,” and 
asked to be taken as å part of this report, 

` As a full report of the manner in which the committee 
have expended the different appropriations, under the, 
several acts of the Legislature récited above, they refer 
your honorable body to the following-tabular statements, 
accompanied by the exhibits and vouchers thereto ; which 
statements, exhibits, and vouchers are herewith filed, and 
prayed to be taken as part of this report. 

In * Statement No. 1,” it will be seen that-the commit- 
tee charge themselves with the whole amount of the ap- 
propriation of $150,000 made by the Legislature, for the 
repairs and improvement of the lunatic asylum, and 
credit themselves with the amount of the different requi- 
sitions made upon said appropriation. By these credits it 
will be seen that the committee have drawn upon this 
appropriation to the amount of $8,825, leaving a balance 
in the treasury, not drawn upon, amounting to the sum of 
$141,175. Out of this balance, the amount of the con- 
tract of Messrs. Keary & Stanton, for the erection of the 
two new wings to, and repairs of the asylum, amounting 
to the sum of $109,999, as well as $350, due J. M. Coats, 
` on his contract for repairs on seid asylum, is to be deduct- 
ed; which will leave a balance in the treasury of said 
appropriation, when these contraets are completed and 
paid, of $39,651. "T 

In «Statement No. 3," the committee charge them- 
selves with the amount of the appropriation of $5,000 
made by the act ofthe Legislature, entitled “ An. act 
. making certain appropriations for the repairs of the insane 
asylum, and for other purposes," and credit themselves 
with” $5,000 expended, as shown by “ Exhibit B," and 
vouchers thereto accompanying said statement. This 
statement shows that the whgle amount of this appropria- 
tion has been expended. 

Exhibits.“ A, O, and D," to “Statement No. 1,” and 
Exhibit * B," to “ Statement No. 3,” with the accompany- 
ing vouchers thereto, fully explain themselves, and to 
which reference is here made. 

We also call attention to Exhibit “G,” which’ fully 
explains itself. R , 

Tabular «Statement No. 2," with the accompanying 
vouchers to the same, show the manner in which the 
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committee have expended the appropriation of $70,000 
made by the Legislature, under and. by virtue of nn act 
approved July 21st, 1870, entitled “ An act to provide for 
the repairs of the State capitol, and making an appropria. | 
tion of $70,000 for the payment of the same,” In this 
“Statement,” the committee charge themselves with the 
whole amount of said appropriation, 'and credit themselves 
with requisitions on the Auditor of Public Accounts, iu 
favor of Messrs. Keary & Stanton, amounting,in the aggre- 
gate, as shown by said Statement and Exhibit “E,” 
thereto, with the vouchers accompanying the same, to the 
sum of $64,807 50, leaving a balance in the treasury of 
said appropriotion, not yet drawn upon, of $4,692 50. 

«Statement No. 4? shows the manner in which the 
$1,000 appropriation has been expended, which was made 
by the Legislature, under and by virtue of the first sec- 
tion of an act entitled “An Act making certain appro- 
priations for the insane asylum, and for other purposes," 
which section provides for the “improving of the capitol 
grounds, and for the building of two water-closets within 
thé bounds of the aforesaid grounds.” The committee 
charge themselves with the whole amount of this, appro- 
priation, and credit themselves with $1,000 expended; it 
being the amount of the requisition of the committee on 
Public Buildings, in favor of James M. Coats, as shown 
by Exhibit “E,” with the vouchers thereto accompanying 
said “Statement No. 4,” and herewith filed. ` 

Exhibit * E," to “ Statement No. 2," and Exhibit “ F,” 
to Statement No. 4,” fully explain themselves, and to 
which reference is hereby made. 

In the contract entered into with Messrs. Keary & 
Stanton, by the Committee ón Public Buildings, for the 
repairs on the State capitol, it is provided that as said 
contractors progress with the work, ** estimates shall be 
made from time to time, of materials furnished and labor 
performed," and that the *committee shall draw their 
requisition on the Auditor of Public Accounts lor the 
amount of said estimates," but that said contractors are 
to receive only 80 per cent. gf said amount, the commit- 
tee holding back 20 per cent. as collatteral security for 
the faithful performance of their contract, until the re- 
pairs on said building are fully completed and received by 
the committee; when the balance remaining due and 
unpaid, is to be drawn from the treasury and paid over 
to said contractors. ~ 

In compliance with this provision of'the contract 
between Messrs. Keary & Stanton and the committee, the 
Auditor of Public Accounts has been instructed by the 
committee to issue his warrants on the State Treasury, in 
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favor of said contractors, on each requisition drawn upon 
him in their favor, reserving 90 per cent. of the amount 
until the completion of the work on said capitol, and the 
‘final settlement with said contractors by the committee. 
A full statement of the different amounts issued to said 
contractors from time to time, we have no doubt,. will be 
made by the Auditor of Publie Accounts, to your honor 
-able body in his annual report. ' : 

There is yet due Messrs. Keary & Stanton, on ther con- 
tract for the repairs on the State capitol, the sum-of 
$4,692 50 not yet drawn for on the Auditor, as well as 20 
per cent. on $64,807 50 drawn by them—which 20 per 
cent. yet due, amounts to the sum of $12,96156. This 
added to the sum of $4,692 50, makes the total amount 
yet due them on their said contract, of $17,654. 

While Messrs. Keary & Stanton have furnished a con- 
siderable amount of material, and done a considerable 
amount of work on their contract for the repairs on the 
asylum, they haye received no pay forthe same, and 
consequently the whole amount of their bid for this con- 

¿tract still remains in the treasury subject to the requisi- 
tions of the committee in their behalf as they may pro- 
gress with the work. 

There is yet due James M. Coats, on his contracts on 
the asylum, the sum of $350, and also, on his contract 
‘for erecting two water-closets in the capitol, the sum of 
$500, as will be seen by the vouchers accompanying this 
report. So . s 

There is yet on hand of the $1,000 appropriation as a 
contingent fund for the use of the committee, the ` sum.of 
$258 10 unexpended, as will be seen by Exhibit “A,” 
already referred to in this report. 

The whole amount of the $70,000 appropriation for 


repairs on the capitol, has been exhausted by the contracts - 


of Messrs. Keary & Stanton, amounting to the sum of 
$69,500, and the contract of James Mr. Coats, for putting 
in water-closets in the capitol, amounting to $500, as will 
be seen by the accompanying vouchers. 

Notwithstanding there is no specific’ authority, granted 
to the committee by either of the acts of the Legislature 
providing for the repairs and improvements of the State 
capitol and lunatic asylum, to employ an architect per- 
manently, to superintend said repairs, yet the committee 
deemed it prudent and for the best interest of the State to 
do so; and acting upon their convictions of right in the 
premises, they employed Mr. Willis as said architect, at 


a salary of $3,000 in cash, per annum, as has already been . 


stated, trusting to the good judgment and generosity of the 
Legislature to approve and ratify their action in this behalf, 
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The committee are still of opinion that they have acted 
wisely in employing Mr. Willis as architect, to superin- 
tend the repairs on the capitol and asylum buildings. He- 
is y gentleman thoroughly acquainted with his profession ; 
and under his supervision of the work, the committee are 
fully satisfied that the State will be largely remunerated 
over and above the amount of the salary agreed by the 
committee to be paid him for his services, in the way of 
saving to the State during the progress of the work. 

There being no specific authority to employ granted, 
neither is there'any to pay an architect, in either of the 
acts of the Legislature making the appropriations for the 
repairs of the capitol and asylum, and therefore, the com- 
mittee have not been able to pay Mr, Willis any portion 
of his salary agreed upon by himself and the committee, 
with the exception of the sum of $1,000 in cash, agreed to 
be paid him for drafting the plans and specifications for 
the work on said buildings. This sum has been paid him 
by a requisition on the Auditor of Public Accounts for the 
amount of $1,250 in warrants, which is fully shown in the 
vouchers accompanying this report. ` 

The committee recommend to the Legislature that pro- 
vision be made by law to pay Mr. Willis his salary as 
agreed upon between himself and the committee, and that 
the committee be authorized to employ him or some other 
competent person, to act as architect on the repairs of 

said capitol and asylum, at their discretion. 

There is no provision made by law to pay the commit- - 
tee for their services; and therefore,they have received no 
compensation whatever for the services performed by 
them up to this time. j 

They beg leave to state in this connection, that they 
have given almost their entire time and attention to the ` 
duties assigned them by the Legislature. And the man- 
ner in which they have performed these responsible duties 
is explained in the foregoing report, and is shown in part, 
at least, by the work done on the capitol. This work is 
before the eyes of the Legislature ;-the members can see 
for themselves the mannerin which the work has been 
performed by the contractors under the supervision and 
directions of the: committee and the State Architect. The 
work speaks for itself, and the committee are more than 
willing it should do so. If the Legislature believe that 
the committee have rendered the State any service in the 
manner in which they have performed the arduous and 
responsible düties devolved upon them by virtue of the 
acts of the Legislature under which they were appointed, 
and that they are entitled to any compensation for their 
services, they will be thankful for such compensation as 
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this honorable body may see proper to make them, as a 
remuneration for their labors, ' ND 
In justice to Messrs. Keary & Stanton, the contractors 
for the repairs on the State capitol, the committee feel 
bound to say, that as far as they have progressed with 
their contract, they have performed the work faithfully, 
and that when the whole contract shall be eompleted, and 
.the work fully done as stipulated in said contract, the 
building will be a much more beautiful (and as they 
"believe), a more durable and a more convenient one for 
the purposes for which it is intended, than it was when, 
first erected by the State ; and that it will last a quarter 
of a century or longer, and fully subserve the purposes of 
‘a capitol for the State, with but little, if any, additional 
repairs. Ms i 
The intercourse between the committee and the con- 
tractors has been of the kindest and most pleasant nature. 
No bickerings, jars or difficulties have occured between 
them, and all their business relations in connection with 
the work have been of the most pleasant kind, and con- 
cluded always to the satisfaction of all the -parties con- 
cerned. l ` 
The committee also beg leave to state, that their inter- 
course with Mr. James M. Coats, as contractor for repairs 
on the asylum and.on the ,capitol, has been pleasant and 
agreeable; and that he has faithfully performed his con- 
tract (as far as' completed) to the. full satisfaction of the 
committee. . C | 
Their intercourse with the sub-contractor for the iron 
work on the capitol, Mr. Charles Williams ; the sub-con- 
tractors for.the plastering, Messrs. Southerland & See- 
man; the sub-contractors for the painting, Messrs. Man- 
ship, Bradley & Hardy, has been of the.most agreeable 
and pleasant nature; and as far as they have completéd 
their sub-contracts, their work has been entirely satis- 
factory to the committee. m 
The committee cannot elose this report without paying 
a Short tribute of respect to the memory of their late 
fellow-member, and former Chairman, Hon. F. E, Franklin, 
who departed this life suddenly and unexpectedly, at the 
residence of Hon. J. M, Stone, in Madison county, 
Mississippi, on the 28th day of September, 1870. . The 
intercourse between the Hon. F. E Franklin, and the 
, undersigned, was of the most pleasant and agreeable . 
nature. In the discharge of his duties.as Chairman ofthe . 
committee, he proved himself to be an efficient; sagacious, 
and honorable member—one who desired to do right, act 
honest, and protect the interest of the State ; and the com- 
mittee, in his death, lost one of their most intelligent and 
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efficient memhers—the State a worthy and respectable 
citizen, and the House of Representatives, over which he 
presided us Speaker, an accomplished, high-toned and 
impariial presiding officer. To his bereaved family, his 
viduwed wife, and orphan children, his loss is irreparable. 
His deathhas left an * aching void,” in the breasts of his 
lamily and friends that can never be filled. All who knew 
him intimately, respected and loved him for his many.good 
qualities and virtues as a man and as a citizen. Like all 
other men, he had foibles; but while we drop the sym- 
pathetic tear over his early grave, let us bury these 
vibles with his mortal body in the dust, and resign his 
immortal spirit to the parental care and keeping of that 
Liernal Being who “doeth all things well,” with the full 
hope and confidenee that “ our loss is his eternal gain.” 
The committee recommend that a suitable appropriation 
bo made out of any money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, to the widow of Hon, F. E. Franklin, in 
payment of his services as a member of the Committee 
on Publie Buildings. This.is nothing but what is just, 
right and proper, and we trust that a liberal appropriation 
will be made by your honorable body for her benefit. 
After the death of Hon. F. E. Franklin, Hon. J. M. 
Stone was elected Chairman of the committee, and he has 
Yaiuhinily discharged the duties of the position from the 
time of his eleetion up to the present time. : l 
Tue duties performed by the Secretary of the committee 
have heen onerous. Ils whole time, with but very little 
intermission, has been devoted to the duties required of 
him, and in making an appropriation for the payment of 


ihe committee for their services, his fellow members: 


recommend that he be allowed an additional compensation 
over and above what may be allowed them, for his ser- 
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In the contract entered into between the committee and 
Messrs. Kcary & Stanton for the repairs on the State cap- 
Hol there is a clause providing that, in the event the con- 
traciors should fail to have the two halls done by the 
meeting of the Legislature, on the first Tuesday after the 


first Monday in January, 1871, they should forfeit to the 


State, as liquidated damages, the sum of fifty dollars per 
day for each and every day they shall delay the work of 
ihe completion of said halls beyond that time. 

Iu consequence of the shortness of the time between 


the time af the signing the contract and the commence-. 


ment of the work by the contractors and the present, the 
delay in getting materials for the work, which they had to 
submit to in eonsequenee of the irregularity of the run- 
ning of the trains on the railroads the bad weather which. 
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they had to encounter during a considerable portion of 
the time they have been engaged on the work, the addi- 
tional work required of them, not in their original contract, 
and in consideration of the faithful manner in which they 
have performed the work on said capitol building as far 
as they have progressed, the committee have relieved 
said contractors from the obligation to pay said forfeit of 
fifty dollars per day, as specified in their contract with the 
committee, and submit their action in the premises to 
your honorable body for ratification and approval. 

The committee beg leave to call special attention to 
that part of the report of Mr, Willis, as architect, where 
he recommends the remodeling of the stiar-cases or steps 
in the front entrance of the capitol, the erection of a 
small brick building in the rear of the capitol, to be used 
as a coal house, the repairs of the two water-closets in 
the rear of the building, and the repairs or erection of a 
new iron fence around the capitol grounds. The commit- 
tee are satisfied that these recommendations of the archi- 
tect are necessary and proper and should be adopted. 
They would greatly add to the comfort, convenience and 
permanent improvement of the building and surrounding 
grounds, and the committee recommend that a suitable - 
appropriation be made for these repairs, and that the 
Committee on Publie Buildings be instructed to have the 
work done. 

The committee also recommend that an appropriation 
be made of a suitable amount, to purchase all the neces- 
sary machinery, apparattus, etc. erect the proper build- 
ing, and put up said machinery and apparatus for the heat- 
ing of the capitol building. This is greatly desired to 
make the building comfortable in all its parts; and the 
committee trust your honorable body will adopt their 
suggestions in this behalf. 

In conclusion, the committee beg leave to state that, 
had the appropriation for the repairs of the capitol been 
$70,000 in money, instead of $70,000 in State warrants, as 
it was, they could have had the work done for a much less 
sum than it has cost the State—$10,000 or $15,000 less, 
perhaps; but,as itis, they believe that the approyriation 
has been well spent, and will be a saving to the State to 
an amount equal to the cost of building a new capitol for 
the next twenty or twenty-five years to come.

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DOCUMENT No. 1. 


Specifications for the Repairs of the Lunatic Asylum, as pro- 
posed to be done under an act of the Legislature appropri- 
- ting $5,000 for that purpose, to-wit: 


To take down to the foundation the west wall of the varan- 
dah and rebuild thesame; the said foundation to be secured and 
erected in & permanent and substantial manner, the wall to be 
built the same height and dimensions as the east parallel wall, 
and to be done in a good, workmanlike manner, and to be fin - 
ished by the proper plastering, to correspond with the said east 
wall. 

Also, to do such repairs on said east wall as shall be neces- 
&ary (if any there should be) to make the whole correspond 
when completed; to do any repairs on the roof of the building 
£hat may be necessary to secure it in its present good con- 
dition, and to prevent its leaking; to so change and relay the 
pavements outside of the walls of the verandah as to throw 
the water from the walls of the building, and thereby protect 
the foundations of the same, and to put up the necessary tin 
guttering and pipes for the drainage of the roof of the 
building. 

“Also, to furnish and put up six hundred and twenty feet 
(more or less) of wraught-iron pipe, one and one-quarter inches 
in diameter, in place of the lead pipe now used in the building; 
to furnish and attach to said pipes the necessary stop-cocks, 
said stop-cocks to be of brass and to be of the best quality. 

To repair all the water tanks belonging to the asylum, by 
taking out the old lining, when necessary, and replacing the 
same with new sheet lead, so as to secure said tanks against 
leakage; also to do all necessary repairs to the wood-work of 
paid tanks so as to make them perfectly secure and substantial, 
to put in new timbers under said tanks (taking out the old) of 
sufficient size and' dimensions to hold them secure and prevent 
them from sagging, and to lathe and plaster the walls overhead 
underneath the tanks, so as to correspond with the plastering 
in its finish, etc., of the hall under said tanks, the wall overhead 
£o be straightened up from its present sagged condition. 

To furnish three cast-iron bath-tubs and put up the same, and 

to attach to them the proper pipes and cocks necessary for their 
use, said tubs to correspond in all respects with the iron bath- 
tubs already in use in the asylum., 
. To make and put up new conductors for the whole building 
(some twelve hundred feet, more or less), and repair all the 
gutters attached to the building; said conductors to be made of 
good one-cross tin and to be four inches in diameter. 

Also, to do all the necessary painting on said verandah, gut- 
tering, pipes, tanks, etc. 

All the material to be furnished by the contractor for the 
above work, and the work to be done in a good, workmanlike 
manner and to the satisfaction of the committee appointed by 
tthe Legislature to let out and supervise the same. 
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AU the material to be used in said repairs is to be of the

These articles of agreement, made and executed this 27th day 
of July, A. D. 1870, by and between F. E. Franklin, d. M. 
Stone, J. A. Moore, Wm. H. Gibbs, and Joseph Bennett, a 
joint standing committee on publie buildings, appointed 
under and by virtue of the provisions of an actof the Leg- 
islature, which act became a law under the operations of the 
Constitution of the State of Mississippi, on the 16th day of ` 
July, 1870, entitled “An Act making certain appropriations for 
the Insane Asylum, and for other purposes," of the one part, 
and James M. Coats of the city of Jackson, and State afore- 
said, of the other part ; 

WiTNESSETH, That whereas, the said committee on the part. 
of the State of Mississippi, and by the authority vested in 
them by said act of the Legislature, have contraeted with, and 
'employed the said James M. Coats to do certain repairs on the 
State Lunatic Asylum, situated in the county of Hinds, near 
the corporate limits of the city of Jackson, in said county and 
State, agreeable to the specifications of said repairs, herewith 
filed and marked Exhibit “A,” and made a part of this agree- 
ment. 
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That said repairs of all kinds, and of every description, as 
specified in said specifications herein described as Exhibit “A,” 
as aforesaid, shall be completed, in all their parts, ready to be 
occupied and used for the purposes of said asylum, on or before 
the 1st day of October, A. D. 1870. 

That on the completion of said repairs, the same shall be 
examined by said committee, and if, upon said examination, 
they shallfind the same done according to contract, and shall 
receive the same as having been so done, it shall then be the 
duty of said committee to certify to, and approve the accounts 
of said contractor, for the sum agreed upon by said committee 
and said contractor, for said repairs, to-wit: the sum of five 
thousand dollars; and upon the presentation of said certified 
account or accounts, to the Auditor of Public Accounts, by 
said contractor, his agent or assigns, itis hereby agreed that 
said Auditor is to issue his warrant or warronts on the State 
Treasurer, in favor of said contractor, his agent or assigns, for * 
said sum of five thousand dollars, which said sum so issued, shall 
be in full payment for said repairs; said sum being the amount 
of the bid of said contraetor, for said repairs, and accepted by 
said committee; which bid is herewith filed, marked Exhibit “ B," 
and made a part of this agreement. 

The said contractor is to enter into bond in the penal sum of 
five thousand dollars, payable to the State of Mississippi, con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of this contract, with two 
or more good and sufficient securities, to be appreved by the 
committee. 

Said contractor to furnish all the material, and to have said 
repairs done agreeable to said specifications aforesaid, in a good, 
workmanlike manner, within the time herein specified.

DOCUMENT No. 7. 


Specifications of the Work and Material required to Repair 
the State Capitol, at Jackson, Mississippi. 


FRONT PORTICO, 


All the broken stones to be taken out that extend between 
the pillars, and substantial brick arches of hard, well-burned 
bricks put in instead, schew-backs to be cut in the pillars 
to receive the foot of each arch. After the arches are put 
in they are to be stuccoed or cemented and laid off to rep- 
resent stone work, both on the face and unddrneath. The best 
A aaa cement to be used for that purpose, with clean, sharp 
sana, 

FRONT STEPS, 


The front steps to be taken up and ali broken stone 
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rejected and replaced with new stone. It is supposed that 
enough good stone can be got out of them to lay the hot- 
tom steps entire, and that new stone would have to be pur- 
chased to lay the rest. 'The steps at each end of the portico 
will not require anything done to them. Or said stone 
steps in front can be removed entire and iron steps be substi- 
tuted in their place, taking some of the best of the stone steps 
to replace the top step of the portico floor. 


FLAGGING. 

The flagging in the lobby and the rotunda being worn un- 
even, all the defective stones to be taken up and replaced with 
new stones, so as to make a smooth and even stone floor. The 
same to be done at the doors at the north ànd south ends of the 
building. 

FRONTICE PIECES. 

The frontice pieces at each end of the building being very 
much broken, they are to be taken down and be rebuilt in the 
same style, of iron. The iron lintel that lays on the columns 
to be one inch thick, with two ribs, each three-fourths of an 
inch thick and five inches high in the center, and three inches 
“ab each end. The architrave and frieze ‘and other iron work to 
“be not less than half an inch thick: Substantial brick arches 
of hard brichs to be turned over the lintels to relieve the 
weight, and all fixed up in a perfect manner, and to be well 
painted to represent stone, The stone columns being sound, 
they will be used again. 


LINTELS AND SILLS. 


The window sills and lintels nearly all being broken, they 
will all, except those under the front portico, be taken out and 
be replaced with good, substantial iron sills and lintels. There 
being a few sills and lintels that are not broken, they must be 
taken out with great care and used to replace some two or three 
of each that are broken under the front portico. - 

On the front and at each end of the building, where the stone 
. work is, the stone immediately over the.windows to be taken 
, out and replaced with an iron lintel to lay on the frame, with a 
-'.face the same hight as the stone; and immediately above them, 
the next stone is to be removed and be replaced with iron; all 
of said iron to be three-fourths of an inch thick; and good, 
substantial arches are to be turned over said iron lintels. 

BROKEN WALLS. a 


: All the broken walls between the windows and above and 
below the windows are to be removed and be replaced with 
good, substantial brick work, laid up with good hard bricks, 
laid in good mortar; and good, substantial arches are to be 
` turned over all the lintels. And all other brick work that is 
badly broken is to be removed and be replaced with new brick 
work. And all new brick work is to be cemented or stuccoed, 
except on the rear of the building, so as to make a smooth and 
.even surface so that it can be painted. 
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NORTH PASSAGE. 


The floor of the north passage in the flrst story i8 to be take, 
up and new joists put in where necessary, and a new floor tó 
be laid. ) S

BROKEN ROCKS, l 

All the broken rocks to be taken out and be replaced with new 

ones or with the good pieces that come out above the windows 

where the iron is put in. And over the arches of the front por- 

tico the rock is to be replaced, or new ones provided and be 

put in. : 
- IRON RODS, 


To be two iron rods, or hog chains, to run the entire length 
of the building inside of the rear wall, one at the second-story 
floor and the other near the ceiling of the second story. Two 
other rods to extend from the north and south ends of thé 
building, each way, to the rotunda, one at the second-story 
floor and the other above the ceiling of the second-story. One 
additional rod to extend across the building at each end, there 
being several in at present. These rods are all to be made o 
one and one-quarter inch round iron, with good strong nut and 
Bcrew at each end, and a ten-inch plate or washer, and a strong 
swivel in the center, so as to screw them up tight. There is 
also to be eight iron anehors worked into each of the two rear 
corners of the building, at equal distances from each other, and 
extending each way from the corners, with a ten-inch plate on 
the outside, with a strong screw and nut, and a plate two feet 
long by four inches wide and one inch thick, of wrought iron, 
let into the wall on the inside, said anchors to be of various 
lengths, to suit the cracks, or, in other words, to extend beyond 
the cracks, There is also to be three iron rods put in, to extend 
across the building, through the hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, near the partition wall, to-wit: One under the floor, 
one at the gallery ceiling, and the other at the ceiling over the 
hall There is also to be two put in, to extend across the build- 
ing near the partition at the north side of the Senate chamber, 
All the above described rods are to be of one and a quarter-inch 
round iron, with a ten-ineh plaie'and large nut and screw at each 
end, and, if necessary, to have a nut and swivel in the center, so 
that they can be screwed up perfectly tight. Those in the Sen- 
ate chamber, one is to be at the second-story floor and the other 
at the gallery floor. And all the rods that are now in the build- 
ing are to be examined and screwed up tight, and if any ave 
broken they are to be taken out and be mended and be re- 
placed. 

: BANDS. | , 

After the brick work of the circular wall in the rear is ré- 
paired there is to be two iron bands, each three-fourths of 
inch thick by four inches wide, put around it, one to be levél 
with the court-room floor and the other above the ceiling. 
They are to go through the walls and be screwed up tight with 
a large washer and nut and screw on the inside, There are to 
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be six one-inch iron rods, to go through each of said bands and 
Yastening on to the joist. Also to be two rods, each four feet 
from the center, to go through each of said bands and to extend 
to the rotunda and go through the rotunda walls, with large 
plate, screw and nut on the inside. 
- ' PLASTERING, l 
All defective ceilings are to be taken off and all plastering on 
the walls where it is broken is to be repaired, and the ceiling 
where the plastering has to be taken off is to be newly plas- 
tered, and all the old walls are to be whitened and cleansed so 
as to look as good as new. And all ornamental plastering in 
the Senate and House of Representatives to be made new and 
perfect where necessary. The side walls of the passage in the 
first story of the south wing to be painted one coat, and in the 
north wing two coats. ;

PAINTING. 

All the wood work on the interior of the building is to be 
painted with two good coats, and all the walls and wood work 
onthe exterior of the building; also, the iron work is to be 
painted with three good coats, and the entire roof is to be 
painted with two good coats of asphaltum paint. The dome 
also to be painted with three good coats. 


ROOF. 


The roof is to be thoroughly examined, and repaired where 
necessary; new battons to be put on where required; and all 
nail-holes soft-soldered, and the valleys to be repaired and 
made perfectly tight. 

: ` CONDUCTORS. 


New conductors to be provided at all the places to convey 
the water to the ground, of the best cross-leaded plate tin. In 
putting up the new conductors, care must be taken to see that 
the iron pipes are not choked'up that the tin pipes discharge 
“into. ) 

l IRON RAILING. 


Iron railing of a suitable style, and made strong, to be placed 
between the columns on the upper platform of the front porti- 
co, and also between the two end columns and the wall of the 
building, at each end of the portico. All to be strongly put 
up, and well painted. 2 


SIDE GALLERY. 


In the hall of the House of Representatives there is to be 
put up an iron gallery seven feet wide, extending from the old 
¿gallery across each end to the corners of said hall, to be sup- 
“ported by iron bearers extending through the walls, and 
‘securely fastened with large washer, nut and screw, and sup- 
- ported by ornamental brackets underneath said bearers, and to 
‘have a handsome iron railing in front, securely fastened. Said 
‘fron railing also to extend in front of the old gallery. 
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Ro 
The columns in the hall of the House of Representatives 
are to be taken down and taken out, and also the entablature 
and cornice over them to where the circular part eonnects with. 
the straight part at each side. And then the cornice and 
entablature are to extend around the balance of the hall, across 
each side and around the circular wall behind where the col- 
umns now stand, with pilasters or anteas in the angles, and on 
each side of the doors and windows, so as to make thé same 
finish all round and throughout the entire hall as itis at the 
north end. The cove in the ceiling. over the columns also to 
be moved back to the cireular partition, and the projection on 
the bottom of the ceiling to be taken off altogether, and the 
ceiling tofbe made plain, with the exception of the center piece, 
which will be left to remain. After the columns are removed, 
the gallery is to be supported by strong iron braces, with orna- 
mental brackets, securely fastened to the partition and the 
underside of the gallery. Andthe gallery at each side of the 
hall, from the present gallery to each corner, is to be ihe same 
width as the present gallery, with & neat iron hand railing 
extending clear round from the northwest to the northeast 
corner. Where the columns now stand the floor is to be raised 
say five inches, or what the other rises are,leaving the same 
space between the top rise and the one in front of it, as the 
others, so that there can be another row. of desks and seats 
where the columns now stand. The whole of the lobby from 
the rise back to the circular wall, to be raised on a level. The 
fire-places in both halls to be stopped up, and the mantles and 
projections to be removed, and dues fixed for stoves. 


DOORS, ETC., 

All the doors, and door frames are to be examined and 
repaired where necessary, and if any are badly broken or defec- 
tive, new ones are to be made to replace them; and all broken 
or defective locks are to-be replaced with new locks. 


ROOF. 


The roof-trusses over the Senate chamber, and hall of the 
House of Representatives, being defective in the manner in 
which they were put together, it is proposed to have them 
shoved up with jack screws and timber props, andthen cut out 
all the lattice-work, leaving nothing but the tie-beams or bot- 
tom cords and the principal rafters; and after securing the 
foot of the principal rafters to the tie-beams with proper stur- 
rips and bolts, and then raising the tie-beams until they are 
crowning, say two inches from a level, and taking off a small 
portion of the roof at each side of the comb, so asto get at 
the tops of the rafters, to open the rafters at the top, and prop 
. them up to their proper height; then put in the iron key at 
the top, as shown on the plan, with a one and a half inch sus- 
pension rod to go through the tie-beam, with a strong iron 
plate across the bottom, with the proper sized nut and screw. 
And then the other suspension rods and braces are to be put-in, 
and all screwed up tight, according to the plan of said roof as 
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shown in plan No. 6, After which the tops of the jack rafters 
are to be adjusted and fixed so as to make the comb of the 
roof level. And then the sheathing and tin work are to be 
repaired and made perfectly tight again. And all the ceiling 
joist are to be- fixed and made secure so thatthe fastening can 
can be made secure and durable. 


PAVEMENT, 


The pavement all around the entire building is to be taken 
up and raised for the distance of five feet, from the building 
out, so as to cause the water to run off from the building 
sooner than it does at present, and after the new part gets 
thoroughly settled, it is to be cemented withthe best quality of 
hydraulic cement, and sand, mixed up properly and put on in 
the best manner, so as to prevent any water from getting down 
along side of the walls of the building. 


GAS PIPES. 

The large chandliers in each of the halls, are to be taken 
down, and gas pipes put in their stead, suitable for about 
twelve burners, and the gas pipes that now come up through 
the columns, are to be taken out, and put in the circular wa 
behind where the columns now stand. It is the intention to 
place four of the largest size coal stoves, in the Representa- 
tive hall, and two in the Senate chamber, to heat said halls. 
In the hall of the House, one to þe placed near each fire 
place, and one where each of those Franklin stoves now stand, 
and in the Senate chamber, one to be placed near to the fire 
places, those fire places to be stopped up and the mantles and 
brick projections to be removed, and the pipes to go into the 
flues above. 

But it is not intended that the contractor for making the 
repairs on the Capitol, to furnish those stoves, as that more 
properly belongs to the Seargent-at-Arms. T 

And finally, all repairs that are necessary to be made to put 
the building in good repair, both externally and internally, are 
to be made to: carry out the intent and meaning -of the speci- 
fications, whether particularly specified here or not.

GENERAL DIMENSIONS. 


Each,wing wil be 148 feet long by 39 feet wide from out to | 
out, with 35 feet of the extreme end of each wing projecting 
ten feet. in front of the balance, making that part 49 feet wide. 
And all to be three stories high, except the extreme end of 
each wing, which will be four stories high. The first story to 
be thirteen feet high in the clear. The second story to be 
fourteen feet tour inches high in the clear. The third story 
to be fourteen feet three inches high in the clear. And the 
fourth, or attic, story to be twelve feet high in the clear. 


EXCAVATIONS. 


WEST WING. 

The foundations for the wing to be excavated not more than 
eighteen inches deep next to the old building, and to be made 
level throughout, with the exception of the partition wall on 
the north side, which will extend about four feet deeper, in 
order to get room for a hot-air chamber. The hot-air chamber 
will be excavated eight feet and six inches wide, and say six 
feet deep, with the footings of the wall to be sunk one foot 
deeper. The trenches for all the outside walls will be four 
feet six inches wide, and for the two long partition walls four 
a wide, and for all cross partition walls, three feet six inches 
wide, i - k 

EAST WING. 

As the ground considerably falls from the building to the 
east, the east end will only be excavated to the solid ground, 
say one foot, and will run in level for thirty five feet, the extent 
of the projection, when the trenches will rise to within one foot 
of the surface, where they will run in level’ again to about one- 
third of the distance, when there will be another rise to within' 
one foot of the surface, when they wil again run in level 
another third ofthe distance, when another rise to within one 
foot of the surface will take place, and then they will run in 
level to the walls of the old building. These offsets in the 
foundation are considered less objectionable than to exeavate 
them level with the lowest end, for then a part of the wall 
would be on solid ground and a part would be on the marl.. 
The object being to keep all on the solid ground and not get 
down to the marl. The north wall and the hot-air chamber 
would have to be excavated in level the same as the west wing. 
In the west wing about eighteen -inches of dirt will have to be 
removed under the whole building at the west end, running 
down to nothing about two-thirds of the length of the building. 

‘All surplus dirt to be removed and to be put to fill up at the 
east end. 
FOUNDATIONS. 


To be foundations of red cypress timber put in under the 
walls, of six inches thick, to consist of one layer of two inch 
plank to lay crossways of the trenches, and one layer of four 
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inch plank, laying length ways of the trenches, with the joints 
or splices to be at least six feet apart. Said timber to be four 
feet six inches wide under.all the outside and main cross walls, | 
four feet wide under the two long partition walls each side of 
the corridor, and three feet six inches wide under the cross 
petition walls, and three feet wide under the south side 
of the hot-air chamber, which wall only goes up about six 
feet high, to the top of said chamber, where it is arched over. 


BRICK. WORK. 


The brick work to commence on top of said timber founda- 
tions, and be as wide as said timbers, to fall off on each side 
two inches on each eourse, on each side, until the walls are 
reduced to the proper thickness as hereafter specified. 

: THICKNESS OF WALLS. . 

The outside foundation walls up to the tops of the first tier 
of joist to be three bricks or twenty-six inches thick. The 
two long partition walls at each side of the corridor up to the 
same height, to be two and a half bricks, or twenty-two inches 
thick. All the cross partition walls up to the same height, to 
be two bricks, or eighteen inches thick. And the south wall 
of the hot-air chambers to be one and a half bricks, or thirteen 
inches thick. Said hot-air chamber to be arched over with a 
nine inch arch, with flues at the top of the arch connecting 
with hot-air flues to be built in the north partion wall of each 
wing. All of the above described brick work to be laid up 
with hard, well-bnrned bricks, laid in good strong mortar, com- 
posed of two parts lime of the best quality, two parts of the 
best Rosendale hydraulic cement, and six parts clean, sharp 
sand, mixed up as follows, to wit: The lime and sand to be 
mixed up in the usual manner at least one week before being 
required for use. And as it is used the cement is to be mixed 
up with it, so as to be worked up immediately. And all the 
above walls are to be grouted so as to fill up all the joints and ` 
interstices between the bricks. 

WALLS OF THE FIRST STORY. 

The outside walls of the first story are to be two and a half 
bricks, or twenty-two inches thick. The two long partition 
walls at each side of the corridors, to be two bricks or eighteen 
inches thick. And all the cross partition walls are to be one 
and a half bricks, or thirteen inehes thick. 

' WALLS OF THE SECOND STORY. 

The outside walls ofthe second story are to be two bricks 
¿Or eighteen inches thick. except the extreme end, or transverse 
wing, where the pilasters are, which will be eighteen inches 
between the pilasters, and twenty-two inches opposite the 
pilasters. The north partition wall where the hot-air flues are, 
is to be two bricks, or eighteen inches thick. And all other

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WALLS OF THE THIRD STORY. 


The outside walls of the third story are to be one and a half 
.brieks; or thirteen inches thick, except the extreme end or 
transverse wing, which will be eighteen inches opposite the 
pilasters, and thirteen inches between the pilasters. Andall the 
partition walls will be thirteen inches thick. And all the walls 
` of the fourth or attic story, on the transverse wing, will be 
thirteen inches thick. 


BRICK WORK. 

All the SE described walls are to be laid up with good, 

well burned, hard, and red bricks, no. salmon brick to be used 
in the building. Said bricks are to be laid up in good lime and 
sand mortar, composed of one part good fresh burned lime to 
three parts of good,.clean, sharp sand; said mortar to be made 
up atleast one week before being used. And all the joints 
must de well slushed so as to fill up all the joints and intersti- 
ces, and make it à solid and compact wall, except Where the 
flues are. 


COLD-AIR OPENINGS. 


The partition wall on the north side of the corridor to be 
provided with an opening just above the footing opposite to 
each window in the outside wall, for the purpose of letting in 
the cold-air to the hot-air furnace. Said openings to be about 
eighteen inches wide and twelve inches high, and are to be 
arches over. —— 

HOT AIR FLUES. 


Hot-air flues to be constructed in the said wall, at the top of 
the hot-air chamber, and just below the first tier of joist, for 
heating the corridors, and rooms above. "There will be forty- 
two of these flues in all, fourteen terminating in the first story 
to-wit: Thirteen in the corridor and one in the dining-room, 
with a fifteen inch circular register just over the base. And, 
the same number in each of the stories. The registers in the 
second story to be thirteen inches in diameter, and in the third 
story twelve inches in diameter. 

l VENTILATING FLUES. 

There is to be a ventilating flue in each partition wall in each 
story, to start about three feet below the ceiling, each flue to be 
provided with an eight inch ventilating register. Said flues 
will be about four and a half by twelve inches, and will be 
carried up to the top of the walls, and all are to be smoothly 
plastered on the inside; also, the hot-air flues are to be smooth- 
ly plastered on the inside. 

ARCHES. ) 

- Thereis to be good, strong brick arches turned over all open- 
ings, both on the outside and on the inside, to consist of two 
rowlock courses. 

WATER TABLE, 


On a level with the water table of the present building, there 
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is to be a projection of four bricks in height, and two inches 
beyond the face of the walls, for a water tábie. The same to 
be done opposite the second and third tiers of joists, to form, 
the belt course, the same as the old building.

. And the dentals of the cornice and one projection above to 
the brick, the same as the cornice on the old buildings. And 
in fact, the entire new wings are to be a duplicate of the old 
wings. l 

DOOR SILLS. 

The outside door-sills of the doors leading to the dining * 
rooms and stairs, to be iron, twenty-three inches wide on top, 
with five inch face plate, and three-quarters of an inch thick. 

WINDOW SILLS. 


Allthe window sills are to be made of iron, to be five inches 
on the face, and eight inches wide on top, and be one-half inch 
thick. 

IRON ANCHORS. 


There is to be iron anchors fastened on to the ends of the 
joist at the second and third story floors. Said anchors to go 
within four inches of the outside of the walls, and be provided 
with cast-iron plate, ten inches in diameter, well screwed on; 
the anchors to be about three feet long, the end turned up one 
inch, and be let in the joist, and be well nailed on. Said anchors 
to be made of one-half inch by one and a half inch iron. Said 
anchors to be not more than ten feet apart 

^ HOG CHAINS. 

To be hog chains or iron rods, to be placed in the outside 
walls to extend around the ‘entire building, with a large iron 
plate at each end, with a strong screw and nut.

"The joist for the first, second, and third floors, also the 
attic floor, are to he two by twelve inches, all placed sixteen 
inches between centers, and be well bridged with one and a 
half by three inch bridging, put in what is called herring-bone 
fashion. The ceiling-joist to be two'by eight inches, also six-

REPORT OF " WILLIS, STATE ARCHITECT, OF THE PROGRESS OF THE 
WORK ON THE STATE CAPITOL. 


To the Honorable Joint Standing Commitiee of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Mississippi : f 


GENTLEMEN—I herewith submit a statement of the progress 


of the work being done at the State House and at the State 


Lunatic Asylum, under the various contracts that have been 
made with Messrs. Keary & Stanton, and Mr. J. M. Coats. 

The work on the State House has progressed so far that the 
broken lintels over the spaces between the stone pillars under 
the portico have been removed and substantial brick arches 
have been put in and cemented, and the stones above have 
been replaced. It was found necessary, after the stone lintels 
were removed, to put an iron rod through the pillars extending 
from one end of the portico to the other, to bind all-together 
and prevent them from spreading or setting off; consequently, 
I had holes drilled through all the pillars just at the top of the 
arches, and had a 14-inch iron zg put through, with a strong 
washer and nut and screw on each end and a strong swivel in 


' the center. The iron rods. or hog chains and bands have all 


been put in throtzhout the building where it was thought 
to be necessary, and in accordance with the specifications. 
The stone window sills and caps have all been taken out on 
the front and two ends, and substantial iron sills and caps have | 
been put in instead, and the broken brick and stone.walls have 
been repaired, so that now the front and both ends axe about 
ready for the painters to commence the painting. -Owing to 
there being so many patterns to make for the various castings, 
and other delays, there has not been anything done yet on the 
rear of the building, but the weather permitting, they will soon 
commence putting'in the iron sills and caps in the rear. For 
the same reasons, there has not been anything done yet at the 
frontice-pieces at each end of the building, but the contractors 
expect to be able to get to work at them soon. The object 
having been to get the inside and the two halls ready for the - 
meeting of the Legislature. The roofs over the House of Rep- 
resentatives and the Senate Chamber have both been raised and 
strehgthened and well braced, in accordance with the plans and 
specifications. It was found when we came to raise the roof 
over the House of Representatives that all the tie-beams, or 
bottom cords, wege very much decayed at the ends resting on 
the front wall, so much so that they had to be spliced by bolt- 
ing thick pieces of timber, -seme ten feet long, on each side. 
The front wall plate on that part of the building also being very 
much decayed, we were under the necessity of putting in a new 
-wall plate. Two of the tie-beams over the Senate Chamber also 
had to be spliced at one end, and several of them in the middle, 
also a piece of the wall plate had to be renewed, all of which 
not being contemplated when the specifications were made out 


£ 
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incurred a considerable outlay. It was also found in raising 
the roofs that so much of the old covering had to be removed 
that it was best to put on an entire new roof, as the old one 
could not be repaired to make it good. for more than two or 
three years at best. In accordance with the supplement to-the 
contract, there has been a good substantial tin roof pat on, of 
one-cross leaded-plate roofing tin of twenty by twenty-eight 
inches, put on standing groovein the best manner, with eight- 
een ventilators in said roof, which will give ample veatilation 
for the two halls, and also between the upper ceilings and the 
roof, which was very deficient formerly. "The entire system of 
heating and lighting the building has been changed, as the 
former mode was found to be very insufficient. The fire-places 
throughout the building have been stopped up and grates for 
burning coal have been put in in all the committee rooms, and 
the two halls have been arranged for large coal stoves, which 
will afford ample heat. The two halls have been arranged so 
as to be lighted with the patent corrugated silver-plated glass 
reflectors—the House of Representatives with one seven feet 
in diameter, with fifty-two burners, and the Senate chamber 
with one six feet in diameter, with thirty-six burners. Lights 
have also been provided behind the Speaker's and President of 
the Senate's stands, instead of in front, as formerly. Lights 
have also been pacad around the front of the gallery in the 
hall of the Hose, and to the columns in the Senate chamber, 
so that the halls can be made as light at night as in the day 
time. Besides, those reflectors in, the ceiling afford an excel- 
lent system of ventilation. It was also found necessary tQ 
paint the walls in the Governor's room, Judges’ consultation 
room, Secretary of State's office, Auditor's office, and Treas-. 
urer's office, in order to make the side walls look perfect, as 
they had to be cut away in so many places to let in the iron 
anchors, that without being painted or papered the walls would: 
look like patch-work; and it was thought to be best to paint 
them in the first story, on account of the dampness of the walls. 

For the same reasons it-was found necessary to paper the 
walls of the Senate chamber and several of the committee 
rooms, all of which have incurred an additional expense. We 
have also had an iron cap puton the ballustrade in the rotunda, 
as the wooden cap had been cut to pieces, or hacked a good 
deal. ¡Two additional contracts were made with Messrs. Keary 
& Stanton for doing the extra work : The first was forsplicing 
the roof timbers over the hall of the House, and putting in the 
new wall plate, for putting im the corrigated*tlass reflectors, 
for putting the iron rod through the piérs under the columns, 
and for putting on the new tin roof, amounting to the sum of 
six thousand and fifty dollars; and the second was for painting 
the offices in the first story, for papering the Senate chamber 
and committee rooms, fÆ furnishing and setting all the grates 
in the second and third stories, for putting the iron eap on the 


ballustrade in the rotunda, lowering the stands of the:Speaker . 
of the House, and the President of the Senate, and opehing the 
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windows behind each of those stands for ventilation, for splicing 
the roof timbers over the Senate chamber, etc., amounting to 
the sum of three thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars, 
making the.total amounts allowed them for extra work, the 
sum of nine thousand eight hundred dollars; and making the 
total amount of all their contracts on the said State Capitol, 
sixty-nine thousand five hundred. dollars, their original con- 


” tract being fifty-nine thousand seven hundred dollars. A con- 


tract was also made with Mr. J. M. Coats for putting in four 
water-closets in the north end of the building, and three in the . 
south end, with the water tanks, and all necessary fixtures, 
including: force pumps and pipes to supply them with water, 
and also pipes to carry off the excrement to the sinks in the 
rear of the building; said contract amounted to the sum of 
one thousand five hundred dollars. The work is nearly com- 
pleted; there has been some little delay caused by the non- 
arrival of the stone pipes, to earry off the excrement, but Mr. 
Coats expects to get everything completed by the meeting 
of the Legislature. The plastering is nearly alt completed, 
and the painters are at work with a big force, so that I think we 
will have the most of the inside ready by the time that the 
Legislature meets. . 

_ Owing to the lateness of the season when the contracts were 
let out, and the time required to get the materials together to do 
the various kinds of work, and one class-of mechanics having 
to wait until another class could finish—for instance the cast 
iron sills and’ caps had to be cast before the brick-layers or 
‘stone-masons could do much at their work, and the irons for 
the roof and; hog chains had to be prúcured and be got ready 
before the carpenters’ work could go on; and the plasterers had 
to wait until nearly all the iron work, brick and stone, and car- 
penters’ work could be completed before they could do much at 
the plastering. And the painters had to wait for all before 
they could do anything in their line, so that under all the 
circumstances I think that we have been very fortunate in 
getting as much done as we have. There has been new 
flagging put down in the rotunda, and the: balance of the 
flagging is being repaired with that which was taken out of the 
motunda, so that when it is all completed, it will be as good 
as new. | i 

It will require several weeks yet to complete the repairs in 
every particular, but when the repairs are entirely completed, 
the building will be in a better'condition than it has been in 
for the last twenty-five years. And with proper care and 
attention in keeping the conductors or down spouts in perfect 
order, and the gutters on' the roof, and with proper surface 
drainage, so as to keep the water from settling down under the 
walls, etc, it will be a good building for twenty-five years to 
: come. In this connection I would suggest that it is necessary 
that the roof should be repainted at least once in every three 
years, and that the door opening out of the dome onto the roof 
should be kept locked to keep the boys from running over the 
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roof, for nothing injures a roof more than running over it; and 
I am told that the roof has frequently been the play-house for 
a large number of boys. > TOME EA NE 

In making the contracts for the- repairs on the State House, 
it was agreed. bétween the contractors and the committee, that 
the debris that came out of the building, and could not be used 
again in said repairs, should belong to said contractors, in con- 
sideration of which they: are to clean up and remove all the 
debris and rubbish from the inside and outside of said building 
and grounds. "P dert BE S 

In connection with theabove report relative to our State capi- 
tol, I would recofamend that the stairs be remodeled and be re- 
built, with broader steps and less rise, finished in the modern 
style, either built of iron, or have the steps covered with an iron ` 
pate. As the present stairs are too. contracted, ‘and the steps are 
considerably broken, and especially the style of said stairs is an 
eye-sore, and are not in keeping with the balance of the build- 
ing after the repairs are completed. . NE 

I would also suggest that the present iron fence be removed, . 
and be put at the north and south ends of. the. State House 
square, in place of the wooden fences now there, as they will : 
soon have to be rebuilt, and as the present iron fence is not in 
keeping with the building. And that another iron fence, more ` 
in the modern style, and more in keeping with the building after - 
the repairs shall have been completed, be put up in its stead. 

I would also recommend the erection, in the rear of the - 
capitol, of a small brick building, for a coal-house. And also, 
the remodeling of the water-closets in the rear, or, in other 
words, in putting in new seats, and bringing them out further. 
from the rear wall, as, at present, they.are too narrow and con- 
tracted. g i : . 
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LUNATIC ASYLUM. , 
As regards the contract made with Messrs, Keary & Stanton, - 
for the repairs and extensions at the State Lunatie Asylum, 
there has been but little done, with. the exception of a large 
amount of sand that they have delivered there, and probably 
two hundred thousand bricks, which they’ purchased a month 
or two ago of’the keeper of the. Penitentiary. It was so late 
in“the summer, and in fact, it was‘in September, before the con- . 
tract was let; so that it was too late in the season to clear off a 
place and start a brick-yard, with the expectation of making 
more than two or three, hundred thoüsand before bad weather . 
would set in. And had they have started a yard, they could 
not haye procured water.to make the bricks, without hauling it 
at least two miles, owing to the extreme dryness: of the fall. 
But they are now preparing to start a yard on a large scale, as 
soon.as spring opens, and the weathér is suitable, as it will 
require over two millions of bricks to erect those additions. 
They are also preparingthelumber and other materials, in order 
to carry on the work very rapidly next spring and summer. ` 
A contract was made with Mr. J. M. Coats, in August last, 
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. before I was employed as State Architect, to make some imme-" 
diate repairs, which are specified in his contract, on the State 
Lunatic Asylum. "Thoserepairs have been completed in accord- 
ance with his contract. It was subsequently found that the 
old water-tanks that: were placed under the roof of the main 
building, to.supply the building with water, was in a very bad 
condition, and that to make them secure would cause them to 
be lined with new lead, which would bé an additional outlay. 
It was thought best to put in new, substantial iron tanks that 
would last for a long term of years. “Consequently, a contract 
was made with Mr. J. M. Coats to put in two new iron tanks, 
each eight by twelve feet, and five feet deep, and one of fourby 
eight feet, and same depth. - a 

The contract for putting. in those tanks was thirty-one huñ- 
dred dollars; but as Mr. Coats was to make some repairs to 
the old tanks in his former contract, he made a deduction of five 
hundred dollars, making the additional contraet twenty-six 
hundred dollars; but when we went to put in those iron tanks, 
they being so much larger and heavier, that it was found to be 
necessary to strengthen tHe timbers where they were to be 
placed; therefore, I instructed Mr. Coats to put in an additional 
truss, and braces in four of the roof trusses, with a good, sub- 
stantial plank floor for said tanks to rest upon, for which I 
. made him an extra allowance of seven hundred dollars. As 
the old tanks had been leaking for along time, the plastering 
on the ceilings in the passages, in the second, third and fourth 
stories, was badly injured, also in the bath-rooms in each of 
those stories, and tlie ceiling'of the front portico having all 
been washed off a number of years ago. And it was also found | 
necessary to make new tanks at the.extreme ends of each wing, ` 
to supply the water-closets and bath tubs; the old tanks hav- 
ing give out, that I ordered two new iron tanks to replace them, 
each being three and a half feet by six feet, and three and a 
half feet deep. It was also found necessary to cut out the 
walls and put in doors to correspond with the other doors, in 
the passage, in the center building, in the second and third 
stories, in order to make those: dark rooms behind the front 
rooms, available; as heretofore they have been of but little use. 
But now, as we have put in.a sash door, they will be as good as 
any other rooms for bed rooms, or otherpurposes. 1 have also 
ordered the ceiling of the varandah, leading from the main 
building to the rear building to be ceiled with plank, and be 
well painted. For all of which extras, an additional contract 
was made with Mr. J. M. Coat& to do and perform the same * 
for the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars. A portion of the. 
work has been done, and men aré at work in finishing the bal- 
ance. The tanks have been: put in, and all the connecting 
pipes, so that now the tanks that have been put in, will be suf- 
ficient to supply the entire buildings. when tlie extensions have — 
been made; sothatit will only require two additional small 
tanks placed at the extreme ends of the new wings. The 
eapacity of the tanks now in the building will supply more than 
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eleven thousand gallons of water at one time. The plasterers 
all having been engaged at the State House in trying to get it 
ready for the meeting of the Legislature, that Mr. Coats has : 
been unable to get the plastering completed, but expects to be 
able to have it all done in a week or two. The total. amounts 
of Mr. Coats’ contracts on the Lunatic Asylum, is ten thousand 
eight hundred and fifty dollars. Five thousand of which was 
a special appropriation, leaving five thousand and eight hun- 
dred dollars to be deducted out of the amount appropriated for 
the repairs and extensions. Ata meeting of your committee 
some time in Oct., you instructed meto have the heating appa- 
ratus in the center building put in repair, as it had not been in 
use for several years. Also the plumbingjand gas pipes. I 
called on Mr. Allen, the Engineer at the Asylum, to make out 
& bill of the materials necessary to put all thosethings in order, 
which he done, and ordered them from Philadelphia, but from 
the delays in transportation, they have only recently arrived. 
A portion was also purchased in New Orleans, as also'a hose 
three hundred feet long with all the connections for the use of 
the Asylum. "The total cost of the articles furnished so far, is 
one thousand dollars, which was allowed to Mr. Allen to pay 
for them. I have engaged Mr. Allen and another man, to put 
all those things in complete order, which when done will require . 
another allowance. Ata subsequent meeting you instructed 
me to procure a boiler-maker to repair the boiler at the Asy- 
lum, which I did by getting one from Vicksburg; the total 
expence was one hundred ánd twenty-five dollars, as per bill 
rendered, which was allowed by your board. 1 believe I have 
given you a full and plain statement of the improvements so 
+ far as they have gone. Thanking you for your co-operation, 
l I am, gentlemen, .

WirNESsETH, That for and in consideration of the sum here-- 
inafter mentioned, the said party of the first part, agree with 
the said committee, as the agents of the said State of Missis- 
sippi, that they, thé said party of the first part, will make all 
the repairs to the said State capitol, in a good, substantial, 
workmanlike manner, in accordance with: the specifications

Said repairs are all to be made and com- 
pleted by the first day of January, 1871, or as soon thereafter 
as practicable; and the said .party of the first part agree to 
forfeit to the State, as liquidated damages, the sum of fifty dol- 
lars per day foreach and every day, from and after the said 
first day of January, A. D. 1871, that the Senate Chamber and 
Hall of the House of Representatives are delayed in their com- 
pletion. In consideration of the faithful performance of the 
above contract and agreements, by the party of the first part, 
the said party of the second part, as a joint committee to carry 
out the provisions of the act referred to in the above contract, 
bind the State of Mississippi to pay to the said party of the first 
part the sum of fifty-nine thousand and seven hundred dollars, : 
as follows, to-wit: That from time to time, for materials fur- 
nished on the capitol grounds, or work done by the said party 
of the first part, the said joint committee, upon estimates being 
duly made, shall draw certificates on the Auditor of Public 
Accounts for. not less than eighty per -cent. of the whole 
amount of the work done and materials so furnished, and con-

virtue of “An Act to provide for the repairs of the State 
Capitol,” approved July 21st, 1870, of the second part; i

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WrrNEssETH, That for and in consideration of the sum here- 
inafter mentioned, the said party of the first part agree with 
the said committee as the agents of the said State of Missis- 
sippi, that they, the said party of the first part, will make all 
the additional repairs to the said State Capitol as is set forth in 
the following specifications, to-wit: i : 

The entire covering of the two wings, and front portico, and 
that part of the center building in front of the dome, is to be 
taken off, and all nails drove down so as to make an even and 
smooth surface, and if necessary, the sheathing is to be repaired, 
and any new sheathing that may be required is to be furnished 
and put down, so as to make a smooth and even surface for the 
tin roof. The whole roof so specified, is to be re-covered with 
a good, substantial tin roof, put on with the best quality of one- 
cross leaded plate charcoal brand roofing tin, of twenty by twen- 
ty-eight inches, put on standing groove in the best manner, with 
three cleats or fastenings to each sheet, well nailed down..

Specifications additional for lighting the Hall'of the House 
of Representatives, and the Senate Chamber of the State 
Capitol: . 

In the House of Representatives, instead of the chandelier 
specified in the contract with Messrs. Keary & Stanton, there 
is to be one of Mr. J. P. Frink's patent double cone reflectors, 
seven feet in diameter, with fifty burners, inserted in the ceil- 
ing, with all the fixtures as set forth in his circular accompany- 
ing these specifications, lined with the silver-Blated corrugated 
French glass.

the first part, and J. M. Stone, J. A. Moore, William H. Gihbs, 
and. Joseph Bennett, a joint Standing committee of the Legis- 
lature of the State of Mississippi on Public Buildings, under 
and by virtue of an “Actto provide for the repairs of the 
State Capitol,” approved July 21st, 1870, of the second part; 

WrrNESsETH, That for and in consideration of the sum here- 
inafter mentioned, the said' party of the first part, agrees with 

‘the said committee as the agents of the State of Mississippi, ` 
that he, the said party of the first part, will put in seven water- 
closets in the said State Capitol, with allthe pipes and force 
pumps, stop-cocks, traps,siol.pipes, and drain-pipes, etc., in 
accordance with the specifications herewith; ' 

Specifications for putting in water-closets in the State Capi- 
tol to-wit: To put in four watér-closets in the hall under the 
stairs in the north wing, with four urinaters; the said pipe to 
be five inches in diameter; the water-closets to be each provided 
with a spring valve, the wiré to be attached to the door, so that 
when the door is opened the valve will open; said water-closets 
to be provided with a force. pump placed in one corner of the 
room, and have a1} inch pipe leading to the cistern at the 
north end of the Capitol; the tank to be placed above said 
water-closets, and below the ceiling—one of the small tanks 
that is to be taken out of the Lunatic Asylum, is to be repaired 
and be used for that purpose; the fronts of said water-closeta 
and the partitions between them, are to be bulkheaded up with 
flooring dressed on both sides and tongued and grooved, with 
a neat batton door to each closet, and they are all to be pro-

His Excellency, the Governor of Mississippi : ` 

Sir—The Trustees of the Institution for the Blind in the 
State of Mississippi, respectfully report, that, for the 
scholastic year ending in July, 1870, there' were received, sup- 
ported and taught, in this Institution, twenty-one pupils—one 
less than in the previous year. 

As appears - from abstract.of Treasurer’s accounts, herewith 
presented, embracing a period of some twenty-one months, to 
December Ist, 1870, there have been received seven Auditors 
warrants, of 42, 000 each, for quarterly payments due from 
April 16, 1869, to Octobér 16, 1870, making in State warrants, 
$14,000, of which sum $992, - Warrants, was then in our treasury, . 
leaving $13, 008, warrants, sold for benefit of the Institute; and 
net proceeds of sale were $10, 739 05, currency. 

Of this sum, $12 03 was still on hand; and amount expended 
to that date was $10,727 02, currency. 

The loss on sale of $13,008 warrants was $2,256.92; and this 
loss was caused by the deranged financial condition of the: 
State, and the consequent depreciation of the warrants. But 
for the watchful care of our Treasurer to secure the best rates, 
the loss would have been greater. It is manifest this loss 
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cannot properly be óonstdesed pait of the cost of the Institute. 

We count the cost in currency, and not in the nominal value 
of the depreciated "warrants, for the obvious reason that value 

in currency represents the actual value to the Institute, of the: 
warrants issued to onr Treasurer. Those warrants are issued 

quarterly, and he is compelled to sell them for money to. pay 

‘current expenses, 

- Practically, for the support. of the Lustitübe, the yalue of the 
annual.appropriation 'of $8,000 is only the worth of those 
warrants in currency, and so long as they continue depreciated, ' 
it is vain to say that $8,000 are given annually to this charity. 

The issue of warrants due in April and July, 1869, was 
delayed by "military authority,.and during that delay the 
Institute was sustained on credit, under the disadvantage arising 
from uncertainty of payments. In that interval debts accumu- ` 

- lated, and the proceeds of those warrants when finally received 
were ‘applied towards the discharge of that indébtedness. 

The amount of bills due and unpaid for said period of about 
twenty-one months, was some $979 19; which, added to amount 
paid, makes the total expenses for that time, about $11,706 21; 
being, say $557 43 per month, and $6,689 16 for one-year. 

Of the whole amount expended, there was paid to the acting 
` Superintendent and Matron, and to teachers, the sum of $2,400; 
and the sum of $311.25 to Mr. Büsh, teacher of instrumental 
music, making $2,711 .25: 

There was paid for repairs, $420; room rent for exhibition, 
$75; medical attendance and medicines, for about two years 
and a half, $93; and for purchase of some musical instruments 
used in thé school, $71 20. 

The balance of expenditures, say $7;912 30, was for clothing; 
provisions, fuel, servant hire, washing, hire of pianos, and 
- incidental expenses, for the twenty-one months. * The salaries 
allowed the past yéar were as-follows: Acting Superintendent 
and Matron, $1,000; two teachers, each $350 per year; and to 
Mr. Bush, $37. 50 per month for scholastic course. 

Counting the whole expenses for thé past year, at $6,689 16, 
including repairs, etc., the average cost for each scholar, for 
tuition, board, clothing, fuel, ‘washing, etc., Was only $818 53, 
currency, for the year—a very low rate when contrasted with 
the whole expense, exclusive of clothing, per scholar, in the . 
boarding schools of the-country; and much too low if due 
regard be had to the wants of this helpless class of pupils. If 
the proper deduction be made from amount paid for permanent 
improvenients, this low rate will be considerably reduced. 

It should be remembered that, whether the pupils be many 
or few, a certain number of teachers -must be émployed in 
order to give the ordinary benefits of such an institution; and 
that there might bea large. proportionate increase of pupils 
without much, if any, increase of expense for teachers, the 

. one Superintendent might care for more than twice the number . 
of pupils; so, an increase in number of pupils would not cause 

. & proportionate increase of expenses for fuel, servants, etc. 
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We are gratified to report that, under the kind and efficient 
supervision of matron and teachers the pupils have been healthy, 
contented and happy, and have máde good progress in know- 
ledge. The very small sum of ninety-three dollars, total cost for 
medical attendance and medicines for the Institute, for a period 
of some two and a half years, is proof .of care: bestowed on 
the pupils, and of wisdom in the selection of Jackson as the: 
home of the Institute.  , : 

"But much is still wanting to make this noble charity worthy 
of a great State. The papils should not only be taught.know- 
ledge, but be trained to some useful pursuit, by which, as they 
go forth, they may support themselves. Liberal provision 
should be made for this important object. For several years * 
we have had no workshop, nor funds to establish one. 

Appropriations are necessary for the purchase of books, - 
- pianos, maps, etc.,-for instruction; and also for purchase and 
repair of furniture, bedding, etc. Our limited means have com- 
pelled us to adopt the bağ practice of hiring, at heavy pro- 
portionate cost, instead of purchasing the needed instruments. 

There are now sixteen pupils in the Institute, which is about 
the number usually present at the commencement of the 
scholastic year. Doubtless the number will, as heretofore, be 
increased after the holidays. f T 

It is deemed proper to call special attention to some provi- 
sions of the laws regulating the admission of pupils into the 
Institute. Untilthe Act of February 16, 1867, there was no 
restriction as to age. By the second section of that Act, no 
person under the age of eight years, nor over the age of thirty- 
five can be received as a pupil, except in extraordinary cases, 
and by unanimous vote of the Board (p. 233); and there is no 
other restriction of the period for which a pupil may remain iri 
the Institute. By the third section of the Act of March 12, 
1856 (p. 344), revived by Act of. November 9, 1857 (p. 42), all 
pupils are to be considered as State pupils. By the second 
section of the Act of November 15, 1865 (p. 241), it is required 
that every white blind person, resident in this State, shall be 
admitted as an inmate and student of the Institution, upon pro- 
ducing the certificate required by that Act. Thus, the law is 
obligatory upon the Trustees to receive, and permit to remain,' 
all such persons, without régard to age or period of residence 
in the Institution; provided, they are not under eight, nor over 
thirty-five years o fage—a period of permitted residence of 
twenty-seven years. The Trustees would urge nothing to restrain . 
the Hberality of the State to these afflicted, and generally 
needy persons, but they respectfully suggest such a separation 
of the asylum from the school, that the. young pupils may be 
protected from the influence of the grown persons, who may, 
under the law, claim admission to the Institute. That influence 
has, at times, seriously affected the discipline of the school. 
Tt should be remembered, however, that many of these unfor- 
tunate persons, who are advanced in years, may still need the 
friendly aid of the State, in learning some trade, so soon as 
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workshops are established; and that some of the needy and 
more helpless blind will require charitable aid in some form, 
through life. All'we plead for is such regulation of this great 
charity as will protect the scholars from improper influences. 

By the second section of the Act of 1856 (p. 344), revived by 
the Act of 1857 (p. 42), the county assessors are required to 
furnish to the President of this Board, a full statement of the 
names, condition and address of the blind, in their respective ` 
counties. "This law, so important to the helpless persons for 
whom this charity was established, has been disregarded 
generally by the assessors. Such information is necessary to 
enable the Trustees to discharge their duties. 
By the fourth section of the Act ef November 15, 1865 
(p. 241), the Governor is required to appoint a visitor to the 


, Institute, whose duties are prescribed by that Act. This office 


+ 


has, for some time, been vacant.: - 

. It should be noted that, under the provisions of the law, the 
whole fund appropriated by the State is applied for the sole 
benefit of the Institute, No part of it is allowed for compensa- 
tion of the Trustees, or of the visitor, "Their services are cheer- 
fully given without charge. Selected, hitherto, from the com- 
munity around the Institute, there has been no claim for per 
diem or mileage. The choice of location, at the seat of govern- 
ment, has secured to State officers, and tothe Legislature, free 
access to the Institute, without taxingthe State, or this charity, 


with annuallarge sums, for expenses of traveling committees, 
and the like.

COMMON SCHOOL FUND. 


By reference to Document (A) it will be seen that the 
receipts in the Treasury on account of this fund amounted 
to the sum of $210,610 26 for fiscal year 1870. 

By reference to Document (B) it will be seen that there 
was disbursed on account of said fund during fiscal year 
1870 the sum of $4,259 24, leaving amount to credit of 
said fund of $206,351 02. 

This being a Trust Fund, is not subject to be drawn 
from the Treasury, except for the purposes set forth in the 
act approved July 4th, 1870, to regulate the supervision, 
organization and maintainance of a uniform system of 
publie education for the State of Mississippi. 


REVENUE LAW. 


If any changes are deemed desirable in the revenue 
law, I suggest that the subject have your earliest atten- 
tion, and that they be made at the earliest period practi- . 
cable. It is the duty of the Auditor to send out the 
assessment rolls at the beginning of the fiscal year, and a 
change in the law after the assessment has been com- 
menced, will produce much confusion and expense. 


CERTIFICATES OF INDEBTEDNESS 


have been issued in accordance with an act entitled “An 
act to provide for the issuance of Certificates of Indebt- 
edness, by the State, and for other purposes,” approved 
June 13th, 1870. Having solicited and received proposals 
for furnishing the certificates from a number of the best 
engraving establishments in the country, I contracted with 
the Continental Bank Note Company, of New York, to 
deliver them to the amount of five hundred thousand dol- 
lars (¥500,000) at the Auditor’s office. for the sum of three 
thousand seven hundred and thirty-six dollars and thirty- 
two cents ($3736 32), in currency, being at least one thous- 
and dollars ($1000) less than any other proposal received. 
I doubt not you will concur with me in the statement that 
the work has been done, as the contract required, “ in the 
very highest style of the art." The almost universal favor 
with which they are received, is a matter of congratula- 
tion to every good citizen, And on aceount of their con- 
venience in the ¡payment of taxes and other State dues, 
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and the fact that the railroads of our State have generous- 

ly agreed to receive them at par, they are proving a power- 

ful agency in redeeming our State credit. 
INTEREST ON BONDS. 


It is a matter of State pride to know that the first 
series of bonds, amounting to one hundred thousand dol- 
lars, has been taken by our own people.. These bonds 
bear eight per cent. interest, payable semi-annually, on 
first of July and first of January. There will, therefore, be 
due, on the first of July next, on series already sold, four 
thousand dollars. The law authorizing a tax to pay the 
interest and bonds at maturity, provides that the first 
levy be made in 1871. As the taxes of 1871 will not be 
-collected until long after the interest becomes due, I sug- 
gest that there be some provision made for the prompt 
payment of the July interest. t 

i . TAX LANDS. 


I think some changes desirable in the laws pertaining 
to the tax lands held by the State. Past legislation indi- 
cates that much experiment has already been made in 
this direction, but Ithink the system can yet be improved. 
Under present laws, when a sale has been made to the 
State, the deeds are placed in the office of the Chancery 
Clerk, during the two years in which the land may be 
redeemed, but are paid for by the State, on a return of the 
salé being sent to this office. The State thus places the 
deeds in one office, but pays for them through another. 

As an objection to this plan, I would state that at the 
expiration of the time of redemption of the lands, when 
the deeds are sent to this office, it is often found that they 
should have been rejected in the first place, being null 
and void through want of adequate description, or other 
informality. Furthermore, the clerks send statements of ' 
redemptions, properly certified by the Chancellors, but 
which show that no taxes, and in some cases no penalty: 
_ even, has been collected; but the deeds, being in their 
offices, have been canceled. And lastly, the report very 
frequently comes from the clerk, that no deeds are on file, | 
and none canbe found. I would, therefore, suggest that 
such changes be made as will require that the deeds be 
forwarded, as soon as executed, to the Auditor of Public 
Accounts; and that it be made his duty to cancel such as 
are for lands, which have been redeemed of the Chan- 
cery Olerk, upon presentation to him of Sheriff's receipt 
for adequate amount paid the Sheriff by said clerk, as is pro- - 
vided in the existing law. 
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Again, there are on file in this office, return of sales of 
great quantities of lands throughout the State, some of 
them embracing entire sales, for which no deeds have been 
received, and for which the clerks report that no deeds 
are on file in their respective offices, as they are lost or 
destroyed. I would respectfully urge your honorable 
body to take some action in regard to these lands. As 
the case stands, they belong to the State, but there is no 
` law by which the State can dispose of them; in conse- 
quence there is much complaint, and real hardships en- 
dured by individuals. I would suggest that present Sher- 
iffs be empowered to remake such deeds, in order that the 
nus may become subject to purchase in due process of 

aw. 

Much confusion arises from ‘assessing the land of one 
county, in the rollof another county; change of owner- 
ship speedily resulting in many cases, as the rolls show 
in having the same lands assessed in two counties at the 
same time, necessarily producing evil results, I re- 
commend that the law be so amended, that land shall be 
assessed only in the county in which it is situated. And 
Imay add here, that Ithink once in four years often 
enough for the assessment of real estate; and in order to 
S^cure a fair and equitable assessment of land in the 
several counties throughout the State, I would suggest 
that the lands be classified ad valorem: . 

Under the present law, tax lands are all assessed at one 
and a quarter dollars per acre. The tendency of this in 
many cases, seems to be to induce parties to let their 
lands lie in possession of the State, thus securing a lower 
rate of taxation. Ithink these lands should be valued 
and assessed as other lands are, only in separate columns 
inthe rolls as at present, and when the lands are pur- 
chased from the State, the full amount of taxes should be 
paid into the Treasury. Some .of these lands are worth 
much less than the fixed value, while others of them 
are among the best in the State. 


FINANCIAL AGENT. 


- I would again renew the suggestion contained in my 
last report, and urge upon your honorable body, the neces- 
sity for a Financial Agent, to act under the direction of the 
Auditor of Public Accounts. The duties of such an 
officer, as prescribed in that report, would be “to look 
after the State revenue, to examine the assessment rolls 
of the severalcounties, and see that they are properly 
made; also, when necessary, to examine the books of the 
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the tax-collectors, in order to ascertain that their reports 
are promptly transmitted to the Auditor; to see that 
proper bonds are given, so far as all State agents are con- 
cerned, and to discharge such other duties as may be re- 
quired of him, under the instructions ofthe Auditor." 
Complaints are constantly coming up to this office, from 
all parts of the State, of grievances that should have the 
personal attention and investigation of some one. The 
bonds of the officers are often inadequate, in some in- 
stances fraudulent. Claims of all descriptions, known to 
the laws, come to this office, to be audited and allowed; 
these may be in proper form, and duly. certified, and yet 
on theirface be suspicious, if fraud be not apparent. 

The General Government finds it necessary to employ 
special agents, in the collection of its revenue, and the 
State unquestionably suffers by her failure to do so. Under 
these considerations, 1 submit whether the interests of 
the State should not be guarded by, the employment of 
such an agentas is contemplated. I am satisfied that the 
saving to the State, by such an officer, would many times 
exceed the expense, and I regard the necessity for such 
a one imperative. 
dE TAX ON PRIVILEGES. 


. The law levying a tax on privileges was approved July 
9th, 1870. Returns made to this office by Collectors, 
. indicate that certificates under its provisions have issued 
from near tlie time of its enactment, to the present; each 
being a sufficient receipt, for twelve months from its date, 
for the tax indicated. The State will thus receive no tax 
for the period which the Collectors suffered to elapse 
before requiring the parties to procure certificates. Isug- 
gest that the law be so amended that the certificates of 
all persons who were engaged in business on the first of 
August, 1870, shall expire on the first of August, 1871, 
ihus creating a fiscal year for the privilege tax, and 
securing uniformity in the operations of the law, and that 
the certificate of any person who commenced business 
after the first of August, 1870, shall expire in one year 
from the time on which such person commenced business; 
and that when the time for which any certificate was 
issued has expired, and a second one is taken, the second 
shall bear date from the expiration of the first, and ex- 
ire on the commencement of the ensuing fiscal year. 
Many of the persons thus taxed have paid no State tax 
Since May 1869, to the date of their present certificates. 
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COSTS PAYABLE BY THE STATE. ^ 


The present law makes the costs, in a great variety of 
‘cases known to ourjurisprudence, payable by the State. 
I suggest that it be so amended as to make these payable 
by the county in which the offense is committed, from 
which they originate, in all cases, excepting felony. The 
effect of this, by bringing the expense attaching to law- 
lessness more directly home to the people, I think, would : 
be good; and then jurors, witnesses, and other claimants 
would be able to collect themselves, the fees which now, 
in many cases, pass into the hands of speculators, at a 
nominal value. 


AUDITOR’S CONTINGENT FUND, 


The present allowance made to the Auditor as a Con- 
tingent Fund is insufficient for the purposes designated by 
law, and for many years past has been largely overdrawn ; 
it should be made adequate to the necessities of the case. 


AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


Under the law as it now stands, the Auditor, as other 
State officers, is required to present his report to the Leg- 
islature at the beginning of each regular session. This ' 
report should embrace full and complete statistics of the 
operations of the preceding fiscal year; and as the year 
closes December 31st, and the session begins the Tuesday 
after the first Monday in January, the time allowed for 
this purpose is too short. As the reports of the several 
officers should be made at the commencement of the ses- 
sion, that the Legislature may be put in possession of the 
information they afford, at the time when most needed, I 
would respectfully inquire if it would not be well that 
your honorable body avail yourselves of the option grant- 
ed in the Constitution, and, by law, designate a later day, 
say the third Tuesday of January, as the time for your an- 
nual meeting. Many reasons for such a change might be 
mentioned, but I doubt not they will readily suggest 
themselves. | 

| CLERICAL FORCE. 


. In conclusion, I beg to commend to yourfavorable con- 
sideration, my most excellent, well disciplined, and capable 
corps of clerks. My thanks are hereby tendered to your 
honorable body for your generous and well-timed action 
toward this office in this respect, during the past session, 
and I hope you will find no occasion for change of judg- 
ment as indicated by that action. Iwill respectfully state 
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that I find the number of assistants now barely adequate 
to the imperative demands of the office. "The business, 
as the statistics of the Auditor's reports from time to time, 
show, is constantly on the increase, and, as you are aware, 
it is of such a character as to demand the best of clerical 
ability. ` i 


HON. THOS. T. SWANN. 


"Though the pages of an official report are not the place 
for personal eulogy, I am unwilling to allow this oppor 
tunity to pass without some mention of one who had 
for along time ably and honestly performed the arduous 
and responsible duties of this office. 

On the second day of August last, occurred the death : 
--Of my predecessor in office, Hon. Thos. T. Swann. His 
illness was a brief, but painful one; and he passed away, 
cut down in the prime of life, and in the strength of man- 
hood. His long and efficient services to the State, in con- 
nection with this office as assistant, as Deputy Auditor, 
and, for a number of years, as Auditor of Public Accounts, 
are well known. All who knew him in official relations, 
will bear willing testimony to his efficiency, integrity, and 
the uprightness of his character.

Upon my assuming the duties of the 
office, I found him ever ready to assist me, by his counsel,

Sir :—I present you herewith a form for the assessment of 
persons and personal property of your county, to bé made by 
you for the fiscal year 1870. An Assessment Roll, with printed 
headings, corresponding with this form, will be furnished you. 
from this office, at as early a day as possible, of sufficient size 
for your county. Each column of taxable property ‘and per- 
sons, on each page, must be added up, and the sum set down at 
the foot, as also the aggregate taxes ot each page, so that the. 
sum of the several columns of taxable property may verify the 
extension in the tax columns on the same page. At the close 
of the roll you will carry forward the aggregate sum of each 
page, under the appropriate heads, in a recapitulation of the 

results of each page by its number, together with the sum of 
the State tax, and prove it in the same manner:you do each 
page. Without this recapitulation, the accuracy of the roll can 
not be tested, and will not be received at this office. ` 

The names of the tax-payers must be stated alphabetically, 
on personal roll. 


LAND ASSESSMENTS. 


I also inclose form for the assessment of real estate in your 
county for the fiscal year 1870. The Assessment. Roll. will be 
forwarded at the same time with the Personal Roll’. The same 
rules as above prescribed, as to the additions of each page, and 


recapitulation of the Personal Roll, will be obseryed by you in . 


regard to the Land Roll. You will commence your roll by first 
listing the land, with the owner's name in column for that pur-. 
pose, commencing the same with the lowest number of range 
and township in your county, and, in the northeast corner of 
each township, and proceed numerically with all the sections, 
townships and ranges in your county, first. setting: down all the 
sub-divisions of each section, as they belong to different indi- 
viduals, or the whole section together, if owned by one person, 
and not divided on account of parcels being of different value.

Sir: I have examined the questions submitted in your letter 
.of the 30th ult., and respectfully answer them all in their order. 
First. State Warrants are receivable for all taxes due the 
State under the present assessment. j 
Second. Druggists are not required, under the Revenue Act, 
to pay a retail license tax for the sale of vinous, spirituous, or 
malt liquors, prescribed by regular physicians. The prescrip- 
tion and sale, however, must be bona fide, and not an attempt to 
. evade the law. 'The object and meaning of the provision are 
not very clearly expressed by the words used; but this construc- 
tion is reconcilable with common sense, while the opposite con- 
struction would be unreasonable. 

Third. The tax on “every office of Insurance Companies not 
chartered by this State," and the tax on every “Traveling 
Agent for any Insurance o) or Trust Company,” must be constr ned 
, a8 a tax upon thé companies and offices, and not on the indi- .: 
viduals employed as agents; consequently the traveling agents 

and local officers must pay the respective taxes imposed on 
each, for every company they respectfully represent. Insur- 


ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OFFICE, ! 
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` ace, companies having authority from the Auditor to transact 
business in this State, must still pay their taxes. That author- 
ity relates only to the duty required by law of making and 
exhibiting the facts relating to their solvency, and has no con- 
‘nection whatever with the question of taxes. 
Fourth. Merchants, associated as partners, are to be taxed as 
a firm, in the same manner as individual merchants; but lawyers, 
brokers, physicians, surgeons, and dentists, though members of 
firms, are each taxed separately the full amount of the taxes 
named in the clause referring to them.

In connection with the foregoing, and in the absence of the 
Attorney General, I would respectfully submit my opinion on' 
“the following points, about which there appears to be some 
doubt, to-wit: ` ' . 
First, “Every Merchant, Storekeeper, or any person carrying 
on public business, who shall sell, or give away vinous, spiritu- 
ous, or malt liquors, in less quantities than one gallon,” ts now 
_ liable for the $200 tax. The fact of his holding a license from 
a city or county, does not:exempt him from the State tax, but 
simply saves him the trouble of renewing it until the expiration 
of the time for which said license gas granted. | 

Under the law, in addition to the Privilege Tax of $200, 

vendors of vinous, spirituous, or malt liquors, are required to 
‘hold a license from the city or county in which they do busi- 
_ness (as prescribed in Revised Code, page 197), but for which 
license no additional tax is charged. 

As the question is often asked: “Does the proviso in 4th 

section of Revenue Law apply to every person‘ carrying on 
public business?" 1 would say that my construction- of the 
‘Attorney General's opinion is, thatit applies tó Druggists alone. 

Let me again urge upon you the nécessity of an immediate 
colleetion of the Privilege Tax. Parties doing business, who 
have not paid the tax, are defrauding the State, and 'in open 
violation of law, as they are allowed by the law to carry on 
their business one year from the date of the Tax Collector's 
receipt. E 

BRINGING CONVICTS TO THE PENITENTIARY. 

Lam requested by His Excellency, Governor J. L. Alcorn, to 
give the following instructions relative.to bringing convicts to 
the Penitentiary, to-wit: ~ ) 

` “After reaching railroad or steamboat communication, you 
will be allowed one guard for two to four cqnvivts; for five to 
six conviets, two guards; and one additional guard for every 
two convicts ovér six. No additional allowance will be made, 
- except in extreme cases and upon good cause shown." 
In all cases, convicts can be secured by handcuffs, and fet- 
. tered, in order to prevent escape. 
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Guards should always be selected with care, and none but 
sober, reliable men appointed.

lst. Stockholders in railroads in actual operation in this 
State, are all liable to taxation upon the amount of their respec- 
oa under the first section of the Revenue Act of June 
9, 1870, - d 

2d. Stockholders in manufactures are properly taxed in the 
county in which such manufactures are situated. ' 
_ 3d. Boarding houses receiving transient custom, are nothing - 

more or less than "inns, taverns, or hotels," mentioned in the 
- fourth section of the act, and are liable to be taxed as such. 

4th. Billiard tables in publie houses, if *kept for public 
use," whether charge be made for playing on them or not, are 
liable under the seventh clause of the fourth section; because 
it is presumable that the keepers of such tables.always receive, 
or expect toreceive, a quid pro quo, in some shape, either 
directy or indirectly, or they would not keep the tables.. But 
billiard tables kept only for private use, are not liable to the 
same tax. i y E MSN. 

9th. Insurance agents, though each located in a particular 
county, are liable to the additional tax of one'hundred dollars, 
if, in their capacity as such agents, they “travel” without 
their respective counties to transact the business of their 
companies. ' mE 

6th. The act for the relief of the *Planters'; Insurance Com- 
pany of Tennessee," does not release the agents of that com- 
pany from the operation of the general law.applicable to the 
agents of other foreign insurance companies. a 

7th. Taxes for the year 1869, in counties which have since 
been divided for the.formation of new counties, should be col-* 
lected by the Sheriff and Tax Collector of the old counties. . 

8th. Retail liquor dealers, and others, holding city or county: 
licenses, are still liable to pay, if they have not paid the privi- 
lege tax for the benefit of the State. 

9th. Itis not the duty, but a violation of duty, for the Attor 
néy General to advise private persons, or county office holders 
upon questions of law in which the State has, or may have, an 
interest, The law makes him the chief law officer of the State, 
and' his official advice or opinion can be legally obtained only 
through the Governor, the Auditor, the Treasurer, or someone 
ds "the District Attorneys.—See Revised Code, 1857, p. 113, art.

Sig: In Reply to your inquiry -of this inst., as to whether 

merchants are liable to taxation, under the late revenue act., 

for capital invested in merchandize, when such merchandize is 

` purchased partly on credit, I respectfully give it as my opinion 
that they are. 

It would be the same thing in respect to taxes if the goods 
were purchased wholly for cash, or wholly on credit. “Tb is 
always presumable that merchants either have paid, or intend, 

“and are expected to pay, the amount of all their invoices for 
goods; and whether they have done so at the time of purchase, 
or shall ever do so, is a matter of private and individual con- 
cern in each particular case, with which the State and its 
officers have nothing whatever to: do. Credit, like cash, is 
capital, and controls, in alarge degree, the commerce of the 
world, and hence, when notes, pills, or written or verbal orders, 
are the immediate means nsed, with cash in prospect, for the 
purehase of merchandize, credit becomes “ capital invested,” 
and the law taxes it accordingly. ` 

And, in reply to your other oi as to the repeal of 
the law i imposing a tax of fifty cents per bale on cotton, I am 
of opinión that the latter law does repeal the older, as to the 
Future revenues of the State; bnt that it does not repeal it as 
to the past. Before the passage of the late act, the old act had 
already applied to all the property then assessed, or then liable 
to assessment, or taxation, under its provisions; and the taxes 

~ having thus become due, have now, in thousands of cases, been 

paid, and the balance is past due, and the persons owing it are 
in default. My judment, therefore, isthat the act of December 
5th, 1865, as amended by the 4th section of the act of February 

21st, 1867, must S be enforced as to all cotton grown previous 
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to the year, 1870, and remaining in the State at the date of the 

passage of the present revenue act, and on which the taxes have 
, not yet been paid. , K

Sir: In answer to your request, in writing, under date of the 
twenty-eighth instant, 1 submit, as my opinion, that chancel- 
«lors are not authorized to approve the official bonds of any 
county officers, except only the official bonds of the clerks of 
the Chancery Courts, who, after being qualified themselves, are 
the only officers authorized by the existing laws to approve the 
bonds of all other officers of their respective counties, in- 
cluding those of distriet or beat offieers. In approving the 
bonds of Chancery Clerks, it is the duty of the Chancellor, as it 
is also the duty of the Chancery Clerk, in approving all other 
official bonds, to take, or cause to be taken, an examination of 
all the sureties offered, in writing, and on oath, as to their sol- 
vency and sufficiency for the amount for which they become 
liable; and such examination, duly certified, should, in all cases, 
be endorsed upon or appended to the bond itself, in order that 
it may be seen that the law has been observed. And it is only 
when all this shall appear to have been done, that the action of 
the officer approving the bond is conclusive upon the Auditor 
and all other officers of the State. 

In respect to the question as to whether the treasurer of 
Lafayettee county may or may not give one bond forthe aggre- 
gate amount of the penalties of these Bonds, instead of giving 
three bonds, separately, I think it probable that, if he were to 
do so, and the Auditor were to accept such action as a full com- 
pliance with the law, the courts would uphold this action as a 
substantial compliance with the law; but it is a matter of some 
doubt, and I-can see no practical need of resorting to any such 

experiment, when the safer plan of giving three bonds may be 
adopted, and thus avoid all doubt on the subject. It is true, 
that the three bonds cannot now, in the language of the law, 
be executed, “annually,” for the three years that'are past; but 
one bond can be made for each of the three years’ interest, 
which will.be a compliance with the law, as nearly as possible, 
and this is all that the làw ever requires. "

To His Excellency, J. L. Alcorn, Governor of Mississippi: 


Sm—In accordance with your instructions, I have the honor 
to submit the following,.as my report -of the Mississippi Peni- 
tentiary during the'year 1870, l 

To the following tables I would respectfully refer, for the 
numbers remaining at last. report, the number since admitted, 
and recaptured from escape, the number who have been dis- 
charged by expiration of sentence, pardoned, discharged: by 
military order, died, and escaped, showing that there are now 
remaining in the prisons and ‘on plantations two hundred and 
forty-one . convicts, rer two hundred and ninety-three 
remaining December 31, 1869. : 

One convict, received from Warren county, in February last, 
under a sentence of fivs years, for grand Inrceny, was, at the 
time of his reception, insane. He continyed to get worse, and 
on the 7th day of November he was sent to the Lunatie Asy- 
lum, by instructions received from you, where he still remains. 

* The convicts within the walls have, for the most part, been 
keen kept employed at various mechanical trades, as far as the 
. 1»ti,0:  ghop-room åt the prison permitted, and dur- 


* 
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ing the summer months at making brick. Since my connection 
with the institution, only one man who might be termed a 
skilled mechanic has been received, yet, notwithstanding this 
fact, many now within the walls, as well as many who have 
left, have been taught the means of earning a eomfortable live- 
lihood, provided they choose to avail themselves of it. l 

The convicts on the plantations have been engaged at the 
usual labor of a cotton plantation, and consist. for the most 
part, of men in the middle and advanced stage of life, whom, in 
my opinion, it would be impossible to learn any mechanical 
trade, with any hope of their becoming proficient therein. 
. The number of escapes and deaths have been few, compared 
with previous years, the escapes being twenty-oné, against 
eighty-two in 1869; and the deaths only eight, against thirty- 
nine. j 

One man was shotin an attempt to recapture him, at Sun- 
flower Landing, Msrch 19, 1870. This occurrence was reported 
to you by letter at the time it occurred. 

Of the deaths, three occurred at the prison. One of them, a 
colored man, whose sentence of death for mürder had been 


commuted to. imprisonment for life, was in the last stage of’ 


consumption when admitted, and never left the hospital. The 
other two deaths were also from consumption, from which they 
were suffering when admiited, althouzh not in such an advaneed 
stage as toe first. Of the five who died on plantations, óne was 


from congestive chill, two from dysentery, and two of typhoid 


fever. Medical aid was summoned in,each case. 

The health of the convicts is remarkably good, there having 
been only one case in hospital for the last four months, and 
that is a ease of fistula, from which the patient was suffering 


when admitted to the prison in July last. I attribute the good - 


state of health in a great measure, to the large amount of yege- 
table diet given to all, the prison garden having been cultivated 
so that at all seasons we have had some description of vegeta- 
ble diet, and in addition, a number of vegetables, such às pota- 
toes, both sweet and Irish, have been purchased. i 
Religious services havé been held nearly every Lord's day; 
the ministers of the Episcopal, Methodist, Baptist, and Presby- 
terian churches taking the seryices in rotation. Philanthropic 
individuals have also frequently distributed religious tracts and 


papers amongst the prisoners, and each is supplied with a copy ` 


of the New Testament and Psalms and a Prayer-book, if he 
wishes to take them. - 


The Catholic Priest has also attended to the religious wants . 


of such of the inmates as choose to avail themselves of his 
instructions at various times. " 

An admission fee of twenty-five cents is asked from each 
visitor who comes from curiosity, and the amount so realized, 
(ninety-five dollars), has been handed to the Rev. Dr. Hunter, 
with request that he would purchase therewith, such books as 
he thought suitable for the perusal ‘of the convicts. As there 
are a great many in the prison who are fond-of reading, and as 
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I consider it much better for all to employ their time of a Sun- 

day in that manner, in place of laying listlessly in their cells, 

and as the the amount obtained in the manner above stated is : 

small, T most respectfully recommend that the Legislature be 

asked to make an appropriation for the purchase of a good 

library of instructive books, for the use of those who are so 
unfortunate as to be here. 

I would further recommend that the Legislature be asked to 
pass a law, giving the prisoner the . power of shortening his 
. sentence by good conduct. Such, a law exists in. most of the 
States of this Union, and by enactment’ of Congress, also to 
United States convicts in the various State prisons; the law is 
generally termed a “Commutation Law,” and the amount of ` 
‘remission made, varies in most of the States, I would recom- 
mend that one month be allowed for first year, two for the 
second and so on to the fourth year, when those for longer 
sentences would commence again; thus a prisoner sentenced to 
four years, would, by good behavior, be entitled to be dis- 
charged at the expiration of three years andtwo months. I 
am of opinion that such a law would have a beneficial effect on 
the discipline of the prison. Ttis well spoken of by the vari- 
ous Superintendents of Prisons in States where it has been 
adopted, and here the United States conviet who knows 
that he has ıt in his power to shorten his term, have, as a class, 
been the best behaved .in the prison. 

A regular physician is employed to attend to the sick, who, 
as well as the munis are paia 195 their ‘services by. the Les- 
see. : 

‘No other occurrence of : any importance: has taken place dur-. 
ing the past year, the conduct of the prisoners has been gen- 
erally good; few punishments Nave had to be administered, and 
in most cases, labor has been cheerfully performed.

EULOGIES 


ON THE 


DEATH OF SPEAKER FRANKLIN AND OTHER. MEMBERS 


OF THE 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


a $ Caa 


Mr. STONE, of Madison, said : 


Mr. SPEAKER—I have risen to announce to the House the 
death of our late Speaker, and my friend, Hon. Freeman E. 
FRANKLIN. In making this announcement I perform the most 
painful service that, as a member of this body, I have ever 
been called upon to discharge. 

Judge FRANKLIN was a native of the State of New York, born 
December 5th, A. D. 1825, In early life he received a liberal 
education, and when quite young he distinguished himself as a 
civil engineer, employed by the United States Government upon ` 

-the survey of the Northeastern boundary, as well as elsewhere. 

At the age of twenty-three he married Miss Carrie M. Elk- 
ington, whom he now leaves a widow and mother of four chil- 
dren to mourn his untimely death. 

In the year 1849 he commenced the study of medicine, 
received his diploma, and entered upon the practice’ of a physi- 
cian, in which profession he gained a distinguished and enviable . 
reputation. 

In 1852 he was admitted to practice law in the courts of 
Ohio, but he continued his profession of medicine until the 
breaking out of our late war, when he volunteered as.a private 
soldier. He was soon promoted to a captaincy, then lieutenant 
colonel, and afterwards colonel commanding a regiment, and 
often a brigade. He served as an officer until the close of the 
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war, discharging the duties of every position he held with faith- 
fulness, commanding the respect and confidence of the Govern- 
ment. 

Iu 1866 he removed to this State, bought a plantation, and 
engaged in eotton planting, which proved disastrous, and he 
was obliged to abandon it. 

In 1868 he was elected a member of the House of Represen- 
tatives by the people of Yazoo couhty. ^ ' 7 

In 1869 he was appointed Judge of Probate for Yazoo county. 
In the same year he was again elected a member of the Legis- 
lature, and on our coming together in January last he was 
elected Speaker of the House. "Phe arduous duties of his high 
aná responsible position of that long and laborious session so 
overtaxed his physical abilities that it nearly prostrated him 
before its close. . e i 

Since the adjournment of the Legislature he had been devo- 
ting his time and energies to the duties of the office, to which 
he was appointed by this House, as a member and cħairman of 
the joint committee appointed to superintend the repairs upon 
the State capitol, and also the extension of the Lunatic Asylum. 
- On Thursday evening, September 22d, he left this city to 
spend a few days with Senator Warner and myself, thinking the 
country air would be beneficial to his health. ; l 

On Friday I visited with him and other friends at Senator 
Warner's, when he appeared in good spirits and well. On Sat- 
urday he, with others, visited at. my residence (the adjoining 
plantation), when we had a very animated and excited game of 
croquet. I noticed he did not play with his usual skill, that 
he appeared weak and exhausted. He returned to spend the 
evening at Colonel Warners. Sunday, about 12 o'clock, he 
came back to my house. On arriving, he informed me that he 
thought he was going to have a chill. He called for a dose of 
calomel, which he took and then went to bed. He was taken 
with a chill immediately, which lasted for an hour, and was 
followed with fever. A drowsiness or stupor appeared to come 
over him from the first, that gradually increased until it was 
impossible to arouse him. 

His wife was telegraphed to, and she arrived, but not in time 
to be recognized by him. He had all the attention that an 
affectionate wife, kind friends and competent medical attention : 
could render, but all of no avail. — — 

He breathed his last at a quarter to 10 o'clock on Wednes- 
day morning, September 28, 1879. Et 

The disease which terminated his life was congestion of thé 
liver and kidneys. fan 

Mr. Speaker, those of us who have served with him know 
with what readiness and ease he acquitted himself of the 
responsibilities of the high position to which he was assigned 
in this House. t aii 

Whatever might be the suggestions of political antagonism, 
all felt willing to bestow upon him the highest praise for bis 
prompt and impartial rulings. —— 
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The character of his public speaking was force, ‘strength, 
clearness of statement and simplicity of arrangement, 

His meaning was so plainly reflected in his statements as 
hardly to admit of illustration, and of refined and polished 
phraseology he was not merely careless but almost disdainful. 
He seemed to-think that the roughness of the oak was essential 
to its strength. As a statesman he was prudent, cautious and 
moderate, with comprehensive and expansive views. 

But, sir, it gives me sincere pleasure to bear my humble testi- 
mony to those higher qualities of the heart which illustrated 
the life of Speaker Franklin and endears his memory to those 
who had the good fortune to enjoy his private confidence and 
friendship. Asa friend he was true and faithful; and if called 
upon ta point to the peculiar characteristic of that friendship, I 
should say it was the absence of all selfishness. . 

I have not risen to attempt a delineation of the character of 
our late Speaker. My purpose in addressing the House is 
accomplished in tendering to his family, his friends and our 
State the heartfelt sympathy of a personal friend. 

Mr. Speaker, I offer the following resolutions: 

Resolued, That this House has received with sensibility the 
announcement of the death of Hon. Freeman E. Franklin, late 
Speaker and member of this House from Yazoo county. |.

and officers of this House will wear the usual badge of mourn- 
ing for thirty days, and this hall be dressed in mourning for 
the same length of time. 

Resolved, That the Clerks of this House be directed to com- 
municate a copy of these proceedings to the family of the 
deceased, and also to the Senate. 

Resolved, That, as a further testimonial of respect for the 
deceased, the House do now adjourn. 


Mr. PILES, of Panola, said: 


Mr. SprakeR—The members of this House are, indeed, sad- 
dened by the departure, during the last vacation, of their 
Speaker, F. E. Franklin, from the theater of his activity. 

He who presided so wisely, so impartially and so debonair, 
decided so promptly, so parliamentary and amiably, Hes cold 
in death, 

The silver cord is indeed broken. No more will his voice be 
heard in recognition of the Representative from the hills and 
valleys. No more will his gavel hush the voice of ambition 
and anxiety, for he has taken up his abode in the narrow house 
appointed for all the living. 

We cannot refrain from adding a leaflet to the civic crown 
which this House this day weaves towards “the keeping green 
the memory” of the deceased. 

There may be those present who, from the greater length and 
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closer intimacy of their.aequaintance with the deceased, have 

a better right to speak on this occasion than I; but certainly 

none more willing to offer—poor though my offering may be-— 

tribute of his sincere praise, and to join in an expression of 

that unfeigned grief for his untimely loss, which is felt in 
- common by us all. 

. I most heartily concur in every sentiment so tastefully and 
sensibly expressed by the resolutions which have been read 
by Judge Stone; the authorship of which is so honorable to 
his head and heart. I no less sincerely endorse every thought 
and sentiment so eloquently, so feelingly, and with such marked 
propriety expressed. , i 

Mortuary addresses are often very worthless things. When 
they are a tribute merely to the exalted position the man may 
have occupied, and the tribnte is paid to the officer, not. to the 

' man; when the orator, by reason of the position Ae occupies, is 
constratned to speak; when to speak is a task to be performed, 
instead of a privilege of which the orator willingly, though 
mournfully, ayails himself; when the heart is not in the work, 
but the intellect alone is concerned, and is tortured to find and 
to weave into ornate sentences, hyperbolical terms of eulogy, 
not at all descriptive of the man on whom they are béstowed,. 
and which portray not his character, but that of some imagin- 
ary being—the productión is worse than worthless, 

It is not praise—it is censure; for it carries with it the im- 
plication that there was nothing in the. real character of the 
man, worthy of praise, norin his death anything to produce 
sorrow—that the truth plainly told, would be condemnation. 

But where heartfelt sorrow impels the orator, and real affec- 
tion supplies, and truth and good sense moderate his utter- 
ances, the address is praise, however awkward and homely it 
may be. Its valueis in its sincerity. 

We areto-day going through no hollow formality. Our hearts 
are in that which we say and do; and in the sorrow which we 
feel and are attempting to express, the whole community 
around us truly and deeply sympathize and participate. * 

, Speaker FRANKLIN was my friend, “faithful and just to me," 
and I sincerely and deeply deplore his loss; and, in attempting 
to speak of him here and now, my only embarrassment arises 
from the conviction that I am not equal to the undertaking of 
setting forth appositely and worthily the merits of one whom 
all here knew so well, admired so.much, respected so sincerely, 
honored so highly, and loved so truly. 

On the first day of the assembling of this Legislature, 1 
became acquainted with him. Thenceforward a friendship 
existed between us which knew no change, which prejudice 
could not interrupt nor envy mar. 

I knew him as Speaker, as host, as friend, as gentleman. In 
each of these positions and relations, I knew him thoroughly; 
and I knew him only to admire him, to honor him, and to love 

11m. ` » 

Let me speak of him in.these rélations. As Speaker, he was 
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entirely and: eminently agreeable. Though he thought boldly 
he always listened attentively and respectfully. Though firm 


in his own convictions, he was not dogmatical nor opiniated. 


U 


In a word, he had none of that little mean spirit of assumption 
and pretense, which renders its possessor incapable of correction. 

No ordinary talent can guide and control a legislative assem- 
bly, especially if it be numerous or if it be excited by party 
differences. A good presiding officer is like Alexander mount- 
ing Rucephalus; the assembly knows its master as a horse 
knows its rider. This was pre-eminently the case of Mr. 
FRANKLIN. Here he showed a special adaptation and power, 
indeed his manners, as presiding officer, were most admirable. 
When a member was addressing him he paid the strictest atten- 
tion, looking him courteously and respectfully in the face. 
Like the god Thor, he beat with his gavelin unison with his voice, 
until the reverberations rolled like thunder in the mountains. 

To conclude this hasty and imperfect sketch of his charac- 
ter as'Speaker, I think I may say, warranted by the unanimous 
opinion of this House, and without offense either, to any other 
gentleman, who casually, in his time, occupied the position, 
that F. E. FRANKLIN was, taken all in all, the best Speaker that 
ever graced the chair, and that his was a parliamentary mind. 

I have said that I knew the deceased as host, friend and gen- 
tleman, and what member ever visited his rooms, during last 
session, that did not know him in the former capacity. 

. Friendly, companionable and confiding, it was his delight to 
meet and welcome us. But I will not indulge in these remem- 
brances. You all knew Speaker FRANKLIN'8 worth, as a friend 
and companion— ` - 


** And none who knew him need. be tol 
A warmer heart death ne'er made cold.” N 


Such, gentlemen, is, thus far, my rude and hasty portraiture 
of our lost member and leader. Is it overdrawn? No! I have 
not uttered one word of encomium, which you do not all most 
freely and heartly endorse. But is it complete? Iş there 
nothing wanting? Yes. More might be said befitting the 
occasion, and I am loath to quit the theme; but I must conclude. 

We offer in our resolution our condolence to the family. and 
relatives of the deceased; and I wish,it were in my power, 
before I resume my seat, to speak, if it were possible, even one 
word of consolation to their riven and grieviously afflicted 
hearts. But I shall not attempt it. Their sorrow is too sacred: 
to be intruded upon by me. The ceremonies we perform here, 
and the merited honors we now award to the memory of him 
for whom they mourn, will not, I trust, be distasteful to them ; 
but oh, how unavailing is anything we can say or do to abate, 
in the least, the irrepressible grief of those.

Mr. FRENCH, of Adams, said : T 


Mr. Sreaker—Four honorable members, whose-presence had, 
at our adjournment in July, become familiar to all of us, come 
not again at our. reassembling. They will answer no.more to 
the call of the roll, and we shall not again see them with mortal 
-eyes. The messenger of death has been exacting of this body, 
and has laid a heavy hand upon its members; not only exact- 
ing in point of numbers, but also in point of ability and per- 
sonal worth. Voids have been thus created which it will be 
‘difficult to fil. I feel that I should do injustice to my feelings 
were I to allow this occasion to pass without paying that trib- 
ute of respect which our departed brothers merit from each and 
every member of this House; and while my remarks will no 
doubt fall far short of doing justice: to the departed, thev will rep- 
resent a love and respect no less sincere than if they had been 
expressed-in an abler and better manner. 

The one to whom, I shall particularly refer, for want of time 
and data, will be the Hon. F. E. FRANKLIN, the late Speaker of 
this House, not only because he was the first on whom the hand 
of the “fell destroyer” was laid after our adjournment, but 
because of the fact that the position he held in this body 
brought each and every one of us into close and intimate 
relations with him. As our presiding officer he enjoyed, and 
most deservedly so, the respect and confidence of all the mem- 
bers of this honorable body. He possessed those qualities of 
head and heart.which fitted him in an eminent degree far the 
duties of that position; for being universally kind and cour- 
teous, yet at the same time firm and just, he succeeded in gov- 
erning and harmonizing the various discordant elements, 
which, under different treatment, would have given us nothing 
: but discord and confusion. if there ‘was a single act of this 
House during its last session in which we-were pre-eminently 
fortunate, it was when we elected Judge Franklin Speaker. Few 
persons have a proper idea of the magnitude of his labors, the 
close application and faithful discharge of which had so disas- 
trous an effect upon his health, and hastened, no doubt, the 
day of his departure. 

A truer, kinder heart never beat in the breast of man than 
that of J udge Franklin, now cold and pulseless. The universal 
affection with which he was regarded by those who were asso- 
ciated with him here is the best proof of this. Of those ele- f 
ments of character which help to approximate perfection, few 
men possess so many as did Judge Franklin. Conspicuous less 
for the superfluous graces that adorn a character than for vir- 
tues that dignify and enoble it, he won and retained the kind- 
est regards of each and all of his fellow legislators. 
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Doubtless all remember well during our late sojourn here, 
when the feeling of strife and insubor dination was so prevalent 
among us, and when the earnest solicitations of others failed to 
restore order, how easy it was for our Speaker, with his 
majestic dignity and firm, advisatory voice, to bring order 
out of the reigning chaos. That his wisdom and judg- 
ment were of no ordinary type we need no better proof 
than that in no single instance during the session was his 
decision appealed from by the House. How are we to esti- 
mate the loss we have sustained in the death of this eminently 
worthy man? I realized fully the fitness of my remark when I 
said a void had been created which it would be difficult to fill. 
Surely, the void is too great for this House to more than 
approximate his efficiency and ability in the choice. of, his suc- 
cessor. I would not, however, have any person infer from the 
nature of my remar ks that mine is a selfish sorrow. Far from 
it. My sorrow emenates from no other feelings than those 
of love and friendship. Before I. knew Judge “Franklin inti- 
mately I was led to believe him, to some extent, haughty and 
austere. This opinion, I am glad to say, changed completely 
upon a better acquaintance, and I lost no time in rendering a 
personal apology for the injustice I had done him, after which 
our intimacy and friendship became firm and lasting. Ialways 
sought him for counsel and advice, with the confident know- 
ledge that I would receive his honest and conscientious 
opinion. 

That the bereaved wife and family of our departed brother 
have the undivided sympathy of this House in their sad afflic- 
tion I sincerely trust and believe. May a protecting Divinity 
watch over and care for them in their shadowed future. 


Mr. LANDON, of Warren, said: 


Mr, SPEAKER—I would ever regret it did I allow this sad 
occasion to pass without paying some tribute of respect to the 
memory of my much-loved friend, the late Speaker FRANKLIN; 
and L gladly join my voice with that of others and lay my offer- 

ing on the altar of affection. 

1 have no written eulogy prepared for this ocsasion, and can 
only speak such things as now occur to me. 

Death is one of the saddest events which we are called upon : 
to meet, and though sad yet it is certain, for it marches with 
steady tramp down the ages and through centuries; it seizes its 
victims upon hill and mountain top, on plain and in valley, and 
in every nook and corner of the whole earth, and upon the ves- 
sels which rock upon every ocean; and in no place ean man 
escape its dread approach, not even if he dwell in the “ utter- 
most parts of the sea;” nor can the darkness cover him, or 
hide him from it. And truly do we feel that * Death loves & 
shining mark," as illustrated in the case before us. 

We are not now to consider the death of one who has made 
earth tremble by his military conquests (though a brave sol- 
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dier), nor one who has won great renown in debate, in the Con- 
gress of the nation; nor.one who has made himself known to 
the millions as a literary character; but rather the death of:a 
good citizen, a true friend, a kind and affectionate husband and 
father, a faithful and capable public servant, who presided over 
_the deliberations of this body with fairness and ability, and as 
a presiding officer won “ golden opinions.” . 

If my memory is correct, he stated in the remarks he- made 
at the time of our ‘adjournment (July 21st), that it was not 
probable that we would all ever meet here again, and, though 
he was at that time very weak and debilitated from his severe 
and long continued mental labors, yet I presume that none of 
us suspected that he would “sleep the sleep that knows no 
waking” when the roll was called to-day; but in less than three 
‘months the winds of autumn sung a requiem over his grave, 
and we trust that he is now.encircled in the arms of peace and 
glory above. Our first impulse would be to call him back, if 
we could; as was Cowper’s; that he would call his mother back 
to earth (on receiving her picture), but, like him, we would not 
on reflection, had we the power, “bid the unbound spirit into 
bonds again” to meet the troubles and engage in the warfare of 
life; nor would we let our poor strains of sorrow reach his ear, 
for we trust he is happy in another world. 


I knew Speaker FRANKLIN very intimately, as our rooms were - 
near each other and we had daily converse, and I think Iam 
prepared to speak of his excellent qualities of head and heart. 
That he was a just and upright man I think all will admit, and 
I have never heard his political opponents even ‘hint that he 
was not actuated by the purest of motives. While he did not 
arrive. at conezusions ás rapidly as some do, yet, when he had 
had time to retlect upon.any subject, his judgment was cor- 
rect, and his reasoning faculties were of a superior order. It 
would be truly said, 1 think, that he abounded more in solid 
than brilliant qualities, and no one who knew him well will 
deny, that in the investigation of difficult and intricate sub- 
jects he showed real intellectual strength, and in the examina- 
tion of all subjects I believe his judgment was wholly guided 
by a conscientious desire'to arrive at truth. >. 

If he made a mistake in his rulings as Speaker, he corrected 
it promptly, and had none of that false pride of opinion, or. 
stubbornness of will, which prevented him from so doing; and 
the exhibition of this virtue gave us great confidence in, and 
respect for him. When satisfied that he was right, however, he 
stood up manfully and firmly to the very last. I think it is 
generally conceded that he possessed more true dignity of 
character than any member of this House, and in this respect 
especially was he fitted for a presiding officer. 

In business, in politics, in'all the affairs of life, he was not 
known, I think, as a man of “policy,” in.the general accepta- 
tion of the term, but he boldly marked out the course which he 
believed to be right, and standing upon prineiple, and relying 
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upon the justice of his cause; took the chánces of success or 
defeat, never doubting final victory. ` P 

While he possessed firmness and decision of character, and 
even sternness at times, yet when any person or cause appealed 
to his benevolence, his sympathy, or his eharity, his feelings 
Were readily moved, and he would give freely -of his money or 
time to assist the suffering or the meritorious poor, and the 
faintest wail of sorrow found an echo in his heart. | 

In his nature he was gentle as a woman, and there was very 
much about him which was high, and noble and exalted. He 
was naturally a high type of man, and had so cultivated his 
reason, his morals, and the Christian graces, that the better part 
of his nature had complete mastery over that which naturally 
leads to vice. : " : 

He was eminently social and agreeable, and in society he will 
be quite as much missed as in other walks of life; and during 
last session he contributed largely to the welfare ofsociety gen- 
erally, and the happiness and pleasure of us all. 

His success as Speaker of this.House was quite remarkable, 
as he had never before had any experience in presiding over a 
deliberative body. ; 

I feel that we have all cause to mourn, and that in ‘his death 
the State has lost the services of one of her ablest and purest 
public men. 3 

But the loss to us and to the State, is but trifling compared | 
with the far greater loss which his family has sustained, for he 
was a kind and affectionate father and. husband, and in his 
graye many of their fondest hopes lie buried. He is laid in his 
final resting place, pale as the winding sheet which enshrouded 
him, and with his remains have gone the blessed burden of 
the tears and prayers, and benedictions of wife and children. 
And thüs, rudely and ruthlessly have silken cords and golden 
threads been forever severed, and each returning day shall 
wake the memory of the virtues of the loved and lost. 

He died far from the scenes of his early life, and with what 
sorrow the friends of liis youth heard the tidings of this sud- 
den death, we may imagine. There is a strange sadness sur- 
rounding the death of one far away from. the place of his 
nativity, and as we sometimes gaze upon the pale face of such 
an one, we have mingled feelings of inquiry and: sorrow, as we 
are left to conjecture so many things which we would gladly 
know. In one sense it is true, if does not make so much differ- 
ence where God sends the summons to us, for we all belong to 
one great family making the journey of life together, the strong 
and the weak, the wise and the simple, and no matter where we 
fall, all the nations shall finally be gathered, and the sea will 
surrender its dead. 

As I reflect upon thé virtues of our deceased friend, and con- 
template that 1 will never meet him again on earth, I am 
reminded of the following, which one who was an honor to his 
age, said over the grave of his dead friend: “All of him that 
was mortal now sleeps beneath the sod. The sun as it sinks to 
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the ocean plays its departing beams on his tomb, but they 
reanimate him not; the cold sod presses on his bosom, and his 
hands hang down in weakness; the bird of the evening shouts 
a melancholy air o'er his burial place, but her voice is stillness 
to his ear. While his pencil was drawing scenes of future 
felicity; while his soul fluttered on the gay breeze of hope, an 
unseen hand drew curtain, and shut him from our view." 

We know how unavailing are all expressions of sorrow to 
bind up the wounds of a bleeding heart, and we can. only 
express our sadness at the death, and pay this tribute of respect 
| to the memory of a good man whose deeds will stand the 
strictest scrutiny. i 

Sad as is this hour, yet some consolation can be drawn, when 
we reflect upon our acquaintance with the deceased, the social 
gatherings, the warm greetings, the friendly salutations as we 
met him day by day, and gladly would we call them back once 
more, but they are gone. S 

I think we will all esteem it à matter of good fortune that in 
the walks of life we were so associated with him, and the pleas- 
ant memories connected with the acquaintance will oft- times 
greet us and will be weleome as the cooling summer evening 
breeze, and tend to relieve the somber hue which casts a shadow 
o'er our pathway. 

As the years glide by and the days hurry on, and the hours 
speed away, and the moments wing their flight, never to be 
recalled, we learn sad but useful lessons, and time alone can 
make these impressions upon our mind. “Friend after friend 
departs; who hath not lost a friend?" - 

They fall üpon the right hand and upon the left; and as we 
türn our eyes to the different parts of this hall and behold so 
many chairs made vacant by the hand of death, it would appear 
ihat Providence intended to teach us an especial lesson. 

A few months ago these seats were occupied by our friends, 
with spirits as buoyant and eyes as bright, and prospects -as 
flattering, and hopes as fond as any of us possess to-day, but 
their years are numbered. with the one which has just drawn to 
id and are registered with the voiceless past.: And such 
is life 

Mr. Speaker, this sad event impresses its lesson upon us, and 
T trust we will be improved by it.. It teaches us that life is but 
a probationary season, that we must so live day by day that our 
house will bein order; and when we think of death in this 
philosophical sense it is robbed of its terror and the grave of 
its loneliness and gloom. E " 

We stand upon the shores of time and try to look out upon 
the ocean of eternity, and if we are not prepared to die we 
dread the voyage which awaits us, and feel indeed that it is. a 
“leap in the dark." To understand the difference we have only 
to witness the death of the sinful and the righteous, How 
gladly would we all recall certain days of our life if we could, 
that we might improve upon them! 


If we reach out our hand to stay the swiftly-flying hours, it 
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is of no avail, and the most we can hope is that we may do a. 
tittle good in our day and generation. This sad event is a gol- 
emn signal that with us the curtain will soon drop which sepa- 
rates time from eternity; and if we perform our life-work as 
faithfully *as the deceased did his, I believe it will be well 
with us. 


Mr. FOSTER, of Warren. said: 


Mz. SPEAKER—I cannot allow the occasion to pass without 
avalling myself of the privilege of saying a word in support of 
the pending resolutions, and of paying an humble tribute of 
respect to the memory of those of our number who will meet 
with us on earth no more. 

The present is an extraordinary occasion—one that i is seldom 
witnessed in legislative halls. It were enough to call forth a 
general expression of sympathy had we sustained the loss of à 
single member, but what shall we say when called upon to 
recognize the aggregate loss of so many of our number within 
so short a space of time? Tn the ordinary walks of life we are 
constàntly reminded of human mortality, but here is an occa- 
sion of death in the aggregate, and a lesson of more than ordi- 
nary interest. 

Mr. Speaksr, what is the lesson of the present hour? I 
answer, nothing more and nothing less than an additional evi- 
dence of the uncertainty of human life and a reiteration of the 
declaration that * man is mortal." 

In the reflections of this melancholy occasion, while we can- 
not indulge in distinctions in the expression of our 3ympathies, 
we may be pardoned in referring td those with whqm we were 
most familiar. It was my privilege to enjoy the acquaintance 
of most of those whose names are on the mournful list before 
us. With some of them I was intimate, In social and official 
intercourse we have spent many pleasant hours together. The 
warm grasp of the hand, the generous impulse of the heart, and 
the words of eounsel that have often been sources of encour- 
agement and strength, are now exchanged for sad and sorrow- 
ful memories. We meet no more. 

My aequaintance with our late and lamented Speaker began 
with our first session, and I can cheerfully endorse what has been 
said by those who have preceded me, in eulogy of his distin- 
guished ability as a presiding officer, his devoted patriotism 
and his many virtues. 

In the death of Hon. F. E. FRANELIN & loss has been sus- 
tained which cannot be easily repaired. This House has lost a. 
faithful and impartial officer, the State has lost a patriotic and 
useful citizen, society has lost a good man. In the present 
condition of affairs in the South we need the aid and co-opera- 
tion of all those who have its interests and prosperity at heart, 
but in the mysterious dispensations of an overruling power he 
and others of our number haye peen summoned since we last 
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met to join that innumerable throng who have been called from 
labor to reward. — 

Mr. Speaker, the reflections of the present hour present a 
lesson which cannot be over-estimaied. It is saddening to 
entertain the thought that “passing away” is written upon all 
things earthly, that life, with all its hopes and prospects, is sus- 
pended upon so slender a thread as to give no pledge of the 

. future, yet is it a decree of Infinite Wisdom, based upon our 
highest interests. Life is indéed uncertain. Not less truth- 
fully than beautifully has the sentiment been expressed that 


“Leaves have their time to fall, i 
And flowers to wither at the north wind's breath, 
, And stars to set—but ; 
Thou hast all seasons for thine own, O Death! 


** We know when moons shall wane, 
When summer birds from far shall cross the sea, 
When autumn's hue shall tinge the golden grain, 
^ But who shall teach us when to look for thee. 

Let us apply the lesson of this occasion to the future. In 
our social and official intercourse, wherein there may be differ- 
ence of opinion, in the discussion of questions of public policy, 
in the excitement of passion, and in our devotion to party, let 

„us not forget that with all these differences, we are yet 
constituent parts of.one great brotherhood, charged with a 
common duty, and subject to a common destiny. Let us 
cherish and emulate the virtues of those who by precept and 
example have made the world better than they found it, and 
leave such records of publie and private life as shall be worthy 

of imitation. 

Mr. Speaker, I respectfully submit these thoughts as a 
tribute to the memory of our deceased members, and extend to 
surviving relatives and friends my most sincere sympathies. 


Mr. ROANE, of Pike, said: 


Mr. SPEAKER—I cannot permit this opportunity to pass with- 
out adding my testimony of respect and esteem to that of other 
members, in honor of our late Speaker, F. E. FRANLIN. Truly 
we have been bereaved of the services and guidance of 
one of our most efficient and earnest working members. A 
good man has died; a patriot has left us; the State of Missis- 
sippi has lost one of her truest and best- friends, and at a time, 
too, when she could. ill afford to do so. About one year ago 
we first assembled in this hall, having come here out of a some- 
what heated political contest, and were all more or less 
Strangers to each other. We soon, however, learned to know, 
honor and respect each other— Republicans and Democrats, 
Radicals and ‘Conservatives, all seemed to discover that we all 
had the same end in view, to-wit: the advancement of the best: 
interests of our beloved State. No legislative body has ever - 
lost so heavily by the hand of death in so short-a time as this 
has. Verily we should.recognize in it all, the finger of God. 
He is teaching us our frailty and admonishing us to look well 
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to our actions, and consider well our weighty responsibilities. 

If any asperities and petty jealousies have heretofore existed 

among us, they should give place to nobler sentiments and 

‘feelings, and our only ambition as legislators shonld be a. 
generous rivalry as to. who can best work and best agree. 


Mr. WILLIAMS, of Holmes, said : 


Mr. SPEAKER—I am not sure, sir, that anything further can 
be said that will be of service either to the living or the dead, 
but if I act im accordance with the promptings of my own 
feelings, I will make a few remarks which I promise, in the 
beginning, to be brief. My acquaintance with the departed 
Speaker went not beyond his character as a public man, and in 
that capacity I can speak of much to his credit and nothing to 
his discredit, and am fully persuaded that in his private 
capacity as citizen, husband and neighbor, all combined to 
speak for him as a true man. It is my good fortune to believe, 
that between me and all the members of this House, there is 
not, nor never was, cause for any ill-feeling. But if unfortu- 
_nately any ill-feeling has existed between me and any person I 
have ever met in this House, that person' was not F. E. 
Frankin. In all that I ever heard him say, or ever saw him 
do, there seemed to be but one object before him, and that 
object was the greatest good of the greatest number. It would 
be but repeating what every man knows, to say that he was 
kind, courteous, and gentlemanly to all. My principal object, 
Mr. Speaker, in rising in my place was to call the attention of 
members to the great mortality that has prevailed among us 
during the short space of one year. A little more than every 
tenth man has been called to his long account. Who of the 
departed knew when we assembled here twelve months ago 
that their hearts were “beating funeral marches to the grave?” 
I may safely answer that question, and say, not one! And yet 
there was an unseen power that made up the record, and the 
revolution of time has unfolded the scroll and revealed it to us, 
as one after another fell by the hand of death. Perhaps if the 
question had been asked, who will tLe ten be who will be 
mustered into the ranks of death, by unanimous consent, I 
would have been the first one indicated—the oldest and most 
infirm of your number. In this, as in all other human affairs, 
we see how short-sighted we are. Permit me to call the 
attention of the members to'the fact that the recording angel 
making up the record of the incoming year, and the draft upon : 
our number will most assuredly be made, but who will be con- 
scripted, must to us, for the present, remain a secret, 

Allow me, as an old man, to say that these-things should 
impress us with a deep solemnity, and create within us a desire 
to so live and so speak, that when we fall it may be said of us - 
that we lived and fell like men. I will further take. the liberty - 
to say that I believe- : 

. “Tis not all of life to live, 
. Nor all of death to die,” 
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To the bereaved widow, in her desolation, let us offer our 
heart-felt sympathies and kindest regards. May the Great 
Giver of all good, who thus, in His all-wise providence, has 
seen best to call unto Himself her main stay and support, afford 
her such consolation and comfort as- He. alone can offer. 

Another, too, we to-day are, called upon to mourn in the. 
person of my colleague, the Hon. Mr. Woop, of Yazoo. What- 
ever may have been his differences with members of this body, 
in matters political, I am sure that I risk little in saying that, 
as a man and a brother, he commanded the respect and affec- 
tion of all Let us, in this solemn hour, at least, ignore all of 
the partizan, and, as becomes true brothers laboring in the 
commen cause, pay just tribute to’ his memory as one of our 
body. E 4 EC ur 

To him the dread summons eame not in.the form allotted to 
his more favored brother. 

In his sad fate, surely we can all read a lesson on the uncer- 
. tainties of life. But a short time since, and we shook him by. 
the hand, and in bidding him, what was intended as a brief fare- 
well, saw him as oné of the most sprightly, vivacious, and mirth- 
loving members in.our midst. But alittle. while, and we were 
stunned with the news that our brotlier, so loved and respected 
by all, had been stricken with that most dreadful of all visita- 
‘tions—that with him, the God-given.reason, that likens us to 
the image of our Maker, would no more fill the measure of 
his brain. l 

It would seem as though this were enough to fill to overflow- 
ing the cup of bitterness and sorrow that, his stricken family 
were called upon to quaff, N JV . 

Alas, it was but the forerunner of the tragic fate of the 
suicide, that, bereft of reason, in a fit of madness, thrust him- 
self (we cannot say unbidden, since we know naught of the 
agencies of God), into the presence of his Maker, No more 
shall we see him in our midst as of yore. He too, has gone to 
that “dread bourne from whence no traveler e'er returns," 
there to render up an account.of the deeds done in the flesh, 

Let us, as in the case of brother FRANKLIN; tender our heart- 
felt sympathies to his widow, in this, her hour'of sorrow. and 
desolation. May the great God, “who doeth all things well," 
. so “temper the wind to the shorn lamb,” that she may receive 

such-consolation, in her bereavement, as.isin His province alone 
‘to offer. ; “ : 0 NEC AE 

Finally, Mr. Speaker, in.closing, may we all, in viewing the 
fate-of our late brothers, associate with their memories naught 
but what is as “a loved recollection that wecannot, if we would, - 
‘forget;” may the thoughts thus engendered in view of. their 
‘untimely. end, make us resolve,. in the future, to east aside, as 
.far as may be, all of partizan dissentions, and work as becomes 
-true - brothers in a.common cause, in the labora of which, we, 
:$00; perchance, may-be stricken down, and be called upon, like 
-them;.to render an account to the great-God of us all. 
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But, that I must firmly- believe that— 


“ Beyond the bounds of time, 
Beyond the reign of death, 
There surely is a better clime 
Where life is not & breath.” ,. 


My -sympathies go out-for all who have gone before us since 
‘we assembled here, and I would tó"God we could do something 
for them, mote than to. pass resolutions. In every case a little 
family circle has been broken up. The widow and, orpnan 
remain tö feel the full weight of the fatal blow. I ean only 
commend them to that God who can temper the wind to the

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-VETO OF SENATE BILLS -NOS. 265; 151, 55, AND 198. . 


To thé Senate: MEME 
: GENTLEMEN—1 return berewith a draft of:a-bill which pur- 
ports to be Senate Bill No. 265; and is entitled “an Act to 
facilitate the building and govern the management of railroads 
Tn the State-of Mississippi." The certificate of the passage of" 
this measure js not attached to the-draft: My Private Secretary 
informs me, however;that.a loose sheet bearing the certificate of 
the passage of some bill, and signed by.the President of the 
Senaté and the Speaker of the House: accompanied the bills 
amóngst which the draft before me was found. This certificate 
1 have:not seen-—the whole of them coming into my possession 
on the day of the.adjournment.of the Legislature in an unofii- 
cial manner, arising from the confusion in which the. session 
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closed. y 
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The absence of proper certificate is a sufficient reason for my 
inability to sign this bill. I have no positive official evidence 
that it ever has received the sanction of the Legislature. : 

I return without my approval this draft bill, “No. 265, to the 
house in which it originated on the following further grounds 
of objection: 

A bill passed the Legislature last session similar to the draft 
now before me. Less faulty, though some of the provisions of 
the present bill are, the whole is open substantially to the objec- 
tions urged by me against the former bill. I cite.you to Docu- 

ment A, page 1 of the Appendix of the Senate Journal of 1870, 
for a specification of these objections; and holding the gravest 
of them directly applicable to the measure before me, feel con- 
strained, even assuming that that measure had come into my 
hands in a regular manner and with official certificate, to return 
itto your honorable body on the ground of these objections 
without my signature. 

I return herewith Senate Bill No. 151, entitled “An Act to 
incorporate the Meridian and Red Biver Railroad Company," 
without my approval. It has come before me, like the former 
bill, irregulárly; and shows on its face evidence of mutilation. 
Section twelve of the bill presents an indorsement in red ink, 
signed by the Secretary of the Senate and the chairman of the 
Enrollment Committee, to the effect that the section was stricken 
out by Joint Resolution No. 47; but while I have no moral 
doubt that this endorsement was made before the” certificate of 
the passage of the bill was signed by the: proper officers, I must 
deal with the fact that the bill comes under my observation in 
a form which I am bound to consider officially as one of muti- 
lation. I return the bill without my signature on this suffi- 
cient ground; 'and do not deem it necessary to add any further 
objections in explanation of my inability to sign it. 

Senate Bill No. 55, entitled “An Act to incorporate the Vicks- 
burg, Yazoo Valley, and Grenada Railroad Company," is amongst 
the nümber which have come into my hands in the informal 
manner incident to the confüsion and hurry of the presentation 
of bills at the close of the last session. I return this bill with- 
out my signature, because of the following objection: Section 
nineteen levies a graduated tax upon certain lands, and in this 
particular conflicts, in my opinion, with the provision of the 
Constitution that all taxes shall be uniform. It furthermore 
provides that this tax and the issue of bonds by certain 

'eounties shall be determined by election; but it leaves open 
the question whether that election shall be determined by a 
mere majority, or, as required by the Constitution, a two-third’s 
vote. Asa plea, laxity in the issue of our credits has already 
been made a ground of damage to our commercial integrity, 1 
cannot give my approval to any. bill which presents on its face 
a means of placing our paper in market on any other “terms 
than those of the express restrictions of law. 

I return Senate Bill No. 198, entitled “An Act to réclaim and 
protect from overflow from the river Mississippi the certain 
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bottom lands therein described. This bill. assigns the transac- 
tion of a eertain publie businss to gentlemen whom it desig- 
nates. It is open to the objection that it plaees a great public 
trust at the disposition of a body of men who cannot be reached 
as other officers of the public service, hnt are beyond arrest in 
the abuse of their trust, save by quo warranto. And it is open 
to the still further objeetion that, while committing large finan- , 
cial trusts to the keeping ofthe persons it appoints, it provides 
for no safety to the public in the management of their trusts 
after the deua gustango of bond and security.

THE DRAYT-CODE, AND REPORT OF "THE JUDGES 
OF THE SUPREME COURT. 


To the fente and House of Representatives.; ;

GENTLEMEN—I submit for your consideration, as required by 
daw, the draft-Code as prepared by the Commissioners appointed 
for that purpose, and the report made thereon by the Judges of 
the Supreme Court.’ The high authority under which’ the 
objections urged to the draft-Code, i in the latter document, are 
made; entitles them to your very gravest consideration. 

Some points of the draft-Code other than those touched on 
by the Judges, appear to me objectionable. In my anxiety to 
bring the subject of the Code before you without delay, I shall 
not wait to consider these now; but propose doing so hereafter 
from time to time, as those points shall severally present them- 

selves. I will, however, offer here some suggestions that, while 
pertinent to some of the points-made by the Judges, are 
intended to be general in their application to the whole Code. 

The powers of our juries cannot be dealt with now on strict 
principles of ordinary policy. In balancing considerations for 
and against the scope of those powers, a certain weight ought 
to be attached to the present special expediency of its limita- 
tion. The failure of the State to do her duty in the past in 
educating the whites, resulted unfavorably in some localities to 
the intelligence of our juries. When the mass of new citizens, 
‘whose ‘intelligence has been held under the) repressions of 
slavery, is seen to be incorporated in the original material of 
our jaries, we must look naturally for a further deterioration in 
the enlightenment of those bodies. The common school will, 
it is true, supply a remedy for that special want of enlighten- 
ment.hereafter; but in shaping. our jurisprudence to ‘comport 
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with the facts of the time, we should recollect that our juries 
have received a large accession of that more simple intelligence 
which is not calculated to-deal in the interests of juscice with 
intricate questions or subtle arguments This consideration 
goes to settle the balance of reason on any doubtful point to 
whieh it is pertinent in favor of the limitation of the powers of 
, our juries to the fullest extent short of their fundamental right 
over questions of fact.“ 

Our Judiciary has been. remodelled on a basis which is -cal- 
. eulated to command for the bench the best men at the bar. 

The higher moral and intellectual standard of our Judges of 
the immediate future, makes the bench all the safer as a deposi- 
tory of power; and concurs in the depreciation in the qualifi- 
cation of our juries in inclining sound judgment on doubtful 
points of the Code, to the side of limitations on the scópe of 
the duties of jurors. 

The old system of our society was one favorable to procras- | 
tination. The new system is, on the contrary, one of vigor, 
which demands promptness;'and this characteristic should. be 
made to impress itself on the Code. Rapidity in the recovery 
of debts and in the punishment of crime is a-propriety of the 
- new order of things in Mississippi. The continuance of cases 
before the courts cannot, itis true, be cut off absolutely; but 
the law should go forward, after ample notice, on the gener al 
‘presumption that no citizen who may have received that notice 

shall presume to come before the court unprepared. The laws 
delays are, as a rule, unfavorable to public justice; and should, 
therefore, be placed under limitations that,-in strict fact, shall 
not necessarily abridge the right of a fair opportunity of accu- 
sation and defense; and the principle of judgment by default 
is but an assertion of the wise jurisprudence that stops short at 
any delay save that necessary to give accusation and defense a 
fair.opportunity. 

The laws of a people are a reflection of that people's char- 
acter. And the progressive development of those laws for 
three-quarters of a century, tends favorably to consolidate 
points of that character into à formulary. As the Code of 
Massachusetts is tempered with the severe spirit of the Pil- 
grim Fathers, the Code of Virginia bears the impress of the more 
genial spirit of the Cavaliers. We should, therefore, recollect 

‘that the Code of 1857, which we are now about to modify so 
that we shall engraft the new order of things on- the old, is, as 
it stands to-day, a reflection of the character.of large masses 
of our people; and all such changes in it as may be demanded 
by the discharge of our.duty in assertion of the principles of : 
the revolution which we represent, should be so made as to 
infringe to the smallest possible extent on its letter and spirit. 
"Tradition is a drapery which lends dignity to law; and concurs 
in that appeal to obedience which directs itself under a gov- 
,ernment of consent never so potently as when the law finds 
a response in the character of the people. — - 

And the general consideration which inclines wise judgment 
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on changes of the Code to the statu quo, receives now the 
corroborations of special reasons of the day. | 

Conveyancing and other subjects of our jurisprudence have 
become parts of the every day. business of the masses. Most 
intelligent white men-amongst.us, for example, can go through 
the routine of creating land titles; and the great. breadth of 
this available knowledge is of very great praetical importance 
at a moment when one-half of our eitizens have been thrown . 
suddenly from the ignorance of slavery into. the right of own- 
ing real estate. With so large a proportion of our people per- 
fect strangers to the formularies of law, we ought to be very 
cautious of any such change in those formularies as, depriving 
the new citizen of the intelligent advice of the old citizen, 
would turn all alike adrift from familiar knowledge to buffet 
towards the unknown shores of a practice more or less new, 

The best working means for considering the Code with dis- 
patch, is a subject of the first importance: Loss of time 
involves very. seriously, in the case -of a Legislature, loss of 
money. Inasmuch as much of the draft-Code has been con- 
sidered by the representatives of the people, and comes before 
you, further; consecrated as the growth of experience amongst 
our jurists and statesmen since the. creation. of the State, the 
points which will demand your special attention in considering 
the draft-Code, will be found to embrace but part of the whole. 
Even this duty may, however, ‘consume time unnecessarily, if 
not discharged under a wise mode of procedure. I take leave, 
therefore, to suggest respectfully that my own familiarity with 
the working of deliberative assemblies impresses me very 
strongly with the wisdom of your considering the draft-Code 
from day.to day, in ajoint standing committee of both houses. 

The Commissioners who have prepared the Code, the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, and such, of the. members of the two 
houses as desire to place points at issue before the committee 
should be heard under proper. restrictions as to time. The 
report of this committee when carried to the two houses, could 
be, speedily adopted under a proper appliciation of the previous 
question. ‘To these suggestions as to the mode: of procedure, 
1 have but to add that of the adoption. of the rule made to 
govern the proceedings of the Legislature of 1856, vig: That 
the Code be the standing order of.the day after ll o'clock

REPORT OF THE JUDGES OF THE SUPREME COURT. 


To His Excellency James L. Alcorn, Governor :.— 


„The undersigned, Judges of the Supreme Court, in pursuance 
of- the duty enjoined upon them-by the fourth section of the 
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act “to frame a a new Code of the laws,” etc., approved Ist June, 
A. D. 1870, beg leave to submit to your ‘Excellency the follow- 
ing suggestions: : 

Official duties have pressed so heavily and constantly upon 
us since we have received the chapters of the Code that we have 
not'been able to give to the subject as careful, thorough and 
eritical examination as, under other cir cumstances, it would 
have been our pleasure to do. 

The work, as a whole, impresses us a8 having been faithfully 
and ably done, evincing industry and careful deliberation on 
the part of the Commissioners.. Where there is so much to 
commend it is with hesitancy that we present a dissent on any 
point or propose a change. 

We have limited our speciál examination to those chapters 
and subjects that relate to what may be called general and per- 
manent jurisprudence, believing that the Legislature desired 
suggestions on these subjects rather than those which affect 
matters with which members of the Legislature may be as fa- 
miliar, or more so, than ourselves. 

We have not, in the remarks which we submit to your Excel- 
leney, pursued the regular sequence of the Chapters, nor have 
we invited attention to any point which did not seem to us to 
. be of grave importance. 


CHAPTER 21. 
TITLE: CRIMINAL ‘PROCEDURE. 


We are of opinion that the ends of public justice eel be 
better subserved by restoring the laws, in reference to appeals, 
or writ of error in criminal cases, to what it was prior to 1858. 
Instead, therefore, of section 1, article 12, page 16 of this 
chapter, which allows an appeal in all cases of conviction of an 
offense as a matter of right, we recommend a restoration of, 
the provisions of the Revised Code of 1857, as contained in 
article 306, 307, 308, section-LxHr, page 622, 

This would have the effect of preventing cases being removed 
into the Supreme Courts on frivilous objections, and for the mere 
purpose of delaying the execution of the judgment, . 

We also advise the striking out, altogether, of section 33, 
page 20, af this chapter. This would leave the ERIE referred 
to in this section as at common law. 

It would then be in the discretion of the court, to allow or 
not, a severance when two or more are indicted for the same 
offense, a discretion that may be safely lodged in the court.. 

We most seriously objeet to the last provision of the section, 
making conspirators confederates and joint actors in the higher 
grades of crime, such as murder, arson, robery, larceny, etc. 
(when jointly indicted), cómpetent witnesses for each other. 
It opens wide the door to perjury, the temptation to falsify is ` 
too great, and the chances of. ‘convicting the guilty, when there 
is a conspiracy and combination, in the commission of crime, 
is greatly weakened. This feature in our criminal law has had 
much to do with its loose administration. 
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We doubt the policy of section 61, page 20, of chapter 12, 
title “Circuit Courts,”allowing a jury de medietate lingua, because 
of the utter impracticability'i in many of the counties of getting 
fit material for such a jury. 

We advise that the terms of obtaining eontinuanees in 
criminal cases should be more stringent. It is notorious to all 
judges and lawyers of experjence, that a much used expedient 
to screen the guilty from conviction and punishment, is to con- 
tinue the case on the sworn application of the accused, until 
the witnesses for the State, and those more immediately in- 
terested in the prosecution, are wearied out by frequent attend- 
ances on the court, until finally the accused is discharged for 
want of witnesses to testify against him; oris put upon trial 
in the absence, perhaps, of the most material eriminating testi- 
mony against him. 

For remedy, we recommend that it be allowed the District 
Attorney, by counter affidavits and oral testimony, to contest 
the grounds of the application for continuance; -and if the con- 
tinuance is prayed because of the absence of a witness, and the 
court should be of opinion the reason is sufficient, the case may 
go to trial, on the admission by the District Attorney that the 
witness would, if present and examined, swear as stated in the 
affidavit—the like privilege to be accorded the defendant; if 
the District Attorney shall apply’for a continuance. But if it 
shall be^made to appear to the court, that compulsory process 
will obtain the attendance of the absent witness, and the de- 
` fendant has had no opportunity of obtaining such process, the 
cause shall be adjourned to a later day of the term, that the 
absent witness may he summoned, or may be continued at the 
discretion of the court.’ 

The sixty-eighth section, Chapter 12, title, “Circuit Courts,” 
page twenty-one, applies to instructions given by the Judge to 
the jury, in both criminal and civil cases, This is a very im- 
portant part of the jury trial, and necessary to a certain and 
correct administration of justice according to law. 

The provinces and duties of the Judge and jury are distinct, 
and to a certain extent independent of each other. The jury 
find the truth of issues of fact; the Court delivers to them the 
law which governs those facts, ‘whilst the jury is most admira- 
bly qualified to ascertain the truth of disputed questions of 
fact; it is presumed not to know the law, but must accept 
that as expounded to them by the Court. 

Now, it is a fact, noted by all lawgivers of experience, that 
the jury is not unfrequently confused by the number and refined 
distinctions of the instructions asked by counsel and given by 
the Judge, and in many cases, especially criminal cases, the 
judgments of-the inferior courts are reversed for erroneous 
instruetions, granted or refused in the hurry of jury trial; and 
At is not remarkable that in a great multiplicity of charges 
passed upon by the Judge at the close of a protracted trial, 
hurriedly put to him for instantaneous decision, that he should 
mistake in one or more of them. 
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Our deliberate opinion is that the better and safer practice 
would be for counsel on either side to present the instructions 
to the court before the argument to the jury, so that the prin- 
ciples of law that govern may be settled in advance of such 
argument. It seems to us that in this mode the duty of. the 
jury would be much simplified, and there would be fewer ver- 
diets set aside. TP E 

We also think that it should be in the power of the Judge, 
and made his duty, to distinctly lay before the jury the prin- 
ciples of law applicable to the case, and to so.alter and modify 
instructions asked by counsel or substitute others, written by 
himself, as thas this result shall be reached. 

The sixty-eighth section of Chapter 12, page 21, title, * Circuit 
Courts," does not fully meet our views on this subject. We 
therefore advise the substance of the following as substitute 
for this section: 

“No Judge in any cause, civil or criminal, shall ‘sum up or 
comment on the testimony, or chárge the jury as to the weight 
of evidence; but it shall be lawful for the Judge to charge the 
jury upon the principles of law, applicable to the case, at the 
request of either party; Provided, That eithey party may ask 
instruetions in writing, which may be granted by the Court in 
the terms asked, if they fairly present the principles of law 
applicable to the case, or if improper, may be refused: but it ` 
shall be the duty of the Court, if there shall be ertor-in law, 
confusion, ambiguity, or apparent conflict in the instructions 
prayed by the respective parties, or either of them, to so alter 
and modify the same, or substitute others in their place, as to 
charge the jury on the points of law therein raised, so far as 
applicable to the casé ; such modification, or alteration, or sub- 
stitution by the Judge to be in writing. | 

* Jt shall be the duty of the Clerk to mark the charges as 
given or refused. All the instructions granted. by the court 
shall be taken out by the jury on £heir retirement to consider of 
their verdict, and shall be a part of the record without bill of 
exceptions. Instructions may be given either before or after 
the argument of the cause to the jury.” 


CHAPTER 26. 
TITLE: HABEAS CORPUS. 


The second section of Article 3 of this. chapter paovides that 
- any Judge, Chancellor, ete., who shall willfully refuse or neglect 
to grant, or issue, or try the writ, shall be subject to impeach- 
ment. Í 
By the existing law, (see Revised Code 1857), the Judges of 
the Appellate Court are not required. to try such cases in term- 
time.. It is manifest if such duty is now imposed upon them, 
it would most seriously interfere with the public business, and 
hinder the dispatch of their present crowded docket. Nor 
would it prejudice parties detained.in custody in view of the 
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number of Chancellors and Judges to whom such applications 
may be made. The propriety of the Appellate Judge trying a 
case, that may come before him, on writ of error, may be ques- 
tioned. We recommend, therefore, that the Judges of the 
Supreme Court be not réquired to grant the writ and try it, ab 
least during terms. P 

Second—It is also recommended that the application shall 
be made to the Judge or Chancellor of the district in which 
the relator is imprisoned, unless good cause shall be shown in 
the petition to the contrary. 


CHAPTER 60. 


TITLE: PRIVATE SEALS. 


This chapter dispenses with seals (except às to corporations), 
but this change shall not affect pleadings on them, and the 
instrument shall operate, with the same effect and in the same: 

manner as if à seal was attached or so intended. - K 
' Germain to this is a portion of Chapter 25, title, * Lands.” 
The first section of this latter chapter-dispenses with the 
“ deed," as an instrument for conveying. land, and substituting 
` a writing “ signed and delivered." ` 

Our reflections have brought us to the conviction, that these 
changes proposed in tlie established law, bring no practical 
good, achieve no substantial improvements, but may entail 
injurious consequences not anticipated. There is, perhaps, as 
much. certainty in land titles, as little confusion, and less 
litigation with respect to them; than in almost any other State 
inthe Union. This, in part, arises from the fact, that the mode 
of passing interests on estates in land, has been the same from 
_the first organization of the Mississippi territory until now, and 

thatis by a deed, ** signed, sealed and delivered" by the grantor. 
This mode-is simple, and has the great advantage of being well 
understood, not only by the legal profession, but by the people 
generally. No inconvenience can possibly. result by adhering to 
a system which everybody understands, and to which no solid 
objection can be made. ; 

The common law (which is, inethis respect, the law of this 
State) divides all contracts and instruments into sealed and 
unsealed, and remedies by suit are provided -for each class; and 
in important particulars, fhe rights of parties under sealed 
instruments, differ from those that are not sealed. 

. The Commissioners, with a full recognition of these distinc- 
tions and differences, whilst in the first section of Ghapter 60 
they dispense with the seal, in the second section, provide: 
that the writing (if so intended ) shall have the effect of a sealed 
instrument, . MU 

If it shall have the effect and operation of a speciality in 
those circumstances why not let it retain its appropriate mark 
and characteristic, to-wit: the seal itself. 
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We feel confident that if these changes are made in the law, 
as the effect and consequences of them are developed in the 
Courts, experience will indicate that further legislative enact- 
ments must’ be made year after year, to bring them into 
harmony with our general jurisprudence. 

We, therefore, strongly commend that the existing mode of 
conveying land by “deed,” be retained, and that Chapter 60 be 
not adopted; adding, as a further, and by no means an unim- 
portant reason, that the law on these subjects has been sub- 
tantially the same, so long and so often expoünded, and con- 
strued in the Courts, that itis as nearly a defined and certain 
system of law, as the wit of man can make it. 

The writ of error as a means of removing a cause from the 
Inferior into the Supreme Court, is proposed to be abolished, 
and “an appeal," in a mode prescribed, is proposed. 

We have no objection, that the appeal, as recommended, be 
adopted as a concurrent mode. But we do not think it advisa- 
ble to dispense with the writ of error. 

The latter is the common law writ—its use is perfectly famil- 
iar to the bar; and under the practice that has-prevailed in the 
Appellate Court, for years, hardly an instance has occurred of 
the dismissal of a case, for any informality in the writ, owing 
to the inexperience or ignorance of the clerks. 

If the transcript of the record is filed in the Supreme Court, 
its power to amend or substitute a proper writ of error, is so 
plenary, that the litigant is sure to have his case disposed.of on 
the merits.. If, however, the case can only be brought into the 
Supreme Court by appeal, a mode wholly unknown to the com- 
mon law, and purely statutory, we are not prepared to say, if 
the clerk of the Inferior Court, from ignorance or inexperience, 
does not comply with the terms of the statute, that we might 
not be obliged to dismiss the case for want of jurisdiction, and 
thus deprive the complaining party of the privilege of a review 
of the judgment or decree. 

We would, therefore, recommend that the writ of error, as 
now in use, be retained, in addition to the appeal. 

We suggest the incorporation of the following provision, 
into the appropriate chapter: 

That upon full payment and satisfaction of a debt secured by 
mortgage or deed in trustfstrictly and ¿pso facto, the estate 
shall fully restin the grantor in the deed in trust, or in the 
mortgagor, his heirs and assigns, as the case may be. 

That there may be a prudent exercise of the taxing powers 
by the Board of Supervisors, we advise that there be added to 
the seventh section of chapter fifteen, Title, “Board of Super- 
visors,” article fourth, page fourth, the following orits substance: 

* But before any tax shall be levied for the purposes specified 
in this section, the Board of Supervisors shall make, or cause 
to be made, a careful estimate of the cost of erecting: the eourt- 
house, jail, or other county building, or bridge or bridges, as 
the case may be; and in no case shall the tax for said purposes, 
in any One year, exceed per cent. on the State tax.” 
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The propriety of this is manifest from the consideration, 
that according to our policy of taxation, the Boards of Super- 
visors do not have the power of selecting the objects of taxa- 
tion, like the Legislature. Their duty is limited to an ascer- 
tainment of the amount of money required for the year for 
ordinary county purposes, and for the extraordinary improve- 
ments mentioned in this seventh section; and then imposing 
such per centum on the rate fixed by the Legislature, for State 
taxes, as will yield the estimated amount. 

The adoption of the suggestion we make would bring before 

the board, in a tangible and approximatively certain form, the 
needs of the county; would prevent the imposition of unneces- 
sary taxes, and would better enable the board to apportion, 
through several years, the burden of costly county improve- 
ments, 
. The terms upon whieh injunctions have been obtained in 
‘practice, have been, perhaps, too easy, in many instances, 
working great hardship and injustice. We think it advisable, 
in such cases as may be convenient and practicable, to abandon 
the practice of granting the writ ex parte. 

W herever.the case is not emergent, requiring the speedy in- 
- terposition of this restraint, so as to prevent great or irrepara- 


ble wrong or injury, we think the defendant, the party to be. 


affected by it, ought to have a short notice of the time and 
place of. the application, so that he may appear and contest, if 
so advised. i 

And now, having in this very imperfect (and we regret to say 
hurried manner), attempted to perform our duty, we submit the 
foregoing to your Excellency, and through you to the Legisla- 
ture.

VETO OF JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 15. 
i ) 
To the Senate : 


GENTLEMEN—Joint Resolution No. 15, relating to officers act- 
ing without commissions, is returned herewith without my 
approval I object to it on the following grounds: l 

The power granted in the resolution, to send for persons and 
papers, is one involving an expenditure of the public money. 
No expediency of State, in my judgment, justifies this addi- 


tional burden on the tax-payers. > 
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' The presént county officers enjoy all the rights and powers. 
of officers holding by election. And chapter 15, article 189 of 
the Revised Code authorizes all county officers to-discharge the 
duties of their offices; “Provided, such officers shall first have 
given bond as required by law, and taken the oath prescribed 
by the Constitution,” “whether they have received their commis- 
sions or not. Even when the enquiry proposed in the Joint 
Resolution before me, shall have put in proof that some county 
Officers are acting without commissions, what practical good 
will have been accomplished to compensate the State for the 
eost of the enquiry, in the face of the fact that those officers 
are thus declared to be competent in law to act, even though 
they have no commissions? I object to the resolution because, 
even though it be carried out, it will have arrived at a conclu- 
sion barren of practical utility to the públic service. 

Chapter 15, article 194, of the Code of 1857, says: “ The 
official acts ofany person in possession ofany public office and" 
exercising the functions thereof, shall be valid and binding as. 
lawful official acts in regard to all persons interested therein or 
affected thereby, whether such person be lawfully entitled to hold 
such office or not, and whether such person be lawfully qualified 
. or not; but such person shall be liable to the penalties imposed 
“by law for usurping or uflawfully holding such office or exer- 

cising the functions thereof without lawful right or without 
being qualified according to law." As I have shown that ¿rreg- 
ularity in the tenure of office to the extent of the absence of a 
, commission, does not taint the acts of the officer, and that, 
therefore, the enquiry proposed can accomplish nothing for the 
public good, so do I show here that any holding of office in 
even direct violation of law, is a subject to be dealt with not 
by the Legislature, but by the courts. . 

The Legislature has the power to lay down the conditions of 
appointmentto office, and to prescribe the forms and terms for. 
issuing commissions to officers. This, the Legislature has done, 
as is seen in the Code of 1857, modified by- Act of 1870, page 
150, to meet the present order of things. But an officer, once 
entered on his duties, the question, whether or not he be fully 
empowered to act—whether or not he Kas entered on his duties 
in full accordance with the will of the Legislature, as embodied 
in law—is a question belonging, under our system of govern- 
ment, to the Executive, whose duty itis “to see that the laws 
are faithfully executed," and to the Judiciary. And article 3, 
section 2, of the Constitution, speaking of the co-ordinate de. 
partments of the government, declares that “no person or col- 
lection of persons, being one of these departments, shall exer- 
cise any power properly belonging to either of the others, except 
in the instances hereinafter expressly directed or permitted.” 
Inasmuch as that instrument makes no exception, giving the 
Legislature jurisdiction over questions of the Executive, or.in- 
terpretation of the law governing the holding of office; and, 
inasmuch as the State is fully protected under the law of 1870, 
wh'erein the power is conferred on the Governor to make re- 
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movals from office, I can see no practical good to result from 
the enforcement of the resolution now before me.

VETO OF HOUSE BILL NO. 46. 


To the House of Representatives: 

` GENTLEMEN—I return without my approval, H. B. No. 46, en- 
titled “An Actfortherelief of Kate S. Minor." I object to this 
Act on the following grounds: 

The revenue law approved July the 9th, 1870, says in section 
3, that “any person who may feel aggrieved at anything in the 
assessment of his property, may' appear before the Board of 
Equalization, either in person or by agent, and have the same 
corrected in such manner as to said Board shall appear just and 
equitable, and from the decision of the Board there shall be no 
appeal.” Isit, lask, expedient to go behind the finality thus 
given to the proceedings of the Board of Equalization, by open- 
ing up a system of appeal to the Legislature? 

If the right of. special appeal is to be given at all, it can be 
given with more propriety to the Board of Equalization than 
to the Legislature, for the latter body does not possess the 
qualification of the former to deal with questions of local 
valuations. To cutoff appeal to all other tribunals, and allow 
it to be made to.the Legislature, is to throw open the door to a 
species‘of legislation which will throng before it to the extent 
of a serious public grievance. Tor if one such case be enter- 
tained, we can assign no limit to the numbers that will be sure 
to follow. And as a question of economy, it would be much 
cheaper to grant a total release from taxation to any one deter- 
mined to obtain relief from, unjust assessment by legislative 
enactment, than to expend the time of the Legislature in the 
consideration of. such an enactment. Inasmuch as Kate S. 
Minor has failed to employ the ordinary means of redress, it 
would, I submit, have been better, under all the circumstances, 
to let her suffer a loss of one hundred dollars for the accident 
or neglect which will have caused her that loss, than that that 
accident or neglect shoulá have been made to place the burden 
of an expenditure of several hundred dollars on the whole 
people,

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VETO OF HOUSE BILL NO. 200. 


To the House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN—-I return without my approval, H. B. No. 200, , 
entitled “An Act to change the name of Martha J. Fulture.” 
My objections to it are these: Such a bill as the one before me 
exceeds the power of the Legislature, save with the consent of 
the owner of the estate to which it creates an heirship. The 
petition of that owner is a fundamental condition of the 
authority of such legislation, and ought, therefore, to be not 
only cited in the preamble, but be preserved amongst the State 
records, subject to any future necessity for its use as proof. 
I object to the bill because of its want of any evidence on its 
face of compliance with these essential proprieties. Section 5, . 
artiele 41, of the Revised Code, makes the changing of names 
and the creation of special heirships functions of the Judiciary. 
It lays down formulary under which the results sought in the 
bill before me are proposed to be accomplished, and assigns 
their accemplishment to the Circuit Court. Whilethe Legisla- 
ture has undoubted right to alter this ordinary proceeding of 
law, that alteration in special cases is always one of doubtful 
expediency in face of superior economy and superior fitness of 
the Cireuit Court as a tribunal for dealing with such questions. 
If, however, the Legislature wish to go in those cases behind 
the law as it now stands, I suggest that it may save a mass of 
special legislation by whatever amendatory enactment may be 
necessary to bring those cases within the operation of some 
general proceeding.

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An equitable distribution of taxation is the object of assess- 
ment. The changes that take place in the values of different 
landed estates, may be held to go on for two, three, or, perhaps, 
even four years, without any very important-disturbance in the ' 
relative uniformity of their assessments. * The superior energy 
of one man, or the superior capital of another, may, it is true, 
add to the value of the landed estate of either in a degree 
beyond that of the average; but time is & necessary element. 
in the development of those exceptional results to an extent 
caleulated to involve any serious disturbance in the equitable 
distribution” of the public burdens. And this consideration 
appears to me to justify the conclusion that there is no sutli- 
cient. reason, in fact, why the assessments of land should be 
made annually.  : E A i 

Without extensive observation of inequalities developed in 
individual assessments, from year to year, the interval at which 
those assessments should be made cannot be fixed specifically. 
That the work of assessing costs from fifty to sixty thousand 
dollars is, however, a general fact which goes to show that the 
small irregularities in the distribution of the public burdens do 
not compensate the tax payers generally for frequent assess- 
ment of land. : That outlay represents, at a tax of one-half of 
one per cent., a valuation of eleven millions of dollars. Inas- 
much as its expenditure on a review of an assessment, can 
grant no relief to the masses of the tax payers when the excep- 
tional cases of enhancement of value shall not have reached 
eleven millions, I think it safe to conclude that, in the interest 
of the publie as a whole, that review ought not to take place 
more frequently than every three years. 

The present order of assessment is highly objectionable. 
My first message of the present session will have pointed out. 
to you the looseness of a valuation fixed on the ideas of indi- 
viduals as to the value of their property. A man's individual 
interest is permitted to come into free operation under this 
system, to blind his judgment or tempt his conscience. The 
law sets a premium, in this way, on dishonesty or selfishness, 
to the injury of the generous or conseientious. The inequali- 
ties which result, thus in the distribution of the public bur- 
dens, may be reduced by presenting the property owner with 
some specific form of interrogatory' as to the value of his 
estate. 

The greater part of our taxes is raised on agricultural lands. 
General uniformity in the valuation of those may, certainly, be 
obtained by predicating their assessment on their capacity to 
yield. When the land produces a bale of cotten per acre, the 
assessment may be set down fairly at twice that proper to the 
assessment of land which produces but half a bale to the acre. 
And a valuation based on this specific ground, not only presents 
à more exact question to the owner's conscience, but, farther- 
more, places the response of that conscience more positively 
under the check of the intelligence of the assessor. This 
simple principle will I submit, obtain the highest possible 
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degree of uniformity in the distribution of the greater part of 
the burdens. " 

Houses, farm buildings, wild lands and lands affected iñ their 
value by proximity to towns or cities, cannot be reduced so 
satisfactorily as.agriculturallands generally, to a basis of uni- 
form valuation. Even agricultural lands within one or two or 
three miles of our larger towns or cities might be exempted 
with propriety from the rule measuring the value of lands by 
their yield. These and also wild lands generally, may be taken 
out of the operation of the present loose > system, in the interest 
of uniformity; by placing the question of their values before 
the owners in the more exact form of an interrogatory as to 
the amount for which the owners of each would sell it for cash. 
Houses, farm buildings, and other special improvements may 
be set down under a higher degree of uniformity than that 
obtainable under the present system, at a valuation made on 
the principle of deducting from the original cost, .a percentage 
representing their actual depreciation. 

The uniformity of assessment obtainable, by carrying out 
the assessment on general principles, the Boards of Equaliza- 
tion may be dispensed with. Those bodies may be held to be, 
in any event, a disturbing agency in reference to general uni- 
formity of taxation. They affect that uniformity not only by 
their reflection in some cases, of the landed influence, and in 
other cases of the landless influence, but they reflect it by that 
old evil of our body politie, the greed and' dishonesty of the 
local politican. As the nature of men is not changed by the 
overthrow of ‘systems, we must be prepared to witness the 
spirit which plundered, in the past, the School Funds of the 
counties and all other local trusts, still ready for evil under the 
new order of things. Our duty demands that we so-fence 
around the agencies of public service in the counties, as to 
arrest the operation of that permanent source of wrong. As 
amongst the means of doing so, I may call your attention to 
the wisdom of restricting the rights of Boards of Equalization 
over tlie Assessors' rolls to the special cases which may be 
brought before them ón appeal. 

Thirty per cent. of the assessment of Washington county 
has been cut off by the Board of Equalization, with the avowed 
intention, Lam assured, of reducing the amount of taxes paya- 
ble to the State, in order to leave all the larger margin for the 
taxes to be made payable for local expenditures! On this 
special ground, and on the general ground set forth above, I 
recommend that, predicating the assessment on a d basis 
of uniform application throughout the State, you adopt the rule 
of adhering in the assessments to the individual responsibility 
of the ‘property-owner ‘and of the Assesor, subject to the limita- 
tion of a'right of appeal, ums these two differ, to the Boards 
of Supervisors. © 

The percentage-pay ment given Assessors does not work satis- 
factorily as a rule, without limitation. In bringing the personal 
interest of that officer to confront the personal interest of the tax- 
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payer, it presents, it is true, a guarantee for the fullness of the 
assessment and should, therefore, be sustained when this 
advantage is'not more than counterbalanced br co-existent 
disadvantages. In the cases of counties so poor that the per 
cent. paid the Assessor does not give him a sufficient induce- 
ment to devote himself to his work zealously, I propose to 
limit the operation of percentage-payment, by fixing the 
minimum compensation at two hundred and fifty dollars.. In 
the richer counties where the percentage paid amounta to a sum 
much in excess of the actual value of the work, the principle of 
the individual interest of the Assessor, in favor of the fullnes of 
the assessment, is not worth, in practice, the amount of money 

which may be saved by limiting the system of percentage-pay- 
ment to a maximum of fifteen hundred dollars. This maximum 
on the one hand, and that minimum on the other, an allowance 
of five per cent. as commissions to operate within those limits, 
will give ample compensation and reasonable assurance for a 
faithful assessment, without any additional burden on the 
public uuder the plea ot service to the eounties.. Chapter III, 

section 1, article 2, of the Revised Code, fixes the compensa- 
tion of Assessors at five per cent. with minimum and maximum 
of one and five hundred dollars; the sum proposed by me, 
while greatly in excess of this, will not be held to be extravagant, 
when the changed condition of affairs and the large excess of 
labor necessary to the work is properly considered. 

Apart from our duty to. the tax-payers, excessive incomes 
from office are calculated tolower the motives governing public 
life. In a government of the people, like that of the new order 
of things, we must see to it with jealousy, that the taxes taken 
from the poor shall not be applied to the creation of fortunes 
for publie servants. On these grounds I call your attention to 
objections to the present system of assessing as well as of 
collecting the revenues. The law as it now stands, I .am 
assured, yields to the Assessors in some counties in this 
State, from five to eight thousand dollars for a few month's 
work, a work that in | former times is shown, by the passage 
above recited from the Code of 1857, to have never exceeded a 
maximum of five hundred dollars. 

On the subject of tax-collections 1 beg leave to .call your 
attention to chapter III, section 2, article 6 of the Revised Code; 
the commission allowed under that law for all taxes collected 
was fixed at the rate of five per cent. on sums not exceeding 
thrée-thousand dollars, and on all.sums in excess of that, at the 
rate of three per cent. The State tax will henceforth be consid- 
erably higher than it was formerly because of the greater 
breadth and more searching functions ‘of a government of 
universal freedom. The school tax is a constant addition to 
the taxes hereafter; and may be held to represent an. average 
increase of our taxation to the extent of, I presume, one hun- 
dred and fifty per cent. The superior vigor of a-eystem of free 
labor will call for a more active dischar ‘ge of those local duties 
which constitute subjects of taxation in the several counties. 
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This, too, is another ground on which we may look in the future 
for large additions to the amount of taxes collected .under the 
old order of things. With & permanent increase in the amount 
to be colleeted of, very probably, two hundred per cent., we may 
very well conclude that, if the sum recited from the Code of 
1857 paid the Tax-collector in old times, that percentage is now 
sufficiently higli. — a l 

The taxing power under the control of the Boards of School 
Directors is said, in. many instances, to be exercised with 
unnecessary severity. Schemes for brick school-houses and 
extravagant salaries to teachers give concurrence to these charges 
and entitle them to full consideration. To obviate any such 
abuse of the trust placed in the hands of these officials, it is of 
great importance that we remove the selections of men for the 
School Boards from the suspicion or the temptation of a system 
of rewards for local politicians. With that view 1 recommend 
earnestly that the per diem of the School Directors be abolished 
and that the only reward for their services shall be that very 
high oneof assignmentto a most honorable duty. Whilesaving 
thus for £he School Fund thousands of dollars, expended now 
in useless sittings of Directors, we will give to our school 
administration that vigor and purity of purpose which are 
obtained throughout the States of the North by a system of 
anpaid Boards of Directors. 

The colored people have shown a highly commendable zeal 
and public spirit in reference to school-houses and school sites. In 
the county of Holmes, 1 am informed, that they have donated 
six or seven sites-and buildings for school-houses. A similar 
response to the school law may be expected on the part of the 
whites. And there can be no doubt of the policy of' resting 
the operation of. the school law as far as possible on the spor- 
taneous action of the people. I, therefore, submit to your— 
honorable bodies that a further limit be set upon the power of 
taxation for school houses, so that the structures shall be of the 
very simplest character, save when the appeal of that fact to the 
public spirit of the citizen shall have brought out, as it will in 
most cases, an effective co-operation from private individuals. 
, The “teachers fund” is a head of taxation which may be 
well reduced within smaller dimensions, if we are to judge by 
the salaries given to teachers. My message of last session on 
the subject of publie schools (page 12, Appendix to House 
Journal of 1870), cites the fact that the cost of teachers accord- 
ing to the statistics of the National Bureau of Education, is 
$9,50 per pupil of the daily average of attendance, thirty-two 
pupils representing that daily average attendance, the cost of 
teaching each school on the average of the several States and 
Territories covered by those statistics, amounted to but $304 
per annum. Een ; i 

Our school system is but an infant establishment. Weought 

- o be content at present with placing it in operation on a very 
modest basis. Its success put in evidence at that level, we can 
advance gradually by judicious steps; but we will risk every-

thing of its future if we load it now with burdens beyond its 
strength. The simpler elements of knowledge are the great 
subjects to be dispensed to the people now; and we certainly 
Show a lack of wisdom in hazarding the supply of that general 
want by forcing our school system suddenly into such advanced 
edueation .as that in French and music. Let the common 
school, at the level suitable to the general wants of the poor, 
be set going first; and, in the course of time, it will elevate’ 
itself spontaneously into the higher school which conveys 
instruction at thelevelof the academy. The class of teachers 
in the one case is not the class in the other; and for the sixteen 
or eighteen hundred dollars a year that has to be paid to the 
one, we can employ six times that number of teachers for the 
masses of the poor. While teachers in Jackson, for example, 
receive $140 or $150 a month to train children at the grade of 
the high school, either the *teachers'-fund-tax" is so unwisely 
distributed in. this county that children outside of Jackson 
must be supposed to continue in ignorance for want of teach- 
ers, or the teachers'-fund-tax is unnecessarily high. 

The taxing power of the Boards of Supervisors appears, from 
many communications made to me on the subject, to be abused. 
In Issaquena county, J am assured, it is being exercised to the 
enormous amount of nine hundred. per cent. on the State tax! 
Contracts for court-houses, bridges, roads, are being let out in 
all parts of the State to an extent that threatens the people 
with grievous burdens. This State of things will go on, if not 
checked, to the full extent of a power that knows no limit within 
that of the avarice of men by whom it is wielded. When 
advised in time I ean, itis true, arrest this evil, as I have in 
some cases by removals from office; but an evil having, like 
that under review, its foundation in humanity, cannot be held 
in check but by an agency omnipresent as that of restraints of 
legislation. 1, therefore, recommend earnestly that the issue of 
credits by Boards of Supervisors shall be placed immediately 
under rigid restrictions; and that their powers of taxation be 
limited to two hundred per eent. on the State tax. 

Washington is, 1 fear, not the only county in which the 
assessment may be supposed to be tainted by improper pur- 
poses. Issaquena is, I have reason to suspect, not the only 
county in which the local taxation is fixed at a rate amounting 
to oppression. - 

The revenue law of last session provides that the assess- 
ments shall begin on the Ist day of January in each year. 
Inasmuch.as few, or none of the Assessors had completed their 
work for last year before that date, few or none of them may be 
supposed to have made as yet any progress in the work for this 
year. I récommend, therefore, that an Act be passed as soon as 
possible,so altering the 12th section of the revenue law, and 
the 3d section of the law supplemental thereto, as to extend the 
time for commencing this year's assessment until your honorable 
houses shall have given the subject a searching reconsideration. 

I submit that it is highly expedient to suspend the further. 
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collection of taxes until the 1st of April next. This is expe- 
dient in order to give time to the Auditor of -Public Accounts 
for a thorough review of -the assessment rolls. It is expedient 
in order that the taxes levied in ignorance of the amount of the 
basis of taxation-may be reviewed ndw under the light of our 
knowledge of that amount. Itis expedient for the purpose of 
giving time for an inquiry into the rates of local taxation with 
a view to a determination of the limits proper to that taxation. 
It is expedient so as to avoid the penalty of fifty per cent. 
which, taking effect on the tax-payers after the first proximo, 
under the law as it now stands, will, if enforced, make the 
collection of the taxes a work of questionable results to the 
Treasury, and of universal outcry on the part of the people.

VETO: OF HOUSE BILL NO. 54. 


To the House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN—Herewith Ireturn without my approval, H. B. 
No. 54, entitled “An Actto legalize assessments of land and per- 
sonalty in this State for the year 1870, and for other purposes.” 
My inability to give my approval to the bill arises on the fol- 
lowing objections: 

The assessment rollis which the bill before me proposes to 
legalize, have been brought in question in a manner which 
leaves me under the belief that in some cases they are not just. 
I can certainly not give my consent to the legalization of “ alí 
the acts of the Boards of Supervisors in receiving, equalizing 
and raising of said assessments," when. I am forced to believe 
that they are tainted in some instances by such faithlessness as 
that in which the Board of Supervisors of Washington. county 
. have cut off one-third of the amount of the assessment in 

order to reduce the State tax so as to give a wider field for the 
levy of local taxes, ` 

The extension of time granted in “the case of the Census 
and the Militia rolls of the several counties," is too short. 
Some of these not having been yet delivered, the extension to 
the first of this month will -require further legislation in order 
to cover the cases of those rolls which have come in since, and 
which may be expected to come in at an early day. I object, 
therefóre, to the extension granted in the bill because it does 
not fully cover the objects of that extension. , 

, One month is the time granted hy way of extension “for the 
collection, advertising, selling and making settlement with the 
Auditor of Public Accounts” for taxes. I submit, respectfully, 
that the extension is'too short. The revenue law of the last 
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session, and the Act supplemental thereto, proceeded on the 
assumption that the assessment rolls would be completed on 
the third Monday of last December. "They are not completed 
yet! A delay very little po of two months has already taken 
place in the delivery of the rolls. The brief time allowed in 
those laws for the delivery of the rolls to the proper officer, the 
operation of the penalty of 50 per cent., and the summary pro- 
ceedings for recovery of taxes due, make those laws, as they 
Stand, measures of severity. The extension of the time for the 
operation of these penal measures by but one month, when the 
time at which the taxes become due—the date of the delivery 
of the rolls—has been extended in fact "tivo months, would be 
an aggravation of that severity so great that it would push its 
vigor into violence. 

"The taxes that fall due on the delivery of the rolls on idis 
13th of February, regardless of the fact that some of the rolls 
may not be delivered until March, ought certainly not to be ' 
made payable under a penalty of 50 per cent. so soon as the 
first Monday of April. Such unnecessary severity involves a 
harshness which will rather serve to defeat than to secure its 
own object, by endangering a cheerful compliance with the law. 

For the foregoing, and other reasons, not necessary to be 
added here, I regret that I do not feel justified in giving my 
approval to the bill before me, but hold myself ready to give 
prompt concurrence 1n a proper remedy for the relief of Asses- 
sors and the prompt collection of the revenue.

THE STATE MILITIA. 
To the Senate and House of dida E 


GENTLEMEN—In apprehension of organized defiance of the law 
in Eastern counties of the State, I took Steps for the organi- 
zation in those counties of certain companies of militia. With 
that view I ordered Major General Stafford to proceed to that 
part of the State to organize and muster in companies of white 
men, and at the same time ordered Col. Ireland, of the Ist regi- 
ment of Hinds county, to organize and muster in in that part 
of the State companies of colored men. In that service those 
officers have incurred certain personal expenses, and have 
: devoted to it labor and time. They send to me the accompa- 
nying letters making inquiries as to their compensation, and’ 
while I hold myself clothed with ample power under the law, 
as it stands, to meet the claims of those officers for their 
services and outlays in organizing the militia, I prefer submit- 
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ting the question to your honorable bodies in view of the 
following circumstances: : 

The Auditor of Publie Accounts labors under some difficulty 
as to the obligation resting on him under. my certificate of 
accounts presented by the Pay master General for services under 
the militia law. ' He appears to think that while I am autliorized 
by the law to equip a certain force, or to call out the militia; 
that I cam do so but by his free consent to pay the bills which 
I may have approved for the expenses incurred in discharging 
those duties. In iny unwillingness to stand harshly on any 
right to which an officer of the government demurs in convic- 
tion of duty, I submit to the decision of the Legislature the 
question of the claims of Major General Stafford and Colonel 
Ireland, with a view to their disposition under some general 
provision. if indeed any such provision shall be deemed neces- 
sary, to complete the power given me in the militia law'as it 
stands. The Assessors enrollment being now in the hands of 
the Adjutant General for nearly all-the counties of the State, I 
contemplate steps at an early day for carrying out the organi- 
zation of the militia. Asa preliminary to that service, however, 
I seek in the first instance an expression of the will of the Leg- 
islature on the subject brought- here under its attention, so 
that I may go forward with the work without any doubts on the 
part of the Auditor of Publie Accounts as to his duty to issue 
warrants on such requisitions of the Paymaster General as shall 
have received my certificate.

VETO OF SENATE BILL NO. 15. 


To the Senate : 


GENTLEMEN—Herewith I return to the House in which it 
originate, S. B. No. 15, entitled “An Act to repeal certain por- 
tions of an Act entitled an Act to provide for filling temporarily 
the various city, town, county, district, or other public offices in 
the State, and for other purposes.” 

My objections to the bill thus returned, are as follows: 

The Act which the bill before me undertakes to repeal, may 
be supposed, on a surface view of the question, to be in conflict 
with the Constitution. As this supposition may have entered 
into the reasons calling for the proposed repeal, I shall take 
leave to show here that the supposition is a violation of funda- 
mental principle and settled practice. 

Article 6, section 11, of the Constitution, says: “The Judges 
of the Circuit Courts shall be appointed by the Governor, with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, and shall hold their offices 
for the term of six years.” 

Article 6, section 3, declares that “the term of. office of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court shall be nine years." Is the six 
year term in the first of these cases, or the nine years term in 
the latter, fixed in reference to the office-holder absolutely?  . 

Section 29 of the bill of rights, a bill of rights not of office- 
holders, but of the people, says: “No person shall ever be 
elected or appointed to any office in this State for life or during 
good behavior, but the term of all offices shall be for some 
specificd period." And thus do we understand the term fixed 
for public office in the Constitution to be, not a guarantee in the 
interest of the officer, but a limitation in the interest of the peo- 
ple. ‘While that limitation is absolute in reference to the rights 
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it is designed to protect, it may be shown by the very text of 
the Constitution, not to speak of the expediency of things 
which enter into the construction of that text, to apply, in 
reference to the rights of the office-holders, conditionally. 

The conditional application of the term of office, in reference 
to the officer, is seen where article 6, section 5, of the Constitu- 
tion provides, in the case of the Supreme Court, for the filling 
of vacancies occasioned by “death, resignation, or removal.” 
That the term of office applies to-the officer conditionally, may 
be seen.again where article 4, sections 28 and 30, makes all 
civil officers, Judges included, liable under trial, by impeach- 
ment, to removal from office. That the tenure of office is not 
only limited in the interests of the people, but that itis subject, 
even during the period of that limitation, to conditions in the 
interests of the people, is still seen more broadly where article 
4, section 31, of the Constitution provides that “for reasonable 
cause which shall not be sufficient ground forimpeachment, the 
Governor shall, on the joint address of two-thirds of each 
branch of the Legislature, remove from office the Judges of the 
Supreme and Inferior Courts" And this condition of the 
tenure of office is made to apply, be it remembered, to the ease 
of officers. of State who stand before the Governor and the 
Legislature covered with the constitutional independence of a 
distinct branch of the Government. i 

Pass from those high officers of State who are protected by 
the special independence of a co-ordinate branch of the Gov- 
ernment, to the class of officers, who, the direct subordinates 
of the Executive, .are the subject of the Act in question, the 
legal view of the subject in that case is as follows: 

Article 6, section 19 of the Constitution says: “And 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court and the Clerk, of the Chancery 
Court shall be elected by the qualified voters of the several 
counties, and shall hold their offices for the term of four years.” 
Article 6, section 20, declares that “the qualified voters 
of each county shall elect five persons by districts, for the term 
of two years, who shall constitute Boards of Supervisors for 
each county.” But article 6, section 26 shows that neither 
the four years’ term in the one case, nor the two years” 
term in the other, are put otherwise than provisionally when it 
says: “Clerks, Sherifís, and other county officers, for willful 
neglect of duty or misdemeanor in office, shall be liable to pre- 
sentment or indictment by the grand jury and trial by the petit 
jury, and upon conviction shall be removed from office.” To 
cite the term of office fixed in the Constitution by way of limi- 
tation in the interests of the people, against. the principle of 
removal from office in the same interests, is shown by the next 
foregoing provisions to be what logicians call arguing in a cit- 
cle, to be, in fact, citing the Constitution against itself. 

Fhe right of removal being reserved expressly in the funda- 
mental laws, the question arises: to what extent does that right 
apply? Article 5, section 26 says: “A Sheriff, Coroner, 
Treasurer, Assessor, and Surveyor shall be elected in each 
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county, by the qualified voters thereof, who shall hold their 
oflices for two years, unless sooner removed.” ‘What is the scope 
of these general terms; “unless sooner removed ?" Article 
5, section, 39 , Says: “All officers named in this article shall 
hold their offices during the term for which they were elected, 
unless removed by ‘impeachment or «otherwise? What 
is the scope of this general term “otherwise?’ Three forms 
of proceeding in removal from office are specified in the Con- 
stitution. Is there any reason in the text of that instrument 
for supposing that the specification of those three forms 
excludes all other forms? Removals by proceedings under the 
writ of quo warranto are certainly not excluded. To suppose 
the exclusion of these proceedings were to suppose the absurd. 
And as the specifications of the Constitution are seen thus not 
to limit the right of removal, we are led-irresistibly to the con- 
clusion that the only limit to that right lies in the principle 
which interprets all Constitutions under the light of the essen- , 
tial expediencies of things. 

The right of removal "brought within the operation of the 
essential 'expediences of the working of our Government in the 
interests of the people, let it be asked : 

If a subordinate officer ought to be removed on the close of 
proceedings by impeachment, should his wrong-doing be 
allowed to go on in all cases under the positive knowledge of 
the Governor, until a meeting of the Legislature? Would 
such a course be in consonance with the principle which inter- 
prets the Constitution in the interests, not of the office- 
holder, but of the people, under the Hehe of essential expedien- 
cies of its workings ? 

If a County Treasurer appropr s $5,000 of the publie 
money out of one month's receipts, must the Legislature be 
held excluded from giving power to the Governor to intervene, 
rather than permit that treasurer to appropriate $5,000 more 
outof another month's receipts, pending a sitting of a grand 
jury, ora meeting of the Legislature? If an Assessor of Taxes 
is shown to be incompetent or corrupt whereby the State is de- 
frauded of her revenues, or the tax-payers of the county out- 
raged, mustit be held that an indictment followed by “the 
laws delays," or an appeal to the Legislature-at a cost of two 
thousand dollars a day, to try the case, cofistitute the only 
agencies through which the State can look for deliverance from 
a “corrupt Or incompetent ministerial offieer whose continuance 
would be injurious to the revenues of the State? Would such 
a rendering be in consonance with the principle which inter- 
prets the Constitution i in the interests, not of the office-holder, 
but.of the people, under the light of the essential expediencies 
of the system? 

The right of the Legislature to give the Governor power to | 
remove his subordinates from office does not rest on abstract 
deduction. It is well settled in practice. The old Constitution 
says, in article 5, section 19, “A Sheriff and one or more 
Coroner's, a Treasurer, Surveyor, and Ranger, shall be elected 
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in éach county by the qualified electors thereof, who shall hold 
their offices for two years, unless sooner removed. ” . The Code 
of laws adopted under that Constitution speaking. of the Sheriff 
says (chap. iii, sec. 2, art. 8, Rev. Code of 1857): “The Auditor 
within thirty days after.the "time when the returns of Tax Col- 
lectors are to be made, shall furnish to the Governor a list of 
all who may be in default, with the amount of taxes due from 
each, and the Governor may thereupon remove such defaulter 
From office. ” And thus have the words “ unless sooner removed” 
received, in the settled practice of the State, an interpretation 
whieh, under the principle of working. expediency, makes the 
tenure of office subject to the right of removal in the interests 
of the people. The old Constitution provides that “A State 
Treasurer and Auditor of Public Accounts shall be elected by 
the qualified voters of the State, who shall hold their offices for 
the term of two years, unless sooner removed.” ‘The Rev. Code, 
chap. vi, sec. 1; art. 7, makes these two.high officers, officers 
elected by the whole ‘body of the electors of the State, remova- 
ble, in these words, by the Governor: “If he shall at any time 
discover or have reason to suspect that either of said officers 
has been guilty of embezzlement, peculation, or defalcation, or 
fraud, in his said office, he shall forthwith suspend said officer 
From his said office." 
. For all the foregoing reasons I submit that, to suppose the 
power of the Governor in pursuance of an Act of the Legisla- 
ture to make removals of such officers ag are embraced in the 
provisions of the Act under review, to be unconstitutional, is a 
violation of sound principle and settled practice. The principle - 
and the practice pointed out in the foregoing cases apply, be it 
recollected, to executive officers holding “ander the solemn sanc- 
tion of election by the people. In how much greater force 
then must we hold that’ principle and practice to apply to such 
officers holding under the less solemn sanction of individual 
appointment? The appointing power carries with it, as by 
corollary, the removing power. The principle in the case of 
appointments by popular election, cannot be applied directly; 
but it is applied in the only way. practicable in that case by the 
several forms of proceeding laid down in the Constitution and 
in the Code in assertion of the rights of removal. Under the 
expediencies. of the case, the right of removal incident to the 
right of appointment by election, is exercised by the people 
through their agents, the Courts, tbe Legislature, the Gover- 
nor. The -suffrage.of the whole people of the State has cón- 
ferred the appointing power, under special circumstances, 
upon the present Governor; and may be fairly held to have 
conferred with it the corelative power of removal in an extraor- 
dinary degree. 

To say tliat the Legislature cannot bestow upon the Execu- 
tive rights over his own appointees, which it can bestow and 
has bestowed over officers holding, “by the higher tenure of 
popular election, is to say what is simply. absurd. 

The Act which the bill before ‘me undertakes to repeal was 
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passed under peculiar circumstances. From two thousand to 
twenty-five hundred offices were to be filled throughout the 
State, with the consent of the Senate, by the Governor's 
appointment. This vast amount of responsibility confronted 
us at a time when there had been already an interregnum of 
civil government. Grave questions had been raised at that time 
as to the power of the municipal offieers of the government. 
The Courts had been disorganized; the bench was vacant; the 
writ of habeas corpus was suspended, for the reason that there , 
was no Judge in the State to grant it. Immediate action in ap- | 
pointments to office was demanded in order to obtain even legal 
service of process. Work, whieh if executed with proper care, 
would have consumed the labor of a whole year, had, therefore, 
to be pressed to completion within a few weeks. Both the Gov- 
ernor and the Senate felt, under the nécessity of the case, con- 
strained to go forward with the duty of setting going the 
agencies of law and order at the rate of thirty or forty and 
often times as many as a hundred appointments a day; and . 
consequently without an opportunity of the inquiry and reflec- 
tion necessary ordinarily to a duty so impórtant and responsible. 
I ask the Legislature earnestly to consider whether under these 
circumstances itbe just to the Executive, just to the Senate, 
just to the people of the State, to cut off whatever power. 
remains for the correction of the many errors of selection that 
must necessarily have followed such unavoidable haste. 

The Act which the bill before me would repeal is in the * 
nature of a compact. The appointments that have been made, 
were dealt with by the Executive and probably by the Senate, 
in view of the provisions of that Act. The surrender made of 
my judgement and conscience to the local representatives, in 
consideration of the emergency of the moment, would never 
have been made, had 1 supposed myself, when doing so, hand- 
ing over the people to, men who were strangers to me, without 
any power whatever to put à summary stoppage to any result- 
ingevils. The Senate would, no doubt, have refused to give 
its consent to hundreds of my appointments to office, had it 
supposed itself consenting to very possible wrongs without any 
-- remedy sufficiently rapid to supply timely rightings. By right 
of the individual responsibility incurred by me, on the faith of 
the safe-guard placed in my hands in the form of the power of 
removal, I object earnestly to the bill befor me, because of its 
violation of the guarantee which assured my conscience in dis- 
charging a solemn trust, on the representations of the several 
delegations which constitute your honorablebodies. . 

A large proportion of the men appointed to office were, I- 
repeat, utter strangers to me. Without time to ascertain the 
wishes of the people of each county as to the rival candidates, 
I had, I repeat, no alternative left me in making" the selections 
but that of placing my conscience and judgment in the hands 
of thé several legislative delegations. Even those delegations 
themselves were, in many cases, deceived; and in several of 
these have urged me to exercise the power which the bill before 
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me would repeal,in order to revise the wrongs into which I 
had been led, by their. misapprehensions. I hold now in my 
hands many applieations from members of your honorable 
bodies to stillfurther revise the appointments made by the 
. exercise of my-power of removal. I hold action in those cases 
subjeet to the final action of the Legislature on the bill before 
me. s : 

Even though a majority of the Legislature may continue to 
think thatitcan afford to assume before the people, the re- 
sponsibility of repealing the provision whose very existence on 
the statute book, as a menace, is a wholesome restraint upon 
evil-doers in the public service, I feel bound as a duty to my 
office and myself to wash my hands, as I do in this communi- 
cation, clean of of any such responsibility. ` 

Sound in principle, sustained in practice, and called for by 
every consideration of public good and political policy, the Act 
"which the bill before me would repeal, cannot be repealed with 
my consent or approval. <

` The resolution before me proceeds on the principle that the 
Building Committee of both Houses is to be paid at the rate of 
eight dollars per day for every day during the progress of the 
contracts for work on the Capitol and.the Lunatic Asylum. 
Three thousand dollars a year being paid an architect for the 
superintendence of the work-on the part of the State; and this 
fact leaves meat a loss to understand what service the members 
of the Building Committee can be supposed to be.engaged on 
during the progress of the work. From the time of the first 
publication .of the advertisement calling for bids, a certain 
interval elapsed, during which the Building Committee appears 
to me to have-had no conceivable employment in the interest 
of the State. When I object on these grounds to the principle 
on which the resolution before me proceeds, in making the pay 
of the Building Committee go on continuously, I am sustained 
by the inference of the provision of law setting apart for their 
expenses the sum of but one thousand dollars. 
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Forty.dolalrs a day for the Building Committee, and about nine 
d.llars a day for the architect, would represent from the 21st 
of July, 1870, to: the 14th of February,.1871, upwards of ten' 
thousand dollars. | About eighty thousand dollars ijeing the 
total amount expended in that time on the works of tlie com- 
mittee, the cost of the superintendence would amount, on the 
prineiple embodied in tlie resolution before me, to upwards of 
twelve per cent ! 

Under the text of the resolution L see. no réason why the 
Building Committee shall. not receive pay as such committee 
while they receive also their pay as members of the Legislatúre. 
1n that view of the case, the one hundréd and twenty thousand 
dollars to be expended xi the contract for the Lunatic Asylum. 
during the next twelve’ months, would cost the State'for her. 
superintendence of the work, about eighteen thousand dollars, pr 
fifteen per cent ^ |. . 

The Joint Resolution before me. represents a large outlay of | 
public money. I recommend, therefore, that it be reconsidered 
in its true bearing as a part of the whole. With that view.I 
suggest, respectfully, that the subject of the payment. of the 
Building Committee be dealt with asa whole by the Legisla- 
ture; the Auditor of Public Accounts be authorized to issue 
his warrants immediately for whatever amount shall be found 
to acerue under that adjustment for the services of the Hon. F, 
E. Franklin, in favor of his widow. 

Regretting. that I do not feel free to give my assent. to that 
measure for 1 the relief of Mrs. Franklin, I return the Joint Re- 
solution before me without my approval . .

GENTLEMEN—Í return without my approval, "H, B. No. Al, 
entitled “An Act to change the name of ZaporaLee Youngblood, 
an orphan minor, of Lafayette county, and for other purposes; ”. 
and also, H. B. No. 56, entitled “An Act for the relief of Cassius. 
M. Tillman, of Adams county;" also, H. B. No. 11, entitled “An 
Act to remove the civ il disabilities of Wm. & Berry,. 8. minor, 
of Rankin county.” , For my objections to these bills, I refer 
you respectfully to messages which have accompanied.bills ofa 
similar character, returned without .iny. approyal- during the 
last and the present session of: the- -Legislature. £e 

The greater portion. of the minors of this State, feel nggriev- 
E by the restrictions set. upon the impatience of, youth; under 
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our system of non-age. Many of the guardians of these youths | 
will be ready to concede their consent to their premature manu- 
mission for a settlement of the: accounts of administration at ' 
a period of life less acute and exacting than that'at which the 
manumission follows under the settled usage. i 

Co-heirs arrived at maturity, will, no doubt, stand ready in 
numerous instances to hasten the power of dividing an estate 
with the minor, rather than defer that division until he shall 
have acquired a riper-knowledge of his interests. The constant 
operation of these and similar influences will continue to 
demand special legislation in such cases as that of H. B. No: 11 
and H. B. No. 56, until the business of that character shall 
have been transferred from the Courts of Chancery, free of 
expense to the proper parties, to the Halls of Legislation at a 
cost of many thousands of dollars to the people of the State. 

H. B. No. 51, represents a elass of business subject to dispo- 
sition by the Courts of Chancery. These Courts transact that 
business very much more economically ‘than the Legislature, 
and are furthermore organized with the view of dealing with 
it in more positive accordance with fact and justice. If your 
honorable bodies are deliberately of opinion that special heir- 
ships ought to be made a subject*of legislation rather than 
adjudication, I recommend that the legislation be pursued 
under some general rule which shall make it, at all events, as 
binding as the decision of a Chancellor. With that view, I 
suggest that the Legislature lay down the condition that all 
proceedings in such cases shaH go forward only on petition of 
the party whose property is involved; and that, to save the 
Legislature of the State the indignity to which its deliberate 
action would otherwise become exposed, the petition be made, 
as it is in the case of the Chancellor, a part of the record. 

The courteous acquiescence which my dissent from your 
opinions, has already received at your hands, makes my inability 
to'coucur in any of your measures exceedingly unpleasant to 
me. An imperative sense of duty tomy trust is the only motive 
that could ‘sustain me in a course so repugnant to my wishes. 
I am anxious to avoid the divergencies opened up between us 
by such special legislation as thát of the bills under review 
here; and am still more anxious, because of the special appeals 
made to me by friends, in support of measures like those under 
review. My personal feelings cannot, howeyer, be permitted to 
lead in either case, to a violation of my sense of duty; but 
inasmuch as the carrying out of that rule involves a painful 
struggle, I appeal to the Legislature to save me; from its * 
recurrence. 

Bills'similar to those now before me have been” subjected to 
my veto. Your honorable body has sustained the objections ' 
on which those vetoes have been made to rest. Thatinvariable 
concurrence of. the two departments of the Government, when- : 
y ever the issue of opinion has been placed on trial, will, I trust, 

be held henceforth as the settled policy. With the other cases 

rejected by concurrent action of thé Legislature and the Execu- 
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tive Department, I submit that we are not free to act upon the 
cases before me favorably, without a partiality, if not an injus- 
tice, arising out of the facts that those others have been passed 


upon adversely.

VETO OF SENATE BILL.NO. 158. 
To the Senate: 


GzNTLEMEN—Herewith I return without my approval, S. B. 
No. 158, entitled “An Act to incorporate Macon Hook 'and 
Ladder Company, No. 1, in the city of Macon." 

Section third of this bill authorizes the Board of Selectmen 
of the city of Macon, to issue their warrant to the corporation 
to be created by the bill. And it enacts that the payment of 
the warrant to be thus issued, may be provided for by a special 
tax upon the citizens of Macon. 

Section four authorizes the issue of a warrant to the said 
corporation, by the Board of Supervisors of the county of 
Noxubee. It would make the warrant to be thus issued, a 
charge against the county, in whatever hands it may fall into, 
and would make it, furthermore, bear interest. 

Sections three and. four contemplate the assistance of the 
corporation which the bill would create, by the city of Macon 
and the county of Noxubee, in a form which, whether as a gift 
or a loan, is substantially an issue of their credit. And article 
twelve, section fourteen of the Constitution makes an express 
prohibition of any such loan, and an implied prohibition of any 
such gift, when it says: “The Legislature shall not authorize 
any county, city, or town to. become a stockholder in or lend 
its credit to any company, association or corporation, unless two- 
thirds of the qualified voters of such county, city, or town, ata ' 
special election, or regular election to be had therein, shall 
asgent thereto." Because sections three and four make no pro- 
vision for ascertaining the will of the citizens on the subject of 
the proposedi issue of their credit to the corporation in question, 
these sections are, in my opinion, in conflict with the foregoing 
text of the Constitution. 

In my profound sense of the apote of a strict adher- 
ence to the letter of the Constitution, at a moment when it is 
being put it into operation, a Constitution that consecrates so 
many precious rights of the people, I feel it imperative on me 
to, therefore, TOE my assent to the bill before me.

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VETO OF HOUSE BILL NO. 471. 


To the House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN—W ith this I return [H. B. No. 471, entitled “An 
Act to incorporate the Meridian Male Institute.” Iam unable 
to give my consent to this bill because of these objections: 

Referring to the property to be held by the Institute, section 
seven provides that “all of such property, of whatever kind the 
same may be, shall be forever exempt from taxation under any 
law of this State.” Another section, it is true, may be sup- 
posed to limit the operation of this provision to a period of ten 
years; buteven though this limitation hold, the objection to 
the principle of the exemption from taxation applies with un- 
diminished force. 

The progress of. popular liberty in its advances out.of feudal- 
ism has been impeded in few respects more seriously than in 
this tying up of great estates with special privileges, The 
secularization of church property is one of the forms in which 
this progress goes On and has made one of its greatest advances 
in our own day in the overthrow of the temporal power of the 
venerable head of the Catholic world, with the approval ofeven 
a large proportion of enlightened Catholics. When Italian 
patriotism has accomplished this advance for popular rights, 
shall a State of this American Republic of ours go back to the 
System which hedges large breadths of the public wealth within 
special privileges ? In political thinking the Church is, like 
the proposed Meridian Institute, an establishment for the edu- 
cation of the people. and if civil liberty demand tha$ the prop- 
erty of such an establishment be set free in the one case to the 
discharge its duty to the State, civil liberty demands that it 
shall be set free for the discharge of that duty in the other 
case. 

The Meridian Male Institute may be carried out as a stock- 
enterprise, and as such may be made under this Act a subject 
of *pecuniary profits.” In that view of the case the exemp- 
tion of its property, that is to say, its stock, its bonds, its 
buildings, or its lands, from taxation would involve a direct 
conflict with section 13 of article 12 of the Constitution. 

Section 20 of article 12 of the Constitution says: “ Taxa- 
tion shall be equal and uniform throughout the State. AU 
property-shall be taxed in proportion to its value, to be ascer- 
tained as directed by law." This provision places, in my 
opinion, the exemption from taxation of any property whatever 
in this State, beyond the authority of the Legislature.

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RETURN OF BILLS 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN—In my anxiety to preserve the good under- 
standing existing happily between the Legislative and Execu- 
tive Departments of the Government, I call your attention, 
respectfully, to the text of the Constitution, touching the time 
for the return of bills by the Governor. 

The 24th section of article 4 says “Every bill which has 
passed both Houses shall be presented to the Governor of the 
State.” These words, be it observed, call for a presentation. 
The same section and article says: “ IY any bill shall not be 
returned by the Governor within five days (Sundays excepted ) 
after it has been presented to him, it shall be a law,” etc. And 
here again the Constitution calls for a presentation. The pre- 
sentation thus required is distinct from the service of a writ 
or of a notice, for while the one may be made constructively 
at the domicil or otherwise, the other can be made but in the: 
actual presence of the party. P

VETO OF HOUSE BILL NO. 14. 
To the House of Representatives : í 


GENTLEMEN—1 return herewith to the House in which it 
originated, H. B. No. 14, entitled * An Act to suspend the work 
on the court-house and jail of Clarke county until the question 
of the location of the same shall be sübmitted to a vote of the 
people, and for other purposes." 

The objections which forbid my signature of this bill are as 
follows: 

The preamble recites that an Act was passed at the last'ses- 
sion of the Legislature “locating the seat of justice of Clarke 
county at Enterprise, against the wishes and interests of a large 
majority of the people of said county." The bill béforé me, 
after thus undertaking to declare the wishes of the people of 
the county, goes on to provide that the operation of the bill of 
last session shallbe suspended until those wishes shall have 
been ascertained. The want of congruity between the pream- 
ble and the body of the bill points attention to the fact that, 
no means having been taken for ascertaining the wishes of the 
people of Clarke county on the subject, the declaration of the ' 
preamble on which the bill is predicated may prove to be gra- 
tuitous. leannot consent to offer the Legislature the indignity

of putting my signature to any bill which goes forward on an 
unwarrantable assumption that a deliberate act of the Legisla- 
ture has been passed in conflict with the interests and wishes 
of the people affected by it. , l 

The Act of the last session to which the bill before me refers 
makeg it penal for the Board of Supervisors to fail in carrying 
out the duties imposed by that Act. It must, therefore, be 
. held that they have let out the contract for the erection of a 
cóurt-house at Enterprise; and I am bound, consequently, to 
hold that the bill before me assumes, in calling for a suspensión 
of tlie work on the court-house, to go behind the rights con- 
veyed under the contract. Because of this unconstitutional 
stretch of power I cannot sign the bill. . 

The first section of the Act which the bill before me would 
suspend, provides, “ that on the first day of August, A. D. 1870, 
the seat of justice of Clarke county shall be permanently 
located at the city of Enterprise, in said county, and on that 
day,or as soon thereafter as practicable, the Sheriff and the 
Clerks of the Circuit and Chancery Courts of said county, shall 
remove the books, papers, records, and other property of their 
respective offices, from the town of Quitman to offices to be 
provided for them in the said city of Enterprise.” Under the 
operation of this section the records and offices of the courts 
must be held to be at present kept at the city of Enterprise; 
and the suspension of the Act under which they are so, kept, 
will go in no wise to effect that established fact. I must de- 
cliné to become a party to a measure which is sure to be in this 
respect a dead letter. 

But the seat of justice in Clarke county has been located at 
the city of Enterprise since the first day of August, 1870. The 
suspension of the Act under which it has been placed there, 
would not only not alter the existing fact, but, if even held to 
do so, would simply leave the whole subject in an anomolous 
position. The Act of last session holding good in its declara- 
tion that the seat of justice is at Enterprise, and the Act of 
this session not declaring that the seat of justice is any where 
else, I must decline to become a party to a measure that would 
thus embarrass the functions of justice in Clarke county, by 
creating doubt as to where that justice holds its seat.

VETO OF HOUSE BILL NO. 108. 
To the House of Representatives : 
.— GixrLEMEN—OA fhe following grounds I object to H. B. 


N o. 108, entitled * An Act for the benefit of the minor heirs of 
G eorge D. McLean, deceased ;" ` 
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The history of minor heirships in this State has been one of 
waste and ruin. When the general legislation on the subject 
has not been so worked as to permit the plunder of the orphan, 
that plunder has been too often, carried out through the agency 
of special legislation. 1, therefore, owe the objects of such 
delicate trusts the solemn duty of regarding all such bills 
as this, with an insurmountable repugnance. 

The preamble of the bill makes allegations of which I have 
no evidence. And I am quite aware that legislative bodies 
give their assent to such statements in an easy good-nature 
whieh does not constitute a thorough investigation. The pro 
. Forma acquiescence of your honorable bodies in the proposi- 
tion that “the interests of said minors requires that said lands 
be sold,' etc., is not conclusive to me that the interests of 
those minors requires any such thing. 

The statement of the preamble that *it costs great trouble 
and expense to procure the necessary "orders or decrees to sell 
said lands, etc," if it be good for anything is good for only 
a modification of the general law, in such cases made and pro- 
vided. It certainly is not good for the conclusion that if the 
cost and trouble be too great in the case of the orphans of 
George D. McLean, deceased, they should be allowed to apply 
to the case of other orphans. Whatever revision of the general 
law may be necessary to reduce costs and trouble in such cases 
ought to be made, and that done, the management of the estates 
of minors of George D. McLean, like that of other minors, 
should be permitted to remain in the hands of the tribunals 
so well calculated for its superintendence—the Courts of 
Chancery. ` l 

1f the Legislature will take the orphans of George D. MeLean 
out of the care of the Court of Chancery, I should recommend 
that when permitting the estate of those orphans to be sold, it 
see to it that the party authorized to make the sale shall have 
their good faith to the orphans placed under the guarantee of 
a sufficient bond. 

For the foregoing reasons I decline to approve the bill.

VETO OF SENATE BILL NO. 100. 
To the Senate: 


GENTLEMEN—I return, without my approval, S. B. No. 100, 
entitled “An Act for the relief of citizens of the town of Iuka, 
in the county of Tishomingo.” I fid it impossible to approve 
the bill because of the following objections: 
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The preamble makes the bill proceed on special legislation in 
the interests of the town -of Iuka, because of circumstances 
equally applicable to other towns. If the nearness of Iuka to 
the Memphis and Charleston railroad, and to the Tennessee 
river, be a reason why it should be exempted from hotel license, 
a similar exemption ought to be granted to Burnsville, Farm- 
ington, and Corinth ! 

If burning a hotel in Iuka, as recited in the preamble, is to 
constitute a reason for eonverting every private house in the 
town into a hotel free of license, wherefore not in all other 
towns of the State ? The frequency of such fires would, under 
the circumstances, result, after a time, in cutting off in toto that 
source of revenue; and, in furthermore, having the towns of 
the State without any hotel accommodations! If the “tran- 
sient” business alleged in the preamble be sufficient to support 
a hotel at Iuka, a hotel will soon rise up there, paying its 
proper tribute into the treasury of the State. If, however, 
that hotel do not rise up in Inka, the business will be trans- 
acted elsewhere,.and made to pay its contribution to the 
support of the publie treasury. 

If the hotel tax be remitted in Iuka, why not the tax on 
liquor shops, on distilleries, on drug stores; and why not cover 
the town under a tetal exemption from taxation with a cloak of 
invidious privilege? What would the fair trader, in Farming- 
ton say to this? What would the good citizen, whose industry 
is taxed in Burnsville to support the service of the State, say 
to this unjust legislation? Well does the Constitution provide 
that “all taxation shall be equal and uniform throughóut the 
State,” for it imperatively forbids such special legislation as 
that which, like the bill before me, would inflict benefit on one 
set of citizens by doing wrong to another set, and we would do 
well to recollect that the Constitution is a depository of every 
precious right of justice; and, subject to no palterings of local 
convenienee or personal sympathy, must be applied in all cases 
with righteous severity of its terms.

To His Excellency James L. Alcorn, Governor of Mississippi: 


Sir—In conformity with an Act devolving the duties of State 
Commissioner on the State Treasurer, commencing on the 4th 
of February, 1858, I have the honor to submit the following as 
my report, shawing (as best I have been able to obtain from 
the records of the department), the condition of the Seminary 
and Sinking Funds, beginning with the year 1854, and ending 
with the date of this report. The work has been attended with 
some difficulty, mainly on account of imperfect records, pro- 
ducing gaps in the history of each, and.evincing a manage- 
ment, to say the least, grossly negligent. 


SINKING FUND. 


The investigation shows that a large quantiy of land belong- 
ing to samé is assessed to parties who do not appear of record 
as owners. This seems to be the result of imperfect , assess- 
ments, causing in many instances, the sale of land for taxes. 

The amount nominally due this fund (as per report of State 
Commissioner—see House Journal 1854, page 82), was esti- 
mated in 1850, at the sum of $705,845 26. 'The same report 
shows that from January, 1850, to January, 1854, the Commis- 
sioner collected $22,634 34. The collections from last date 
above mentioned to the present, amount to $28,123 24, making 
the sum of $50,757 58 collected since 1850. 

When I entered on the duties of State Treasurer, the 10th 
day of March, 1870, the following assets were found in the 
vault," with Commissioner's books and papers, which comprise 
all of said fund to the best of my information.

Mr. SPEAKER: Your committee appointed under the follow- 
ing resolution, viz: - 


Be it resolved by the House of Pepresentatives, That à com- 
mittee of three be appointed to investigate and inquire into 
and report the acts and doings of the Board of Levee Com- | 
missioners appointed under the provisions of an-act. approved 
February 13th, 1867, and all other Levee Boards organized 
under any law of this State; and to investigate and inquire 
into the condition and amount of all debts and liabilities.con- 
tracted or assumed, and all the scrip or evidence of debt 
issued by the general Board of Levee Commissioners, organ- 
ized under the act approved December 2, 1858, whether such 
debt. or liabilities was incurred or scrip or other: evidence of 
debt issued before or after the second day of December, 1858;

This over-issue seems to have resulted from the large amount 
of work performed in protecting the district, 

At the time the limit of $1,000,000 of bonds was exhausted, : 
the contractors were in the midst of their labor. A flood was 
imminent. Without payment, the contractors could not go on. 
Under the contract, no other funds than bonds could be paid, 
and it was a question whether to stop operations, and lose a 
large amount of unfinished work, leaving the country liable to 
overflow, or to issue the bonds and insure the safety of the 
levees in process of construction, protect the district, trusting 
to Legislative action to legalize the over-issue. 

An Aet was passed at our last session by both Houses, giving 
authority to the Board to issue $200,000 in Bonds in addition 
to the $1,100,000 provided for in the act of incorporation to 
cover this over-issue, and leave a margin for maintenance of 
the levees until further legislation could be had. For reasons 
given in his Message this Act was vetoed by His Excellency, 
the Governor, who reorganized the Board in September last by 
the appointment of several new members. On the 15th 
November, 1870, the newly constituted Board made the follow- 
ing order: . 

* Ordered, That the President of the Board be, and he is 
hereby authorized to contract for the construction of such 
levees as may be necessary to protect the work on hand, under 
contract and unfinished, and such other Levees in this district, 
as in the judgment of the President and Chief Engineer shall 
be actually for the protection of the district. But payments for

This order to apply only to the 
deputy collectors hereafter to be appointed by the Treasurer, 
i.e., one for each county."

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Your committee -take advantage of this opportunity, and 
these data, to recommend a change in the manner of raising 
revenue for levee purposes, to the effect that the cotton tax be 
abolished, and a tax on land be substituted therefor. 

There are many reasons why this change is manifest. First, 
when the tax of one cent. per pound was levied upon cotton, its 
value was about $100 per bale, while now the depreciation of 
cotton to half that amount renders the tax burdensome. The 
tax upon land is ten cents per acre, while the tax upon a bale 


of cotton (the products of one acre of land, taxed ten cents )- 


of 450 lbs., is $4 50—thus throwing the tax upon the producer, 
' the actual labor, while the land owner, the real beneficiary in 
the end, is taxed nothing in comparison Secondly, the cost of 
collecting the tax on cotton, is in excess of that of the cost of 
tax collected on land, and the equalization is much harder to 
^ approach. The manifest injustice is so palpable, we forbear 
further argument, 

Your committee would respectfully suggest that scientific 
investigations have shown that the lands upon the banks of the 
Mississippi river are higher than those many miles back there- 
from, and that the lands of many of those counties which are 
usually designated as back counties, to-wit: Sunflower, part 
of Yazoo, part of Holmes, and part of Carroll, are as much 
protected by the levees, as their neighboring counties, situated 
on the immediate banks of the Mississippi river. 

These back counties have, since 1865, reaped all the advan- 
tages, and borne none of the burdens of the levees erected in 
Washington, Bolivar, ane Issaquena counties. This is unequal 
and unjust. 

We, therefore, recommend that a bill be presented to the 
Legislature embodying these views, incorporating these back 
counties, or such parts thereof as are more especially benefit- 
ted thereby into the Levee District. 

An advance of $25,000 in bonds issued by the Board, in 1868, 


to Hughes & Searles, contractors, has, owing to the non-com- - 


pletion of their work, left those contractors in debt to the 
Board, some $12,000. 
Your committee herewith refer a report of the Chief Engi- 
neer, to the amount of work performed on certain levees. 
[ See Exhibit “ G."] 
Under a resolution of the Board, dated September 2, 1870, a 


- 
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committee was appointed to investigate the affairs of the Board 
from its organization. A report was made by the committee, 
but when the same came up for action, it was twice deferred, 
and finally, at the last meeting of the Board, January 13, 1871, 
returned to the committee for further DEE revisement, 
and report.

Your committee call attention to tabular statements filed 
herewith, marked Exhibits * K, L, M, N, O, P, and Q,” which 
contain information and data of value. 

Your committee, in concluding this report, feel that they 
would be'doing injustice to an able and efficient officer and 
courteous gentlemen, if they failed to note the condition of the 
office of Secretary and Treasurer of the Board of Levee Com- 
missioners, and the efficient service rendered them in their in- 
vestigations, by that officer. The most perfect system and 
order reigns in his books and office; and every record is where, 
without hesitation, he can «directly lay his hand upon it. He 
assured us he could, in one hour's time, Strike a balance-sheet 
of the affairs of the Board; and from the readiness with which 
every demand for date, of ours, was made, we were willing to 
accord him the palm of efficiency and perfect fitness for his 
responsible position.

Col. J. Hudson, President Board, Levee Commissioners for the 
counties of Bolivar, Washington, and Issaquena : 


Sir—As directed by the Board, I have measured the embank- 
ment as it stands upon the Argyle and Cammack Levees, with 
the following results :- , 

The embankment put up as it now stands upon the Argyle 
Levee, amounts to one hundred and fourteen thousand five 
hundred and forty-two cubic yards. The estimates rendered upon 
this work give J, R. Murphy thirty-seven thousand six hundred 
and forty, one cubic yards of embankment, and Nat. Low jr., 
& Co., ninety-five thousand eight hundred and forty-eight cubic 
yards, making total estimate to Murphy and Low of one hun- 
dred and thirty-three thousand four hundred and eighty-nine 
cubic yards embankment, which exceeds my measurement of 
the work by eighteen thousand nine hundred and forty-seven 
` cubic yards, This excess is explained by referring to the con- 
tract of Nat. Low jr., de Co., with the Board. A provision quite 
unusual is there made of an allowance of one-sixth for shrink- 
age upon all work done by Murphy and Low, to be credited to 
Low. Add then ‘to one hundred and fourteen thousand five 
hundred and forty-two, one-sixth of the amount, and you have 
one hundred and thirty-three thousand six hundred and thirty- 
two cubic yards, which differs but little with the total estimates 
of Murphy and Low of one hundred and thirty-three thousand 
four hundred and eighty-nine cubic yards embankment. 

Before proceeding to measure the Cammack Levee‘ (embank- 
ment), now standing upon the main line, I invited the former 
Chief Engineer, Capt. O'Hea, with his Assistant, Capt. Porter, 
to be present on the 21st, at the measurement of the embank- 
ment standing upon the Cammack Levee. Capt. Porter came, 
but owing to delay in mails, reached there after [had left. My 
estimate of the embankment now standing upon the main line, 
amounts to forty-six thousand five- hundred and eighty-three 
cubic yards. (By reference to Meath’s contract with the 
Board, it will be seen that for every five yards measured in 
embankment he was to be credited with six, so as to make it 
correspond with excavation measurement.) This amount in 
excavation measurement, would represent fifty-four thousand 
three hundred and forty-seven cubic yards, which, deducted 
from Meath’s estimate, leave fifty-five thousand one hundred 
and nine cubic yards {excavation measurement), to be accounted 
for as washed away by flood, which I am satisfied was the case 
from my observation upon the ground, and evidence furnished 
by Capt. Porter.

The increase in disbursements was: occasioned by the large 
commissions allowed for the collection of the taxes. In the 
first statement there does not appear a separate charge for that 
purpose, it having been embraced, in the “expense,” or “offi- 
cers salaries" items, but in the second statement the amount 
paid forcommissions foots up to the amount of $20,054 50, 
nearly one-half of total disbursements of the Board, and about 
ten per cent. of the tax collected. This, it appears, is occa- 
sioned byt he order of the Board allowing tax collectors five per 
cent. commission and ten cents per bale for weighing cotton. 
As the law itself only allows a commission of 14 per cent., we 
respeetfully recommend. some action to reduce the commission 
at present charged and allowed. . Cos ' 

On an examination: of the accounts of Hughes & Searles, 
we find them debited with a balance of $29,332 78, but if cred- 
ited with per centage retained of $15,310 96, this balance will 
be greatly reduced. We, therefore, respectfully suggest that 
their account be so credited and some steps taken to secure the 
balance due by them. 

The balance due the Board by its late President, Major J. E. 
Edmunds, as per statement No. 10, accompanying sub-commit- 
tee's report, is $25,000. It appears that the Bonds delivered to 
President Edmunds, were placed in his hands to hypothecate 
for loans to be drawn against in favor of contractors, under a 
resolution of the Board. From Major Edmund's statement it 
appears that the $25,000 bonds of 1874, charged in his account, 
were pledged to Lancaster, Brown & Co. for a loan of $7,867 24, . 
which was paid to Murphy on his contract for the Argyle 
Levee, and that this debt was assumed by Nat. Low, jr., & Co., 
who, by some arrangement, acquired possession of Murphy's 
‘levee outfit" as a consideration therefor. It does not appear 
to have been charged to them, however, but on the contrary 
their account is largely overdrawn «already, As no record of 
this transaction appears- on the books until payment by Mur- 
phy or Nat. Low, jr., & Co., your committee are of opinion 
that Major Edmunds is liable to the Board for that amount 
-until he can fairly exonerate himself. Some $25,000 of the 
coupon bonds included-in said account were left in pledge for 
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$17,437 50—money advanced by Lancaster, Brown & Co. to 
pay the interest on the coupon bonds of the Board outstanding. 
As the order of the Board under which this hypothecation was 
made did not allow it, your committee respectfully suggest 
that Major Edmunds be likewise charged with that amount 
until he can fairly exonerate himself. Your committee appre- 
ciate the explanation given by Major Edmunds that he desired 
to-meet the accrued interest on the coupon bonds so as to pro- 
tect the credit of the Board, but the force of the reason is lost 
in the reflection that to protect the interest on an outstanding 
debt an additional obligation of the same character was 
thrown in the market, and the principal of a debt of $25,000, 
with running interest coupons at 10 per cent., was put out to 
realize enough to pay interest on bonds previously issued. In 
other words, to pay acerued interest the debt of the Board was 
increased some $25,000. The act of incorporation not allow- 
ing any such issue or hypothecation, your committee can in no 
way recommend its endorsement, but to save any litigation or 
expense, they respectfully recommend that the Treasurer be 
directed to correspond with Messrs. Lancaster, Brown & Co., 
touching their claims against your honorable body, and make 
arrangements: with them in reference: to redeeming the said 
$50,000 of' bonds held by them. While your committee are not 
willing to admit -a liability for said bonds, they nevertheless 
are indisposed to depreciate your paper held by innocent third 
parties, and therefore, think that debt to Messrs. Lancaster, 
Brown «€ Co. should be paid at the earliest moment. 

From the estimates of the Engineer of the Board, it appears 
that J. R. Murphy, contractor on the Argyle Levee, abandoned 
his work, notwithstanding this was paid, retained percentage, 
and his contract turned over at an advanced price to Nat. Low, 
jr. & Co., who have not yet completed their work, and who 
are largely indebted to the Board, unless the credit given them 
of $17,599, error in estimates, be correct. From the estimates 
themselves, the credit is improper and wholly unwarranted, and 
if there be an error it could only with propriety be corrected 
through the Chief Engineer and the Board. Once accepted by 
Nat. Low, jr., & Co., the estimates are legally conclusive, and 
they can only be relieved against this presumption of law by 
alleging and proving a mistake in fact unknown to them when 
they accepted and presented for payment the estimate. Beyond 
this, however, it appears that Nat. Low, jr., & Co., have been 
credited with retained ' percentages when their work was not 
done and have drawn against them. Your committee can dis- 
cover no good reason for this allowance in favor of a contrac- 
tor already in arrears, nor ean they justify the irregular mode 
in which the alleged error was rectified. In connection’ with 
the account of Nat. Low, jr., & Co., they recommend that it be 
restated; that they be charged with all amounts paid them 
and credited with estimates rendered, and that the amounts 
heretofore credited to them for percentage be siricken from 
said account—this because there is nothing in their contract or 
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estimate to warrani the payment. Your committee is of the 
opinion that moneys can only be drawn by contractors on the 
estimates of Engineers, approved by the President of the Board, 
and that any other mode of drawing it is unauthorized unless 
by an order of the Board itself. Your committee would fur- 
ther report, that on an examination of the construction ac- 
counts Nos. 8 and 9, filed with said sub-committee's report, it 
will be seen that the amounts expended in the several counties

While the Board cannot hope to meet all its 
engagements on the first day of January next, still we would 
respectfully recommend relieving the $50,000 of bonds hypothe- 
cated in New York, by payment of the debt due Lancaster, 
Brown & Co. as preferable to an open repudiation of them. 
We have no idea of the Board's liability on these bonds, but the 
simple question is one of expediency. To the tax-payer it 
would be better for the bonds of the Board to go down in value 
with allpossible rapidity, the corporation itself being a quasi 
bankrupt body. : 

On an examination of the bond statement herewith handed. 
you, it will be seen that there is an over-issue of bonds to the 
amount of $288,000. A part ofthe excess was issued to Major 
Edmunds, viz: $126,000—$76,000 of which has been returned, 
but the balance, $50,000 is stillin the hands of Lancaster, 
Brown & Co. $25,000 of the bonds, held by Lancaster, Brown 
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& Co., are coupon bonds,. and $25,000 bonds in the ordinary 
form. As to what steps the Board may take in reference to 
this over-issue, we respectfully decline giving an opinion. As 
to the item, construction account to May 10, 1869, $10,000, 
charged to Col. Hudson, we report that $5,760 was paid to F. 
Biggins for work done on Hushpuckana Levee, and the balance 
of the bonds'$4,240 was turned over to Humphrey & Larkin, 
who had, without his knowledge, over-drawn theif account. As 
this $4,240 is a clear loss to Col. Hudson, innocently incurred 
in the effort to secure the building of the said levee, we 
respectfully.recommend that some equitable adjustment thereof 
be made with. him. As to the item (same account) .to debit 
Col. Hudson of $1000, we report that he paid out for the 
account on which the same was drawn to the following levées 
the sums opposite their names:

Leaving a balance due Col. Hudson of $46 50. We find in 
referring to the several accounts of W. B. Forden &Co., Isaae 
Hudson, and Isaac Hudson, trustee, all of which run into one- 
another, that there is a balance due Col. Hudson on that score 
of some $800. In connection with the account of W. B. For- 
den & Co., we find that Col, Hudson has expended about $6,000 
more than he received from the Board, and this is an additional 
reason for ürging an equitable settlement with him touching 
his indebtedness as above stated. We recommend that Dr. 
Polk be charged with the amount reported by the sub-commit- 
tee to have been.twice paid him, and requested to settle the 
balance due by him without delay. We recommend that the 
attorneys of the Board be directed to' proceed against all 
delinquent collectors at-once, and that the Treasurer and Secre- 

‘tary supply them with all the data in his possession to that 
end. All of which is respectfully submitted,

When lands have been sold to the State for taxes, they are 
held two years subject to redemption. -They may be redeemed 
either of the Chancery Clerk in the county, or of the Auditor 
of Public Accounts. At the expiration of two years, it is the 
duty of the Chancery Clerk to record and forward the deeds to

the Auditor of Public Accounts, when the lands ‘are adver- 
tised sixty days—at the expiration of which time they become 
subject to purchase. f 

Redemption-does not convey title, but purchase does give 
title. Only citizens of the State can purchase these lands, and 
then not more than six hundred and forty acres by one person, 
except in case of former ownership. 

The amount required to redeem lands consists of the amount 
for which they were sold to the State by the. Sheriff, with fifty 
per cent. penalty attached, together with accrued taxes since 
that date, and Auditor's fees. 

The amount required to purchase is the same, with the excep- 
tions that the penalty is twenty-five per cent. and fifty cents 
additional is charged for the acknowledgment of the.deed. 
` Assessors are required to assess lands held by the State in 
the columns provided for the purpose in the Assessment Rolls. 

Tax Collectors are not authorized to receive taxes on lands 
held by the State. l

Resolved further, That the said Committee shall sit either 
at Meridian or Jackson, or at both places, with full authority 
to act in the premises; to send for persons and papers; ‘to ad- 
minister oaths, and adopt such other means as, in the opinion 
of a majority of the Committee, it may seem necessary, to as- 
certain fully and completely the causes, progress and results of 
the said riot, and the proceedings and investigations thus had 
shall be reported by said Committee to the Legislature at the 
earliest practicable moment. | . E. 

. Resolved further, That the sum of twenty-five hundred dol: 
lars, or so much thereof as may be necessary to defray the 
expenses incident to their investigation, is hereby appropri-

State in what capacity you were acting at the time of 
- these occurrences 

A. Sheriff. E 

Q. How long have you been acting? 

A. Near two years; I am over the County more or less. 

'. Q. How long have these troubles been brewing? . 

A. Some five or six months. 

Q. Do you know anything about the killing DE a member of 
the Board of Superyisors? ` 

A. Yes; the inquest showed that Joseph ‘Williams was 
called out of his house by ten or twelve men; no arresta made; 
did not go oh the scene; I had a Deputy there. 

Q. Has'any other killing of colored men occurred in yon 
County ?- 

A, Yes sir; prior to that. ` 

Q. State the names of them? 

A, A colored man some twelye or eighteen. months ago e 
the name of Lacey; a road overseer also shot last fall, in Sep- 
tember or October; was shot by party secreted by the roadside; 
was some months before he was able to make statement about 
it; his name was Moses Robinson.  . 

Q. SM there a. mail agent- killed on this route near State 
line : 

A. Yes sir ; about October, 1870; do not recollect name. 

Q. State character of member of Board of Supervisors and 
other parties who were killed? 

A. There were bills of indictment against both parties; 
Robinson for killing-hog; petit larceny; the other man, Joseph 
Williams, for malfeasance in office. 


w 
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Q. Was the killing of these parties caused by prejudice from 
their holding office? 

A. Thatis the opinion of a majority of the colored people. 

Q. Have these parties that have been killed been all HEE 
with one political party? 

A. Yes. , 

Q. Make statement of what. you know about the killing of 
Jack Burton? 

A. Was killed by party. i in disguise; $ Some ten or twelve men; 
nearly a year ago; sometime last spring; ten or eleven months 
ago, at Lauderdale Depot. A man by the name of Kaiser 
was shot at the same-time; he lost his arm; arrests have been 
made and before committing court parties charged have inva 
riably proved an alibi. 

Q. Have any indictments been, found by Grand Jury against 
any parties for these offences? i 

A. One indictment found, but no arrests made. 

Q. State reasons why no arrests were made? 

A. I made every effort; capias is returnable at this next 
term of Court. — 

Q. How was the Grand Jury composed that indicted the 
Supervisors? 

A. Usually composed of about. an equal number of white 
and colored; the jury that indicted the Board of Súpervisors 
had five colored men; there were in all seventeen men, per- 
haps twenty. 

Q. Did the Grand Jury make an expose ofany of their E 
ceedings that.were liable td come before the Court?" 

A. Not at all. 

' Q. Did not these different occurrentes ‘produce some erdie 
ment among the Republicans? . 

A. Ithink it did. Aman by the name of Renfeau, with a 
party, came in here for the purpose of arresting a colored man 
for stealing some man’s money; my deputy was on the spot at 
the time they came; they were about forty five in number; Mr. 
Ragsdale supposed. there were three hundred; his clerk says 
one hundred and fifty, or one hundred and sixty eat at the 
table; I talked with citizens about measures to suppress them; 
leading men thought best to make no arrests; about 2 o'clock 
at night the Mryor puta warrant in ej hands to arrest some, of 
the parties; I thouglit if not best, as T did not know the num- 
ber of them, and said all might be killed; sent for old man 
Shearer, Hueston and Thomas, old citizens, “and they told me 
not to undertake to make any ` arrèsts; I sent my deputy to 
them to see that they put up their arms; they stacked them 
and eat at the Phoenix and other hotels; thought it not.best to. 
make any arrests after consulting old citizens; thought it would 
‘produce more bloodshed; at this time excitement was high, 
they were after Price; did not make any arrests; they came in 
about sundown, and left next ‘day; the offenses committed weré 
nothing further than assault and battery, with the exception of 
taking several parties back ‘with them; they went off without 
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paying their billé; some parties have since offered to pay some 
of their bills; Col. Horne has done so; it was a reign of terror; 
I did not know what forces they had; Kennard came over here to 
make arrests of these parties that escaped from Sumpter County, 
Alabama; they came along to back him up; he made the affidavit 
and was around here 'a day or two; Price was átrested; they 
came over tó see that the civil authorities discharged their du- 
ties. aa E M. ES E E 

Q: Did you make any attempt to arrest this Alabama man? 

A> I did not consider that he had-vidlated any law. — '

Q. What was the character of the meeting held on Monday? 

A, Mass meeting of citizens; they apprehended some diffi- 
culty from the colored people, and meant to take some measures 
to memorialize the. Governor to remove some of the officers; - 
they also notified the Mayor to leave;:à man by the -hame of 
Smith was recommended for his place, and holds the office now; 
it was put in the shapé of a request to vacate the office and 
leave; he was accused of being at the bottom of these disturb- 
ances here between white and black; not for malfeasance in 
office, but of obtaining money under false pretenses he was ac-

“Q: How miány were there undér orders of your deputies that 
night? | LR AMAT A P" l 

A. About one hundred and fifty, armed with shotguds and 
pistols; Mr. Parker, a citizen of Sumpter, said that he could 
send to- Sumpter County for arms and: men if necessary; he 
was informed by the Sheriff that it was not necessary; some 
came; do not know how many; I was busy guarding the Mayor; 
the Alabamians were not detained’ because there were no 
charges against them, and there was no effort made that I know 
of to identify them; I gave instructions to persons whom I 
gave orders to raise squads to disarm eyéry man that they met, 
white and colored, and*bring them to the court house. 

" Q. Were you notaround to the burning? © < - 

A. I did not go, but sent men tiere; T was not informed 
until next day” that men were taken away from my deputies; 
I left themi in care of A. R. Wilson, an authorized deputy, and 
charged him that they “were in danger'of being murdered; 
regarded himras a suitable and reliable man to leave: them in 
charge of; I believed when I:placed them in his Hands that 
they would be taken care of. dida 

Q. The charges were such that, you do not think that Mr. 
Wilson would leave them without placing them in.safe hands?

" Q. -Do you think Mr. Wilson discharged his duty as custodian

4. I think he was derèlict of his duty; one of the parties 
was wounded; I was in the room at the time Mr. Dennis’ 
throat was cut, but did not know of it till afterwards. 
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Q. Do you think that any of those parties.that were killed, 
were killed by parties summoned by you as guards? . Ñ 

A. Ido not; the character of those citizens summoned by 
me was such that I do not think they had anything to do with 
the killing of any of these parties; the people of Meridian who 
were not acting as special deputies had sufficient respect for 
those who were acting as deputies to prevent them from com- 
: mitting any depredations; I believe that the murder of those 

three parties was done by persons who came to Meridian for 
that purpose; not by parties hereabouts; my instructions to 
my deputies were to disarm all persons, but not to go into any 
“person’s house. => Su N Pa 

Q. What authority had those parties in pursuing Aaron ' 
Moore? A ee a 
_ A. My authority; the men were reliable and I believe would 
have brought him back safe; I had a deputy in charge of one 
squad; do not know who was in charge of the other squad; ` 
they took a special train. I heard on Sunday that there was to 
be a mass meeting on Monday and certain parties would be 
ordered away; the meeting was held prior to the examination 
of the parties, (among whom was Moore); I do not think that 
the meeting had any influence or effect at the.trial; 1 do not 
think that the opinion prevails that Moore removed his furni- 
ture; I saw the pistol that Tyler was alleged to have had; 
Mr, Brantley has the pistol ; did not notice whether, or not it 
had been fired; did not know that it was my duty to retain 
pistol or weapons used; 1 did not appoint Mr. Horne to lead 
any of the squads; I saw him with a gun in the crowd; I saw 
but very little of him; I was giving my time more particularly 
to some plan to protect Mr. Sturgis, the Mayor; Mr. Horne 
told me abont thé despateh being sent to Sumpter County. 

Q. Iam told that.there were some twenty or thirty armed 
men eame into town, if they had been colored: would they 
have heen arrested? . yeu 

A: I think they would have been? P i 

Q. Do you not think that the eause for fear on the.part of 
the colored was as great as on the part of the whites in view of 
all the circumstances which occurred? . l 

A. I think on that day (Saturday, March 4,) the whites had 
greater cause to fear an attack from the colored people, but 
prior to that day the colored people bad greater cause to 
apprehend danger from ‘thé. whites than the whites had 
from the. colored; on account af depredations of parties 
living ontside of Meridian; I formed this conclusion from the 
character of speeches made as reported to me.by J. R. Smith. . 

Q: Do yau think that the colored people as a class had any 
cause for fears of an attack in force from the white people? 

A, Atthat immediate time I think not, but. prior to that 
owing to raids made by parties said to be Alabamians, they . 
had cause. i dh 

Q. Do you believe that the white people had any cause to 
apprehend an attack from the colored people in force? 
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A. 1 do sir; this impression is formed from information re- 
ceived from various sources. ., l 

Q. Do you think that the demonstration of hostility ón the 
part of the colored toward the whites.has been as great as the 
demonstrations of hostility on the part of the white toward the

Q. It has been charged by some that the witnesses were in- 
timidated and afraid to give the, facts; can you. give your 
opinion of this matter? - e Pe E 

A. Ido not think they were. 

Q. Why is it that:in the bürning of the church and house 
and other outrages, with a guard upon the streets of one him- 
dred and fifty men acting as.a patrol, that it was impossible to 
identify any. man? | l 

A. 1 think that the witnesses who were examined answered 
eandidly and conscientiously ; I think that thefe are some men 
that follow these railroads, whether they belong in Alabama or 
in Mississippi I cannot say, that may be called desperadoes. 
and have committed óutrages at Lauderdale and different por- 
tions of this County. i - ) 

Q. What.do you think about the Sheriff of your.County? 

A. Perhaps he has not done as heought. The public opinion 
here does not sustain the burning of the church nor Moore's 
house; Ithink if the facts were proven "before a jury the par- 
ties could be convicted; and if any man could be identified who 
took part in the killing of the three men, if brought before the 
jury. and proven, would be punished; as for the balance I can- 
not say; Mr. Sturgis was the cause of this trouble to a great 
extent; I haye advised him frequently to run the machine 
moderately and not to foment the feeling between the white 
and blacks; had he been a moderate man and a good adviser 
this affair never would have occurred; he. had not lost the confi- 
dence of the colored people; I never laid the facts before the 
Governor as regards his misconduct; the Marshal submitted to 
Sturgis’ rule'altogether; I do not think that there was ‘any 
polities in this thing; I think thatit arose out of the mere 
course of things; the white people believed that Sturgis was 
fomenting this disturbance. E oni e 
~ Q. Is it not. a fact that all of the persons murdered or 
injured belonged to the Republican party, or were identified 
with the colored people? ; m 

A. I do not know; Judge Bramlette was a Republican. 

. Q: Was his killing premeditated or an accident? l 

A. I cannot sav: Mr. P— had attacked me in the street and 

charged me with being his personal and political enemy and 
‘that he intended to revenge himself by getting me removed 
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from my position as Judge of the Cireuit Court, if possible; 
and Judge Bramlette stated to me the next morning, that Mr. 
Sturgis was very bitter and hostile to himself and myself, and 
was going to-have us removed if possible; do not know the 
feeling existing between Tyler and Sturges, but think they * 
were friends; 1 think J. P. Walker, the District Attorney, 
discharged bis duty efficiently. and impartially, and makes a 
very efficient officer. 


T. J. Perrow, being sworn, states:. E 

I have resided here since the fallof 1865; I was on the 
police at the time ofthe iiot; in regard to the killing of 
parties I know nothing; was ‘on Front street at time I heard 
report of fighting at Court house; came to'the corner and met 
Col. Horne running this way with gun in hand; asked if I had 
pistol and replied that I had, and he requested mie not to go 
down there; went across in confectionery store and staid a 
half or three quarters of an hour; Mr Mosely came riding 
down on his horse; I went out and spoke to.him; he directed 
me to go on the hill by the Methodist church, and he said 
* Pelton I want you to go to——-house and get.guns, if we can 
get the guns out of the negroes hands we will have no more 
trouble;" I started in that direction, and got 'up in the neigh- 
borhood of the Baptist church and met an armed squad of 
eight or ten men who stopped me and said: * Here Pelton, you 
have been in this town long enough and we want you to get out 
before to-morrow morning." J. P. Gully was one of them; I 
turned and came to the upper end of this building and saw a 
great squad. of one hundred and fifty men on this corner, 
swearing that they were going for -Sturges. I left and went 
home and sent- for Gen. Patton, the Marshal, and told him 
what had been said to' me; he advised meto keep still until 
the excitement was. over; I staid in the house until about 
eleven o'clock, about the time the fire broke out; about half 
an hour from that time, another squad came to my house and 
they were informed that I was not in; lstaid in the house 
seeing there was no chance to get on any train; I was in- 
formed by Mr. Peters that they were around the depot and 
that armed men were on the Jackson train, and advised me to 
stay in the house until Tuesday night; he lives in the country; 
I went out the back door; he kept watch for me; I went about 
two and a half miles south of here; a watchman at the Ala- 
bama and Chatanooga Railroad kept me posted as to what was 
going on; on Wednesday morning a man named Koberden, a 
carpenter, went ío my house and told my wifethat he was one 
of the squad that came to order me off, and that he was under 
direct orders of the Sheriff; I know some parties that do know 
of the killing of Warren Tyler, and of his being -shot in the 
court house; John Ethridge, is one, ——Ingraham, who is with 
VanHorzier, is another; and W. A. Payne can give some facts 
in regard to the shooting atthe court house; I remained in 
my house about twenty-seven or twenty-eight houts after being 
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noitified to leave by this squad, and had communication with 
outside through Peters. have staid since the disturbance at 
Peters' house eight days; I returned and gave myself up to the 
Sheriff; I have received notice to leave since I have been here; 
I have the notice in'my possession; I was examined. by the 
Court at the late investigation; I can identify several parties 
who gave mé the first notification to leave. 

Q. Were you summoned before this committee? . . 

A. Yes, sir; by Mr. French this morning. I do not know 
anything about the parties who took the- three men out of the 
court-house and killed them. ` ` ; 

Q. When Col. Horne aecosted you, where. were you going? 
` A. Fo this corner; I did not come because I was obnoxious 
to the community; I knew that I was obnoxious by seeing my 
name in the- Mercury and being handed around; I was a police- 
man; lneyer was molested; I do not know anything'about 
the. burning of the church nor Moore's house, but think Mi: 
Heuston does; I belive Harry Mason, colori knows all about, 
the burning of Moore's house, and the parties who prohibited 
the removal of the furniture from the house.. , 

Q. How long have you been in Meridian?. 

A. Y have been here, since the fall of 1865. 

Q. What is the difference in treatment of a Northern man 
and one who affiliates with the Democracy? ` 

A. A great difference; the Republicans have all been 
ordered out; there is an organization, but I cannot. say that it 
is secret, that go to work and says it shall beso, and it is done; 
the Sheriff, in my opinion, did not do as I would have done had 
I been Sheriff; I went to some of them (the Alabamians) and 
requested them to put down arms, and they did it; when they 
came in in the night, he (the Sheriff) deputised some one else 
to attend to this; I know nothing about his wife's illness; the 
Sheriff wasin fall sympathy with the meeting of Monday; I do 
not küow how many men signed the request for the parties to 
leave here; Mr. Belk, the deputy Sheriff, is a man that attends 
to his business aná seems to-be posted as to what is going on; ' 
Reynolds c&me into the court room when I was speaking to 
Dennis, and asked for Mosely; the people seemed to be famil- 
iar with him, and he seemed to be acquainted generally with 
them. `s ` . . - 

~Q. Where was his. squad (of horse marines)? o 

A. They were scattered around; he (Reynolds) was here on 
Monday; also, on Sunday night taking an aetiye part; on Sun- 
day night Dennis sent for me and requested me to see the 
Sheriff, as he was afraid they were going to take him out and 
kill him; the Alabamians seemed very welcóme for people from 
a distance; I saw the Sheriff when a squad of two hundred and’ 
fifty. men stood right out here, about eight abreast; some of the 
leaders raised a yell, “Sturgis, Sturgis;” Mosely (the Sheriff) 
was on his horse; I could not hear what he said, but could see 
by his gestures that he was trying to keep them from going to 
Sturgis” house; nearly all of the white men in town were out 
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there-with them; Dred Finley was the only colored man I could 
see; they seemed to be rejoicing about the death of Tyler; I 
never heard Tyler make threats against Judye Bramlette; I do 
not know that they were: friendly, and do not know that they 
were unfriendly; I do not know anything about an order 
called the “Knights of the White Cammillias;” I was never 
admitted into it; I have héard talk about some outrages com- 
mitted upon women; the women are in town yet; Ellen -Parton 
s one of them; I saw her to-day; Marshal Ware saw some of 
is. l . ; : 
Q. What would be the probability of'convicting a man for 
killing in this town? à 
A. Very poor; they generally prove an alibi. : i 
Q. Did you ever know anything of a contemplated outbreak 
DE Cn here by the citizens of one class upon those of an- 
other EE tea 
. A. T never did; the Mayor made. an effort to get rid of the 
City Marshal for malfeasance in office, but could not get shed 
of him; the people seemed to like him; there was a ‘contro- 
versy between Mr. Patton and a man appointed by the Gov- 


. ernor, but it was for malfeasance in-office, for which the Mayor 


wished him removed; Iam slightly acquainted with the present 
Mayor; I do not know whether ‘he was present at- meeting on - 
Monday; I have heard so; I heard that: there was ‘a petition 
up to the Governor for his appointment; I had a petition. for 
the retention of Sturgis (Mayor); it had about one' hundred 
white signers; it is in Jackson; it was for the purpose of retain- 
ing him here; 1 sent it by Ware among the colored people to get 


-signers; it had about: four hundred and seventy-two names, as 


near as 1 could remember; 1 was afraid to put it in the post- 
office; afraid it would not get all safe. | 

Q. Who are the present Aldermen of this town? 

A. Messrs. Wolf, Bramlette, Moore and Johnson. There 
was one vaeancy ; Mr. Sturgis had his brother appointed, but he 
never got his -commission; Mr. Wm. Sturgis was book- 
keeper for his brother; I know.the statement to be false in. 


* reference to his swindling eolored people, in the instance 
. alluded to in the Mercury, as I was peesent myself; I attached 


the cotton myself, acting as special deputy under order of the - 


. Court; Sturgis had a mortgage, and under replevin the Court 


gave him the Cotton; I went after it; it was weighed in Front 
street at/Rush's scales; it fell short of Sturgis’ weight five or 
eight pounds in Mobile; this came out in the Mercury; I think 
Sturgis (Mayor)a straightforward business man, a man of good 
habits sober und industrious. Lo a

L have been living in Meridian eight years; I was here 
when Judge Bramlette was killed; was not in the court house; 


do not know about anybody being killed; I saw Tyler‘ drop 
from the balcony; Bill Peterson and Nelse Hodges saw him 
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when he was in the ditch; I was driving a dray; Tyler was car- 
ried into Sam. Parker's shop; I do not know who went in there; 
I did.not see a pistol on him at the time they wanted to put 
him on my dray; he had no pistol on when he came into the 
court house; I was onthe steps when he came in the court 
house; I did not come up; I live in the next house to Mr. 
Moore's. about twenty steps fromi his; I was there when 
Moores house was burned; I saw one hundred men there 
about.an hour before house was burned; saw them inside the 
house breaking furniture, etc.; Berry Horne was one of them 
that was inside; Capt. Henderson was leading the company of 
hundred men; the house was burned abóut an hour or an hour 
and a half after Berry Horne was inside breaking things; I did 
not see any furniture removed from the house; I saw two men 
with fire and can of oil go to the church to fire it; it.was moon- 
light, but could not discern the parties; I do not think | 
that! Moore moved any of his furniture; Horne was in the squad 

of Capt. Henderson; I was carrying water to keep my house 
from burning; Mr. Wiley Coleman stated that: they did not 
want.to burn me out as they had the one: they wanted; I do 
not think there was any fire in Moore's stove at the time; I 
heard Moore's and Clopton's speech; there was nothing said 
contrary to no man; Moore's principal subject was about the 
Alabamians, and asking white and colored to join together to 
keep them off. , 


Friix WEIDMANN, sworn; States: 


I can give no. testimóny as regards the killing ofany one, 
nor burning of church and Moore's house; about fifteen men 
came into my house one morning and got breakfast (they 
were strangers living across theline), and said that: * We are 
for the good’of the city, charge itto the city.” They all had 
arms; Mr. Horne offered me five. dollars once in payment; I 
did not accept it; I did not see any guns fired; I closed up my 
hotel. as soon as it commenced. These fifteen men said they 
came over to see about the trial of Price. - ` 


Wa. S. PATTON, sworn: 


Q. Do you know the leaders of this band, of men that came 
here from Alabama: some months ago? l 

A. Some colored: people came up to see mie and said some 
armed men are in town; I came down and requested to see‘the 
leader; some one asked meif I wanted to see Renfeau; I 
believe that there was a body of armed men here for some pur- 
pose; Ishould think, from the remarks "made as above, that 
Renfeau was their leader; they were scattered about, not under 
any apparent organization or drill; this was before the last dis- 
turbance; I saw strangers here on Monday; it.was about four 
o'clock in the-morning when party came to me between the 
Phenix House and court house, and informed me of the three 
bodiés in the thicket; I did not recognize the party; do not 
kow whether Renfeau was hear or not; Reynolds (Captain

Jinks) Ithink a desperate character; he was over here; the 
Sheriff had men scattered all ver town; I think he had a 
posse of fifty or a hündred men at the time men were taken out; 
I brought Issac Lee up here; he appealed-to me for assistance; 
I brought. him up in the court house and Had him locked -~in 
Sheriff's office, and Dr. Phillips dressed his wounds; he was not 
shot in this portion of town; I was in the court room when the 
first shot was fired; I think Warren Tyler fired the first shot as ` 
soon as Brantley walked toward him, and when near the door 
he fired and the shot struck Bramlette; I cannot say whether 
or not it was the result.of accident or intentional; do not 
know that there was any difficulty existing between Bramlette 
and Tyler; I did not see the pistol that Tyler had after he was 
killed; I think the Sheriff has been trying to maintain peace 
and order; he was out himself all of the time during theriot; I 
saw him frequently; Tyler stated in his speech that it was 
necessary for them to take care of themselves, mentioning the 
name of the Supervisor that was killed, and giving example of 
the Indians wbo, when one of their number «was killed, “.got 
another for him." : ^ l 

Q. Do you think the civil authorities ample to maintain 
peace—I mean to control a mob if lead from another State ? 

A, L think not; I examined the wound in Bramlette’s head; 
he had others in his body which I did not see; Ido not know 
anything about the throwing of Dennis’ body out of the win- 
dow; there were several in there; cannot mention theirífames; 
I saw no traces of blood; heard no declarations; I think pub- 
lic opinion approves of the killing of Warren Tyler, under the 
circumstances; Gus. Ford, the policeman, may have been 
killed accidentally; I did not see a pistol "in the court room 
except Tyler’s; I saw Moore when he was down; I thought he 
was dead; there were between one hundred and a hundred and. 
twenty-five men in the court room at the time-of the trial; -this 
was an extraordinary trial, the cause of the great crowd; 
cannot find seven out of ten men on the. streets who are not 
armed; people generally are armed; it is believed.. by a great 
many that Sturgis’ .place was fired by their consent and 
knowledge; do not know whether insurance companies have 
liquidated losses; I do not recollect the resolutions passed at 
the meeting on Saturday; they were read over once by Tyler; 
I do not know what has become of them; I p^ssed through the 
room on Monday, when the meeting was in progress on my 
way to the'Sheriff's office; do not know how many persons 
signed the address to Sturgis; I don’t think it would be safe for. 
Sturgis or Moore to come back; Moore is a.man that tries to 
get along with everybody; a man with some intelligence, and 
the feeling seems to be that he is secretly. opposed to.the 
white race; I know the telegraph operator; think he was raised 
here; a body of men went down on the train for Aaron Moore; 
I had no process against. him; I have been in office eight or 
nine months (City Marshal); was appointed by the Board of 
Aldermen; there was a feeling against Sturgis when he was 
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appointed by Governor Alcorn, because he was opposed to 
the whites of thé South in many of his decisions; T'Knew noth-, 
ing about his swindling the colored people of my own knowl- 
edge; I know nothingabout his making twenty or twenty-five 
thousand dollars; I do not know whether he was.a partner of 
Theodore Sturgis or not; do not think itwouldháve been safe for 
Priee to. remain, here after the Alabama people came over; 
Price did not stand his trial; his trial wàs to come off, but the 
Justice of the Peace told me.not to open court, as they did not 
think it prudent; this was Judge Bramlette; I do hot know that' 
the feéling is stronger here than anywhere else against the Rad- 
ieal wing of the Republiean party; I do not think there is a. 
nian ‘here in town who would harm Sturgis. | 

Q. Do you notthink it is a periodical thing for certain dis- 
tricts to getup an excitement about the “niggers rising?” 

A. I do not know as it is. - . 

Q. Do you not believe that the Alabamians coming to this 
place was the cause of this whole excitement? 07 

A. I believe they were “the prime movers of it; I do not 
think there was any serious difficulty between the two races 
previous to the raid of thé Alabamians. 

Q. Do you know anything about Pelton's being ordered 
from Meridian? ` -> Q7 

A. Only what he told me himself. He was on the police, and 
I went to see him on “Monday evening, and he told me he was 
met by a party up the street, and that they told him to leave 
in the morning, and I advised him to leave for a few days, any- 
way. ' l 

o, State what business Pelton has been in since he has been 
in town?’ t l i toon 

A. First a porter in a hotel, and afterward appointed Mar- 
shal, and then on police, and afterward in the employ of Mr. 
T. Sturgis, on a farm; I have never heard him use any incen- 
diary remarks; about his character, many hard things are said 
about him; many persons say they'do not believe him honest; 
Ido not know these things, but there is a great deal of talk . 
about him. l : 

Q. Do you think this paper, the Mercury, reflects the gen- 
eral tone of the people ? a 

Q. It reflects a great deal. ,.

Q. In your opinion, were the witnesses present at the inves- 
tigation afraid to give evidence? . ec . 

A. Perhaps some of them when put upon the stand did not 
testify what they had represented to Mr. Woódsón they would 
testify; they seemed to testify without any reluctance; whether - 
it was true or false, of course I do not know,, D 

Q. Is it unusual for witnesses to fail to testify what they 
had represented they could? T

Wx. S. PATTON. 
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A. Itis not. They did not fail to testify to any important 
fact that Mr, Woodson had represented to us they would tes- 
tify to, E 

Q. From the development of facts and the testimony which 
was taken during the investigation, in which you represented 
the State, during the late riots at this place, do you think that 
the crimes of murder and arson were committed? 

A. The testimony developed that there were seven persona 
killed and two houses burned; in killing of Judge Bramlette, 
the testimony developed the fact that he was killed by a shot 
aimed at Mr. Brantley; in regard to the killing across the 
railroad, I know nothing; the testimony developed the fact in 
regard to the burning of the church, that two white men, names 
unknown, took coals of fire from Moore's house and fired it; 
cannot say in whose custody the three men were; thought we 
had traced it to H. R. Wilson, asspecial baliff, but failed; in 
reference to killing Warren Tyler, the testimony developed. that 
he fired the shot that killed Judge Bramlette; some testimony 
that he fired two or three others, and went out of the window; I 
. think no effort was made to produce the weapon used by Tyler; 
we made inquiry afterward but it had changed hands; Mr. 
Brown and myself made inquiry and it could not be found; the 
jury of inquest on Judge Bramlette were all white. . 

Q. Do you regard the origin of this riot as immediate or re- 
mote . os d 

A. I knew that a bad state of feelings had been existing 
here for a great while, but I myself anticipated no trouble up. 
to Saturday evening after the meeting of the colored people in 
the court house; I was here when the men came. from Alabama 
to attend the trial of Price, about a month before the fire; I 
advised the Sheriff and deputy what to do; I saw armed men 
on the corner on the way to my office, and it was my under- 
standing that they had come over for the protection of Adam 
Kennard; I said I thought that we did have ample protection 
for him; Col. Harris stated that they were men from Livings- 
ton, and most of them he knew, and that he would go out and 
have a talk with them and get them to lay their arms .down; 
the Sheriff, as far as my intercourse has been with him, has 
been very prompt; I advised him to go with Price to the May- 
ors Court, as his presence would tend greatly to preserve 
order; I do not know the’ circumstances relative to the killing 
of Joseph Williams, member of the Board of Supervisors; do 
not think an indictment was found; I did not draw it; I think 
it was investigated before the grand jury. In reference to the 
Lauderdale case, my recollection is that parties proved an alibi 
before the committing court. * 

Q. What is the State of the public mind and sentiment in 
reference to Moore? tts ` 

A. My opinion is that public sentiment is very much against 
him; he never was in my Court; in this trial about the time of 
this excitement, he was one of the parties charged; Moore was 
charged with being one of a party who had: whipped a colored 
man for loitering around the church where he was holding a 
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supposed Loyal League meeting; this was about two and a half - 
years ago; he was tried and the charge was not sustained. 

., V. Do you not. think that it isthe wish of the majority of 
the people of this locality to place in contempt the party or 
parties at the head of the State Government? 

. A, -Not on the part of the ‘better class of people; they man- 
ifest opposition toward incompetent ' officers; they seem dis- 
s to sustain competent officers and those of respecta- 
bility. MN : m we 

Q. Do you think it would be safe for Moore or Price to 
return? i e i 

A. Tdo not think Mr. Price ought to come back; Clopton 
and Tyler were regarded in this place as the exponents of the 
colored sentiment; Clopton's conduct on the night of the fire 
was very bad; I was present at the fire; the better class of col- 
ored men I do not think would endorse what he had done;.I 
have never had any apprehension of danger here until on Sat- 
urday evening; I was about three quarters of a mile out of 
town, and when I heard drums beating and the noise, I came 
to town and learned that the colored men had had a meeting 
and had made some inflammatory speeches, and that Mr. Smith 
had gone in search of the Sheriff to have him arrest the meet- 
ing;'then I had serious apprehension; as well as I can remem- 
ber, I think the Grand Jury published a report criticising the 
actions of some County officials. s ` 

Q. From the evidence given. in the investigation in which 
you took part, or fróm your own knowledge, can you state how 
the fire on Saturday, March 4th, occurred, in which the prop- 
erty of Mr. Sturgis and other property was: destroved? : 

A. I cannot; the feeling against "Mr, Sturgis was intensely 
bitter; I do not think after that letter it would be safe. for him 
to come back; of my own knowledge, I know nothing of the 
charges against Price; I drew the: charges on the affidavit of 
Adam-Kennard. ` ae 

Q. Do you know whether or not there was any requisition 
from the Governor of Alabama to the Governor of Mississippi, 
for the arrest and return of any of the parties? 

A. None that I know of; there has been no Grand Jury in. 
session since that time; I board at Mr. Mosely’s, a private 
boarding house; I have boarded there three weeks; Mr. Mosely's 
wife was in delicate health at'the time of the fire. 

Q. Do you know for what Daniel: Price was arrested, and if 
so, state all ofthe facts in reference to his trial and escape? 

. A. He was arrested under an affidavit drawn under the fourth 
section of the bill familiarly known as the “State Ku Klux Bill,” 
by the State authorities; his escape was advised by his friends 
and counsel and rather winked at by the prosecution, for the pur- 
pose of avoiding trouble, with the promise of Price hever to 
return, as I. understood; the specifications charged him with 
leading a band of ten. or more colored men, masked, into a . 
house where affiant (Adam Kennard) was sleeping for the 
night’ (the prosecutor was a colored man), taking him into 
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the woods near the city, stripping him of his clotlies and 
money and taking them from him, and .whipping him very 
badly, and then shooting him as he ran off; Adam Kennard 
lives in Sumpter county, Alabama; : he stated that he had 
known price a long timé in Alabama, and that he Had been 
intimate with him, and that they had been political friends over 
there; they were said to be Republicans; it was said that Ken: 
nard was acting as Deputy Sheriff of Sumpter county, Alabama; 
it seems that Price and Kennard had some falling out about 
the taking of some hands from here to work in Alabama— 
Price objecting to his persuading colored men away from this 
city; ; I heard of Kennard's coming over here and going on a 
man’s bond, and taking him back to Alabama before the oc- 

currence with Price. 

Q. Did or did not Kennard have a requisition from the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama for the criminal? 

A, Iheard he had; but in my opinion he had not. 

Q. Was the Mayor, Mr. Sturgis, a competent; man, in, the 
i WE y acceptation of the term? 

A. He, in my judgment, had sufficient ability to discharge 
the duties of Mayor of'a town like this; but he was regarded 
as a great partisan, and a man whose Judgment was very much 
distorted by political circumstances. 

Q. Did the feeling against Mr. Sturgis arise from his polit- 
ical standing, or his actions as Mayor? 

A. From "his conduct as Mayor. , There was. no feeling 
against him for some time after he was first appointed, as I was 
aware of. i 

Q. If it was simply ħis politics, would not the people have 
been satisfied simply with his removal from office, without 
ordering him away? 

A. I knew of no disposition to get him out of the county 
until the occurrences dep from Saturday night, the 4th, to 
Monday, the 6th of March, 

Q. Do you know the reasons or facts set forth why. he should 
dis removed? 

. There were a great many facts set forth. I signed the 


petition, The main object was to give the position to some- 


body who would restore order and peace. The outside of the 
city was like a picket line, constant firing all night; I was 
present at the fir.e on Saturday ‘night, March 4, 1871, a 
few moments after fire commenced; I met. Billy Clopton 
on the sidewalk, going rapidly toward the fire, cursing bois- 
terously; after the block had been consumed by the fire, 
I was standing at the southwest corner of the burnt block and 
saw Billy Clopton approach a squadw of colored men, eight or 
ten—may be more—addressing them. as he approached them, 
saying: “Why the h—ll don't you.go and get your arms, some- 
thing to shoot with? what in the h—-11 are you standing here 
for? I have no secrets to keep;. what I have tosay I say openly 
and above board.” He turned from the crowd of colored men, 
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two or three of the crowd. following him; he stopped in the 
street in about ten paces, and fired, his pistol four or five times; 
this was a-half or three-quarters of an hour before he was 
knocked down with a gun; said.Clopton is sometimes called 
William: Dennis, and is the same styled as General Dennis in 
the communieation of William Sturgis in the New York 
Tribune. up"

I reside in Meridian; am a builder; have been living here 
two years; know nothing in reference to the late riot. >. 


H. .M. Turezeroot, being sworn: 


I am doing business opposite the Sheriff's office; T know 
nothing in reference to the riot. 

L: D. BLR, sworn: E 

I reside in Meridian: have resided here one-year next 
August; I have been:acting Deputy Sheriff for two years; was 
acting Deputy Sheriff at the time of the riot. . 

Q. Was Mr. Sturgis in good standing in this community ?— 
was he in good standing regardless of . party? l 

A. He was not; `I could not state the cause; I saw Clopton 
on the night of the fire; I heard the language used by him 
that night; myself and Mr. Walker were standing in the street 
alone; immediately after the fire, near the ruins; Jack Lee, a 
colored man, was standing near us; Clopton came near us and 
took Jack by the hand'and said: “You d—n paper collar 
hotel boys are not doing your duty; why don't you go home : 
and get your guns?" L called to the boy and he came toward 
me; Clopton took hold of him and said: “Do not go with 
them, as they are no friends of yours," and he went off and 
Clopton walked off, and after he got near this house, he met 
twelve colored men, and they fired guns up in the air; I heard 
no expressions up to this time, Presently I spoke to Walker 
and said: “I fear there is going to be some trouble here;". went 
around on Front street and met a number of people, white and 
blaek, moving. goods which had been moved out for fear of 
fire; ‘anticipating trouble, I went to Mr. Mosely's house, and 
was sent immediately back to do what I could, and if it became 
serious, to report to him; Clopton had been knocked dow. 
during my absence; a number waited upon Judge Bramlette 
and made affidavit against Clopton, and it was put in my hands 
for his arrest; I had probably two hundred men to go with me, 
looking for Clopton, and found he was not hurt; brought him 
into court room, and myself and some twenty or thirty men 
kept guard over him during Saturday night and Sunday; don't 
know as I heard any other threats by any one, white or black; 
I heard of the meeting in the court house on Saturday; I was 
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not at the court house that day; the meeting was on the same 
day of the fire; it lasted from 3 to 6 o'clock P. x," I know 
nothing of the origin of the fire; Sturgis, the Mayor, was one 
of’ the parties burned out; I did: not see Tyler or Moore the 
evening of the fire; do not know whether- or not they were 
present at the meeting; was informed that they were; the cit- 
'izens manifested a. disposition to restore order; I never saw ' 
anything like it—and to act in obedience to the orders of the 
Sheriff, and not to act except únder- his direction; there were 
very few: blacks at the fire; a great many were around the 
Mayor's office after the killing of Tyler;. I am the Chief Dep- 
uty Sheriff; Mr. Mosely arranged the guard himself, and 
selected the leaders of each squad, probably three hundred men 
in all; when the men were reported to have come from’ Ala- 
bama, I was at home asleep; Mr. Henderson was in charge of 
the office; he was sworn for that occasion; I saw Tyler with 
a pistel in his hand, erected toward Judge Bramlette; I could not 
swear that he shot him; I went into the street and said that 
Tyler had shot Judge Bramlette; I never saw the pistol but 
‘once; do not know how many times it had been fired; I have 
been informed by the party that had it that he had loaded two 
of the barrels that were empty after the firing in the court 
room; Mr. Brantly has the pistol. I was ñot in-charge of Den- 
nis (Clopton) when he had his throat cut; at the time his throat 
was cut I was at home asleep; Hendersón was the next in-com- 
mand. . I was in there once in the night while Clopton was in 
there; Mr. Mosely was in there at the time; I heard Clopton 
when he struck the ground after being thrown out-of the win- . 
dow: I saw no one up there; I saw people passing back and 
forth by the window. 
Q. How far were you from Parke?s house when Tyler was 
killed? m um 
- A. In the immediate vicinity; I do not know whether he was 
killed by the squad or not; there were some two hundred men 
in the squad; I understand he resisted to the last; I went to 
_ take his pistols off and found none in his scabbard; he was lying 
on the right hand side of thé partition door in back room; 
I do not know who started the rumor in reference to his resist- 
ance; I do not know who went into the house first; Col. Whit- 
aker was there; do not know how many wounds were found 
upon Tyler's body; did not have any inquest upon Tyler, he- 
cause Finley requested to take the body. home and bury it; 1 
told him I-did not see the impropriety; not one of our ‘party 
was hurt by Tyler's resistance; I have heard the term used by | 
some -of the party that he had a great deal of nerve; I did not 
state that he was “dead as hell," although accused of it;.I was 
asked by some parties where Tyler was, and “if the d—n són 
ofa b—h was dead,” and 1 told them “if you could see-him 
you would think so;” I saw the gash in Clopton’s neck; it was 
effectually done; I ordered his coffin and had grave dug; was 
not buried for two days and nights; I know nothing of two 
persons who were killed in the country; it was reported to me, 
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and I went straight there, but found none; I went up to the 
place where Joe Williams was killed; the parties accused were 
brought here to magistrate's investigation. l 

Q. Why were these parties arrested and arraigned for using 
language, when parties dommitting assault and battery were 
not arrested? . ; ` l 

A. I do not know; Mr. Mosely appointed a man by the name 
of Wilson to take charge of tlie three men that were left in the 
office; I was at home at the time, and do not know what ar- 
rangements were made with him; Mr. Mosely had but one 
bonded deputy; Mr. Mosely requested me, where I saw persons 
with arms, unless they belonged to one of the companies, to 
take them away; I saw~no man with arnis, except those that 
were of the Sheriff's squads; I think it would not be safe for 
Moore to come back here; if I was Sturgis I would not come; 
I never was present when Mr. Sturgis (Mayor) made a speech; 
he is not a dissipated man, and not strictly temperate; never 
heard Mooré use any ineendiary language; Moore stands in 
-the attitude of, as some would call it, a snake in the grass, and 
some would call, a wolf in sheep's clothing. 


Q. Do you think the civil authorities capable of maintaining 
order here, at all times, and on all occasions? . 

A. I would not give that as my opinion, yet awhile; I have 
seen Reynolds; never heard him make any threats; he was over 
here on Wednesday after the: riot; he came up into the court 
house on Wednesday, night to take two men from Captain 
Henderson, who had them in charge;. he did not get: them; the 
men were afterwards relievéd; I do not know that he has been 
back here since; I have heard that he was an outlaw from Ala- 
bama; there were three hundred armed men on guard to pre- 
vent any lawlessness; they were put in squads and sent in 
different directions; I did not see any armed colored men; I 
heard a great many reports of the kind; do not know as I saw, 
but on two occasions, colored men together, one on Tuesday 
morñing, of about twenty or thirty, in front of a bar room, 
some with guns (this was before the order.to disarm); the 
. largest body was in front of the Mayor's office, about the time 
of thekilling of Tyler; I think the conduct of some of the 
colored: meii here will justify me in saying that the meeting of 
: Saturday was gotten up forthe purpose of raising a disturbance 
between colored and white; theré was an effort made to re-arrest 
. Moore; a speciahtrain was sent in pursuit; I think the crime he 
had committed sufficient to pursue him ; the warrant was issued 
Sunday evening; hé was not arrested until Monday morning, in 
the court house; do not know of any causes which led to the 
extra exertion to arrest Moore on Tuesday; I was in the court 
house on Monday evening, and had just left and gone into the 
Sheriff's office; heard words, “d—n liar,” and. oaths,and I leaned 
over in my seat; about this time heard report of pistol; ran into 
the court room and saw Tyler standing with pistol in his hand, 
in shooting position, pointing in direction of Judge Bramlette; 
dé not know who fired the shot that killed Judge Bramlette; 
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Tyler immediately ran through the Sheriff's office and out of 
the window after shiooting; do not know how many shots were 
fired; I could not see Brantley from where I stood; I state, as 
my belief, that Tyler killed Bramlette and Ford ; do not say it 
positively; about five minutes after Tyler went out, I summoned 
aposse and went in search of him; I stated to parties that 
Tyler had killed Bramlette and' Ford, and I wanted them to 
help mé pursue him; a great number responded to my. call; from 
the time I summoned the posse to the time he was killed, some 
twenty minutes.elapsed; I did not go directly to tlie house; 
house is on the extreme end of the next block; did not know he 
was there until we found him. | "E 

Q. In your judgment was it necessary, considering the num- . 
ber of men you had there, to kill him to arrest him? 

A. In Tyler's case I think it was. necessary to have a great 
many men to make the arrest; none of my men have been hurt, 
so far as I know. . - < 

Q. Were the citizens under the direction of the: Sheriff 
when they killed this man ? . 

A, They were under the direction of the Sheriff: I was sit- 
ting in the Sheriff's office in position that I could see Tyler in 
the court room. Did not see any body else with pistol T 
went down on the train after Moore to Golden, Grove; had 
about twenty-five or thirty men with me. Fhad a Warrant for 
his arrest; the same warrant on which he was first arrested. 

I had a great many. men with me that I knew, and a great 
many that I did not know. Moore would have been safe had 
we found him; I saw no one else on the road looking for him; 
met large number of black persons on roads with guns; do not 
know as it was usual for trains to be chartered to pursue men 
for breach of the peace; there was nothing paid for the trains; 
had trains on both roads; telegraphed to the officers and they 
readily granted trains for the otcasion; did not go further 
than Golden Grove; which is within- Lauderdale county, in 
search for Moore; went as far as the siding which is in that. 
direction; heard that Moore. was on the road by a telégram 
from Hickory Station; that Moore had tried to get on the 
morning train, and failed; I know nothing of my own know: 
ledge of persons being taken from this county back to Ala- 
bama without due process of law; 1 have heard it spoken of; I 
have seen Adam Kennard but once when he was over here; do 
not know whether he was an officer or ñot; I knew that Price 
was arrested; I executed -warrant on one occasion; do not re- 
collect the charge: some black people here in town made the. 
charge? he had an investigation, and it did not amount to any- 
thing; at one time it was reported that some colored people 
were taken back to Alabama; next day a large crowd of col: 
ored: people appeared upon the street. ^ , 

What was the relative position of Judge Bramlette and 
Mr. Brantley in reference to Warren Tyler, at the time Mr. 
Brantley was testifying ? 
A. Judge Bramlette was seated at the table; Mr. Brantley 
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was in. front of him, a little to the right, about ten feet; Tyler 
was seated in a chair in front of Judge Bramlette, a little to 
the left, distant about. twelve feet; Tyler and Brantley were 
nearly opposite each other, about fifteen feet apart; this was 
their position a very short while before I heard the first shot; 
I saw only two of them, Tyler and Brantley, afterward; I do 
nót know of my own knowledge whether or not Judge Bram- 
lette and Tyler were on good terms; Judge Bramlette has told 
me that he and Tyler were not on speaking terms; I was 
friendly with Moore up to this time; we were from the same 
place; I did not see him from the time of his arrival up to the 
time of'the trial here; I could see no one but Tyler at the time 
i saw his pistol drawn, but judged from the position I last saw 
him in, and the position in which Judge Bramlette was found, 
that it was, pointed at Bramlette; Moore asked me for protec- 
tion; I replied that “I could protect.no one now;" I felt it my 
duty to protect myself at this time; Idid not havethe warrant 
for Moore in my possession at this time; there was no one'in 
the house at the time Moore asked for protection but à man by 
- the name of Joseph; all had left. The seats were arranged in 
two rows crosswise in the room, with an aisle through the 
centre; four or five seats from each row had been taken to the 
back of the room, leaving a space of about twelve or fourteen 
fest in width in front. ‘ . :

GRANVILLE HENDERSON, Sworn: . 


I reside in Meridian; have resided here about a year; occu- 
pation assistant assessor; I was in Judge Whitaker's office at 
at the'time of the shooting on Monday; I know nothing about 
the shooting of Tylér of my own knowledge; have heard no 
statements as to who shot him; I was out in the street just as 
Clopton was falling; I saw him when he was within five or six feet 
from the ground; I did not look up to the balcony at the time 
to see who was on it; I know nothing about the killing of those 
three men across the railroad; Richard Jackson stated that when 
the crowd went up to escort Mr. Sturgis to the train, these Ala- 
bamians took the niggers out and killed them; I was in the 
crowd when Tyler was killed; I had a gun; was not summoned; 
when I heard: what was going on I was under the impression 
that tlie colored people were rising, and joined the squad; I 
have never felt that there was any cause for- fear or danger; I 
was present at the meeting of Monday; do not recollect of any 

‘committee being appointed to wait upon the Mayor, request- 
ing him to leave; there was a committee appointed to wait 
upon Governor Alcorn; I cannot say what) the conduct of 
Deputy Sheriff Belk was when Tyler was killed; 1 was con- 
siderably excited; there were probably five hundred armed 
men; saw no colored people with arms; very few colored people 
could be seen at. this time; I did not hear Mr. Moore on 
Monday request to make a speech; it was suggested by Mr. 
Shearer that-Mr Moore was present and persons among the 
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audience inferred from that, that Mr. Moore would be requested 
to speak, and they did not want to hear hiin, and remarked 
that “he had made his speech on Saturday;" Moore has always 
been treated with respect here; it was the impression among 
the people here that it was a-pre-arranged plan of Moore's to 
bring about a iot; he was present at the meeting of the blacks 
on Saturday, and I heard that he made an incendiary speéch, 
one caleulated 'to bring on a riot; the objects of the meeting 
on Monday was to send a committee to the Governor to have 
‘Sturgis removed; I do¡not knowas there was any other object; 
the people felt that they were uot safe out at nights, as there 
was constant firing about the city; I do not suppose that a 
white man'eould get up here and make an incendiary speech 
without being taken to task forit, any more than a colored 
man; the committing of such outrages as the coming over here 
from Alabama of those people, and taking away those people, 
was not encouraged by the people, and I think were sufficient 
grounds to justify the colored people in the holding of the 
meeting on Saturday; L do not know by whom this constant 
firing was done; I think Mr. W.H. Rush was present at the 
meeting on Saturday; Mr. Moseley and Mr. Belk, during the 
excitement, did all they could to restore peace and order; if 
this community had any intention of killing the blacks, they 
would have done it when they all had arms; there were only a 
few of the blacks against which any animosity existed; I 
reached the house where Tyler was killed about à minute after- 
ward; cannot state positively the time; think it was between 
two and four o'elock; I remained there probably from three to 
five minutes, and returned immediately to the court house; 
cannot state positively how long afterwards it was that I saw 
Clopton falling from the balcony; I understood that he was 
brought baek to the Sheriffs office; I do not know in whieh 
room the prisoners were confined; I think I saw Mr. Belk take 
pistol away from a prisoner said to be Isaac Lee; do not know 
how many shots were: fired at the house in which Tyler was 
killed; Tyler had a great many wounds; do not know whether 
any resistance was made by Tyler or not; I do not know who 
cceupied the house in which Tyler-was killed. -

J. R. SMITH, sworn: | 


Freside in Meridian; I am the Chancery Clerk and Post- 
Master; I was present when the arrest of Aaron Moore was 
made by the Sheriff; I was in conversation with Moore in the 
Chancery Clerk's office, and the Sheriff came in with a paperin 
his hand and told Moore and Tyler to consider themselves - 
under arrest; Moore inquired what he was arrested for; 
Sheriff replied for complicity with Dennis in making incen- 
diary speeches on Saturday night, and he further remarked that 
he did-not consider that the charges amounted to anything, 
and Sheriff then walked away; he did not take them in custody, 
implying from his conduct that the charges were so frivilous 
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that they would not amount to anything, and he told Moore 
that he díd not think the charges would give him any trouble; 

I was in my office and in the hall, and heard some parts of the 
speeches. that ‘were made on Monday; Y think it was Mr. 

Shearer. who made the suggestion, or motion, that Moore be 
allowed to speak; and the expression was general that they-did 
not want to hear him; I returned from Jackson on: the 9th; 

at the meeting place ofthe trains, about sixty or seventy miles 
from here, I saw two citizens of Meridian, d. F. Sanford and J. 

W. Draugn, get off one train and on the other; they got on the 
train returning to Meridian; saw no arms; did not know their 
business; they said that everything was peaceable ‘in Meridian; 
I saw two or three boys at Forest get on the ttain and return 
to Meridian; some two or three more got on at each station 
coming this way; when the train reached Meridian there were 
in all twenty or more; some had arms; rather unusual for citi- 
zens to be making excursions of-that kind; some of them were 
bar-keepers, some clerks in stores; I should think it ünusual 
for them to be making excursions at this time; cannot say as 
there was a general feeling of regret at the arrival of Moore in 
Jackson, as I do not know; do not know of any individual ex- 
pressing any regret at his safe arrival; heard some prominent 
citizens of the town say that they were glad that he got there 
safe; 1 have known Moore some ten or twelve years; I have 
known of his movements the last five years; ,since connection 
with the Republican party have been intimately acquainted 
with his movements; he never intentionally got up any trouble; 

I have thought at times that his conduct-was indiscreet; and 
have advised him at times to be prudent and: discreet, asI 
thought it was liable to cause trouble; to-get up-a ‘feeling of 
bitterness between the races that would cause trouble; know 
nothing in reference to his connection with reported arrest for 
whipping a man some two or three years ago; the report of 
whipping was for parties entering council of league as spies 
without authority; I was appointed by the meeting on Monday 
on committee to go to Jackson to try to get some changes in 
officials, particularly’ Mayor; I applied to the Governor as a 
member of the committee for this purpose; ‘there had been a 
petition signed by a number of Democrats and, several white 
Republicans of this city, requesting his removal; I signed 
petition. with some modifications; L did not sign the petition 
because he was not à good officer, but to appease the popular 
opinion,as he was powerless to do good; was powerless because 
he did not have the respect and support of the white citizens 
generally; he was a man of very firm, decided views, and þe- 
came very extreme and ultra in his political views and other 
respects; became so ultra in his political views that he became 
to be partial; this opposition set in from the time he was ap- 
pointed by General Ames; tlie opinion of the partiality of the 
Mayor was formed from outside rumors entirely, as I have 
never attended his courts; he had been here.about a year and a 
half before he was appointed by General Ames: he was en- 
gaged in.mercantile business; was very quiet. 
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Q. Was this opposition to Mr. Sturgis not common “to per- 
sons holding office from the same authority ? 

A. Not to the same extent. 

Q. Why was it not to the same ¢xtent ? 

A. Perhaps because other officers were not thrown in direct 
contact with the people as he was; and another reason was, he 
did not confine his association' altogether with white people; 
he was more disposed, to associate with colored people than 
most of the other white Republicans in the community— 

Q. Was there nof a system of ostracism. practiced toward 
him by the white people which was not practiced toward Judge 
Leachman and.other white Republicans of the county? 

A. Rather more especially against him; it may have been 
because he was a Northern man; .I am inclined to think that 

_there is more opposition toward Northern than Southern Re- 
publicans; I was in my office qu the day of the meeting of the 
colored’ people on Saturday, and was informed by Judge Gib- 
bons and Mr. MeMullins that the speeches were incendiary; 
I stepped to the door and heard Clopton, in speaking, say 
that they must take the matter in their own’ hands and fight 
it out, and not let the Alabamians come over here; I then 
went 'and informed the Sheriff that if the. meeting was 
not broken up that it would lead to a disturbance and-trouble; 
I eould see a feeling of enthusiasm among the colored people 
and was satisfied from speeches of. that character that the 
white people would not remain quiet; the Alabamians were 
not here at this time. 

Q. How long before this meeting of the colored men was it 
that AUS Alabamians were in Meridian and took off the colored 
men: » SC. 

A. About three weeks. 

Q. Do you know whether the Sheriff was notified of the 
presence of the Alabamians, and whether he made any BEER pe 
to arrest them? 

A, In my presence one colored man notified thé Sheriff that 
a crowd of men got off' at the depot. This man stated that 
they had beat one or two colored men and tied two or DE 
eolored men. 

Q. At the time this man was speaking. to the sheriff did 
you see àny armed. men? 

A. I saw eight or ten white men about: the Post Office; did 
not know any of them; Ido not think they were citizens of 
this place. 

Q. Do you know the objects for which the meeting was 
called on Saturday? : 

-A. I thought I did but it seems I did not; Tyler informed 
me that it was a meeting of the colored men of the town in 
favor of retaining Mr. Sturgis as Mayor and -Mr. Mosely as 
Sheriff, as there was some talk of their removal at this time; 
do not know whether the meeting gave any formal expression 
in reference to the removal of-Mr. Sturgis and the Sheriff; was 
told that they did not; I do not know whether or. -not the

speeches made had any-reference to the removal of these 
officers; I was’ tolerably well acquainted with Sturgis; I was 
here on the night of the fire; know nothing of the origin; 

do not know whether or not Moore was" present; I was there 
about 12 o'clock; “Mr. Sturgis, tlie Mayor, I think was not a 
member of the firm; the firm was T. Sturgis; I always regard- 
ed the Mayor as manager of the concern; 1 considered it in as 
good a financial condition as any house in town; ‘I suppose 
that the remarks héard in the speech 'on Saturday alluded to 
the first visit of the Alabamians, and the carrying off of the 
` three or four colored men. * 

Q. Did you regard it as incendiary on the part of the col- 
ored people to denounce ‘such conduct as that which charac- 
terized the visit of the Alabamians? 

A. Not simply the act of denouncing it, but the iwak “to 
arm and fight it out,” to prevent its repetition. Fhe conduct 
of these people was generally condemned by the citizens of 
Meridian, regardless of party. 

-Q. Did not a great many men of one particular party 
applaud it? | 

A, Not to my knowledge; I do not think Moore or Sturgis 
would be safe to come back here. 

Q. If they should return, what, would be the treatment 
toward them? 

- A. L do not know;. I do not think they would find it pleas- 
ant residing in this community; T have never heard any direct 
threats against Moore or Sturgis since they left, but from. 
remarks J have heard, I do not think they would be safe. Mr. 
Sturgis was generally. regarded as an upright. business man; 
I do not think the charges against him had any foundation in. 
fact; do not'consider that I was invited to the meeting of 
the colored people on Saturday; do not think that any other 
white Republicáns were invited except Mr. Mosely, who was 
invited to be present, and set himself right before the-colored 
people; was notified by Tyler that it was a meeting of the 
colored men of the town; Moore returned from Jackson on 
Friday evening preceding the - Saturday of the meeting; not 
usual for Moore to return during the present session of the 
Legislature, at the last of every week; I do not know that 
Moore applied to the Governor to have any of- the officials 
here removed; I know that two colored ‘men, Clopton and 
Radford, had been to Jackson during the week of Moore's 
return, and returned with Moore on Friday; I was told that 
they went down to the Governor to prevail upon him, if pos- 
sible, not to remove Mayor Sturgis; I do not know whether 
or not Moore had anyting to do with the calling of the meet- 
ing on Saturday; do not know who presided at the meeting, 
but think perhaps Dennis was Chairman; ` do not know wheth- 
er there was a Secretary or not.

Mrs. PEGGY JOHNSON Sworn: 
I live in Meridian; I stay in the. Restate nearly opposite 
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the court house, kept by Mr. Santon; 1 was standing in the 
street in front of the court house when Clopton was thrown 
out and Tyler jumped out; I saw the men when they threw 
Clopton out; I cannot give the names of the persons who 
threw him out; Col. Horne jumped upon him and stamped 
him when he reached the ground; I saw Tyler when he junip- 
ed out; he ran through-George Moore’s barber shop; he was 
shot when he reached the ground to where he jumped; he was 
shot inthe -back, I thought from the way he clapped his 
hands to his back he cried “Oh Lord?" Mr. Hugh Wilson shot 
him; heis a citizen of this place; I saw Tyler when he came 
from the balcony, swing down on the iron brace under the bal- 
cony, and immediately ran off; he.did not falt to the: ground; 
Wilson came out on the balcony and shot him with a: gun; I 
.Saw Tyler’s pistol buckled behind him in his case; his coat, 
at the time, was over his back; I- was standing on the corner 
when they returned from Parkér's shop, and they stated ‘that 
they “had killed the damned old rascal;” they then formed in 
line and threw up their hats, cheering and saying “the 
damned old rascals are dead, Warren Tyler and Bill Clopton;" 
Tyler did not have a pistol in his hand when he came out on 
the gallery; I saw him when he sprang out of the door; I did 
not see them do any more shooting after that; I know the 
Sheriff and Deputy Sheriff; I know Mr. Belk; Mr. Belk was 
standing on the corner next Travis’ grocery; Mr. Mosely was 
on his horse, on the corner opposite. the court house, ` 
and Mr. Mosely asked them what they were doing there 
without their arms, and asked them.why they did not get 
their arms and get in line and go to Tyler' house; Mr. 
Ramsey asked Mr. Mosely what erowd he was commanding; 
Mr. Moseley inquired “Why!” and further replied, “That crowd 
over there!” pointiny to a large crowd of white men; the crowd 
had no arms; Mr. Ramsey replied, “Sir, I want you to be par- 
ticular;” there were no colored people on the street at this © 
time; there was a horse company and a foot company started 
up.the street to search for Aaron Moore, saying that “he has 
ruined our country and we are going to have him,’ could not 
point out the one who made the expression; I went for. Mr. 
Clopton's wife, and told her that her husband was lying out in 
the street, and to go and get him; tried to get à colored man to 
drive the wagon, but he would not do it; he said he was afraid; 
Idroveit myself; sheasked the Sheriff for.her husband, and 
he (Mr. Mosely.) replied, “Go back home and stay there, you 
can't get him; these men won't let you have him;” he (Dennis) 
was struggling in his blood at this time, not dead. yet; I saw. 
some men bringing Henry Johnson and Marion White to town; 
both of them had their heads bent; these men were brought 
to the court house; I did not know the names of any of the 
squad; Ilived here before the railroad «was built here; I am 
a married woman; Henry Johnsonis my hüsband's nàme; am 
not living with him at this time: have been separated since 
about two months before last Christmas; he was an Alderman 
of this town; I have heard about Ku Klux; have never seen 
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any; saw the Alabama men; there is a great deal of dread of 
the Ku Klux in this country; have.heard of the Ku Klux kill- 
ing Joe Williams; I have been out to his house twice since; 
heard that they were disguised; I have heard of the Ku Klux 
being after Kizer; they were not in disguise; came in the 
night; Kizerisin Jackson; do not know the men that were 
taken àway by the Alabamians; the colored people, after the 
meeting of Saturday, marched around the streets, beating 
drum until dark; did not see them have any arms; 1 am kept 
at my business until late; started for my home about 11 o'clock, 
and met armed men, and was halted by them; Mr. Wagner 
was among them; by Ku Klux I understand the meaning to 
be men that go out in the night disguised; T did not see any 
such parties Saturday night of the fire; they were straightout 
men without disguises, going along with their guns; this was 
after the fire, way yonder about midnight; a good many col- 
ored people have left since this disturbance; a great, many 
took foot and went to. the woods-and sent for their wives; I 


- eame near leaving myself; was afraid to stay, as I heard the 


Alabamians said they were going to take me away; it seemed 
to be known thatthe Alabamians were coming here before they 


“came; I know of two women sàid to be outraged; do not 


know anything about their charácter; Ellen Parton and Mrs. 
Johnson were the two; said to be four in all; the Alabamians 
did not do this; I was at the church, Sunday night and saw a 
crowd of white men, armed, come by the church, and pass on 
by; they were. all walking; went by the Methodist church 
ane kept on toward the Baptist church; I know where Capt. 
Duck lives; do not know whether they went toward his house; 
they were all upon the hill; he lives near the Baptist church; 
I understand from my sister that some of the parties under- 
took to outrage her; I think some of them were young girls, 
one of them about fifteen years of age; the squad L met halted 
me, and Mr. Wagner ssked me where I was going; I told him 
I was going about my business; Mr. Adams told me “not to 
talk so G—d d—n big; he would take me up;" I told him to 
*take me up and shoot me, put me in the guard-house, or do 
what he pleased, I wasn’t bothering him;” they formed a line 


` and went back to Bill Dennis’ house, and I ran from my house 


over there. .

CHARLOTTE Fagan, being sworn: 


' I reside in Meridian; I know nothing further about the wo- 
men said to be outraged than what was told me by Parthenia 
Greene; the little girl’s name is Onie Paton, between ten and 
eleven years old; I have heard of others down in this part of 
town; I saw-men at the burning of Moore’s house; I saw men 
in Moore’s house, and heard great noise like they were break- 
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ing up the pots and dishes, and the captain (Henderson) said 
“ come out of there, Bob,” and Bob said “we are fixing to run a 
big rabbit out of his den;" this was the last time the men went 
there; the breaking of the stoves and dishes was by the first: 
party, about three quarters of an hour before this last party 
came; I saw Capt. Henderson in the last party; those that were 
on foot were the ones that went into the house both.ti aes; 
there was a man in my house to look for guns, and inquired my 
husband's name, and-said that his name was Skinner; there 
were two Ku klux caught upon the hill by Warren: Tyler; they 
say they were disguised; I did not see them; they were- in my 
house; Clopton made Tyler turn ther- loose; they belonged in 
this town; they stayed at Hurlburts or Sturgis' store; were 
clerks; they said that they had long gowns on; did not get. 
their gowns; this was about six weeks ago; about the time they 
were trying to catch Mr. Price, the sehool teacher; I do not 
know any of the men that went into Moore's house; L saw two 
men with torches when they fired the chürch; never heard who 
those men were; L live right near Moore's house; do not know 
whether or not Moore's furniture wao out of the house; Moore 
has always preached peace in his church; he sometimes came 
home in two weeks; sometimes in three weeks; could not tell 
when he did come home; Moore's wife lived here; the colored 
peóple have. always tried to managein a way to keep—peace; 
Clopton was always regarded as an outrageous man; they say . 
he was drunk the night of the fire; always heard the white 
people say that he said things that he had no business to say; 
the colored people did not pay mueh attention to him as he 
was always drinking, and I know of no one that was lead by 
him; Warren Tylerwwas a very good peaceable fellow, so far as 
I know; I knew him before he was grown; I saw them when 
they shot Isaac Lee; I think the man's name is Adams; I heard 
a man on horse say, '* Adams, did you halt him ?"; Adams said . 
* Yes;" but he did not have any halting to do,.as he was right 
under the house; I saw the man when he sh.t him; Mr, Lee 
went across the hill to some white people's house; he went in 
the yard; and another party who were coming up on the other 
side of the house were going to shoot, and Mr. Swann waived 
his hand to them not to shoot; Lee at this time was in the 
white people's yard; they got him and brought him down to 
the court house; Mr. Swann was with the men when they shot; 
the man called Adams lives here in town; I have seen him 
often; he lived close by where the shooting was done, but has 
moved down here; it was about three quarters of an hour after 
Isaw the last party that I diseovered the fire; I do not know 
whether the men who caught the Ku klux were armed or not; 
Iam a member of the?chureh which Mr. Moore had charge of; 
they said that the Ku klux had gowns on; I do not know 
whether they had anything over their faces or not; I do not 
know the names of the two men who weré reported to me as 
being dead out in the country; said to be black men; they 
were found, or said to be seen, by Mrs. Saulsbury; I-do not 
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know whether any one went to look for the bodies or not; I 
heard no reasons assigned by the parties pursuing Isaac Lee 
why they wanted to capture-him; it was in the yard of Mr. 
Heuston that Isaac Lee went when they were pursuing him.

ELLEN PARTON, being sworn, states: 

I reside in Meridian; have resided here nine years; occupa- 
tion washing and ironing and scouring; Wednesday night was 
the last night they came to my house; by “they” I mean bodies 
or companies of’ men; they came on Monday, Tuesday and, 
Wednesday; on Monday night they said that théy came to do 
us no harm;'on Tuesday night they said they came for the 
arms; I told them there was none, and they said they would 
take my word for it; on Wednesday night they came and broke 
open the wardrobe and trunks, and committed rape upon me; 
there were eight of them in the house; I do not know how 
many there were outside; they were white men; there was a, 
light in.the house; I was living in Marshal Ware's house; there 
were three lights burning; Mr. Ware has been one of the po- 
licemen of this town; he was concealed at tlie time théy came; 
they took the claw hammer and broke open the pantry where 
he was lying; he was concealed in the pantry under some plun- 
der, covered up well; I guess he covered himself up; a man 
said * hereis Marshal's hat, where is Marshal?" T told him *I 
did not know;" they went then into everything in the house, 
and broke open the wardrobe;.I called upon Mr. Mike Slams 
on, who was one of the crowd, for protection; I said. to him 
‘please protect me to.night, you have known me a long time;" 
this man covered up his head then; he had a hold of me at 
this time; Mr. Slamon had an’ oil cloth and put it before his 
face, trying to conceal himself, and the man that had hold of me 
told me not to call Mr. Slamon’s name any more; he then took me 
in the dining room, and told nie that I had to do just what he 
said; I told him I eould do nothing of that sort; that was not 
my way,and he replied * by God, you have got to," and then 
threw me down; this man had a black eye, where somebody had 
beaten him; he had a black velvet cap on; after he got 
through with me he came through the house, and said that he 
was after the Union, Leagues; I yielded to him because he had 
a pistol drawn; when he took me,down he hurt me of course; 
I yielded to him on that account; hé nevér injured me any 
ways, but. hurt me with his pistol; from there they went off; 
looked like a heap around the house; there were eight in the 

' house; I knew no'one but Slamon; he is employed by the 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company to grease cars; I do not. 
know of any other woman whó was trented as I was, but have 

heard of them; I did not notice the faces of any of the rest; 
they turned their faces around from me; these were different 
men from those that were there on Monday and Tuesday- 
nights; thosé were all strangers that were to my house on the 
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last night but Slamon; I am generally aequainted in Meridian; 
those with Slamon I did not take to be citizens of this town; 
those were citizens who called on the two nights preceding, 
and did no damage; those who called on the two first nights 
treated me kindly; I complained to Capt. Early, who was acting 
constable, and he said he was going to stop all of that, and that 
they were men who came in here, and he was very mad about 
it; the reason why I did not make an affidavit against this man 
was because it was in the night, and I told Capt. Early next 
morning; I told a great many of the citizens about it, and they 
had known me for a long time, and said it was scandalous; I 
told Dr. Phillips and Mr. Rainey how they done me, and I told 
some white ladies about it, too; I did not stay at home any 
more fora week afterward; I am a married woman, have. been ' 
parted from my husband since the surrender; I am not living 
with him; there is one other woman living with me named 
Alice Batt; this man had her in there first, and Alice Batt told 
me that he said to her to go away, that “she was rotten,” and 
to call that other woman; and when I went to him he asked 
me “what js the matter with that other woman?” Alice Batt 
moved in on Monday; I know nothing in reference to her, . 
only she lived in the rear; don't know what she does for a 
living; the one that committed the rape upon me was called 
by one of the party “Capt. Jinks;" he had a black eye; there 
was a light in the room; Isaw him in the room with Alice, 
but do not know what he did with her; I wasin the same 
room at the other end when Alice told me that he wanted me.

There was nobody in the room at the time he had me; he’ 
drove Alice out of there; there was an old bed in the room, 
broken down and piled up; did not straighten out the bed; he 
just pressed me down; I never was treated that way before; I

THEODORE STURGIS, Sworn: 


I was not examined before the investigating court; as re- 
gards the orgin of the fire on Saturday night, I cannot give 
you any light upon that subject; there are four parties em- 
ployed in my store, Wm, Sturgis, Edgar Sturgis, David .C. 
Smith and myself; the store was a story and a half frame 

building, formerly a church; the house was worth two thousand. 
` dollars; I was the owner; I was doing what was called a lien 
business; I kept groceries, dry goods, general goods, and ` 
country supplies; 1 have been taking liens for a month, pre- : 
dicated upon this year's crop; I refused to credit until after the 
first of April; I had considerable out on last year's büsiness; 
I had thirteen thousand dollars worth of stock on hand; got 
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some goods in on the day of the fire, and got in quite a 
stock of goods recently; my stock was full; have been doing 
business here since 1862; I had .one thousand dollars insur- 
ance on building and eight thousand on stock; being burned 
oubí.at this time interferes very much with my business, as 
now is. the time that planters want their liens filled; could not 
tell whether fire originated in my store or Mr, Hurlburt's, or 
between them; both are frame buildings; I was at my resi- 
dence at the time; I saved four thousand dollars of my stock, 
which.is more than any one else on the block saved; the fire 
broke out just after dark; the store Was closed. at the time the 
fire broke. out; brother had the key at home; my younger 
brother slept in the ¡building; there were no combustibles 
other than. matehes there; my younger brother, Edgar, was 
at home with me at the time of the fire; he had been home 
long enough to eat his supper, when William Sturgis came run- 
ning in and said “there is a fire on our corner, hurry down;" 
cannot throw any light upon the origin of the fire; have not 
been able to ascertain anything in relation to the origin of the 
fire; at this time Edgar Sturgis had the key to the store; the 
books were not burned; I saved them; the whole upper portion 
of the building was on.fire when I reached there; the doors 
were broken open when Edgar and myself reached there; -haye 
heard that Tom Pelton broke them open; I owned the lot upon 
which the building stood; the business was transacted in my 
own name, T. Sturgis; the insurance poliey wasin the name of 
Theodore Sturgis; the house was perfectly solvent; I staid at 
the fire until after the goods were carried up; the people 
generally.assisted; quite a number of colored people were 
there; Wm. Dennis was intoxicated, and perhaps talked too 
much; I talked to him and called him a fool, and tried to per- 
suade him to go home; I also sent my brother to him; shortly 
afterward T learned that he was knocked down; his language 
was confined to the cursing.of those parties who burned me 
out; William Sturgis, my brother, was Mayor of the town, and 
was at my house when the committee waited upon him; I do 
not know who the committee were; the nature of the communi- 
cation to him”was that he had to leave the town; I think their 
words were “that it was the desire and wish of the citizens that 
he (William Sturgis) would leave town," and that he should 
leave; the committee said that they were going-to Jackson, 
and William Sturgis seeing Mr. Shearer, among them said that 
he would.go to Jackson, as he felt safe with Mr. Shearer; Mr, 
Shearer stated to the crowd that William Sturgis would leave 
and go to Jackson with him; the crowd said that he should 
not go to Jackson, but must take 4 northern bound train, and 
leave at two o’clock; after that I-had an interview with Mr. 
Shearer, Captain Henderson and R. J. Mosely, and asked that 
they supply a guard to protect him to the cars; request was 
complied with, and he was protected to the cars; I got two 
friends of mine to go with im to Lauderdale Station to pro- 
tect Cez from violence; W. D. Hurlburt and Willie Snow went 
—13 s 
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along with "him; my: younger brother lost his elothing and 
about three hundred dollars in money in the fire; sometimes 


there was a loaded gun in the.office; sometimes not any: my 


brother William and D. C. Smith carried pistols; there is no 


truth' in the. report that I kept‘an arsenal, or thirty or forty 
loaded guns for use; I never kept but one can of powder there, 
and retailed it out of a glass jar; I kept guns in the show case 
for sale as other merchants: do; I had on-hand from twenty to 
twenty-five guns; iu the value given of my stock it is estimated 
at cost price; I did-a business of twenty-five thousand; was re- 
dueing business down; I am a Northern man by birth; the 
treatment of the citizens of Meridian toward me was very kind; 
lived in New Orleans twelve years previous to living here; my 
younger brother came out here last fall; he has had no ofher 
than kind treatment from. the citizens; Edgar, my younger 
brother, is about thirty years of age; he and myself have never 
taken any partin politics; neither my brother Edgar nor my- 
self have been treated unkindly by the citizens since > this occur- 
rence; it was perhaps two or three hours;after the difficulty in 
the court house that my brother ‘was waited upon by the com- 
mittee; no violent demonstrations toward my brother while he 
was at my house; during the day on which he was notified to 
leave by the committee, party came in -the afternoon looking 
for Aaron Moore; hy my solieitation two young-men went 
through my.premises; a portion of the crowd did not.seem 
willing to take my word, the reason why I told them to go 
through my house; these parties who searched my house saw 
my brother; they went to: the barn, smokehouse, kitchen and 
everywhere else; it is rather unusual to have the privacy of a 
family invaded in that way; it is not unusualto have the pri- 
vacy of a family invaded in that. way at the request of the 
owner. 

Q. Do you, or do.you not, think, from the expressions 
which you heard from a portion of that crowd, that your house 
would have been searched if you had not asked them to do it? 

A. Idonotthinkso. -~ 

Has your brother taken any very aetive part i in politics, 
outside the mere fact of holding office? 

A. Ido not think he has. 

Q. Wasnot the prejudice against bim engendered from the 
mere fact of his holding office? 

A, 1 think it was to a vety great extent. 

Q. Were yon or were you not indicted as a member of the 


: Board of Supervisors for TO office? 


A.. Not that I kno 

Q. Do you know ethos there has been a Grand Jury in 
session since you have been a Supervisor? 

A, There has not. l 

Q.. Was the old board indicted? 

A. I think some of them were; my brother was a Repubit- 
can. 
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Q. Does thesameill-feeling which you say existed against 
your brother because of his holding office, exist against other 
Republican office holders in this County? 

A. Itexistsagainst some, but not against others; at the 
time of his first appointment I was not aware thathehadan 
enemy in town; 1know nothing about the. killing of any par-- 
ties of my own knowledge. E

Sam. PARKER, being sworn: 

Reside in Meridian; It was in my shop that Tyler was 
killed; was not in the house when he went in; did not see him 
goin; he was killed in about.a quarter of an hour from the 
time of the shooting at the court house; I was on the sidewalk 

at my door. when the shooting occurred in my shop; I saw Bob 
` Coleman and son, Wash Brantley and Hugh Wilson, on the 
sidewalk in front: of my door; Mr. Brantley went in first and 
carried me in with him to search for Warren Tyler; this was 
before he was killed; he went in and found him under my bed, 
and he said: “ Here he is, boys, under the bed;" I ran out as 
Soon as he said that: I met the crowd in front room coming in; 
. did not recognize any of the crowd; do not know how many shots 
were: fired; shooting commenced pretty soon after crowd got 
in there; saw him after he was killed; 1 do not know how many 
times he was shot; he was lying by the fire place, with his feet 
on the hearth and head toward the back door; I was then taken 
in custody by Mr. Belk, and brought to the court house; was re- 
lieved by Mr. Belk; gave me the key and sent me back, about a 
quarter ofan hour after this; I found a pistol under the bed 
next morning, the same bed under which they said Tyler was 
found; was but one bed in the. room; it was a large repeater; 
do not remember whether it was a five or six shooter; examined 
‘it to see if it had been shot off; it had not been shot off; there ^ 
had been a couple of caps bursted off or dropped off; one of the 
- caps seemed to have been bursted, and the hammer was down 
on it; the other was not on the tube; Iam certain a!lthe bar- 
rels were loaded; Mr. Brantley came around shortly after I got 
it from under the bed and said he thought it was Mr. Mosely's 
pistol, as Mr. Mosely said that he had lostone from his drawer 
in the court house, and ifit was not Mr. Mosely's he would 
bring it back to me; Mr. Brantley brought it back to me the 
next morning, and asked me “if I thought I had a better right 
to it than he did ;" Itold him I had no right to it at all; Mr. 
Brantley then kept the pistol; Mr. Dan. ‘McDonald said that 
he thought the pistol was his; that he and Tyler had exchanged 
pistols; did not examine Tyler to see whether he had his belt 
` and scabbard on; did not see whether he had a pistol or not; 
helped to carry him out; he was shot in the face, also' in the 
breast by a gun, the wadding was ~on his breast; the cbarge 
passed through an account book in his pocket; after I got ont 
of the house, Mr. Rob’t Coleman cocked his gun and drew it 
on me and held it in my face.  -

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EDGAr SrURGIS, being sworn: 


Been residing in Meridian since last. December; my brother 
William and myself left the store together about seven o'clock; 
I locked the store and took the key with me; is but one key; ` 
went to post office together; from there to Mr. Palmer’s house; 
William stopped there; I went on to Theodore Sturgis”, my 
brother's house; had eaten my supper and sat down before my: 
brother William came; it was about half an hour from the 
time that I parted from my brother William before I saw-him 
again at my brothers house; it might have been more, it might 
have been less; when he came up he brought the alarm of fire; 
my brother Theodore and myself went immediately to the fire 
(on the 4th of March); the $re was burning in the top of both 
buildings, Sturgis and Hurlburt’s stores; it had burned through 
the ceiling and was dripping in below in Sturgis’ store? did not 
go in Hurlburt's store; I lost my trunk, with clothes, worth 
from one hundred to one hundred and fifty dollars, and three 
hundred dollars in money, which were in the upper story; did 
not keep quantity of loaded guns on hand; kept guns in show 
ease for sale; I had a gun, up stairs that was loaded; knew of 
no other loaded guns in the house; did.not notice whether or 
not Mr. Hurlburt's store was closed before I left; was in the 
habit of closing the store early, sometimes at seven and-sóme- 
times before; I think the distance from brother's store to post 
office somewhere in the neighborhood of a quarter of a mile; 
myself and brother were there a very few moments; the dis- 
tance from the post office to wheré I left my brother William 
(Mr. Palmer's) may be another quárter of a mile; distance 
from Mr. Palmer's to my brother Theodore's house but.a few. 
rods; supper was waiting when I reached home; sat down to 
supper as soon as I reached home; it was about an hour from 
the time I left the store before the alarm of fire was given; I 
àm in the habit of sleeping in the store; had a fire there in the. 
morning in the báck part of the store below; do not think any: 
fire there after nine or ten o'clock; brothers and Mr. Hurl- 
'burt's stores are close together; small space between them; 
space might have been a foot—might have been less; never 
measured it; the space was not open, it was closed up; do not 
know whether space enough for any one to pass between the 
two stores or not; tliere was only one key fo the store, and I 
carried that. i

P.'S. Larron, being sworn: | 

.lreside in Meridian; am-an insurance agent; three of the 
companies which I represent lost about six thousand dollars 
in the fire of the 4th March; losses haye been adjusted, settled 
and paid, to Hurlburt Brothers in two cases, and to Mrs. Chad- 
wick; the fire originated between 7 and 8 o'clock P. M. on the 
4th of March; I was present at the fire before Hurlburt Broth- 
ers burned down; from the best of my information I believo 
the fire started in Sturgis' store; no idea what part of the build- 
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ng; I did not go in Sturgis’ building; did not try; Hurlburt’s 
was 2 long building with a warehouse at the back of'it; when 
I got out of Hurlburt’s store Sturgis’ building was pretty near 
burned up; Hurlburt's building. was on the corner of the block; 
lentered Hurlburt’s building at the rear ou the west side; my 
attention was principally directed to those buildings on which 
I had risks; do not think there was much wind; could not say 
which way the flames spread at first; the progress of the fire 
, was very rapid; know nothing about space between Hurlburt's 
and Sturgis" building; considered it great risk on property or 
the block. for insurance companies; insured some; considered 
it bad, and stated to party that I did not think company 
would let the risk’ stand; secondly, from the general character, ` 
of Mr. Wm. Sturgis, wanted nothing to do with him; do not 
know whether or not Wm. Sturgis had any property on the 
block or not; but from the general impression here, judged 
that all of the family were together in that store; it was a block 
in which insurance companies wanted little to do with; all pine; 
some, old and some new buildings; there was a vacancy between 
Mrs. Chadwick's two story frame building and building on the 
west of between thirty and thirty-five feet; there was a shed in 
the space; it was torn down; could not get it away; the amount 
of goods saved fróm Mr. Hurlburt'8 store I do not know; they 
were being removed from the west side when I was there; the 
flames,spread very rapidly over the whole block; it was all 
pine; Í was in charge of one of thé squads on Wednesday sent 
out by the Sheriff; on Wednesday morning there were two gen- 
tlemen, Col. Whitaker and Mr. Heuston, who were on the com- 
mittee of safety that.had been appointed, recommended me to 
the Sheriff as a proper person to take charge of a body of men 
to re-arrest one Aaron Moore, who had been guilty as charged 
of incendiary language, and who fled, after having 'been duly 
arrested, from justice; said Aaron Moore was reported to be in 
the neighborhood of Golden Grove, about ten or eleven miles 
from here; the Sheriff gave me a written-deputization as special 
deputy, with authority to 're-arrest. said Aaron Moore, which 
L. failed to do, because of the said Moore's not being 
come-at-able; I think I ‘had twelve men in the guard; 
there were different opinions as regards where Moore was 
going; some thought he was going northeast from here; 
my idea was that he was-going to Jackson; do not know 
how many squads were sent out for Moore; I know of a 
squad on the railroad; do nof know who was in command 
of the squad; I saw Mr. Belk on the car: I presumed that 
they were sent out by the railroad to do what I had been 
sent out on horseback to do; I tried to get them to hold on 
and not go down to Golden Grove ahead of me; do not know 
whether Henderson, Randall, or Early had squads; Randall 
was with me part of the time; I thought it was a public neces- 
sity to use such unusual vigilance to capture Moore, to answer 
the charges for which he had been arrsigned; charge, as I 
understand it, incendiary and calculated to raise a riot; I know 
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nothing of Capt. Jinks; I was not able to get out of my bed for _ 
two weeks after my return from Golden Grove, on account of 
having typhoid pneumonia; Iam well acquainted with business 
men here; the men in my posse were all citizens of Meridian, 
and selected by myself; my object was to arrest Moore and 
return him to custody; it was after the fire Clopton was arrested; 
a good many of the colored people assisted, and a great 
many did ndt assist in-taking goods from the stores; I heard 
2 great many refuse to assist on being requested to do' so, and 
- I heard no white person refuse; I offered ten or fifteen negroes 
from one to five dollars apiece to assist, and but three or four 
assisted in the removal of a stock of goods from a contiguous 
block, which I had fears would be burned; those of the 
negroes that helped me, have never. called on me for the 
money; I heard no violent language, nor saw any riotous con- 
. duct after the fire, but heard a great many guns; I was present 
at the meeting on Monday; think there was a petition, and a 
committee appointed to wait upon Governor Alcorn, with a . 
view to the removal of certain obnoxious persons from office, 
and to preserve peace and quiet, and to prevent any collision 
between the races; the object was mainly: for the removal of 
Mayor Sturgis; I think Democrats and Republicans attended 
the meeting; am not certain who was on the committee? 

: Q, State whether or not the meeting appointed a committtee 
to wait upon Mr. Sturgis requesting him to leave here? . 

A. My impression is that there was ; there was so much said 
about Sturgis that I do not recollect whether or not the com- 
mittee was appointed ; he was objectionable for the reason, as 
I understand, that it was supposed that he afiiliated. with the 
worst of low-down negroes, and kept arms concealed for 
negroes ; they were supposed to be kept in his store, and some 
in his house; other Republican office holders were not as 
objectionable as Mr. Sturgis; L mean by low-down niggers, 
negroes who are ready for any villiany that any villian: might 
incite them to ; at the same time, 1 do not think that the 
majority of them are that way ; I knew nothing about Aaron 
Moore’s conduct previous to Saturday night; there were not 
any other Republican officials in this placethat I know of that 
was as obnoxions as Mayor Sturgis ; I think’ such a proposi- 
tion was made as to allow him a reasonable time to leave, time 
to settle up his business and get off peaceably ; think there 
was a general call issued for the meeting Monday through the 
press of the city ; the hall was very much crowded ; many 
Republicans and colored people there; do not think Sturgis 
ought to feel himself safe if he came back; do not know about 
Mcore ; I saw Moore in the meeting on the, 6th; heard no 
sug gestion that Moore should speak ; I think there was a desire 
expressed by a good manyin the meeting that they did not 
-want to hear Moore. i i 

Q. Do you know how the information was received here that 
Moore was at Golden Grove ? 
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A. Yes. Ireceived my information from Capt. Armstrong, 
lócal editor of the “Gazette;? he stated that he received a 
telegram,; did not state the name of the party, hor from what 
point; I think that Armstrong stated to me that he received i£ 
from some one who left here on the train: in the morning. On 
Saturday night after the fire I was appointed by the Sheriff 
Special Deputy, to assist in- arresting Wm. Clopton, alias Den- 
nis, and remained on duty at the eourt house all thát night, 
giving strict instructions to the party in charge of the guard. 
who had Wm. Clopton in custody, to see to it that no violence 
was done the prisoner. On Sunday morning, said Clopton was 
duly and safely turned over to Mr. Belk, the regular Deputy 
Sheriff; and on Sunday night I was again, by the Sheriff, put 
in charge of keeping the peace at the court house and in the 
city. “This I did to the best of my ability, instr ucting Captain 
Wessenbérg, who had immediate charge of said Clopton,. to 
_ place guards so as to protect the prisoner from any violence, 
which duty he performed. - On Monday morning, Captain Wes- 
senberg and myself left the prisoner in charge of Mr. Belk, 
the Deputy Sheriff, and saw said Clopton no more until after he ` 
was killed. General orders from the Sheriff were to disarm all 
persons that we might find with arms not acting under the 
Sheriff's authority. There were three or four arms taken 
under these orders by. Capt. Beazy, who had instructions to 
turn them over to the Sheriff. 


Q. Why was'it that you thought it TUM on Saturday 
night to give instructions -to Captain Wessenberg to guard 


Clopton closely, and particularly from violence and parties on 
the outside?  - 


A. Because from the excitement incident t to the fire, and the 
various reportsmade in reference to the collection of armed 
negroes, I thought that some, indiscreet young persons, with-^ 
out reflection, and probably- under the influence of stimulants, 

might attempt to do violence to the prisoner. Captain Wes- 
senberg i is a contractor on the Alabama and Chattanooga Rail- 
road; makes his headquarters ' at this place; do not know 
where he is now; there were no arrests of negroes made by 
any of my posse while. 1 was in charge'with or without arms.

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Mrs. Mary A. Keaton, being sworn: 


I reside in Meridian; ‘I was here at my residence on the 
night of the fire, March 4, 1871; Isaw ‘some -parties returning 
from the fire; heard Bill Dennis; knew him by his voice; 1 
was well acqnainted with him; heard him utter bitter oaths 
and say: “Let the town burn, they have ruled- here long 
enough;" I did not distinguish anything else that he 
said; he was cursing all of the time; .he appeared to unload his 
wagon and go back to the fire; heard no one else using any. 
language that night; do not know as Isaw any one using arms 
that night; I heard a great deal of firing all of that night, and 
when they fired some one would answer by firing again; 1 do 
not know who did the firing; as soon as I saw the flames I 
heard firing all around; there was a great deal of firing in the 
direction of Clopton's house; Ilivein the west part of town; I 
wasat Mr. Foyes, near where Clopton lives; I have. known 
.Clopton some time; I game from the same place he did—Aber- 
deen;-he had a very bad name in the place he came from; I 
was about fifty yards from Clopton when I heard him make use 
of this language; I judge that he had a load of goods and was 
coming home with them; 'he had, his boy with him; It was not 
light enough to see him, but I knew his voiee well; his voicé 
was a very coarse, harsh ofie; he seemed to unload “his wagon 
(cursing very much) and went back; I do «not know whether 
the firing was done by colored people or not: Ihave seen the 
“colored people about here with as many arms as the white 
people; did not see squads of persons with arms the. night of 
the fire.

Mns. HANNAH Perry, being sworn: 


Reside in Meridian; I was here onthe night of the fire, on 
-the 4th of March; I was at my home; not down: in town at all; 
saw persons going to and from the fire; saw two white men, 
Mr. Hancock and Mr. Wilson, running in the direction -of the 
fire; saw some black men going to the fire and some coming 
fiom the fire; saw two black men with arms coming towards the 
fire; one ofthem said, *You would not kill women and children, 
would you?" and the other said: “Yes, go from the cradle up— 
men, women and children;” saw flash of fire and heard Clopton 
say: * Damn you, I will make many a one of you bite the dust 
before morning;" I heard the report and saw the flash of the 
gun that Clopton had .when*he used this language; Clopton 
was at the next house, between fifty and seventy-five yards 
from where I was; Cloptonlived in the lot just below mine; . 
liis house is the next oneto mine in the direction coming to 
town; when spoken above an ordinary voice, I can tell 
everything that is said at Clopton's house; know Clopton's 
voice well; heard him cursing and swearing before that when 
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he came up from town with «wagon; there was a great deal of 
firing in that vicinity, and'as many as two or three shots struck 
my houses, the firing was stich as to-create an alarm; I did not 
understand anything he said before the time Iheard him 
firing the gun; after that I saw no other. men, white or black, 
. With arms, as I closed-up my house for fear of being shot; do 
not know who did the firing in the vicinity; I have known 
Clopton five years; it was about dusk when I heard Clopton 
using this language; lie came there with the wagon during the 
fire; thatevening, between sunset and dark, I-saw, drawn up 
in line, betwecn one hundred and one hundred and fifty black 
men, between Jones' hotel.and Rush's livery stable, extending 
from the hotel to the stable; do not know whether they were 
armed or not; they had been marching and parading the 
Streets all day; I saw two young men, who holloed fire as they 
passed my house; those were the two young men that Clopton 
shot at; I did not see the gun^which ‘Clopton had; I only saw 
the flash and heard the report; I did not see Clopton only 
during the day, marching around; he stood at the corner. of a 
log house at the time of firing, the reason 1 could not see 
him; I knew it was him because I heard his voiee and knew 
it; Ido-not know whether it was a gun ora pistol fired; from 
their movements I believed they intended murder; did not see 
the two white men at the time Clopton fired the gun; I saw 
“the faces of the two black men coming to town; it was in the 
shade of the evening; light enough for me to tell a negro from 
a white man; sun sets, I suppose, between six and seven 
o'clock in Meridian now; I haye no time piece; the firé oc- 
curred . between sunset and dark; it was after sundown; 
the first I heard of the fire was from the two white young men, 
who were in front of my lot holloing fire; they live exactly 
opposite me; I had not seen the fire, before; I did not see 
Glopton drive his wagon up there; saw wagon when it came up; 
it came up in frontof-his house; can see much plainer from my 
house to Clopton's, than you tan from Mrs. Foyes, as Mrs, 
Foyes has peach trees and two rows of palings betweer her 
house, and there is nothing between mine and his to prevent 
` my seeing his; I did not seé or hear anything of Clopton after 
that on that night; there was shooting in my neighborhood 
after the fire; I do not know whether it was-negroes or white 
folks firing. ls

_ llivein Sumpter county, Alabama ; am-employed in Merid- 
ian at Weidmann’s European House; I was here at the time the 
men came over from Alabama; also during the Sre and the 
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riot; the only one that I knew among the party that came over | 
from Alabania the night of the riot was Alonzo Kénega, from - 
Livingston, Alabama; he was around with:a gun, and a pistol 
buckled to his side; this occurred on Monday night; I knew’ 
Kenega well; he eatat Mr. Weidmann’s; I heaxd the names cf 
some of them called at the table, but. do nət: remember them; 
I saw George Whitfield over here at, the. time some parties were 
carried off from here, some two or three weeks before; he 
was armed with pistols; do not know who it was that took the 
baker out; I saw Mr. Wessenberg, Mr. Homan, Mr.. Marx, 
and Mr. Eagan standing around the engine house, waiting for 
Tyler to come out; they tore up the floor in the engine house; 
they thought he was in there; Nathan George Whitfield was 
not in disguise; did not hear him sax what he came over here 
for; I do not know the names of the colored men that were 
taken away from here to Alabama; when I spoke to Nathan 
George Whitfield he said that was his name; after I began 
quizzing him about his mother and all, he. said he never saw 
me before; I heard that the three men taken away from here 
lived in Livingston, Alabama.

MicHarL SLAMON, being sworn: 


Live in Meridian; work on the Mobile and -Ohio Railroad; 
am a car repairer. I was here on the 4th of March—the night 
of the fire—and was here on Monday night of the occurrence 
inthe court house; am not certain whether I was here on 
Wednesday night or not; I was with one squad of 
four men; no one had charge of them to my knowl- 
edge; I just. went out to see if there was any men, 
with arms, white or black and to take them away; I went to 
no particular houses; I was at one house that: night; heard a 
noise in there and went over there; this was at Marshal Ware’s 
house; heard some one inquire ‘for arms and ask Ellen to open 
a locker, and one of the men helped her pull it open; while 
there I know of no one committing rape upon'Ellen; I only 
saw one wóman in the house; 1 saw no attempt to commit 
rape; Ellen was excited; I said, * What is the use of being so 
much excited, no one is going to bother you"; don't remem- 
berof her appealing to me for protection; I saw her go off in 
company with no man; she went into the other room with ‘a 

candle in her hand to look for arms; I staid there about five or 
six minutes; I was not in disguise, no more than I had an oil- 
cloth coat on; had on same boots and hat that I. now have; 
did not attempt to conceal myself; it was raining, and I had | 
my coat buttoned up; I heard some one in the house calling 
Captain Jinks, but do not know who it was meant for; there 
was a man there with a black eye, or cut eye; looked like he 
had been struck ih the eye; I did not see any pistols drawh 
while there; went no further than tle front door; ‘I left one or 
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two men in tlie front part of the house when I came away; I 
do not know whether there were any in the back part of the 
house or'not; I was the only one of my crowd that went into . 
the house; I "left the others at the gate, and when I returned I 
found them there; these parties I found there were strangers 
to me; do not know whether they were citizens or not; am 
tolerably well ácquainted here; my home is in Meridian; I 
have been here about six years; Mr. Higgins was one of the 
squad in which I was in; 1 do not know the other two by name; 
they were not associates of mine; I had no written authority 
at allto go there; either one of the four had as much charge 
of the squad as the other, as far as I knew; could not tell who 
ordered the party to go there; L had no orders; just went with 
the crowd: there were three-or four others in there; I think 
the man with the black eye asked if there was any arms in the 
house; I was attracted there by the noise; I did not go there 
to protect her (Ellen), but would have protected her if she 
needed it; left the other party there; there was no rape com- 
mitted there to my knowledge; there were some of the óther 
party outside of the door when I camé out, besides the balance 
of my own party; as one of the party came outthe dog grab- 
bed.at him and he shot at him as he run under the house; I 
had only taken one drink that- evening te my recollection, 
about four o'clock; went from’ there to the Catholic Church 
and tothe railroad. and -back to thé court house; wentinto no 
other house; I did not see the man with the black eye after 
that.. 
Why did you not take the pistol away from the man 
that shot the dog? > 
A. I supposed | that he was out for taking arms or hunting 
arms, Same as what we went to do; I asked one of those par- 
ties if he was sent out, and he said yes; it was raining when 
I started out, and raining most of the time when I was out; 
: Tam not acquainted with Alice Batt; Ellen called my name; 
do not know what she said; I believe it was to -help her open 
the locker; T'told her I wóuld not; I did not put an oil cloth 
up to my face when Ellen spoke to me; I know the Sheriff and 
the Deputy Sheriff; -do not know whether they were here, at . 
the court house, or Hot when I went away. i

"Reside in Meridian; Ï am a manufacturer of lumber; I went 
with & Squad in search of Aaron Moore, with Mr. Belk, on the 
train; I was incharge myself; do not know how many men 
were with me; think about forty; went as far a8 Golden Grove, 
in this county, and as far as Chunky, in Newton county, to get 
on side track; had orders to bring Moore back, as. à'deputy 
under verbál appointment; my $quad was at Moore's house.

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Moore's house the first. evening; I ordered them right out; 
they went in through the. window, which was open; they did 
not disturb anything; the night that Mr. Sturgis was escorted

W. E. SAUNDERS, being sworn: 


Ireside in Starkville, Oktibbeha county, Mississippi; I was 
in Meridian on the 6th of March, in pursuance.of an order of 
the Chancery Court to attend to some business in reference to 
some land, as commissioner of said Court; about three o'clock 
P.M. I went to the Chancery:Clerk's office in the court house, 
and after being in there awhile I started out, and getting into 
the court house I found a large assemblage of people. I stop- 
ped awhile to see what was: going on, and found that it'was a 
trial of three colored men, going on. I had no persorial 
acquaintance (with one exception) with any one in the house. 
During this trial a witness was introduced by the name of 
Brantley, and after giving in his testimony it was announced 
to the court by one of the colored men on trial, whom I learned 
during the trial to be Warren Tyler, that he would introduce 
witnesses to impeach the evidence of Mr. Brantley; at which 

‘Mr. Brantley advanced toward Tyler and picked up a stick 
which waslying on the table in front of the Justice. The offi- 
cer in charge of the Court endeavored to arrest him in his 
advance upon Tyler, at the same time Tyler endeavored to 
make his escape from the court house By a side door; about 
which time I heard the report of a pistol, and others in quick 
succession following; I endeavored then to make my escape 
from the,court room by a side door; I was seated at the door . 
through which Tyler passed, butin consequence of the firing 
being i in that direction as soon as the crowd was sufficiently 
dispersed, I made my way through one of the side door into 
a room, which I think was the Grand Jury room, and remained 

' there until the court house was very well cleared, and then left 

the court house and went to my room at the hotel; I was 
about two or three feet from "Tyler when I heard the report of 
the first pistol; I cannot tell who fired the first pistol; the re- 
port of the pistol sounded not very far off; the general firing | 
was from the center of the court room; could not distinguish 
in what direction the first firing was, although it was very 
near me; I could see persons shooting, but knew no one there; 

I did not see a pistol in Tylers hand; the only thing I.saw in 

his hands was a pass-book and lead pencil when he was leav- 
ing the room; this was immediately before the firing had com- 
menced; I went up on the train with the Mayor; I was at the 
depot when he got on the train; the R of men that escorted 
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the Mayor on the train was very quiet and peaceable; some 
parties came on the train at Meridian and drew their guns and 
threatened to kill him; cursed him and abused him; the guards 
made them leave the train and protected him; a portion of the 
guard went as far as Lauderdale Springs with the Mayor; the 
utmost kindness and gentlemanly treatment was manifested 
toward him by the guards. — . 

Q. State the position occupied by the Judge in reference to 
Tyler and Brantley at the time of the firing? i 

A. The Judge was seated against the railing, with a table 
in ffont of him; the Marshal was seated on the opposite side 
of the table, «in front of the Judge, facing the door, with his 
back to the witness (the door leading to the Sheriff's office); 
on the Marshal's right was a table occupied by the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney; Brantley was' standing somewhat to the rear of 
the'Marshal; when the remark was.made by Tyler, Brantley 
advanced in the direction of Tyler.and picked up a stick which 
was lying on the Judge’s table, at which time he.was arrested 
by the Marshal, I think; it was about this time that I heard 
the first shot fired; the table in front of. the Judge, I suppose, 
was, about three and a half or four feet square; during the trial 
I saw Tyler leave the court room once, and attempted to leave 
à second time, when the Marshal was required by the State's 
Attorney to keep the defendant in the court room; at the time 
] heard the report of the first pistol my attention was directed 
more in the direction of the Court than to Tyler; I saw no 
effects of the shots at the time of the firing, but did afterwards.

J. W. KizER, being sworn: a 

I liye in Meridian; I have been living here about twelve 
months; have been employed at the court house by the 
Sheriff; I was at the meeting on Saturday, March 4th; Dennis, 
Tyler and Moore, spoke at the meeting; I have been in Jack- 
son, since the 18th of March; I left Meridian for fear of my 
life; -at Lauderdale Springs, on the last.of March;1870, I was 
‘shot down and left for dead; this was the same time Jack Bur- 
ton was-killed; I was struck. by at least thirty balls; my right 
arm was broken so that it had to be taken off; the men: were 
not in disguise; about ten or twelve o’clock eight or ten men 
came into the house calling for me, and cocking their guns; 
Lauderdale Springs is in Lauderdale County, about. eighteen 
miles above Meridian; no one made any threats against me at 
Meridian, either after or before thé. riot; on Saturday night, I 
heard that they had killed Dennis, and were going to kill 
Warren Tyler and Aaron Moore; I told them of it; during the 
night I heard some parties say that they were going to ring 
the Pregbyteriau.bell for fire, and’ may be Aaron Moore and 
Tyler would come out; a short‘ time after that the bell was 
rung; there were: about fifty or one hundred men 
between the church and Moore’s house, armed with double- 
barrelled shot guns and navy. sixes; on Sunday morning, I 
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went to the court house and saw Dennis in arrést, and under 
guard; on Sunday, I heard. MY: Gaskins tell Clopton he did 
not expect to see him alive, as he heard some parties say on 
Saturday night that they were going to kill him. Dennis re- 
plied; “They would have killed me, but my guards stuck up to 
me." During the day I heard parties cursing him, and telling 
him he ought to be killed; among them were Mr. Horne and 
Judge Evans. Clopton asked me to go and see the boys and. 
talk to them, as he believed they would ‘have killed him last 
night if the guards had-notstuck up to him; I was informed by 
Ben Peterson and others, that there had been a meeting held 
in Mr. Horne's office; he (Peterson) said he counted thirty-six 
come out of there; I went to the colored Methodist.church the 
same evening (Sunday), and told Mr. Moore and Warren Tyler 
and Ike Radford of the movements I had seen in town, and I 
thought they were going to kill William. Dennis that night. 
They said they would, go down and see the Sheriff about plac- 
ing colored guards over him, or making some arrangements for 
keeping him safe that niglit. Ike Radford and myself went on 
by the Sheriff's, and Moore and Tyler stopped and talked with 
the Sheriff about half an hour, and they all came to ‘the court 
house together, After Moore and Tyler had talked with Den- 
nis in the court room, Warren Tyler asked the Sheriff what he 
was going to do? The Sheriff said he did not know how many 
guards they had, and that they would see about it. Tyler, 


. Moore, Radford, Sheriff Mosely and myself went dowsi -to the 


foot of the steps; Tyler asked the question again, what he 
(the Sheriff) was going to do about it; Sheriff said he did not 
know, as he did not know how many guards he had; I told 
him he had better get some colored guards, as I was afraid 
they would kill Billy to-night, as I had been around town and 
seen their movements; the Sheriff told Warren Tyler to go 
ahead and summons guards; Tyler asked:him who it was best 
to get; the Sheriff told him to. get some good fellows, Ike 
Radford for one; I told Warren to get some good boys that 
would stiek up to us, if any thing did occur, and I left them 
and went hack up in the court house; Wm. Dennis, and the - 
guards that were guarding him, asked ine what Tyler and 
Moore were going to do; -I told them I did not know; Dennis 
said he hoped that they would not/ kill him to-night;. I told 
him that they would have some colored guards to guard him 
to-night; some:of the guards, a short time after, told me if 


. there were any niggers coming there to guard. him to-night, 


there was going to be a fuss, and that they would not stay; I 
told them that you all say that “you. were going to kill Billy 
last night, and it is right for him to have- some colored 
guards," one spoke up and said, "You will see if any niggers 
come here to-night, there will be a fuss, and that not a white 
man would stay here;” Ileft then and went to the Sheriff's 


. dwelling; about half an hour after dark the Sheriff came and 


called me, and told me to go to the church, and tell Aarcn 


-Moore'and Warren Tyler not to let any man come down this 


* 
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side of the church, for he had sent twenty-five men out there, 


‘not to allow any one to pass either way with arms; this com- 


pany sent up by the Sheritf, had been past then just about five 


minutes; I then started to the church, and met some of the 


party that were summoned by Tyler for guards coming; one 
of the party told me that he was the only one -that had a gun 
and had had three caps bursted at him, and his gun taken away; 
I told him to go back with me, and I would tell him what I 
wanted; I went back and met-some of the other party that 
had been summoned; I asked them if they had lost their guns 
too; one Mr. Hurd, in the crowd, said they told him that the 
Sheriff said just to get their pistols, that they need not get 
guns, and that Tyler told him and' the others to go on to the 
Sheriff's house and wait until the rest came; I went on to the 
church, and saw Mr. Tyler and Moore; Moore was in the pul- 
pit, about opening the meeting; Tyler was at the door, and 1 
told Tyler what Mosely said, and he said that he did not 
believe in no such way as that, and for me to go and see Mr. 
Moore; I told Mr. Moore what the Sheriff said, not to allow 
any one to come this side of the church; this company that the 
Sheriff had sent out had gone above the church, and had 
everybody frightened in the church; I told them I would go 
back to see the Sheriff, and find out about it just as quick as I 
could; then I took the man that had the caps bursted at him to 
the Sheriffs house; the Sheriff told me. that he had guards 
plenty in town, as he had about three hundred down; 


. the streets were full; I told: the Sheriff that these men had 


gone beyond the church, and had everybody frightened; and 
he replied that they had gone to Capt. Ducks, and that he did 
not know where Capt, Duck lived, and that Duck had sent for 
twenty-five men for the protection of his family; the man that ' 
had lost his gun asked the Sheriff for it, and said it Tad been 
taken away; and the Sheriff said that he told the guards to take 
away all guns of parties in the streets, and that he should have 
his in the morning; then we went back to the church and found 
it surrounded with men—white men; the people in the church 
asked what the Sheriff said; Itold them the Sheriff. said there 
was no danger, and they told-me to look yonder at the men, 
and that they had to take care of themselves; Tyler sent 
word to Moore to break up the meeting, as it-would not do for 
om All to be killed in the house; I went back to the Sheriff's 
house; on Monday morning.I was ordered by the Sheriff to 
make a fire, and I went into the Ciréuit Clerk's office to get 
some coal, and Mr. Wessenberg and one of the guards drew a 
pistol and a double-barrelled shotgun on me, and asked me, 
* Where is that pistol you had?” I said that I had it in my 
pocket, and he told me to * Give it up God d—n yon, or I will 


- blow a hole through you;" I pulled it out and gave to them; I 


told them that it was my own pistol; that I had bought it an1 
paid my money for it; they took it from me; the: Deputy 
Sheriff, Mr. Belk, then came in as they were leaving the hall 
with it, and I asked him if he thought it was right, and he 
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said he thought I * had no business with it;” Itold him that 
I had bought it, and paid my own money for it, and did not 
disturb.anybody with it, and that I had it to protect myself in 
traveling around.nights, as I-had been threatened by some par- 
ties; I was in the court house at the time of the trial; the 
trial of Warren Tyler, Wm. Dennis, and Aaron Moore coin- 
menced about two or three o'clock; Moore, Tyler and Clopton : 
had no counsel; they stated that they did not want any; Jim 
Brantley was called in from the streets as a witness in the case; 
Brantley, being * sworn, stated that, “As I was --coming 
along-on the streets I met this boy, Tyler, and another boy; 
and this boy that was with. Warren asked him (Warren) what 
allof them white folks were doing assembled in the court 
house; this boy Warren here says that they are» getting -sort 
of scared and want peace;' and Brantley further said that I 
called him a damn liar three times; Ford then asked Brant- 
ley, * what else he said?" Brantley said “Tyler said something: 
about my calling him a damn liar, and ‘I said I called” him | 
‘a damn liar, or any other damn rascal, and had a.notion to 
shoot him on the spot;” Ford asked Brantley if that was all, ' 
and told him to take his seat; Tyler said to Brantley, “don't 
leave the stand yet, Mr.Brantley," and told the Judge he: 
wanted to introduce a couple of witnesses; Brantley asked. 
Tyler what he said, and, then grabbed the Marshal's stick, 
which was lying on the table where the Judge was sitting; he- 
drew the stick, and started for Warren Tyler, and the Marshal 
held him; I was at the time standing in the hall door leading 
into the Sheriff's office; Tyler jumped up and ran toward the 
Sherifi’s office, clapped his hands to his thigh, and told ¡the 
Marshal to “stop him,‘or let him. come and he would stop 
him;" just as he said that some one fired from the direction of 
the entrance to the court room; the Judge was sitting in the 
middle of the house and the firing was at his left hand toward 
the entrance of the court house; Tyler was standing; the- 
entrance to the court house was about thirty feet from where I 
was standing; the fring was done between me and the entrance 
tothe court room; Tyler had no pistolin his hand; I do not know 
who fired the first shot; I know certain that Warren Tyler did 
not fire thefirst shot, as I was closer to him than anybody; 
after the first shot was fired, Judge Bramlette' was still in his 
seat; he was not struck by the first shot; I do not know wheth- 
er Warren Tyler fired at allor not; I did not see any one at the 
time they were shot, but saw them,afterwards; I am certain the 
first shot did not strike Judge Bramlette; do not know where 
Ford was standing at the time the first shot was fired; Clopton 
was sitting between the Judge and the door at the time, and 
Moore was standing near the Judge. I went into the Chan- 
cery Clerk's office, and remained there until the firing was all 
over, and when I came out I saw Clopton.and Gus Ford lying 
in the Sheriffs; Bramlette was lying near where he was sitting 
when I saw him last. I heard the Sheriff tell Ike Radford and 
others, speaking in reference to the Alabama men who had 
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come over there, that he could do nothing without an affidavit; 
then they went and had an affidavit made out, and do not know 
what the Sheriff told them; the Sheriff told me that they had 
gone andgot an affidavit and wanted him to go and arrest those 
men,and that he was not going to do any such damn thing, say- 
ing that “they always put me in everything; I know what they 
want; I won't go out there and do: nothing and get my head 
shot off and a few niggers killed; thatis what they want; I have 
sent old man Shearer and Thomas to, see these Alabama parties 
and they are not going to do anything;" the Sheriff stated that 
Sheárer and Mr. Thomas Kiew all.of these Alabama men; my 
understanding of the objects of the meeting of the colored 
meri on Saturday, was to maké some arrangements to keep out 
the Alabama Ku Klux and to keep from being shot down; 
Wm. Dennis said in his speech that he could prove «by- white 
and black men, that there had ‘been crowds lying around his 
housé of nights of white men, and that he (Dennis) had 
counted thirty.odd; and was told by white ‘men that they were 
after him before they came, and he got some eight or ten col- 
ored men to stay, with him, which was the reason why they did 
not attack him; Dennis further said,thatif they ever came again, ' 
or the first crowd he found dodging around his'house afternight, . 
he expected to kill some of them, or try; Tyler stated in his 
speech the number of hisfriends that'had been killed and woun- 
dedin the County inthe last twelve months, and asked the mem- 
bers of the Loyal League if they would all stick up to one an- 
other; they: responded, -‘Yes;” and he said thatwas right; let 
every man come, white or black, so that they could keep ‘the 
County quiet, and so that every man could lie down' of nights 
without fears of being killed; Warren Tyler said thatthey had 
waitéd for the officers and the intelligent people to make some 
arrangements to have peace, and they would not do it; if the 
law won't do it, now let us go ahead and let us'adopt some rule, 
and let us ask every man to-go with'us; and to send. for old 
màn Horne and ask him to go with us; and he thought if he 
went with us, we would. have peace; I was in the habit of 
attending Aaron Moore's church; I went there nearly every 
time there was preaching there; I have kñown. the colored 
people to put out watelunen around the church; have never 
seen them with arms; [know this was'done occasionally, when 
they would hear threats; Ihave- seen crowds ‘of white people: 
going around the church; one crowd on a weék night had guns; ` 
the other‘on a Sunday. night did not;this ocQurred when they 
were holding church services; they never held any Loyal League 
meetings in the church; there were no other. services held in 
the church but regular church services and a ‘benevolent soċi- . 
ety also met thére once a week, whose objects were to take care 
. of the sick and burythe dead; I was a member; ‘I have never 
known any political meeting to be: heldin the church; tho ' 
Baptist church, which was burned, was built by the Govern- 
ment for a school house, and was afterwards, sold to thè eolored 
people for a church; there was a school kept there at the time 
it was burned. by Mr. Hollin, `

Ilived in Meridian at the time of the riot; I was presént at 
` the time of the troubles there; I was in the court room at the 
time of the shooting there; do not know who fired the first shot;

know who killed him; on Monday evening, about two hours 
before sündown, two men, Isaac Adams and a man who kept a 
soda water factory, came to the gate of my father's house and 
called for my father (Isaac “Lee); my father came to the door 
and he saw that the men had guns, and he started to run; 
` Isaac Adàms.ealled to him to “halt,” and he did not halt, and 
Adams shot at him; he was running at the time he was shot; 
he was shot in the wrist with buckshot; he afterward ran over 
the hill and got under a house; they went there and got him 
. and carried him to the court house; I saw him no more after 
he was arrested and taken to thé court house, as I left Merid- 
ian on Tuesday morning.

JACOB BEATTY, being sworn: 


I resided in Meridian at the time of the riot; am now living 
in Jackson; I left Meridian. on Friday, after the riot of Mon- 
day; I was in Meridian on -Monday of the riot; I was right 
across the street in front of the court house, in a bakery where 
I worked; on Tuesday morning, about 3 o'clock; they came 
after me and' asked Mr. Lawrence if I was in the shop; he told 
them yes; and Mr. Lawrence inquired of them if they wanted 
me, and they said *No,let him alone, he's all right, we don't 
want him;" Mr. Lawrence came in the back room and told me 
that Mr. Adams had been there and asked for me; about twenty 
minutes after this, six men came with their guns and told me 
to get up, that they wanted me; I was lying down on a bench 
atthe time; I put on my shoes, and they took me out and carried 
me to the depot, and they gave me about four hundred lashes, 
"ith boards and sticks, and after they had beat me enough, 
they told me to get up and go; I got about fifty yards up the 
hill.and they stopped me; I was talking with Mr. Lindley; I 
asked him *Whatthey wanted tó take me out that way and 


beat me for?” He replied: “Do you not know that the Ala-. 


bamians don't allow you to have a white man arrested?" I 
stepped off about ten steps and he then shét me; when he shot 
the first time in the arm, I ran, and he shot me again through 
the breast with a double-barrelled shotgun; I ran through the 
building, and another man shot methrough my hat with a pistol ; 
Ido not know who he was; they hunted for me about a quar; 
ter of an hour and gave it up and went back; l went into an 
old building, as I could get no further, and staid there until 
daylight;'at daylight I got up and. got a drink of water and 
went down to Dr. Phillips’ office and got my wounds dressed, 
and from there I went home and laid down, and stayed there 
all day Tuesday, until night; I heard that they were looking 
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for me; on Tuesday night I went in the bushes and "staid: on 
Wednesday, at'a house in the country, I do not know whose 
house it was; on Thursday night I went back to Meridian; I 
was not disturbed, as no one knew I was in town; I staid at 
home Thursday night and left Meridian on the cars,on Friday 
morning; on Tuesday morning (the second time they came to 
to the house) two men came in after me; I do not know who 
they were; when I got out of the door I saw four more; three of 
them I knew; they were Frank Lindley, Isaac Adàms and Lem. 
Davis; they were old citizens; they said to me that L had Mr. 
Lindley's pistol and they wanted me to give it up; I told them 
that I did not have it, nor did I know anything about it; they 
told mé to come on and go with them and they would make 
me get it; I asked Mr. Davis if they were going to kill me, and 
he said that he did not know; they told me that they had Mr. 
Lindley under arrest also, and when I got to the depot I found 
that Mr. Lindley had a gun; I had no pistol, nor any arms at 
that time; they stripped me at the depot, and one man stood 
onmy head while the others paddled me; there were about 
twenty around me when I got tothe depot. ' >

J. AARON Moore, being sworn: 

Reside in Meridian; on Saturday evening, about four or five 
o'clock, I passed by the court house; I heard a noise up in the 
court house, apparently as though some one was speaking; 1 
went up, and when I got up there, Wm. Dennis, sometimes 
called Clopton, was speaking; I sat down and listened at him 
until he, got through speaking; after he got through, Warren 
Tyler read a resolution; 1 do not recollect precisely the words 
of the resolution; but it was advocating peace, and said, inas- 
much as there had been so much disturbance in our town 
lately, hoped that there will be some steps taken for peace; I 
sat there and listened to him until he made -his speech; after 
he got through, I made some remarks; I said I would be very 
. glad, that if white and colored would unite together, as a band 
brothers, that they might adopt some plan to keep the Ala- 
bamians from among us, and to prevent disturbance; Ifurther 
said, if any colored men come from anywhere tó disturb the 
white people in this town, if I saw them before they did come 
in, Lshould go quietly and ask them to stop, and if they did 
not stop, then I should make some other attempt; then I said, 
suppose they should tell me they would shoot me down if I 
did not let them alone; I would: Koen still until I got away 
from them; and that I would get some colored men to help 
meto stop them; and if we could not do it, then I would call 
upon the white people; and I said I thought that was the way 
the white people ought to do; and under this consideration, we 
might five together like brethren; we adjourned very shortly 
after that, and the boys all went down out of the court house; 
went out very quietly; I started down; Mr. McMullins called 
me in the room where he was, and said tome: *Ilike your

remarks very well; I am just like you; I am opposed to the 
Alabamians coming here to disturb the peace among us." 
After that I went home; after the men came out of the court 
house, they were all in a line, marching. and beating a drum 
as usual; after supper, my wife. went to the door; I was read- 
ing, and some one cried out that there was a fire down town; I 
got up and looked out, and saw the fire; about an hour after- 
wards Kizer came up to my house, and said they had killed 
Wm. Dennis down town; some of the boys that were there 
with me asked what they killed him for; there were two or 
three there with me,and he said that he was drunk and cutting up 
thére and that a crowd of them started to take him off and kill 
him, and Dennis pulled back and refused to go, and he said 
Marcellus Coleman knocked him in the head with a shot gun; 
I heard nothing more then about that; in a space of an hour 
or an hoür'and.a half, some one was pássing by my house, and 
I heard them say that about seventy-five white men had got, their 
.guns and had gone down to get Bill Dennis; then everything 
appearéd to be quiet; I went to sleep; I was down town about 
sundown; I went down especially to see the Sheriff; Isaw him; 
had a long talk with him; L asked him ifhe thought Dennis 
would be safe in the couré house that night; he replied that he 
thought that he would; for he intended to put such men to 
guard him as to hold them responsible for him; Isaac Radford 
and Warren Tyler, went with me to see the Sheriff 'and: were 
. present while was talking to him; I further said to him, to 
keep any suspicion or hard thoughts from any class, *Won't it 
' be a good thing to have thé guards divided—some white and 
some colored?" and he said he did not know, but if we though 
it was best he would do it; I told him I thought it best as. it 
would keep down hard feelings; he then said to Tyler and 
- Radford: “Go and get me some good, reliable colored men and 
fetch them here;" we were at his house at this'time; then, 
says he, “Never mind we will go down to the court house, and 
see Belk, the Deputy Sheriff? we went down and he called Mr. 
Belk, out and said to him: “Mr. Belk Aaron. and the boys desire 
to have the guards mixed to-night, what do you think of it?" 
Mr. Belk said, that “Ihave got my guards all fixed-and I do not 
want to change them;" Mr. Mosely said that he would rather 
that they should be mixed, if Mr. Belk was willing; "Mr., Belk 
replied again that he did not want his guard changed, and that 
he “did not want any colored men about here to-night at all;” 
- then Mr. Belk said to me, that “there would be a large. 
: quantity of men here to-night from a distance; I then said Mr. 
Belk if the Alabamians are coming here to-niglit, do you think 
there is going to be any fuss; he replied: ^I did not say: that 
there would be any Alabama men here to-night. I said there 
. would be a quantity of men ‘here from a distance;" I then 
asked him confidentially what he meant by that; he then took’ 
me one side and said that “they have had a meeting here to- 
day, and that three or four men have got to leave.this town at 
once; there will be a committee appointed to wait upon them,

and your name was br ought up in the committee but, it was 
fought down by some of the.best citizens ofthis town. Wm. 
Stur gis, Bill Dennis and Warren Tyler, have got to leave this 
place.”". By this time, Mr.. Mosely, Radford, Tyler, Belk -and 
myself, had all gottogether again; Mr. Mosely said “Warren, 
you and Radford go and fetch me a dozen good colored men." 
We all then broke up; I then went and got my supper. and 
went to my church; after we had sung and Ihad taken my text, 
Warren-came to the pulpit where I was and said to me: “I had 
them men carrying them down town and met some white men’ 
who took their guns away from them, and they said that Mr. 
Mosely had told them to go and disarm-the colored men." 
He said further to me: “1f I was you, “E would break up . 
meeting as there are white men allaround the church.” Isaid 
to him the worship of the Lord must go on;-1 kept on preach- 
ing my sermon, and just before I got through Kizer 
came «in and said that Mr. Mosely, had given orders to 
disarm all of. the colored men and kcep them up here; . 
on Monday morning.I asked Mr. Moseley if he had given 
orders to disarm the colored men, and he replied that he had;' 
I was present at the meeting on Monday; there was a resolu- 
tion before the meeting to petition the Governor to have him 
remove Sturgis, and to the effeet that, if the Governor would 
not remove him, that they would do it; Mr. Coleman got up 
and said, * Gentlemen, Í insist that you do not send such a reso- 
tion as that to the: Governor?" there was another resolution to 
the effect that the niggers were disturbing the peace; this 
resolution was also to go the Governor; Mr. Coleman said that 
he was opposed to that resolution going to'the Governor, as 
there is some just as mean white people as thereis colored peo- 
ple here. About 10 o'clock in the morning I was in the Chan-' 
cery Clerk's office talking to Mr. Smith, the Clerk, and Warren 
` Tyler, and was notified.by the Sheriff that I and Warren Ty- 
ler coúld consider ourselves under arrest; I inquired of him, 
*for what?" and he replied, * for holding that meeting on. Sat- 
-urday;” T replied, “Good gracious! can we not hold a little 
meeting without being arrested?” he said tome, “ never mind, 
you will not be hurt,” . and to go on: about my business, and 
report back there at 20'clock; he did not take Tyler into cus- 
tody af that. time, and he further told me to go in and listen to 
the speeches; Mr. W. W. Shearer spoke when I went in, and 
said: “ Gentlemen, here is our Representativs, I should like to 
hear from him," and they would not let me speak; said, “no! 
no! we don't want to hear anything from him." I went. from 
there home, and returned to the court house about 2 o'clock; 
after the organization of the court I was asked by the Prose- 
cuting Attorney if I had any counsel, and I replied, “No; as I 
had done nothing, I did not. need any.” Mr. Berry was the 
first witness examined; Mr. Brantley was the next witness; 
after he had finished his testimony, Tyler, who was on trial, 
asked him not to take his seat, as he wished to introduce two 
witnessés to impeach his testimony; at this, Mr. gnai took 
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a stick, which was lying on the table in front of the Justice, 
and started toward Tyler; the Marshal‘took hold of Brantley, 
and Tyler at the time retreated toward the door “leading into ` 
the Sheriff’s office; about this time I heard ‘cries of “Shoot 

him!" “Shoot him!” Then the firing commenced; Tyler had 

no pistol in his hand when he passed by me; I do not know 

whether he hada pistol on him or not; he was sitting 

between me and Judge Bramlette, and in going out passed by 

me; it appeared to me that the first shot came from about the 

middle of the house; who did the firing I do not know "L 

am confident that Tyler had nothing whatever in his hands; 

if he had anything in his hands I could have seen it; I had 

no arms at the time; I knew nothing of the meeting of Sat- 

urday before it was held; I left Jackson for Meridian on Fri- 

day morning; Cloptón and Radford had been here, and went 

over with me; Clopton eame over to Jackson to bring a peti- 

tion to the Governor, for the purpose of having Mayor Stur- 
gis retained in office; I was not wounded in the difficulty ; 

after the firing was over I left the court house, went home, and 

then left Meridian.

I lived in Meridian before the riot; am now living in Jack 
son; I was in Meridian at the time of the riot; I. was not at 
the court housé when the shooting took place; I know nothing 
of the shooting there; when I first saw Tyler after the shoot- 
ing, he was coming toward my -house, led by two men; he was 
shot very badly at the time; they brought him into my house, 
and Tyler asked me to protect him; I closed the doors, but 
the crowd outside made me-open them; Tyler had, in the 
meanwhile, passed through, the yard into the shoe shop of 
Parker, the second door from my house; Tyler told me that he 
had been shot twice; in the crowd that was pursuing Tyler, I 
saw with guns, Bob Coleman, Sr., and Bob Coleman, Jr.; Hugh 
Wilson, and George Schell, all citizens of Meridian; these 
were among the number that came to my door and demanded 
admittance; I was punched in the face with a gun by some 
one of them; Mr. Schell begged of them not to kill me; there 
were so many in the crowd .when they found Tyler, that I 
could not tell who shot him; The Sheriff rode around where ` 
Tyler was found, just before he was found, and said: “Find 
him, dam him;" and rode away again; the Deputy, Mr. Belk, 
was around there with a pistolin his hand; I cannot say that 
the Alabamians were the sole cause of these troubles, as I had `, 
heard it whispered about among the people before they came 
over; Ileft Meridian on the 10th of March; Mr. Coleman 
drew a gun on me, and threatened to shoot me, and I learned 
that he broke the trigger trying to shoot me.

VETO OF HOUSE BILL NO. 1. ' 


To the House of Representatives : 
v ND! A i 
GENTLEMEN—Herewith I return H. B. No. 1, entitled “An Act 
to regulate the working of roads in the county of Claiborne,” 
without” my approval I object to this Act on the following 
2rounds: 
ú Special legislation on subjects of general application is 
objectionable in all cases which do. not present such facts as 
may be shown to make them, so far as that general application 
is concerned, exceptional. To permit our laws to pass from 
the general system which should hold all over the State, into 
as many distinct systems as there are counties, is, I submit, in 
conflict with administrative simplicity and public. convenience. - 
The new Code now under consideratiqn by the Legislature, 
contains some provisions which will probably be found to give 
the road law additional vigor.: If it does not so, in the form 
which it takes in the draft now before the Legislature, the 
opportunity remains open-for supplementing its provisions in 
the road law by. amendments of general application. That 
done, a point of departure will have been established from 
which we can consider wisely whether or not.itis absolutely 
necessary to make the roads of Claiborne county a subject of 
legislation distinct from that applicable to the roads of-all 
other counties of the State. i 
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The bill before me would change the time to be devoted to 
Toad duty, by the adult males of Claiborne county, from six 
days per annum to ter. I have very positive convictions as to 
the impropriety of this change. If the planter of the old time 
could nof, with his power to fall back on the resources of his 
capital, afford'to spate for road duty more than six days labor 
of his slave, the free laborer, who is now the master, of the 
former slave, having no capital whatever to fall back on, can- 
not afford to spare ten days labor for road duty in presence of 
the inexorable law which makes the labor of Qp hánds the 
measure of the food of his children. 

The bill before me undertakes to burden the road service of 
Claiborne county with the. salary of. an officer new to our expe- 

rience. The two thousand dollars which are proposed to be 

taken annually for that purpose from the taxes of the county 
should not be made a charge upon the people until it shall 
have been shown, after the failure of other forms of vigorous ' 
legislation on the subject of our roads, to be an unavoidable 
necessity. i 

Fot the foregoing reasons, with many others that may be 
observed in the provisions of the bill, I find it impos sible to 
give my approval to the same. *

VETO OF HOUSE BILL NO. 138. 
To the H ouse of Repr esentatives: 


NE return without my apa H. B. No. 138, 
entitled “An Act to locate permanently the seat of justice, of 
Clarke county, at Quitman.” 

This question of the court-house of Clarke county - has 
already involved much legislation; and the cost of the subject 
to the” publie treasury has had -no happy result to even the * 
county; for taking the question out of the hands of the peo- 
ple has, as might have been expected, had ‘no good effect in 
tranquilizing the conflict of local interests. The court-house 
whenever in issue, is the dominating subject in the politics of 
every county; and overriding the question of members of the 
Legislature, ` of Governor,-of even President of the United 
States; it is hardly wise to attempt to settle it otherwise than 
by a vote of the people. 

On March 28th, 1870, a bill was approved by me removing 
the seat of justicé in: Clarke: county from Quitman to the city 
of Enterprise, . It authorized the Board of Supervisors to 
accept donations of land and money for the uses of the court- 
house. Some such donations having been made, a contract 
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was let for the erection of-the court-house at Enterprise; and 
a tax is.now being collected in accordance with the Act, to 
make payments on that contract, 

The bill before me proposes to remove the courthouse back 
to Quitman. The Legislature is competent to do this. My 
deference to its will would command my approval in that case; 
but when I see the Legislature carrying out the undoing of its 
former action to the extent of a violation of private rights, I 
find it impossible to give my consent. The bill before, me in 
proposing to sell the property of the county at Enterprise in 
order to apply the proceeds to the erection of a court-house at 
Quitman, appears to have overlooked.the fact, that that prop- 
erty consists in part: of donations made by. individuals on the 
basis of the law fixing the court-house at Enterprise. When 
the bill which I return herewith undertakes to direct the court- 
house tax, being. now collected in Clarke county, to another 
purpose than that for which it was assessed on a contract made, 
namely, the payment of the contractors for the court-house at 
Enterprise, it comes within the constitutional prohibition of 
the Legislature as laid down in section 9 of the Bill of Rights: 
«No ex post facto law or laws, impairing the obligation of con- 


tracts shall ever be passed."

GzNTLEMEN-—I return with this S, B. No. 124, entitled an Act 
supplemental to *An Act to incorporate the town of Sardis, in - 
the county of Panola, approved April 22d, 1866." I regret 
that I am constrained tó withhold my approval to this bill 
because of the following objections: `. 

, Section” 8, in providing for the condemnation of land for 

: streets, ete. 'ete., enacts that “ the town shall immediately take 
possession of said property so condemned and assessed and 
¿ssue warrants upon the treasurer for the amount of damages 
so assessed, if. any; to each property-owner, which. shall be paid 
out of any-money in the treasury unappropriated, or paid: out 
of taxes collected, so:soon as it is practicable to assess and col- 

- lect such taxes, apd i in case such warrant or warrants shall not 

‘be immediately paid they shall - draw interest at the rate of ten 
per cent. per annum, etc., etc.” Section 10 of the Bill of Rights 
declares that .* private property shall not bé taken for public 
üse except upon due compensation - first’ being made to the 
owner or owners ‘thereof in a manner to be provided. by law." 
The justiceor dueness, so to speak, of the compensation is the 
extent of the power here given to the Legislature in designa- 
ting the manner of that condition precedent of the taking of 
private property for public use; for to suppose otherwise were 
to break down this protection of private property by. giving 
the Legislature the power to alienate such property on the 
tender of worthless paper. And, therefore, the question as to 
the alienation of private property on the tender of town war- 
rants. with or without.interest, as proposed in section 8 of the 
bill before me, resolves itself into this: do: the town warrants 
fulfill the legal condition of * compensation?" 

In the 3d volume of Howard's Reports, pages 246-7-8-9, 
the meaning of the word * compensation," in the case of the 
application of private property to publie use, is laid down with 
all the weight of authority attaching to the decisions of so 
eminent a jurist as Judge Sharkey. I quote his language: 
* That a company or corporation to whom private property is ad- 

. judged should be wholly irresponsible, andit is not straining too 
much to suppose such & ease, what compensation has the owner: 
for his property? But evenif it should be responsible, is it fair 
or:just to convey away private” property and only provide the 
owner with a legal remedy for the value whick may easily be 
exhausted in the pursuit of the remedy. The judgment in this 
case is not compensation. . A judgment is but a security for com- 
pensation or satisfaction, which may or may not prove produc- 
tive. In principle, there is no difference between a. judgment 
and a bond, except that one is a security of a higher nature 
than the other. , Suppose the Legislature had said. that the Rail- 
road Company shail give bond for the payment of damages 
assessed, could it be said to be a “ compensation Pp 
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With thé light thrown on the exposition of the term “ com- 
pensation," can it be supposed that if a judgment against a 
company having assets to satisfy'that judgment, be not “ com- 
pensation," the warrants of a town corporation with or without 
assets, comes up to the conditions of “compensation?” . Plainly 
not! Now unconstitutional legislation may work little or no 
inconvenience to the rich with their ample means of pursuing 
the remedy open to them in the courts, and I have no appre- 
hension that in the case before me the property of a nian of 
wealth will be taken from him in exchange for warrants. But 
itis a different thing in the case of the poor. Some of them 

- may. be forced by their inability to fee lawyers arid incur the 
' general expenses of litigation, with a corporation, to" part with 
their little all for some more or less valuable promises to pay, 
of the town of Sardis. It is on this account that I am so 

_ jealous of legislation in discord with the Constitution, and I 
plead, in apology for my frequent dissents from the will of the 
Legislature, my high duty to protect the poor from a class of 
enactments that in their poverty bears upon them in a form of 
practical injustice and oppression. I am compelled, therefore, 
to regard the eighth section of the bill before me as a violation 
of the safeguard thrown around private property by the tenth 
section of the Bill of Rights, and have consequently no alterna- 
tive than to return the bil as I do herewith, without my 


approval.

HOUSE BILL NO. 167. 
To the House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN—In my message on the subject of H. B. No. 167, 
I have done the Sheriff of Leake county some injustice. With 
the proofs before me I felt justified in the conclusion that before 
the commission of the outrage on him he had: had previous 
premónitions of danger.. Gentlemen acquainted with the cir- 
cumstances of the case assure me personally that such a con- 
struction of the evidence is not in aceordance with their 
knowledge of the facts; and as I can have no: hesitation in 
acquiescing in their statements, I féel if my duty to givé the 
Sheriff of Leake the benefit of this correction of my. message. 

My message on the case of the Sheriff of Leake was, how- ' 
ever, not made to rest on any special feature of that case. It 
objected to make good his loss'at the expense of the treasury 
on grounds of law and public policy. In order that there 
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should be no misapprehension on: the part of the Legislature 
as to the propriety of that ground, I felt it my duty to obtain 
on the subject the.opinion of the Attorney General. 

The accompanying paper embodies that opinion and goes 
over the points taken in my message, with a neatness, lucidity, 
and directness which, while highly creditable to that gentle- 
man, cannot fail to be conclusive with the Legislature in set- 
tling the very grave question which has been opened by this, 
H. B. No. 167. MEE E 

I request that my message on the subjeet of the bill shall be 
considered under the light of the statement made here, in jus- 
tice to the Sheriff of Leake.

` OPINION OF. THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL's OFFICE,

. To His Excellency J. L. Alcorn, l x^ 
` Governor : of the State of Mississippi: 


Sir—I proceed, in obediejice to- your command, to state my 
opinion às to the liability of a public officer to account for pub- 
lic moneys with which he is entrusted by virtue of his office, 
and which, without his fault, have been taken from his posses- 
sion by larceny or robbery. 

My opinion is that in such cases, the officer and the sureties 
on his bond are absolutely and’ unconditionally liable for all 
the funds that go into his hands and are not afterwards paid 
over as required by law, no matter what may be the excuse. T 
recollect no case in which this view of the law has ever been 
questioned in the appellate courts of any of the States. It 
has, however, been repeatedly contested and decided in the 
Supreme Court of the United States, not upon any special 
statute, but upon generallegal principles and grounds of pub- 
- lie policy; and the doctrine is now well settled, that the case 
of officers who receive publie money, under bond to collect and 
pay over, perform, fulfill ete., differs. irom that of ordinary 
bailees; 1st, because the forcible taking of money from an 
officer, whether by robbery or otherwise, is not within the con- 
ditions or covenánts of his bond, and constitutes no asnwer to 
a suit on that instrument; and 2d, because publie policy for- 
bids that such a defense should!be allowed. | 

I eannot, otherwise, so well state the reasons for this view of 
the subject, as in the language of Mr. Justice MeLean, in the 
case of U. S. v. Prescott, et al. 3 How. U. S. Supreme Court 
Reports, page 578. 
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He said: * The condition of the bond has been broken, as 
the defendant Prescott failed to pay over the money received by 
him, when required so to do; and the question is, whether he 
shall be exonerated from the conditíon of his bond, on the 
ground that the money has been stolen from him? 

“The objection to this defense is, that it is not within the core 
dition of the bond; and this would seem to be conclusive. The 
contract was entered into on his part, and there isno allegation 
of failure on the part of the government. How,’ then, can 
Prescott be discharged from his bond? He knew the extent of 
his obligation when | he' entered into it, and he has realized the 
fruits of this obligation by the enjoyment-of the office. Shall 
he be discharged from liability contrary to his own express 
undertaking? . There is no principle on which such a defense 

can be sustained. The obligation to keep safely the public 
money is absolute, without any condition, express or implied; 
and nothing but the pazment of it when required, cam discharge 
the bond, *. * * Public policy requires 
that every depositary of the public money should be .held to a 
strict accountability. Not only that he should exercise the 
highest degree of vigilance, but that ‘he should keep safely’ the 
moneys which come to his hands. Any relaxation of this con- 
dition would open a door to frauds, which might be practiced 
with impunity. A depositary would. have nothing more to do 
than to lay his plans and arrange his proofs,'so as ; to establish 
his loss, without laches on his part. Let such a principle he 
applied to our postmasters, collectors of the customs, receivers 
of.public moneys, and: others, who receive more or less of, the 
publie funds, and what losses might not be anticipated by: -the 
public? No such principle has been recognized or admitted as 
a legal defense. And it is believed the instances are. few, if, 
indeed, any can be found, where any relief has been given in 
such cases by the inter position of Congress. 

“As every depositary receives the office with a full Ge 
of its responsibilities, he cannot, in case of loss, complain of 
hardship. He must stand by by his bond, and meet the hazards 
which he voluntarily incurs, 

“The question certified to us is.answered, that the defendant, 
Prescott, and his sureties, are not discharged from the bond, by 
a felonious stealing of the money, without any fault or negli- 
gence on the part ; of the depositary; and, consequently, that 
no such defense to the bond can be made." 

And the principles and policy of this decision have been 
emphatically reiterated in the later cases of U. S. v. Morgan, 
11 How., 161; U. S. v. Dashiel, 4 Wallace, 182; and U, S: v. 
Keehler, 9 Wallace; 86.

GENTLEMEN—I return herewith H. Joint Resolution No. 22, 
entitled “A Joint Resolution for the pay of the Joint Standing 
Committee on Public Buildings." Private considerations make 
it painful to me to withhold my approval of this-Joint Resolu- 
tion, but I am constrained to do so. by overruling reasons: of 
public policy and right. . ¢ "En 

That a Joint Committee of the Legislature should have been 
charged with a duty so properly that of administration as the 
Jetting out and management of public works of the State was 
originally a violation of constitutional propriety. And the 
wisdom which should have forbidden such a confounding of 
agencies distinct in character, comes into broad evidence when 
we’ behold, as in the case-of the Joint Resolution before me, 
this legislative committee in'the indelicate position, of sitting 
as legislators in the auditing of their own claims. On .this 
account alone I should be slow to give my approval to the 
accounts elaimed by those legislators fot their services in letting 
out the contracts for the works on the State House and the. 
Lunatic Asylum. r ' 

In section T of the Act entitled “an Act to provide for the 
repairs and additional buildings to the Mississippi State Luna- 
tic Asylum, approved July 21, 1870," the surn.appropriated for 
the expenses of the Joint Committee is fixed at one thousand: 
dollars. Iam at a loss to know why that sum, supposed at the 
time to be reasonably sufficient for the purpose, is not abundant 
to meet all the joint claims of the members of the Committee, 
I find, however,. that it is mot only not sufficient, but that, in 
addition to that amount, the members of the Committee claim - 
in the resolution before me the still further sum of three 
thousand seven hundred dollars! KS ' 

What service can the committee be supposed to have rendered. 
to justify a payment of four thousand seven hundred dollars? 
The letting of the contract was surely no time-consuming busi- 
ness; and beyond that they cannot be supposed to have had 
. any legitimate duties which. would not have been discharged 
more properly, and which were not discharged in fact, by-their 
architect. Under a right system of working, their payments to, 
the contractors should have heen a matter of routine demand- 
ing, after the estimates of the-Architect, but a formal approval - 
of the Chairman of the-Committee; and except this, any other 
service on the part of any member of the Committee was a 
mere wanton waste of time and attention.. - Claims against the 
State under any such circumstances cannot receive my approval 
without a flagrant violation of my sense of duty to the tax.

i But the claims proposed to be paid on the Joint Resolution 
before’ me, are, it appears, but an entering wedge for others to 
follow. "They assume to be in fall for services rendered up to - 
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and terminating with the 3d of last January! ' Àh account 
current is," it appears, still open on the part of the Com- 
mittee against the State; and will continue to run'on for an 
unlimited time in the future! What limit may be set upon 
the claim thus proposed to be established. on the treasury? 
At what period shall the accounts terminate? -Shall the pay of 
the Committee go on for the whole time; and if not for the 
whole, for what part? What rate of pay shall the committee- 
men receive during that period? Is it to be supposed that, 
because they receive eight dollars per diem as legislators, they 
are sufficiently skilled in the work of the Architect to receive 
eight dollars per diem as Superintendents of Public Works? 
With the onerous taxation resting on the people it behooves us 
to’ be very chary in admitting claims ‘against the publie 
treasury: Whatever the. Legislature may in its wisdom deem 
proper to do in such cases, I, charged as-I am individually 
with a solemn duty to guard the money óf the people, cannot 
give my approval to a measure that, like the Joint. Resolution 
before me, not only grants claims of doubtful justice, büt does 
so in a form which throws open the treasury to the same 
claimants in the future to an extent that he has no known limit

GENTLEMEN—I return herewith H. B. No. 208 without my 
- approval. The bill-is entitled.“ An Act for the relief of H. A. 
. Cooper, former Sheriff. of Marshall county, in the State of: Mis- 
sissippi.? A erint i o E 

The bill before me undertakes to go, without any reason 
shown, between a Sheriff and the authorities constituted by 
law-for the settlement of his aceounts. It proposes to.pay that 
Sheriff two items of expense ineurred. in the eonveyance of 
* prisoners under an order of court; ánd.so proposesin the face of 
the law and fact that, if the éxpense has been so. incurred, its 
payment would follow as a matter of course oh the certificate of.- 
the court which had made the order. Chapter VI, section 10, 
article 134, of the Revised Code, says: -“.All expenses which 
may be incurred. for guards employed fer the safe-keeping of" 
criminals, either before or after commitment, and.all other legat 
expenses which shall acerue for the want of a good and suffi- 
cient jailin any county of this State, shall be paid out of the 
Treasury of the proper county.” And inasmuch as the removal 
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of prisoners for whieh the claims in question are set up, may 
be seen to be thus & proper charge to the counties, I cannot 
consent that that charge shall be placed upon the shoulders of 
the State. If, onthe other hand, the prisoners were removed 
on - habeas. corpus, change of venue, etc, the fees for such ser- 
vice are fixed in the Revised Code, page 145; and for the sum 
due, the Judge of the proper Court, upon tbe certificate of the 
District Attorney, is empowered to make the proper allowance. 

Another of the claims which would bé. made good by the 
bill betore me is that of $410—for the re-arresting of prisoners 
Meo: jail. If this breaking of jail arose from any negli- 
gence of the Sheriff, if it arose from any failure of the county 
officials to provide a place of safe-keeping for the prisoners, 
this claim would not be a proper charge upon the State. If, 
on the other hand, neither of these suppositions .apply, then it 
might be quite proper that the State would reimburse the 
Sheriff for his faithfulness for re-arresting the prisoners where 
outlays not provided for by law are shown to have been made 
by. that officer, Until. a:proper certificate of the. facts by the . 
county. authorities shall have been laid: before me, or some 
proper showing of the true facts in the case, I cannot give my 
consent to this charge against the public treasury. If the 
Sheriff, in his zeal for the interest.of justice, went beyond the 
limits of his county or of the State in pursuit of the escaped * 
prisonera, such fidelity would constitute a legitimate ground of 
appeal to the Legislature; and I should take pleasure in giving 
my approyal to the. appropriation of:a proper sumas a reward 
for his fidelity. `. . x dc MMC 

The other. two claims allowed in the bill before me go between 
the Sheriff and his. settlement:on. the list of delinquent tax- 
payers ànd'the authority empowered by law, to make that -set- 
tlement—the Board of Police. of the county. The bill itself 
shows. those two claims to be made in the face of an account 
closed finally. in accordance with law; and- presents no special 
reason why, if this account’ is'to be opémed up and the prece- 
dent once established, the.Sheriffs will notregard with contempt 
their settlementa with the Boards. of.

The bill before me undertakes to give special effect to a claim 
arising under a contract made by Lafayette Jones and others, 
with the Board of Police .of Bolivar county, for certain levee 
work done nine years ago, If Lafayette Jones-madeé a contract 
with the authorities of the county of Bolivar, his clàim should 
stand or fall on that -contract; and for any failure of the 
authorities to fulfill their obligation under it, he has his resort 
at law, During -the périod at which Mr. Jones” contract was 
performed, the country wasin armed rebellion. Cotton money 
and Confederate currency long since repudiated, wére the basis 
of the contract. Levees were being broken frem time to time, 
and men resident behind.them rebuilt them for self protection, 
someties with and sometimes without a loose sanction of the * 
Board of Police, Claims to a large amount can be brought for- 
ward from one end of the “bottom” to the. other with an 
apparent or real sanction of authorities that exercised at the 
time doubtfuld powers, in the easy spirit of men who regarded 
their official obligations as little better: than waste paper. 
Special legislation on one of them will bring up those dormant 
claims until their amount-will haye aggregated a sum beyond 
the power of the people of the “bottom” to pay. l 

Legitimate debts of the levee-debts incurred by properly con- 
stituted bodies'acting undér a full sense of their responsibility 
have been dealt with by the Legislature - under a mode of liqui- 
dation which constitutes a just compromise between the credi- 
tor andthe debtor. This compromise was carried by the Leg- 
islature up to the first of January, 1862, as far into the body 
of the revolution as it was” considered proper to. go: Shall'it 
be said that debts of a doubtful character- contracted in the 
reckless spirit of rebellion shall be not-only placed'on a footing 
of preference to those legitimate debts, but be actually supple- 
mented in their short comings by special legislation? = ` 
. For thé foregoing reasons I hold the bill before me, a meas- 
ure of injustice to the recognized crenitórs of the. bottom

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MESSAGE IN RELATION TO THE MILITIA, SCHOOL, 
.. AND REVENUE LAWS. 


To. the. Senate and House of :Represéntatives i. 


. GxNTLEMEN—While the State generally énjoys a repose 
unknown to it since the close of the war, the recent outrages - 
at Meridian and at &féw other places on our eastern border, 
point to possibilities which demand spécial measures of detection 
and punishment. In anticipation of-such a necessity I asked 

. you in ‘my annual message for authority to deal with the crimes 
of the Ku Klux by an offer of rewards as high as $25,000, and 
addéd, what Inow again urge upon you earnestly, *that the 
rewards offered for the detection of men engaged in outrages 
perpetrated by: what is called. Ku Klux, in.any county, shall, ` 
when paid by the Executive, be made a special tax upon that 
county.” With the right to change the venue on the part of 
the State placed in my hands, a power which cannot fail in 
effectiveness will have béen set in motion with certain success 
in not only:detecting and punishing, but toa great extent in 
otherwise preventing the ontrages of those.midnight assassins. 

To render still more effective the agencies. of the government 
for the repression of organized lawlessness on-our eastern bor- 
der or anywhere else that it may show itself. hereafter, I invite . 
your attention earnestly to my. message of the 11th of Febru- 
ary on the difficulties of the Auditor of. Public Accounts as to. 
the exercise of my' power under. the militia law. .The sixth 
section of that Act authorizes-me fo organize the militia, but 
thé Auditor thinks he hàs no power to pay the'expenses incurred 
in that organization; and, though that question has been 
under the consideration of your honorable bodies for now sev- 
eral weeks, I call your attention regpectfully to the fact that 
even the accounts of General :Stafford'and Colonel Ireland .for 
services in carrying out that orgánization, remain still unpaid. 
I urge upon your consideration the .expediency of settling the 
Auditor's doubts in this matter, and of.placing it beyond qués- . 
tion that the authority. charged in the letter of the law with 
the right of‘ calling ouf the militia shall not be excluded from 
the exercise of that right by a denial of his power to order 
payment for'even a soldier's ration. ^  . Y 

, Section 35 of the Militia law gives me. the power to “organ- 
ize and equip not to exceed one regiment.of cavalry.” With a 
quéstion of my authority to order payment for a single saddle 
or a cartouch box, this conveyance. of power becomes. a dead 
letter. I again invite the attention of your honorable bodies 
to this fact; and do so with the earnest request thatin addition . 
to actual &uthority to organize the militia generally, you give 
me actual authority to organize and call into the field a cavalry 
regiment of picked men for operation wherever masked assas- 
sins. shall. be seen—the cost of the subsistence of those troops 
to be levied as a special fax, upon the county to which they 
shall have been called by the appearance of masked assassins, 
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With this power made good in my hands, outside any scruples 
of the Auditor of Public Accounts, such. tax-payers as shall 
dare to tolerate by their sympathies the performances of the 
Ku Klux, will very soon find out that, that toleration will have 
cost them heavily in penal taxes. - 

At thé same time that we leave nothing undone to repress 
organized violence wherever it shows its head, it is rio less our 
solemn duty to see that we leave nothing undone,to remove all 
possible ground for its provocation. The race from which the 
American white is sprung has ever been restive under taxation 
‘and has shown itself but too ready to make an obnoxious exer- 
cise of. the taxing power a ground for' ‘individual yéngeance or 
organized resistance. And a wise legislation, while determined 
in strengthening the power of repression, should never disre- 
gard those forces of society which, especially in closing up 
the work of revolution, are ever ready to meet hardships by 
violence. In my profound anxiety for the peace and order of 
the State, I called your attention in my special message of the 
8th of last month to very grave points for thé revision of our 
general and local taxes, and did.so in view of the illustrations, 
which I feel it my duty to urge upon your attention again as 
possible irritation of the popular temper. 


I submit to your consideration with this communication, a 
letter, from a gentleman of this city, W. T. Withers, Esq. In 
raising the point as to. whether the Assessor is justified in 
including in the basis of taxation, the products of agricultural 
industry, it directs attention to some passages of the Revenue 
law, which may be interpreted in justification of a taxation at 
once unjust and irritating. Section 1, of the Revenue law of 
last session, includes in the assessment, the * amount of. all 
other personal property not otherwise enumerated;" and, in 
this, ealls on the Assessor to return, as subject to taxation, all 
agricultural products unshipped ón the first day of January. 
Now, the justice of this lies ih the ‘fact. that while it leaves free 
from this tax on his production; the planter who lives so con- 
venient to a great line of public carriage that’ he"can ship his 
products as rapidly as he can garner them, it levies that tax on 
the planter who lives so far from such à line of transportation 
that more or less of his products remain on his banda on the 
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first day of January: 

The exemptions from ‘taxation set forth in the twentieth 
Section of the Revenue. law, apply. in the case of ptivate 
individuals to only wearing apparel, ‘dogs, guns, household 
furniture, and poultry. This leaves open to assessment and 
taxation all the provisions held by: the head of a family on the 
first day of January, fór the support of his household. It sub- 
jects, under this construction, the corn ih his crib td taxation, 
though that can: be subjected again to taxation in the form of 
mules, swine, etc. | E P 

While in the character of goods, wares, merchandise' or 
stock sold by transient vendors from other States, they may 
have paid under section 15, of the Revenue law, a tax of one 
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per cent, the first section of the law subjects to additional 
taxation under the head ef “all other personal property not 
otherwise enumerated,” the flour and beef in the tax payer's 
larder and the bacon in his “smoke-house.” ‘New as such a 
taxation is to the experience of this people and offensively 
inquisitorial ae such an assessment therefore is to them, this 
interpretation of the revenue law involves a mode of revenue 
which, under alt the circumstances of the case, is unnecessarily 
` offensive . pm AE QNT LANE 

The xx. par ae I am confident, did not intend to tax . 

agricultural productions, It did not, I am sure, contemplate 
the assessment of either the land-owner or the laborer for the 
cotton he may have on a given day in the gin-house, the corn 
he may have in the crib, or the groceries he may have in his 
store-room.  'Phe.disappearance of these articles after the 
assessment would follow as a matter of course, ánd while the 
fact would on one hand confine ths collection of the tax to the 
man of property, it would on the other hand but serve in the 
case of the mán of no property to swell the list of tax delin- 
quents, As an act not only of justice, but of conciliation also, 
1 recommend earnestly that no time shall be lost by the Legis- 
lature in arresting the assessments that ġo forward now in some 
counties on a basis, that, while violating the intention of the 
Legislature, adds bera apt] to the causes tending to increase 

popular dissstisfaction with the working of the revenue law. 
There is much in the whole subject of the revenue-law which 
involves unnécessary burdens upon the tax-payers. I have 
already called your attention’ to the. expediency of fixing a 
maximum to the commissions of Assessors and Collectors. I 
may add to that, the propriety of deducting from the Assessor 
the amount of all such commissions as he may have received on 
excessive assessments, whether the revision of those excesses 
shall be made by the Board of Supervisors or by the Legisla- 
ture. Seyere economy in our administration of the affairs 
of the State is, I repeat, one of the first conditions 
of effectivenoss in all our measures for a vigorous repression of 

crime. . MCA A p EA 
An inflation of the assessment rolls is one of the contingent 
evils of the system of paying the Assessors by & percentage 
regulated by the amount of their assessments, The working 
results lead me to call your attention to this source of wrong to 
the tax-payers, and to urge upon. your attention again, as a 
pr remedy, the expediency of at once limiting the fees of 
- the Assessor by not only a minimum on the one hand but by a 
' maximum on the other. While $1,500 would be a liberal 
remunetation for-the service in any county in the State, it 
becomes our duty: to sée to it that the application of some such 
limit shall cut off the just.grounds of popular dissatisfaction 
felt in such instances as those of the paymient of upwards of 
eight thousand dollars for assessment of the county of Warren. 
_ I invite your attention, gentlemen, to the expediency of 
arresting at once the progress of the pending assessment and 
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of placing.it henceforth on a footing of sound principle, as 
pointed out.in my message of the 8th of February. ‘The neces- 
sity of reducing the cost of the assessment is one of immediate 
urgency, unless you are willing to let our taxation go forward 
at a rate to cover such extravagant drafts on an overburdened 
people, as shown in the case of the Assessor of Warren. With 
an omission of the correct principle of. assessment, as pointed 
out in my message on the subject, to permit the pending assess- - 
ment to go forward is little else than to prevent a wanton waste 
of eighty or a hundred thousand’doHars of the publie money. — 
No demand in the interest of political repose and social order 
is.made upon the wisdom of the Legislature more potently than 
that for a restriction upon the local power of taxation. -Every- . 
where does a cheerful acceptance of the State tax, where the 
assessment has been fairly made, present itself; but in few if 
any of the counties do the taxes of the School Directors and of 
the Board ‘of Supervisors meet'a reception short of serious 
clamor. ` My reflections.on this fact lead me, I feel it my duty - 
to tell you plainly, to entertain apprehensions that we will riot 
have done our duty for the preservation of good order if the 
Legislature do not give the people immmediáte and effective 
protection from all possible ground of discontent with their 
local taxes, With that view I, in the words of my message of 
the 8th of February; “recommend earnestly that the issue of . 
credits by the Board of Supervisors shall be placed immediately 
under rigid restrictions, and that their powers of taxation be 
limited: to two hundred per cent. on the State tax. E 
The School Directors present. an administration which: 
threatens by the wantonness of its extravagance to impress the 
more restive of our population with a sense that they are being 
oppressed by taxation. ‘The election .of County Superintend- 
ents is the great measure for introducing into that management * 
an influence more wholesome in its results, because more in 
sympathy with the people, than that which is now represented 
by a set of appointees having in the majority of cases no identity 
with the counties over whose school interests they preside, and 
but little if any identity with the State. The excessive taxa- 
tion originating mainly in this deleferious influence would 
become all the more aggravating to the people, if by a current. 
laxity which gives the, control of the monetary affairs of the. 
Directors to County-Superintendents, defalcations should follow 
under the temptation of the fact that those officers are not 
required to give bond. To cover any working irregularities’ 
arising from the fact that the County Superintendent, as Presi- 
dent of the.Board of Directors, issues orders for money on the 
Treasurer of the Board, I recommend that the County Super- 
- intendent shall be required to give bond and security sufficient 
to cover his agency in disposing of the school funds of the 
county. : i - a 
The necessity of haste in organizing the school system madé 
it unavoidable during last'session to permit the County Super-

intendents to be selected by appointment. The expediency 
now passed. the: Legislature is free to exercise the right given 
it under the Constitution to make the office of County Super- 
intendent of Education elective. The general propriety under 
our system of government of surrendering such. an exceptional 
and anti-republican power as that of appointment of county 
officers, by a central bureau, demands that the County Superin- 
tendent of Education be made subject-at- once to the choice of 
the people. I urgé that measure upon your attention here on 
the special groúnds of its.concilatory efféct in placing the fact 
of their own free selection of a man bélonging to the county, 
known and trusted by its citizens, in bar of all unreasonable 
dissatisfaction with the administration of the funds of a trust 
coming home só closely to the affections and to the passions of 
the people as that of the education of their children. . — 

I recommend eartestly that to obtain a class of administra- 


tors more calculated to conciliate passion in ita serutiny of our 


management of the funds of the public schools, we make the 
office of Director not one.of profit but simply of honor. And 
to further purify the management of the Boards, I recommend 
that to obtain the services of a class of men other than the 
mere office-holder, looking to the. position as an object simply 


of his cupidity, the per diem of the County Superintendent ' 


shall never exceed an aggregate of $700 per annum. And to 
save the: school affairs of the counties still more thoroughly 
from the influence of trading in politics and place, 1 further 
commend tó your considerátion that no one holding any office, 
State or Federal, shall be eligiblé to hat of Supérintendent of 
the county schools. 


The standard fixed for the examination of teachiers is placed 


unnecessarily high. This: can: have no other practical result 
than that of excluding in the very wantonness of power, much 
educational ability properly available amongst our people, white 
aid colored. But while working this objectionable result, it 
works the still farther result of farnishing an excuse fora rate 
of teacher’s pay utterly exhaustive of our resources. While 
the average pay of the teacher in the Northern schools embraced 
in the statistics of the National Bureau of Education is less 
than $300 a year, rates set here vary from $720 a year for the 
lowest class to $1,920 for the highest! I recommend earnestly 
that the Chancellor and the Circuit Judge of the District, 
together with the Superintendent of Education for the county, 
shall be charged with the issue of third and: second class cer- 
tificates to teachers, and that, the normal schools only issuing 
first-class certificates, the pay of the three grades of teachers. 
shall be declared by lav to be $40, $60 and $80 per month. 
With the pürchase or erectión of brick school-houses in some 
districts, the furnishing of school-houses in others with-elegant 
desks ‘and office chairs, the supplying in stil others of 
apparatus better suited to the demands of the academy than-of 
the.common school, we may well accept the conclusion that 
there is somé foundation for the general outcry against the 
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alleged plunder of the school funds of the State and counties. 
In a very few short months of actual Work in the county of 
Lafayette, the School Board of that county is charged on, very 
grave authority with having expended $3,500 in cash and $4,000 
in erédits, with little or nothing to show for the money! In 
the interests of not only the school funds, but of also the peace 
and order of the State, I recommend to you earnestly to set 
.some ¿mit on the option of School Boards ás -to their ontlays; 
and suggest that leaving the parents free t6 supply any 
deficiency in those .cases, thé expenditures of the Boards on 
apparatus shall not exceed $2 pér pupil of the daily average 
attendance, and. shall not exéeed the same rate for desks and 
seats; atid that while not more than $200-shall be paid for any 
school site, not more than ten dollars per pupil of the average 
daily attendance shall-be paid for the purchrse or building any 
school-house. 2 . 

The eoneiliations with which.we are bound in the interests of 
peace and order to go forward in conducting the public business 
apply with special force in the case of public schoóls. ‘A sore 
need of the masses as these áre, they are hailed with a popular 
favor which itis our bounden duty to do nothing whatsoever 
to check. The school system comes home to the fondest 
anxieties of the people, and should be so conducted as to draw 
‘out those anxieties, with the greatest possible difectness in 
support of the public schools. — . - E MEN 

"Supplementary to the concilidtions which I urge in the 
matter of taxation in.this communieation, F urge with equal 
earnestness the expediency of conciliating the affections, the 
conscience and the independence of the patents of the State, 
by giving them the option, where théy exercise their right of 
separate schools, to select the teachers. The wisdom of this 
. liberalizing of our present system of centralization will be felt 
in an improvement of the popular temper. "The Rev. Dr. 
Elder, Catholic Bishop of this diocése, has urged this and other 
points of improvement in our school system on my attention; 
and as an act of justice to that very important subject, I submit 
"with this message his letter. . The ability arid Christian bene- 
volence which characterizes his communication will command 
your attention for it, even though you did not know that the. 
piety, earnestness, and cultivation of its author command for 
him the confidence-and respect of men of all classes and créeds 
amongst our people. - - . 

I make all the foregoing recommendations in view of the 
work before me as conservator of the peace of the State. 
‘While regarding with calm -indifference the violence and vitu- 
peration of a press which represents in its vapid utterances no 
portion of this people, I owe it to you, to myself, and to the 
interests of all good citizeris, to.entreat you to carry out, as far 
as possible, all the reforms I have pointed out here in the 
interests of a reduction of taxation: and the freedom of educa- 
tion, so that conscious of having given no cause “for just 
irritation to the man of violence we may be all the more deter- 
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mined in action’ when that-man of yiolenve shail have put upon 


- us the duty to strike him down. 2

‘Permit me to call your attention to the manner in which the 
_assessment of Hinds county is being made: ` * > 
Captain Wilkes Henry, deputy for John M. Chilton, Assessor 
of this county, called on me fof my assessment for the present . 
year, and demanded öf mé to return for assessment the entire 
‘crop ‘of: cotton and corn made last year on two-plantations near 
Edward’s Depot. He had previously assessed the interest of 
the fréedmen in the: crop, some of whom had three-fourths, 
and others a half interest. ` No entry is made on the' Aúsess- 
ment Roll of the numberof bales of cotton or bushels of corn, 
but the aggregate value is estimated, and carried out in the 
column of personal property. . Feeling confident that the 
agricultural "producta ‘of last year'weré not intended by the 
Revenue law, to be the subject of taxation; T declined to fur- 
“nish the Deputy Assessor with the product of cotton and corn 
madedast season. I' did ‘this to test the question, and to pro- 
tect myself and the freedmen who are cultivating the planta- 
tions from an illegal asséitirhent,. and sn in the-interest of the 
^: public at large. ` Í was tiettred by Captain Henry that he was 
acting in this matter under the instructions of Mr. Chilton the 
Assessor, and that he was in every instance demanding ‘of the 
tax-payer to assess the’ crops of cotton and: corn made last 
year. He also told me that:the other deputies were acting 
under similar orders, I saw Captain Henry’s Ássessmént Roll, 
and he told me that he was carrying the aggregate value of the 
crop# of cotton and corn into the eolumm of personal property. 
I respectfully call your attention to this matter, for if 
Mr. Chilton is right, thén «an immediate modification of the 
Revenue law is demanded. - To tax the land, mules, and farm- 
ing implements of planters, and then to tax the entire product 
of the plantations, as has happened in many cases the past 
season, thé entire product has not paid the expenses of produc- 
. tiori, would 'be- monstrous; and I feel sure the Legtsiature never 
so intended. If there is any ambiguity ín the law in this 
respect, it ‘should be immediately removed. by additional 
legislation. — '' SEEMS u 
To save a ‘new assessment, and prevent litigation, I would 
respectfully suggest that proper and appropriate steps be at 
once taken to- prevent the Assessor from persisting in assessing 
the agricultural products'of last year as personal property. As 
it is carried out in one column, without anything to distinguish 
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how much..cotton and corn are included in the aggregate 
amount, a new assessment wonld"be indispensable, unless it be 
held that the agricultural products of last Season are proper 
subjecta of taxation. f

remedy many other inconveniences. . 

The zeal which your Excellency has shown for. education, in 
your repeated messages, and. the liberal spirit of justice for all 
parties, which you have.manifested, encourage -me to address 
to you my thoughts upon the subject; to beg your patient con- - 
sideration of them, and if you judge proper, your approval and 
assistance.  . MEO ae

" What is the desire of the State in her efforts to give an edu- - 
cation to all, the pupils within her borders? "The answer is 
prompt: It is to make them good citizens. She wishes- to have 
à population of men and women possessed of the virtues needed 
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for living rightly in society with their fellow:beings; doin 
their whole duty to their families and their neighbors; doing no 
wrong even to the weakest; and serving the public good, as oc- 
casion offers, even at sóme sacrifice to their private interests. 
Observe that she needs not men and women who have only 
been taught that these virtues are becoming,: but people who 
practice them; who have been trained up in the dispositions 
and habits which lead to the exercise of them. ` 
She needs those who have these virtues in their conscience; 
who will not only act by these rules when it will elevate their 
-credit before others, but who, like Susanna of old, are willing 
to lose even their good name with men, and the esteem of. their 
dearest: friends, rather than to violáte their conscience before 
od. ‘ > . . Ñ 
Of. course the State does not expect that any efforts, however 
wisely directed, will make all persons to be such as I have de- 
scribed, but this is the standard that she wishes to see ápproach- 
ed as nearly as possible; and the more nearly the average tone 
of the people's character rise to this, the higher will be the 
good fame and prosperity of the State, and the greater will be 
the virtue and the true. enjoyment of life possessed by indi- 
viduals and families. 08 o i

AUTHORITIES.FOR THIS, 


Your Excellency draws attention to the necessity of this - 
moral training, in you? special message on the subject of Public 
Education, p. 10: “Strictly secular education,” you write, “may 
develop one part of the mind, but it leaves-to nature the better, 
the nobler part,” The Protestant Episcopal Bishop of New 
York corroborates this observation of your Excellency: “By 
making man stronger intellectually;” he says, “ without making 
him stronger morally, you make him more dangerous to him- 
self, and more dangerous to the community." —[Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Potter's annual address to the Convention, Sept., 1870, p. 17. 

And what American is there, with or without religion, that 
will not bow to the solemn judgment of the father of our 
country, set forth so earnestlyin his farewell address: “Of al] 
disposition and habits,” he says, “which lead to political pros- 
perity, religion and morality are indispensable supports. A 
volume could not: trace all their connection with private and 
public felicity. Let it simply be -arked where is the security 
for property, for reputation, or for life, if thewense of religious 
obligation desert the-oaths which are the instruments in 
courts of justice. And let us, with caution, indulge the sup- 
position thàt'morality can: be maintained without religion.” 
[Washington's Farewell Address to the American people. - *

without. virtue are among the most dangerous instruments for 
doing evil : ie Sos 


MEANS. TO FORM-G00D CITIZENS. 


What means are most advisable for attaining this end, and 
‘most in accordance with the spirit of a free country ? 

Let us consult reason and experience. . We know thas it is a 
hard thing to bring. up a man in the love 'ánd practice of all 
thatisright. Each one feels how hard it.is- to make: himself 
such as he knows he ought to be. How much harder to do 
this with others ! : p 


THE STATE, OF HERSELF, HAS LITTLE MEANS FOR, THIS END. 


From the nature of the case- the State has very limited means, 
under her direct administration. Her punishments and rewards 
affect only the body, the goods, and the reputation; and she 
can apply them only to outward acts. The interior conscience 
they cannot reach. Even upon outward acts they have lit- 
tle or no effect in all those multitudinous cases in which a man 
persuades himself that he can conceal the offense or evade the 
punishment, or in which_he is willing to take the risks. 

The State may teach him that * honesty is the best policy,” 

and many other similar maxims, but “this-:dccustoms. him to , 
make poliey his rule of honesty, and when the best is too 
inconvenient he: will be satisfied with the second best. 
. The State, then, has little power to form good consciences in 
her people. Some may grow up under her care to, be models of 
elevation and solidity of character, but this happy result will 
chiefly be owing tó good natural dispositions, wise training. of 
parents, and good associations, These advantages belong to 
the favored few. With. great numbers, the natural dispositions 
or early habits arerbad. Por many others their parents have not 
the ability or the time to train them well. Still larger num- 
bers find in their associates every.example of evil. Altogether, 
what a large mass of the population.do they form!‘ To train 
them into’ good, reliable, conscientious. men and women the 
State has indeed very. little means. l l 


THE FACTS CORROBORATE: THIS REASONING, 


And experience confirms. this conclusion of reason. What 
State is there in.our. country. that has succeeded. by. her own 
teachings to elevate to any great. degree the average standard of 
morals among her people? In.those States whére secular edu- 
cation is said to approach nearest to perfection, are we told that 
the number of crimesagainst society is diminishing in proportion 
.to the population? Ispeak.not of the morals of the uneducz-

ted classes, but of those very crimes which only educated men 
can perpetrate, Is there in any of our best schooled States, 
where State teaching alone is relied upon, a smaller proportion 
than there used to be, of forgeries, embezzlements, fraudulent 
speculations, dishonest administration of public trusts, “rings,” 
and other corrupt combinations, to obtain the. -money of “the 
people?—or of more shameful immoralities that Ido not care 
to énumerate 7 Donot all our public papers continually bear 
testimony that these things are alpine to a frightful de- 
gree? Are not their advertisements a proof of growing 
depravity dtid its consequences ? 

And the tone of public opinion itself with regard to dishon- 
esty and other immorality, is it more-elevated and more serious 
than itused to be? Are not these nintters every day treated. 
with a levity and.indifference that, prove a growing careless- 
ness about moral principle ? 

I anm not one of those who see no good except in days gone 
by. Gladly do I recognize. the many examples of virtue around 
us—the many persons of a purity and disinterestedness of char- , 
acter, of which our country and generation may well be proud. - 

But if we would learn lessons of wisdom from observation, 
we must observe fairly the good:and the evil both. And one who 
loes so, T think will find it impossible. to.contradict the testi- ' 
mony of thé same Protestant- Divine,- Bishop Potter, of .New 
York; thst “making allowance for all these, there is something 
visible in our publie business transactions, in our political 
affairs, and ina large portion of our;social life, which is a 
manifest clíange for the worse, as compáred with former years." 
(Same address, p. 20, abridged, but not altered.) Such is the 
too common experience in our country. 


PRUSSIA GETS THE. HELP OF OTHER MEANS. 


Now let us look: at'a different experience. Prussia. is held 
up as the great first model of common education. And yet 
strange to say, many of. our States that cite her example, go 
directly contrary to her course in this most essential matter— 
the means that she'uses to form good citizens. ‘ She takes: 
care by means of examinations to make'sure that the pupils 
learn well the secular branches, But for the moral training, 
the making of good.men.and women, she relies on v eligion and 
the teachers of religion, Théy havé different religious denomi- 
nations in Prussia, as well as here—often mingled together in 
the same districts and villages. Almost all the difficulties that 
might arise from this, the’ ‘Government. avoids simply by leav- 
ing liberty to the parents to establish mixed schools or separate 


schools as they like best. "The Board of Education at Berlin - > 


encoürages rather separate schools, because they find that in 
them the religious training can be accomplished more’ easi'y 
` and thoroughly.. i 
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THE RIGHT OF AMERÍCAN FREEMEN TO “USE THE SAME MEANS IF 
THEY CHOOSE. 


Now is there any sufficient reason why, in a free Republic, 
parents should be less free than in one of the most vigorous 
monarchies of Europe? 

And even if we had not the example of Prussia, why should 
free men be deprived of the freeman's right to educate his 
own children as his conscience tells him? So long as they 
neither neglect their duty nor injure their neighbors. 

If the State wishes to make sure by examination, etc., that 
the pupils learn well all the secular branches, which she 
requires to be taught, what principle of justice, or necessity of 
public good, can authorize her tó hinder the parent from pro- 
viding his own child at the Same time- with the best moral 
training he can get? 

Is this the way to form a good citizen? It is'during school 
hours that the child's mind is chiefly growing in knówledge 
and activity. Is there publie good, or liberty, or justice, or 
common humanity, in dictating to parents that, during those 
very hours, their children must be excluded from the most 
powerful helps for virtuous training, under penalty of forfeit- 
ing the benefit of the school tax which they have been com- 
pelled to pay; and to the liard working, poor man, this is. 
equivalent to the penalty of leaving his children unfaught. 


NO MAN' S VIEWS ABOUT RELIGION OUGHT TO BE FORCED ON HIS 
NEIGHBOR'S CHILDREN AT PUBLIC EXPENSE. 


There are various views about religion. 

- Some parents wish their children never to embrace any, but 
to endeavor tó be good without religion. 

Some people wish their children “to learn about all the reli- 
gions, and choose for themselves after they grow up. 

Some wish their children to learn religion only on Sundays, 
or between school hours. 

Some, especially the poor—white and colóred—must make 
their children work between school hours. And Sunday like- 
wise has many other occupations, spiritual and material. 

Some parents judge-that their children have need of frequent 
reminding of religious truths, and most of all during school 
hours, whén their hábits of mind are forming. - 

Now all these different classes ħave different views about 
religion as connected with education. Some want little; some 
want mor e; some want it òn Sundnys;. some in school hours. 
What we ask, in'the name, of liberty and justice, is that each, 
be free to follow his own views, and that he leave the same 
freedom to his neighbors. That no one of these classes be 
suffered to dictate to the others how their children shall be 
trained in regard to religion, much less be allowed to force 
their views about religion on their neighbor's children—with 
the very money which those neighbors have paid to the State 
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for their education. Let those who want no religion have . 


schools to suit them, and those who want more have what suits 
em. ` 


THIS IS THE POOR MAN'S CLAIM, AND COLORED MAN'S; 


We ask then, equal rights for all. And most of all we ask 
them in favor of the poor, both white and colored. Rich 
people ean send their children to the schools of their choice; 
but poor, laboring men and widows cannot afford to pay taxes 
and schooling both. And remember, the very poorest pay 
their share of the school tax. For the landlord collects it in 
his rents; and the store keeper counts it in his prices. 

In places where colored men are in a minority,.and their 
white neighbors are not well disposed toward them, how easy it 
is for their interests to be disregarded; to have them assigned 
poor school-houses in inconvenient places, cheap teachers—or 
odious ones, or books unsuitable to their wants and feelings. 
No doubt many Superintendents and Directors would feel bound 
in honor to do their best forthem. But if some others care 
less for honor, what protection is there—unless after efforts 
that cost much time and trouble, and often fail? "Whereas, 
leave them their parents' natural rights, as we propose—the 
liberty whieh has been promised them, and these difficulties 
are removed at once. f 


EI 


How THE LAW CAN EASILY GIVE THIS LIBERTY. 


And all that.we claim can easily be given, so far as depends 
upog the State, by a very simple provision. 

Already, it allows the parents of twenty-five pupils to 
demand a separate school, and it must be given to them. Now, 
simply leave to the same parents to choose the teacher and the 
books, by allowing any teacher who holds a certificate of com- 
petency, to establish a school, and to use any books which the 
parents wish. If the parents of twenty-five pupils choose - to 
send their children to him, this will be evidence of itself that 
they want a separate.school, and that they prefer his teaching 
and his books. Andif he teaches them properly during a suf- 
ficient time, then, since he has done the work for which the 
money was collected, and done it in à way to satisfy both the 
State and the parents, let him. receive the pay for the work 
that he has done. " 

Thus, so far as the State is. concerned, the parents will be 
free. If~there is no school there that pleases them exactly, it. 
wil be notthe fault of unequal laws, but of circumstances 
which the State does not control And even then, they can 
choose the school that comes nearest to their liking. 


THIS WILL PROTECT THE NATURAL RIGHTS OF PAKRENTS.IN VARIOUS 
l RESPECTS. 


This simple assertion of freedom in education "will remove 
A—76 
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difficulties about other matters on which parents have a tight 
to exercise their judgment. 

The provision concerning a separate school’ for any twenty- 
five that demand it, was made, we are told, through regard for 
the feelings of- white parents not wishing to have'a mixture of 

races in the schools. 

Why not show equal tenderness for other feelings—which 
colored parents as well as whites may have—not only about the 
companions, but about. the teachers and books of their children? 
A mother may know something about a teacher's morals, which 
she cannot pròve; which she would not be safe to utter; but 
which may determine her rather to leave her innocent daughter 
untaught, than subject her pure and delicate soul to daily con- 
tact with him. If there is another person who will teach all 
that the State requires, and at the same time will be a guardian 
for that precious soul; and will tell her sometimes of the purity 
of Jesus and His Angels, why should not the mother be free to 
send her there, without forfeiting the money, which the tax 
collector has made her pay for schooling? 

And to do likewise, in minor matters, in methods of instruc- 
tion, in histories and reading books, in anything in which there 
is room for differences of judgment; why should the State take 
away from parents the natural right of choosing for themselves 
by choosing their teachers? 2 


r THIS LIBERTY RECOGNIZED BY OTHER STATES, 


In learning them this right, we shall only be grafting on to 
our school law the principle which Lam told is recognized by 
many other States of long experience in common education. 
They leave to the parents to choose the teachers and the books 
either directly, or by electing trustees or visitors for each sepa- 
rate school, who will choose'them to suit the parents connected 


with the school: They do not empower one Board to appoint 
for various schools, ' 
III. 


What other benefits will dow from these means? 


` LESSENING OF EXPENSES. 


Y 


This liberty of education will bring after it various other 
benefits to the people. 

1st. So far as the people choose to avail themselves of it, it 
will diminish the expensiveness of education. Because in these 
cases, no high salaries will be paid for small schools, nor for 
costly br anches. The teacher will be compensated only in pro- 
portion to the number of pupils, and the length of time that - 
he teaches; and only for the plain branches which the State 


requires. Parents who want extra teaching will pay for it 
themselves, 
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2d. It will likewise relieve the Directors and Superintend- 
ents of many difficulties, connected especially with these sepa- 
rate schools of twenty-five—choosing locations, providing 
houses, appointing teachers, admitting -or refusing additional 
pupils, etc., etc. All these will resolve themselves through the 
free action of the parents, sending their own children to the 
school of their choice. 

And thus.diminishing their labors it will tend to diminish 
he number of their meetings, and other occasions of expense. 


SEPARATING EDUCATION FROM POLITICAL MACHINERY AND PARTIES. 


8d. Going up higher, it will lessen the necessity of so much 
political machinery about education; and consequently it will 
lessen the salaries and other costs. 

4th. It will, as far as it is used, withdraw education from its 
entanglement with party polities. 

There are already too many officers and perquisites depend- 
ing on our elections. It is a great evi) to multiply them. 

It is still a greater evil to have the tender minds and hearts 
of our little children to depend for their teachers and books on 
the results of elections. No doubt many Superintendents and 
Directors wil avoid political preferences, but if others choose 
to be less scrupulous who can hinder them? And why expose 
them to temptation by giving them a power which there is no 
need to take from the parents?

LESSENING CENTRALIZATION. 


5th. It will diminish that alarming tendency to centraliza- 
tion, which is rapidly making our free Republic approach to the 
universal bureau system government, that has helped to reduce 
France to its present deplorable condition. 

A system in which the central power tends to absorb into 
itself all the functions and the responsibilities, which in a 
healthy state of public affairs, are much better expressed by 
localities and individuals. 

The chief end of government, we are told, may be reduced to 
the two objects of first, protecting the weak against the strong; 
second, attending to works for the common good, which could 
not be accomplished by individuals or localities. -Whenever a 
government undertakes to manage affairs which localities or 
individuals can manage for themselves without injuring their. 
neighbors—\t is almost sure to lead to vastly more harm than 
good. 
^ Centralization is a good instrument for intriguing men to 
tyrannize over their quiet fellow-citizens;. and a good field for 
speculations and frauds upon the public money. .Let us not 
extend it without. necessity; and most of all, let us not throw 
_into this vortex of confusion and corruption, the precious work 
of forming our children’s characters. Let us have it as much as 
possible, where God has put it, where nature claims it, and 
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where liberty demands it should not be meddled with—in the 
hearts and heads of parents. - 27 


ENCOURAGING COMPETITION, 


6th. It will encourage a wholesome'emulation among teach- 
ers, and also among compilers and publishers of school-books. 
In every other business we acknowledge the value of competi- 
tion for calling forth energies and abilities, and obtaining the 
best services. Why leave this most important branch of busi- 
nsss—the training of youth for life—to depend so much on the 
influence which teachers'or publishers may bring to bear upon 
the Board, instead of allowing those interested, the parents, to 
choose the service that satisfies them best? - 


AND IMMIGRATION. 


Tth. If we make it known ‘that Mississippi has provided 
means for educating all, and has at the same time proclaimed 
the liberty of parents to educate children according to their 
conscience, without interfering with their neighbors, it will do 
hot a little towards drawing into our State numbers of settlers 
of the very kind we want, men whose love of their families 
dispose them to be a thrifty and permanent population. ` ' 

. A few years ago, when I was taking some opportunities to 
draw the attention of northern residents, and of new-coming 
immigrants to the advantages of Mississippi as a place of set- 
tlement, I was met at once by the objection that such me 
are most desirable, for example, the most industrious and 
peaceable class of Germans, are not disposed to go to places 
where their children may be taken out of their hands by the 
State, or where they will not be free to educate them as they 
judge right, without forfeiting the tax paid for their teaching. 


CONCLUSION—NO POSSIBLE INJURY TO ANY ONE-——GREAT PROBABLE 
GOOD, ESPECIALLY TO THE POOR CLASSES. 


To conclude, this measure can do no possible harm to anv 
legitimate interests. For where the people do not want it, they 
will nót use it; and where they do want it, who is a more legiti- 
mate judge of their interests than themselves. And those who 
want it will not interfere with a single child except their own. 

We are not pleading for any money speculation; nor for any. 
big salaries to form an indirect: support to religious déhomina- 
tions. Let the pay be fixed by law aslow as the services will 
justify, so that there may be no temptation for speculators; 
just fair compensation to the individual teacher, for the time 
and labor that he spends in doing the work called for by the 
State—the giving of the secular teaching prescribed. 

We are not pleading for privileges nor exemptions, but for 
the common liberty of all; and most of all, for the honest poor 
people of the State.’ They have little treasure in this world 
besides their children, 
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The best service they can do the State, is to bring them up 
good, conscientious men and women. Their; sweetest comfort 
in this life is the hope of seeing them grow up in virtue, ac- 
cording to their own hearts. For God’s sake! let the State not 
rob the poor widow of this comfort. She has paid her school- 
tax out of the hard earnings of aching fingers and straining 
eyes. Let not the great State of Mississippi rob her of a pleas. 
ure that she has honestly paid for. Do not tell her, that if she 
wants her children to. be reminded, during school hours, of their 
Saviour's love, and of His sweet teachings so powerful to, warm 
their tender hearts—do not tell her that this is a grevious of- 
fense against the good order of the State—an injury to the 
cause of edueation; andthat if she chooses to be guilty of it, 
She inust forfeit the priee.of her children's schooling to the 
benefit of her more deserving neighbors. 

Your Excellency has already done much, and made gener- 
ous sacrifices, for the' cause of order and prosperity in our 
State. Extend your efforts to this most holy cause—the sacred 
rights of parents. The family is the foundation of all society; 
laid by the Creator Himself, when he blessed our first parents 
in the Garden.of Eden. A government that loosens the 
father's hold on the education of his children, -i is undermining 
itself, and the whole structure of: society is made unsafe. 

If the present Legislature enacts, and your Excellency ap- 

proves this or any other measure for planting the Tree of Edu- 
cation in the American soil of liberty and equal rights, “free 
competition and no monopoly,” you will secure its taking deep 
roots in the holiest feelinga of fathers and mothers, and in the 
most solid interests of thé State, 
. "Aüd then, not by the bolstering of costly legislation, but by 
¿tg hold on the hearts of the people, Common Education will 
flourish and: bear fruits of public virtue and individual happi- 
ness, such that Mississippi shall have, no reason to envy the 
proudest of her sister States, 

If my communication appears long, the only excuse that 1 
can plead, is the magnitude of the interests involved, and my 
inability to treat them in a smaller compass.

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- LOCATION OF NORMAL SCHOOLS. 
To the House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN—In accordance with. your .resolution of the 3d 
of February enquiring as to the action taken under the Act of 
July 20, 1870, in relation to the location of Normal Schools, I 
have the honor to report as follows: 

After many ineffectual efforts to procure the service of 
proper persons, I appointed in November of last year, the 
following Commissioners to carry out the objects of the Act of 
July 20, 1870, viz.: ; 

B. B. "Emory, for First Congressional District. 

R. W. Flourney, for Second” Congressional District. 

T. J. White, for Third Congressional District. 

J. S. Morris, for Fourth Congressional District. 

W. G. Millsaps, for Fifth Congressional District. 

Of this Board, the Hon J. S. Morris was appointed the chair- 
man. To comply with your resolution I addressed a letter of 
enquiry to him as to the progress made by the Commissioners, 
and find by his reply, which accompanies this, that that _pro- 
gress amounts practically to nothing. Asa probable expiana- 
tion, in addition to that given in the letter of Judge Morris, 
and to suggest a remedy, I take leave.to call your attention to the 
provision of the third section, under which the Act forbids that 
the gentlemen charged with the execution of the Act of July 
20, 1870, shall receive pay. While, therefore, suggesting some 
moderate compensation to the Commissioners, I ask you when 
considering the subject, to observe that the wording of the: Act 
is so loose that it may be so interpreted as to extend the labors 
of the Commissioners to the subject of establishing‘ several 
Normal Schools. Any such wanton outlay of the school funds 
of the State, added to the general extravagance which already - 
characterizes the administration of our school system, would 
but hurry those funds on to the exhaustion which awaits them, ' 
at no distant day, if the spirit of waste be not suspended in 
the case of both Normal Schools and Common Schools, by a 
spirit of severe economy.

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CERTIFICATES OF INDEBTEDNESS. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


GxxTLEMEN— The funding of the Certificates of Indebtedness 
has been carried out to the full extent of the first series of 
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bonds—100,000 00. As no tax has been, and in the constant pro- 
gress of the funding can well be, ordered under the law (sec. 
11, of “an Actto provide for the issuance of certificates of 
indebtedness, etc." approved June 13, 1870), by the Auditor 
of Public Accounts, 1 have directed the State Treasurer to 
retain sufficient of his receipts in cash for the payment of the 
interest due on the bonds on the 1st day of next July. 

I may interpolate here the information that I understand, it 
to bea usage of the State administration to.cause, as fat as 
praetieable, all payments to publie charities to be made in cash. 
To effect thé economy on which that custom may be- sup- 
posed to rest, I have directed the State Treasurer to hold war- 
rants issued in favor of the Lunatie Asylum and other State 
charities as preferential claims upon his receipts of cash and cer- 
tificates of indebtedness. 

The issue of warrants is going on to an amount much larger 
than can be absorbed by the certificates of indebtedness. The 
excess of that class of State paper is an evil to which we may, 
therefore, look forward—one which we should take immediate 
steps to provide for. Anditis an evil which tends to aggra- 
vate itself; for, in depreciating the State warrants, it tends, by - 
the exclusion of the certificates of indebtedness from payment 
of dues to the State, to bring back the old condition of things 
in which the warrant was a source of corruption in the public 
service and of loss to the publie treasury. The certificate of 
indebtedness maintained at its present value, while the warrant 
depreciates under the absorption of an extraordinary excess, 
the State dues will, as a rule, be paid in warrants. ' 

The depreciation of the State warrants will extend to a 
gréater-or less extent to all other State paper. The certificate 
of indebtedness demand support during the: summer and 
autumn against'that consequence. With the view, therefore, 
of retiring the State warrants as rapidly as possible to an 
extent at which the outstanding issue may be maintained with- 
out seriously affecting the value of the certificates, I. recom- 
mend earnestly that you provide by law that the warrants, as 
well as the certificates, may be funded. The funding may, it 
is true, be expected to go on under that provision more actively 
than otherwise; but the additional interest which will result, 
will constitute but à very small sum, compared with the loss 
that would be sustained by an excess of warrants which might 
break down the present value of the certifieates of indebt- 
edness. 

As an additional means of absorbing the State warrants, 1 
call your attention to my recommendation of last year to the 
effect that the Insurance Companies transacting business in the 
State be compelled to guarantee our insurers by a .sufficient 
deposit in the State Treasury. -While the enforcement of such 
3 condition is a duty we owe the people, in à business trans- 
action now withoutany guarantee subject to the control of our 
courts, it is furthermore important at this moment as a means : 
of finance for the retirement of our warrants. Withanoption 
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to the companies of making the deposits in Federal cur- 
rency, in certificates of indebtedness, in Stàte bonds or State 
warrants, any depreciation of the latter will cause them to be 
employed in making those deposits, and thus obtain for 
itself a remedy to the extent of an absorption of their excess 
to an amount óf several hundred thóusand dollars. 

With the possibility of a deficiency in the receipts of the 
Treasury under the operation of injunctions upon the collec- 
tion of taxes, I propose that we provide still further for main- 
taining the present value of the ‘State .paper. To force the 
work of retiring warrants while giving the certificates the 
whole field of taxation for their émploymeht, I recommend ear- 
nestly that the certificates shall be the only State paper receiv- 
able by Tax Collectors for dues to the State. .

COTTON TAX OF 1865-6-7. ` 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


GxwTLEMEN— The Congressof the United States would not 
have been humane had not its legislation following immediate- 
ly after the close of the war, been tainted in its moderation by 
ebullitions of the passions of war. And in no instance does 
the fact that Congress is human come more broadly into evi- 
dence in that case than in the invasion of even-handed justice 
and the violation of sound policy presented by the Acts under 
which the people of certain States of the South were made-ta 
contribute many millions of 'dollars from their poverty in the 
form of a tax on raw cotton. | . 

With all the other products of the national agriculture 
untaxed, the tax on the product of thé section lately in rebel- 
lion was, in its character, penal. With the thriving industry. of 
the land free from any direct burdens of taxation the levy of 
that direct burden on the crippled industry of the South, bore 
all the outward seeming of a conqueror's oppression. And bad 
blood and bitter memories have .been awoke throughout the 
cotton States, because of that unwise taxation. The pride and 
consciénce of a people should not be slow to repair a wrong; 
and I know no higher duty of jüstice on the one handand ' 
poliey on the other, than that which demands that this mighty 
nation shall undo the error under which she has stooped from her 
otherwise sublime beneficiencé to enrich her treasury by an 
invidious tax upon children of her own househould, fallen and 
ruined. - ; 
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And reparation for the wrong done the State of Mississippi, 
and the other States of the South by the cotton tax, may be. 
made at this time’ with the fullest measure of political con- 
ciliation. 

The Supreme Court of the United States evenly div 
ded as to the right of Congress to levy the tax; and with an 
invidious and oppressive law placed thus in a doubtful position 
on the very verge of constitutional authority, the reparation 
may be taken wisely from the attitude of a surrender to right 
to that of a concession of fraternal feeling. With that view, 
I bring before your honorable bodies this very interesting sub- 
ject, and recommend earnestly that the tax being in a doubtful 
position in the Supreme Court, being in its character so invidi- 
ous as to have inflamed the passions which arise even amongst 
the conquered against the oppression of power, the Legislature 
of this ‘State earnestly memoralize Congress to save the 
national benevolence and promote the national harmony by 
refunding to the struggling cotton industry of the South, eyery 
dollar taken from its sore need under that great mistake, the 
cotton tax of 1865-6-7.

ON THE SUPPRESSION OF CERTAIN CRIMES. 
To'the Senate and House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN—Our statistics of crime havé recently come 
before me in direct relation to our moral character and material 
interests. ‘The actual facts embraced in those statistics are, I 
am glad to say, by no means so shocking as théy have been 
made to appear, but they are, nevertheless,.so painful as to de- 
mand, at our hands, earnest consider ation, with a view to 
remedy. ' 

Some of the murders committed since the inauguration of 
civil government in this State, are, I have no doubt, “chargeable 
to the cowardly banditté known as Ku-Klux. Having found 
the powers conceded at the last session, insufficient to bring the 
parties engaged in the crimes of those assassins, to punishment, 
I call your attention, earnestly, to the fact that you have not 
yet supplemented those powers, by giving, me authority, in 
certain cases, to change the venue, and by giving. mé further 
powers asked for in my ánnual message of last January. I 
trust your honorable bodies will not fail to pass, before your 
adjournment, such laws as shall enable me to draw the Ku-Khix 
assassin from his hiding place, and whén so drawn, to hand him 
over to certain justice. 
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An act of the Legislature of this State, approved 19th of 
December, 1861, undertakes to amend the law of evidence with 
the usual result of tamperings with the wisdom of the common 
law. This statute enacts that “when two or more persons are 
joined in an indictment,” “each shall,” if counsel so demand, “be 
a competent witness for tlie other." Be the disposition of the 
Code what it may, I recommend that you. repeal, immediately, 
the Actof December 19, 1861, entitled “An Act to amend the 
law of evidence in criminal cases." 

Another source of the amount of murder in this State is, as 
it is in all other States, found in the dram-shop. In my annual 
message I called your attention to the startling increase of 
those nurseries of crime from 1865 to 1870. Having gone on 
in that period in the proportion of 81 to 188 amongst the whites, 
aud in the proportion of 9 to 31 amongst the colored people, 
that shops had increased on the aggregate of both cases, at a 
rate exceeding 50 per cent. per annum. I again bring this fact 
under your consideration, with a view to its relation to the pro- 
duction amongst us of so startling an aggregate of life-taking, 

A more painful source of capital crime in this State than 
either the Ku-Klux or the dram-shop, is, undoubtedly, the cus- 
tom of carrying deadly weapons. The suppression of the pis- 
tol and knife will do as much in Mississippi as the suppression 
of the sword did in England, for asserting the sanctity of 
human life. 

We pledged before the people to punish men who go prepared 
for assassination by carrying concealed weapons. As candidate 
for the Governorship of the State I pledged myself and my 
supporters to the prevention of that practice in the following 
pus deer my published address, on the 10th of November, 

69: 


“If you elect me our society shall no longer'be governed, if 
I can help it, by the terror of the pistol and the knife. What- 
ever I may do for the morality of the State I shall certainly 
seek to rescue its youth, by attaching heavy penalties to the 
carrying of concealed weapons, from a habit which goes far to . 
debauch their moral sense by familiarity with the idea, if not 
with the fact, of homicide." i f 

In my Inaugural Address of the 10th of March, 1870, we 
are pledged to give immunity from the knife and pistol to the 
stranger who comes into the State to add to its sources of 
wealth the energies of the emigrant.  . 

In my message of January last 1 hold the following lan- 
guage: 

“The painful amount of felonious assaults shown by the fore- 
going table is directly referable to the barbarous practice of 
carrying deadly weapons?" * ** TI recommend, earnestly, in 
discharge of that pledge, that you repair the oversight of hav- 
iug omitted in the Revenue Bill the bowie-knife and pistol from 
the subjects of special taxation. L recommerd further that 
you declare the presence of a concealed bowie-knife or pistol 
on the person of any one, a crime punishable by fine and impris- 
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i 
onment, and the use of, ór the attempt to use' a eoncealed 
weapon upon any person, save in self-defense, to be a felony. 
When any such use of, or attempt to use a concealed weapon 
shalltake the charaeter of an assault, the said use or attempt 
to use should be made a sufficient proof of malice with intent 
to kill. 

The painful exaggerations of the capital crimes committed 
in the State have directed my attention to the above recommen- 
dation, and I, therefore, now again bring it before you as one 
reaching what has ever been a fruitful cause of precipitating 
the ordinary altercations in well regulated societies, into niur- 
der in Mississippi. Irecommend that your honorable bodies 
will see to it before your adjournment, that the cause which 
outrages our civilization and supplies a basis, in fact, for a mis- 
representation, at once injurious to our interests and wounding 
to our pride, shall be subjected to the arrest of severe legislation. 

` To meet one of the causes of the failure of justice in the 
cases covered by the foregoing remarks, I recommend that 
the preliminary examination of parties accused of homicide 
or Ku-Kluxism shall be held before either a Chancellor or a 
Circuit Judge. I recommend further, that.until that examina- 
tion shall have commenced, the accused shall be held in the 
county. jail, to the exclusion of any application for his enlarge- 
ment on bail. This will remove cases of so grave:a character, 
from the good nature or the timidity of an ordinary magistrate, 
to a magistrate whose learning will prove a foil to that of counsel 
and whose dignity of position will overawe the agencies of 
intimidation. l 

The subject opened up here is of too much moral and mate- 
rial concern to be dealt with in the temper of faction. My 
annual message of las& January, wil have shown you, in its 
table of criminal indictments, in 1870, that their consideration 
does not involve properly any questions of party or of race. 
Of 74 indictments for murder in the year 1870, in the several 
counties set forth in that table, while 41 of those indictments 
applied to whites, 33 be it recollected, applied to negroes. In 
that even-handed justice which is the true, the only means of 
preserving the harmony that is essential to the prosperity and 
progress of both the races, in this State, it must be held on 
every hand that, when the murders committed in Mississippi, 
are being dealt with, they constitute in truth a disgrace to our 
whole people, the colored people as well as the whites. Let us 
therefore; set frankly and earnestly about their redress in the 
sptrit of men who are bound by the facts to regard the parade 
of our criminal statistics before the country an injury and 4 
discredit to us all. ee 

A further cause of crime amongst us, lies in the ridiculous 
practice of * posting." Such mock heroism might very well 
have passed away amongst a people educated in ‘the stern 
Chivalry of war. If, however, the manliness of public sentiment 
has not learned to laugh to scorn, this routine of cheap 
gallantry, the law must come to the rescue of, at all events, 
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our decency and order. Bloodless though this “ posting” 
usually is, it adds sometimes to our list of violent deaths, and 
as it should be dealt with, therefore, in examining the sources 
of the calendar of crime, 1 recommend that, being in some 
instances, an overt act of felonious intent, it be declared in 
express terms, a crime punishable by fine and imprisonment.

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THE CHICKASAW SCHOOL FUND. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives : 


GENELEMEN—In gathering up the wreck left by the Democ- 
racy, of the public trusts of the State, your attention should be 
em especially, to the subject of the Chickasaw School 

und, : 

In 1836, Congress made to the counties embraced in the 
Chickasaw district, a donation equal to about 176,000 acres of 
«and. The proceeds of the sale of that land, constitute a source 
` of revenue for the education of the children of those counties; 
and were received for that sacred purpose, hy the State, in 
trust. An act of the Legislature, in March, 1855, authorized 
the loan to certain Railroads, of all that fund in the treasury. 
Under that act, and a supplemental act of 1857, the following 
loans were made out of the Chickasaw School Fund: 


To the Mississippi Central Railroad Company.... .. : $199,000 
To the Mississippi and Tennessee Railroad Company. 200,000 
To the Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company.... ..... 0,000 
To the N. O. Jackson and G. N. R. R. Company. ..... 200,000 

Total oso wir Tp $799,000 


On the 7th of December, 1863, an act was passed, authoriz- 
ing the railroad companies to repay the above amounts in the. 
then depreciated currency” of the Confederacy. But the Con- 
vention of 1865, in legalizing the acts of the Legislature of the 
State from the 9th of January, 1861, excluded expressly from 
that legislation this act of the 7th of December, 1863. And 
an act of the Legislature, approved March 7, 1865, makes a 
still further disavowal of the payments made by the railroad 
companies during the war, in release of the moneys drawn for 
their benefit as loans from the Chickasaw School Fund. That 
act of 1865, directed the Governor to demand from the compa- 
nies new evidences of the above debts; and in the event of 
their failure to obtain these, to enforce the collection of those 
debts by suit. 
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Proceedings have been instituted in the courts for recovering 
from the railroads the moneys due the Chickasaw School Fund. 
The case of the State against the Mississippi Central Railroad 
was brought to a decision against the Company since my inau- : 
guration, and is now about to be placed in issue again, on an 
appeal taken by the Company to the Supreme Court. 

The Attorney General cannot devote sufficient time to 
these suits for the proper prosecution to a recovery. Even 
though the ordinary duties of his office did not place it out of 
his power to devote his whole attention to those suits, it would 
be still necessary to bring to his support an additional supply 
of professional service to meet the array of legal ability now 
pressed into the service of those wealthy corporations. With 
this view, I have found it necessary, in order to save the great 
interests of the State in those cases, involving over a million 
of dollars, to' enlist the services of able counsel, but unwilling 
to commit the State to the expense without proper authority of 
law, have done.so subjeet to the action of the Legislature on 
the question of an appropriation to meet the expenses. 

Having now brought the statement of the position of this 
very important subject to a close, I recommend that your hon- 
orable bodies sigvify your wish to follow up the action taken, 
by placing at the disposal of the Governor, in the Treasury, 
an amount sufficient-for paying the fees of counsel to an extent 
not exeeeding ten thousand dollars. f

VETO OF SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 29.

Since writing the above, Mr. Niles called at my office with 
some proofs in regard to the justice of his claim. These I sub-

reply in writing. 

I enclose his answer to my note with this Message. 

The Attorney General makes reference to the fact that Mr. 
Niles performed some service in my office while engaged in his 
own. This statement is correet, and for the service performed 
in my office by Mr. Niles, 1 paid him' one hundred and fifty 
dollars.

ON THE SUBJECT OF ESTABLISHING A UNIVERSITY 
FOR THE COLORED PEOPLE, ETC. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives : 

GENTLEMEN—In my annual message submitted to your hon- 
orable bodies last January; I brought under your consideration 
a proposition in brief for an expansion of the existing Univer- . 
sity, and the establishment of a similar institution for the edu- 
cation of negroes. I disposed of the subject then in the fol- : 
lowing remarks (pages 23 and 24 of my January Message): 

“The University of Oxtord received last year a payment 
from the State to the amount of $38,551. The. salaries of a 
full body of professors are barely covered-by this expenditure; 
and we must be prepared therefore, to deal hereafter with the 
claim of that Institution upou us for a more considerable annu- ' 
ity. The number of students in the establishment now does 
not justify even the present expenditures; and the question 

comes up thus, whether we shail allow the University to go 
down, or take steps to extend its benefits to a greater number 
of our youths. = * «The Literary Fund of the 
past had been dedicated’ i the education of the ehildren of the 
poor. The old domination alienated it from that sacred pur- 
pose, in part by its investment in bank stocks, and in part by 

- the application of its revenues to the academies, of the rich. 
The school lands which were granted to the State for the. edu- 
eation of the masses of the people, fell into the hands of the 
old regime; and like all the other public trusts of those days, 
have been the subject of spoliatio". Under these circum- 
stances, the gathering up of the remnant of the school lands 
and the re-applieation of the revenues originally set apart for 
the Literary Fund, do not make good the bad faith of the past 
to the massess of the children of Mississippi. As somewhat of 
a requital for the wrong done the children of the people by the 
men who controlled the affairs of the State from the time of its 
organization until the close of the late war, I propose that we 
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fill out the opportunity presented in the University by bringing 
its advantages within the reach of the poor. With that pur- 
pose, I recommend earnestly that you establish a system of 
scholarships in the University in two groups—one group free, 
another at half rate—and that one of each of these scholar- 
‘ships shall be given to the common schools of each county of 
the State as a prize to be won by the best answers in a compe- 
tive examination. One hundred thousand dollars would be 
well applied in discharging this compensation to the masses of 
the people for the plunder of the funds dedicated to their edu- 
cation; and while discharging a double duty—to beneficiaries 
of the Common School Fund and to those of the University 
Fund—will consecrate the memories of the University in the 
affections of the great body of the people. * * -* *.* 

Colored boys may be expected to present themselves, within 
four or five years, at the level of the curriculum of the high 
school, if not of the University. We ought not to be unpre- 
pared to discharge our obligations to them as we discharge it 
to white boys, by the time at which they shall have made their 
coming demand fora collegiate education. 

“Whether the Shaw University, or some Institution situated 
in the Southern portion of the State, shall be made the vehicle 
of University trairing for the negro youth, I am anxious that 
steps be taken to initiate the realization of that purpose, so as - 
to throw out to the emulation of the colored boys of our publie 
schools'the same generous system of free and half-free scholar- 
ships by which I hope to see the University of Oxford placed, 
superior to all elasses of party or of race, a perpetual glory of 
the Mississippians of my own blood." l 

"Before your adjournment I invite your attention earnestly to 
thé points touched on in the aboveremarks. Reflection on the 
recommendations made above, have suggested to my mind revis- 
ions and additions under which I take leave to bring the whole 
subject before you in a fulness of specification that may 
strengthen your conyictions of duty in the case, and simplify 
the work of its practical discharge. 

The Congress of the United States granted, in an Act 
approved February 20th, 1819, thirty-six sections of land for 
the endowment in this State of a *Semiaary of Learning." 
These lands were, àt first, placed under a 'system of leasing; 
and continued so for ten.or twelve years, with a net result to 
the credit of the Seminary, of $8,102 00. In 1831 an Act was 
passed ordering the sale -of this valuable property on notes 
payable by: installments, in one, two, and three years. The sale 
was made in 1833. With the exception of half a section, the 
whole was disposed of im exchange for notes with * approved 
security,” to the aggregate amount of $277,322 00. 

Governor Lynch states in his message of 1837 (Senate Jour- 
nal, page 54), “The bonds and notes given for the Seminary 
lands, and which amount to- $277,000 00, are now all due; and 
the original sales, together with’ the interest that has: acerued, 
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now exceed $310,000: 00.” Such was the condition and amount 
of the fund in 1837, 

Governor McNutt shows the condition of the assets resulting 
from the sale of the Seminary land, in his message, of January 
8, 1839. He says on that subject (Senate Journal, page 8), 
“The Seminary Fund now amounts to $314,146, exclusive of 
interest, and half a section of land.” 

. Auditor Saunders specifies the items of the Seminary Fund 
‘in 1841. In his letter printed on page 425, of the House Jour- 
nal of that year, he states those items thus:

Under the terms of the Act of Congress making the grant, 
the Seminary lands were “ vested i in the Legislature of the said 
State in trust for the support of a Seminary of Learning 
therein.” A trust as this donation was, the State is bound to 
make good any and all lossés resulting to that trust by her own 
maladministration. Now that I have shown you the amount 
and condition of the fund at different periods previoug to its 
utter wreck, let me point out, in brief, the justice with which 
that wreck must be held chargeable to ths State’s abuse of her 
office as a trustee. 

Governor McNutt says of the Seminary land fund (Senate 
Journal of 1839, page 8), * The notes are generally well 
secured; but many of them are under protest. * 

The late Auditor, John H. Mallory, has embezzled a pon V 
the fund; and the best interest of the State require the imme- 
diate establishment of the Seminary. * * * * 
Unless the University is speedily established, or the law pro- 
viding for the collection of the fund changed, a large portion 
of it may be lost. Many of the drawers of the notes are dead, 

and others haye removed out of the Stare.” Such was the . 
development of the State's management of that trust two yes 
after all the notes had become due. 

A committee of the House of Representatives put the State' S 
abuse of her trust in the ease of the Seminary lands, in evi- 
dence thus in 1841: “Your committee,” says the report of 
that body, on pages 420-21, of the House Jouinal of 1841, 
* has not been informed of any great exertion having been 
made to collect this large amount of debt; and from the best 
information they have on the subject, a great proportion of it 
is in a very bad condition on account of the insolvency of the 
debtors. They are constrained to believe that if due diligence 
had been used in the collection, more than three-fourths of 
this large outstanding debt could have been collected before 
this time.”  "' 
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A still broader confession of the: abuse of the State's trust, 
in the case is made by Auditor Saunders. That officer gives 
on page 121 of House -Journal of 1841, evidence of the mal- 
administration of that trust thus: “In someinstances the pur- 
chasers and securities are all dead, the land is occupied by per- 
sons who are not bound for the payment of the same, and the 
timber is being destroyed and the land is wearing away. * 

2 * d *.. ` lnsome instances there are no 

persons, either as principal, Securities; executors, administra- 
tors, on whom to serve & writ for the purpose of obtaining 
judgment." . And the alienation of the Seminary land, allowed 
to go on under such a state of facts as these, has taken place 
in the face of a contract of sale making a redemption of the 
pee notes a condition precedent to the transfer of the 
title. K T 

Governor Brown, referring to the Seminary Fund, says in his 
mesgage of January 6th, 1846: “The State'is, in my opinion, 
under the most solemn obligation to pay it back.” Governor 
McRae says, ina copious message estimating the amount of 
the Seminary Fund (page 29, House Journal of 1856), * which 
is at this time the just endowment of the University from what 
the State has actually received or recognized as equivalent to 
money by her executive officers, from the grant made to her in 
trust by Congress. for the support of a Seminary of Learning.” 
And in addition to thése. confessions by her executive officers 
of the liability of the State to the University, I, who am con- 
strained by no tenderness for the'old regime which has made. 
allthe interests of the people since their organization under 
even a Territorial Government, subjects: of persistent plunder, 
declare solemnly that, because of fraud shown unmistakably on 
the record, the State of Mississippi is liable in political morals 
for every dollar of the balance due to the Seminary Fund... 

An Act of July 26, 1843, :confesses the liability of the State 
to the University by making it.the duty of the Treasurer to set 
forth that liability.in the form of a publie account. It directs 
him “+to credit the University Fund with interest at the rate of 
five per cent. upon all moneys theretofore pafd into the Treasury 
from -the time when so ‘paid to the passage of this Act, 
‘and thereafter to annually credit said fund with interest at the 
rate of eight per cent. per annum for all-moneys due from the 
State to said fund.” Under the terms of this clause a-calcula- 
tion was made showing (see Message of Governor McRae, 
page 290, House Journal of. 1856), the gross -liability of the 
State.on account of the Seminary Fund, to have been on Jaa- 
uary Ist, 1857, $1,077,790... - - PT EP 

The estimate given by Governor McRae. presents «a certain 
looseness on its face. - The debits are, for example, calculated 
up to 1857; whilst the credits are calculated up to 1856, The 
five per cent. interest is reckoned on the whole principal of the 
fund; whereas the Act. confines.it to “all moneys theretofore 
paid into the Treasury"— upwards of $168,000 of'the fund 
having di E so late as 1841, unpaid. In addition to these 
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objections to this estimate of Governor McRae, another law 
had intervened; Tor the Act of February 25, 1848, directed that, 
upon the sum “then standing on the books of the Treasurer of 
‘the State, and upon all sums that may hereafter be paid: into 
the Treasury of the State to the credit of the University,” 
there should be paid a semi-annual interest of si per centum. 
The State has failed in her obligations to the University 
under the Act of 1843, and under, also, the Act of 1848." With 
but $89,000 on the Treasurers books subject to-day to six per 
cent. interest in favor of the University, the current records 
themselves present no true measure of the liability of the 
State to that Institution. Rejecting the estimate of ‘Governor 
, McRae; rejecting the broken compacts made in the laws of 
1843 and 1848; rejecting the deficient aggregate of the amount 
shown on the Treasuret’s books, the only true means of esti- 
mating the amount due by the State to” the University, is that 
of dealing with the principal, as in a similar case between indi- 
viduals, on the basis of.an interest of.six per cent. per annum, 
every payment calling for a fresh striking of the balance of the 
account. i i ; 
Auditor Saunders states, as cited above, the amount of the 
Seminary Fund in January, 1841. He does so with a specifica- 
tion which shows accuracy. ‘The account appears to have 
been- kept up to that time witli care. The figures of "Auditor 
Saunders may, therefore, be taken as a faithworthy starting- 
point for estimating the amount due the Seminary Fund to-day. 
On that basis, 'caloulating the interest'at'six per cent. and 
striking the balance due at every payment -made, the amount 
which the State now owes the: University is found by calcula- 
tión to be about $650,000. a A 
Governor Brown, in his message of January 6, 1846 (see page 
18, House Journal 1846 ), estimates the school lands then in the 
- hands of the townships at-from ten to twelvé hundred sections, 
about 700,000 acres. This munificient «donation was, like the 
subsequent donation of 176,000 acres to the Chickasaw district, 
made in trust for children of the State; and was aecepted by 
the State subject to all the responsibilities of a trustee. 
Under the Act of ‘February. 27th, 1833, the short leases of the 
vious period were abandoned for the virtual alienatión of 
the school lands authorizing the lease of those lands fór-99 
years, The leases under that Aot were to be made on notes ' 
payable in one, two, three and four years; but. were to consti: 
tute a lien and special mortgage on the lands until thé final 
payment. Governor Brown gives the’ result'o£ this legislation 
thus: e says he has *not heen enabled to ascertain that over 
100 of the 1,100 sections have been well managed." “Some of 
them,” he adds, “have been trespassed on and denuded of their 
timber; in other instances they have been Jeased and the money 
has not been collected; in many instances it has been eollected 
and squandered; and.in the fewest number of cases have there 
been free schools kept by the proceeds." And, in' fine, the 
splendid donation made by Congress for the educatioh of the 
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children of the poor of this State—a donation worth millions 
of dollars—may be declared without any further proof from 
the record of a fact so notorious to all our people to have been 
squandered after the.fashion of all other trusts in the hands of 
the Democracy of -Mississippi, by a management of imbecility 
and fraud! M n : 

- The colored people of the “tate bear no responsibility for the 
maladmiuistration of the old regime. They are now, however, 
joint heirs of.the then-governing race in the bequests of the 
United States. The school-tax-of the present day comes mainly 
from the pockets of the whites; and in that point of view rests on 
the footing of a just requital: But the negro is movingup rapidly- 
to the position ' of .a tax-payer; and may,, therefore, begin to 
claim, now special, injury at the hands of the whites in the 
wicked exhaustion, by.the Democracy, of the school resources 
of-the State. I propose to eompensate the colored people for 
that waste of their educational inheritance by the foundation 
of an Institution for their education in the.higher walks of 
learning.. While, therefore, discharging the obligation of polit- 
ical morality to the University-education of the whites, I recom- 
mend the discharge of the obligations of political. morality to 
the University-education of the blacks also. : 

The negroes are not yet sufficiently ‘advanced. for the estab- 
lishment, at this momedt, of a negro-University. Our common 
shools will, however, have giver out, before five years, colored 
boys in considerable numbers who will be sufficiently advanced 
to enter on the curriculum of the University. $0 soon, indeed, 
. may this condition of things be looked for, that I propose to 

prepare for.it at once; and, with that view, recommend the 
éinmediaté establishment of a high school so directed and 
cherished that it may -keep pace with'all the demands of the 
hour in a healthy progress to the level.of the college. I 
recommend that you appropriate fifty thousand dollars for this 
purpose; that you place its management in the hands of a 

board of trustees acting. under a President; and that the board 
' thus constituted receive full power to purchase a site and build- 
ings in thé Southern part of the State; fo locate and furnish 
the same; to employ teachers; and give shape to the-future of 
the Institution—the appropriation to be continued for a period 
of ten years; provided, that nó greater sum shall be drawn than 
is found necessary to establish and maintain the- Institution at 
the standard necessary to meet'its proper wants. : 

At the rate of interest paid upon bonds the amount due by 
the State to the University would represent at income of $50,- 
000. ` I recommend that you declare that sum to be, henceforth, 
a fixed annuity, payable semi-annually to that “Seminary of 
Learning.” In consideration of the chemical apparatus and 
landed property already owned by the Oxford University, I 
submit respectfully that you assign to’ it but two-fifths of the 
proceeds of the land scrip. donated by Congress for the estab- 
lishment of an agricultural college or colleges—conditioned 
"however, that the amount given to that University shall be 
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applied, under tho direction of the board of trustees, so as to 
give young men of.this society of agriculturists the benefit of 
education in the art and science of agriculture. The three- 
fifths of the proceeds of the scrip, I suggest that you apply to 
the establishment immediately of á similar professorship in the 
University for the education of our youth of color. >`” 

When recently in the city of Washington I'arranged for the 
issuance of the Agricultural College land scrip due to'this' 
State. It covers an area of 210,000 acres; and will be ready for 
delivery to the order of the State within thirty or forty days 
from the date of this communication. Further legislation on 
the part of the State is, however, necessary in the meantime, 
to give a more formal acceptance of the grant in the terms of 
the Act of Congress, I recommend the enactment of a law 
for that purpose, and for the further purpose of authorizing 
the Governor to receive and receipt for the scrip, and convert 
it into money subject to the approval of the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, the Attorney General, and the Secretary of State, or a 
majority of these officers, ` T 
The proceeds of the land scrip due the State will amount, I 
presume, to about $160,000. Inthe Act proposed for its accept- 
ance and delivery, I recommend à provision to the effect that the 
money received for the serip shall be invested at the discretion 
of the Governor, the Lieutenant Governor, the Attorney Gen- 
eral and the Secretary of State, a majority concurring, in the 
bonds of the United States or of this State. The interest in 
the latter case would yield to the Southern University, under the 
distribution proposed, upward of $7,500 a year. Such an annuity 
would maintain on a liberal scale the school of agriculture and 
mechanic arts in each case; and any short-comings remaining 
therefrom in reference to & modél farm, a labóratory, and the 
mechanical appliances necesgary to carry out the conditions of 
the grant in good faith, could be made good by special expen- 
ditures for four or five years from the proposed annuity of 
$50,000. 

An annuity of $50,000 to each of the two Universities 
cannot be justified on the basis of the working facts of the 
existing Institution. With 150 or 200 students, the severe 
arithmetic of free labor will very soon protest against even the 
ordinary grant to the College at Oxford. Adam' Smith has 
raised his voice amongst us since the adoption of the Fif- 
teenth Amendment. To justify the large endowment ‘for . 
the two establishments—and at the same time to commend. 
them more broadly to the affections of the people—I propose 
to throw them ‘open tó the children of the poor, by the system 
of free scholarships which I have suggested in my ‘annual 
message referred to, as a prize for competition amongst the 
boys of our common schools. One. white boy. sent from each 
county annually to one University, and one colored boy sent 
annually from each county to the other University, we can 
maintain the number of students in each at from four to five 
hundred, and while reducing thus the average cost to the State 
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for each boy to one-half the average cost now, we will have 
shielded our two great schools from that inexorable logic of our 
future political thinking—that of political economy. 

One hundred thousand dollars a year will certainly be a 
large expenditure upon .our Universities. The number of 
young men to be thrown out in future into the society of the 
State at the level of scholarship must, however, be held by 
those who see the wisdom of elevating the negro to the intel- 
lectual condition of Liberty, to be double what it has been. 
And the Universities, to maintain themselves as such in the | 
judgment of the public, must be held, under the rivalry of that 
private study which is sure to follow from the universality of 
elementary knowledge, to demand allthe resources necessary to 
their highest efficiency. 

Elevated in the production of scholars to their proper height, 
these universities will exclude the many academies and insti- 
tutes they would otherwise be brought into competition with, 
at a waste of private means and of public income, While fill- 
ing out the Universities in their proper dimensions, 1 would 
recommend, earnestly—to. hold the preliminary training of their 
future students diffused amongst thé masses of the people in 
the face of the danger threatening an exhaustion of the school ' 
funds and the general opposition of the tax-payers—that you 
take such steps as, while preserving our common schools as a 
benefaction to all our- people, shall place them under the 
. restraints of an economy at once liberal and severe. Individ- 
ual effort working on the basis of the general education must be 
looked to for the production of candidates for the University; 
but the production of those candidates maintained thus on a 
high and healthy basis, your legislation on thé subject of pub- 
lie schools should, I suggest respectfully, never lose sight of 
the fact that the economy necessary to save the school system 
from ruin, goes forward properly in view of the fact that those 
schools being designed primarily for the education of the great 
masses of. a society of free labor, do not demand appliances of 
the character of walnut desks or teachers at salaries approaching 
those of untversity professors. : i 

In discharging the duty of justice recommended in this mes- 
sage fora second time to your consideration, I may observe 
. that there is no reason why we should set apart the new Uni- 
versity formally. for the people of €olor. Our understanding 
of the popular feeling which has led us to accept the fact 
of the popular feeling that has been conciliated in our action 
on separate schools, will be sufficient to give peculiarity to the 
Southern University as it does by common consent to the 
Northern University. No legal barriers erected unnecessarily 
in either case, we may allow distinctions of race to run their 
course in their character of social sentiments; and thus permit 
an honorable rivalry in intellectual acquirements to grow up 
amongst the two sets of our population, with free play for its 
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operation in moderating all those fórces of repulsion which 
may be held to originate in prejudice rather than in fact. .

GENTLEMEN—S. B. No. 217, entitled “An Act to amend an 
' Act to incorporate the town of Ocean Springs, in Jackson 
county, approved February 27, 1854,” is returned without my 
approval I object to the Bill on the ‘following grounds: Sec- 
tion 2 of the Act before me gives the corporation of Ocean 
Springs the right to make their issue of lieenses to retail vin- 
ous and spirituous liquors a, subject of taxation. Section 8 of 
the Revenue Law of last session enacts, “That no county or 
incorporated city or town in this State shall be allowed or per- 
mitted to levy for county or city purposes any percentage or 
additional tax upon the license tax provided for in the fourth 
section of this Act upon express and telegraph companies, the 
vendors of vinous and spirituous or malt liquors," etc. l 
The clash presented thus in the Bill before me, with the pro- 
visions of the Revenue Law would make me unwilling to 
approve the Bill, even though I were not further .indisposed to 
do so because of my objection to any such special legíslation. 
Section 3 of the Bill establishes a court of record with juris- 
diction extending to offenses ágainst' certain penal laws of the 
State. It provides that “all the fines and forfeitures imposed 
.under the Act, when collected shall be paid into the. town 
. treasury for town purposes.” Now the Constitution demands 
in the 6th section of Article .8, that “the clear proceeds of all 
fines collected in the several counties for any breach of the 
penal laws” shall be applied to.the uses of free schools, And 
Tam, therefore, prohibited from approving of the Bill under 
Consideration, because it involves in the third section a conflict 
with the Constitution. | T

To the Senate - o 


GENTLEMEN—Senate Bill No. 184, entitled “An Act to incor- 
porate the Louisiana and Texas Steamship Company." It is 
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returned herewith without my approvol E because of these objec- 
tions, viz.:. 

Section 4 provides that, “ the said Corporation may settle and 
define the extent of tts liability for the transportation of pas- 
sengere, baggage, merchandise, or other property, in its ste. m- 
ships, steamboats, or sailing vessels, or for storing merchandise 
or property in its yards or warehouses upon its tickets, bills of 
lading, receipts, or other evidence of contract or agreement,” 
etc., etc. 

This special repeal of a provision of the common law having 
its foundation in the rights of the masses of the public is one 
forbidden by every. consideration of principle and policy. 

“The 39th volume of Mississippi Reports presents one of 
many instances in which the Courts have stood between the 
public and the attempts of powerful corporations to -go behind 
their obligations as publie carriers in. such cases as those cov- 
ered by the repeal granted in section 4 of the Bill before me. 

On page 829 of the yolume referred to will be found a’case 
of “The Southern Express Company against R. A. Moore," in 
which the following language was held in the delivery of the 
judgment of the Court by J ustice Harris: 

* A common carrier is bound for reasonable reward to receive 
and carry goods offered for transportation, subject to all the 

.resporsibilities incident to his employment, and is liable to an 
action in case of refusal. He is an.¿nsurer against all loss, the 
acts of -God, the public enemies, or the owner of the goods only 

. excepted. He cannot, by notice, or other artifice or evasion, 
avojd the just responsibility wisely imposed upon him for the 
publie good by tlie old and well established rules of law gov- 
erning his conduct and protecting the. community against the 
unlimited temptations to fraud, collusion,. robbery, and specu: 
lation incident to his employment. * * *.* 

“ The public policy on-which the extraordinary liability of 
common carriers is founded is too important to be thus virtu- . 
ally repealed by the fraud and circumvention of artfully con- 
trived, printed ór prepared receipts thrust upon those to whom 
the hurry and press of railroad travel denies the time of exam- 
iuation, or the opportunity of, fair assent." 

When the Courts of the country show so honorable a- spirit 
in defense of the rights of the. people, ds in the case under 
consideration, shall it be said that the Legislative and the 
Executive Departments of, the Government have been less 
jealous of those rights? Under the duty of protecting the 
public against the encroachment of. great eorporators, I find it . 
impossible t to give my ,consent to the very serious limitation 
proposed in the Bill before me on the common law obligations 
of public carriers. > 

Section 5 of this Bill, after specifying such of the Company’s 
stock as shall be held in this State, enacts that “no other 
property owned-by said corporation, and no other shares of 
capital stock shall be subject to taxation of any kind whatso- 
ever in this State.”- AH property, says the Constitution, “shall 
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be taxed in proportion to its value.” And that instrument says 
further: “The property of all corporations for pecuniary 
profits shall be subject to taxation the same as that of individ- 
uals.” And inasmuch, therefore, as the exemption of the 
property of the Company in question from taxation—docks, 
wharves, ships, and whatever-else it might be—is a direct vio- 
lation of the Constitution, I am constrained to deny my assent 
to the Bill before me.

GENTLEMEN—Herewith I return without my approval, Senate 
Bil No. 21, entitled “An Act to incorporate the Planters, 
Manufactures’ and Mechanics’ Association, of the State of ` 
Mississippi.” I boject to the bill on the following grounds: 

In appropriating two hundred dollars 6f the publie money to 
each county association which shall have expended on fair 
grounds or fair buildings three hundred dollars, it: appears to 
me to expose the State and the individuals to a resultless out- 
lay. An expenditure of five hundred dollars is insufficient as 
a guarantee of the mainteanance with any-good effect:of an 
agricultural or mechanical fair in any county of this State, and 
in my opinion ought, therefore, not to be encouraged by legis- 
lation at a special cost to the treasury. : ' 

The State Fair is an institutiou that certainly deserves 
encouragement. The character and standing of the gentlemen 
named as incorporators in the bill are allthat can be desired; 
but in making an appropriation of public money, we must look 
for an equivalent to the State in some other respect than in the 
standing of the gentlemen into whose hands the appropriation 
is to fall. Ifailto find any guarantee of such an equivalent'in 
the bill before me. It gives no pledge as to how the money 
shall be expended, neither does it guarantee that it shall not 
be employed in even winding up the concern on the douceur of 
the State at sixty centson the dollar. A looseness so broad as 
to permit a supposition so extréme as this, demands that, under 


. no circumstances, should the bill before me become a law. 


In view of both the objections pointed out, I cannot, in the 
presence of the demands upon the tax-payers, and the doubtful 
attitude of the public paper, give the bill before me, as I should 
otherwise wish to do, my: approval.

VETO OF SENATE BILL NO. 20. 


To the Senate: 


GENTLEMEN—Senate bill No. 20, entitled “an Act to create à 
new county in this State, to be called Colfax county,” is here- 
with returned without my approval. 

The bill before me has been the subject of a local contest, 
which has evolved a great deal of feeling amongst the parties. 
After the specialexamination of the subject pressed upon me 
by both its supporters and opponents, I have arrived at the 
decision on my duty in the case, with a full knowledge of the 
essential facts. 

I feel great delicacy in going behind the action of the Legis- 
lature. But the members of some of the counties concerned 
in the bill- before me, show cause why I should do so in this 
case, in the interest of the rights of the people concerned. The 
delegation of Lowndes is, I believe, unanimously opposed to 
the proposed transfer of the territory of that county to the new 
county. While the Senator from Oktibbeha is in favor of the 
surrender from his county of the area proposed to be taken 
from it to create the new county, that surrender is opposed by 
both the Representatives. While both Senators from the Sena- 
torial District embracing Chickasaw and Monroe are supporters 
of the transfer to the new county, of the area contemplated to 
be taken from Chick3saw, the two Representatives stand on the 
question divided. 'The unity of the Monroe delégation in favor 
of the bill, need not be taken into account, ¿in presence of the 
fact that the extent of territory to be strrendered by their 
county, is insignificant. This statement of the condition of 
the question amongst the representatives of the counties con- 
cerned, shows a very decided conflict of opinion, that leaves 
great doubt whether the bill resulting under that division, is a 
true reflex of the wishes of the people concerned. 

Two of the Representatives of the counties affected by the 
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bill, were absent at the time of its passage. "They explain their 
absence by stating, one of them, that he was engaged in ascer- 
taining the views of his constituents on the question; the other, 
that he was absent under an agreement that the question should 
not be called up until he should return. The passage of the 
bill, in their absence, involves a trespass on the right of repre- 
sentation of their cónstituents in a question of special concern 
to their interests. And this consideration suggests, further, 
that the bill before me is tainted with very reasonable doubt as 
to whether ‘or not it is a fair expression of the will of the 
people affected by it. E 

Several of the ambitious towns of the State aspire to be 
county seats, Some of these have entered on the realization 
of that pürpose without any justification in, or regard for, the 
interests of the masses of the people affected by its accom- 
plishment. The boundaries of the proposed county illustrate 
the truth of this remark. They include an area of Chickasaw 
of which fully three-fifths are nearer to Houston than to West 
Point. Three-fifths of the territory proposed to be taken from 
Oktibbeha are situated at a greater distance from West Point 
than from Starkville. While nearly all the county cut off from 
Lowndes is, I grant, nearer to West Point than to Columbus, 
but à very small fraction is included in the whole area, which is 
nearer in Monroe to West Point than to Aberdeen. And thus 
do the doubts raised in my mind by cireumstances of the pas- 
sage of the billas to its utterance of the wishes of the people 
affected by it find a concurrence in the fact that the boundaries 
of the proposed county involve plain violations of those peo- 
ple's convenience. 

The demand for a new county having its seat at West Point 
has continued for several years. The rising town will no doubt 
accomplish its ambition in that way before long; but it can 
never do so, and in fact had better not do so savein accordance - 
with the convenience of the surrounding country. Grave 
doubts attach in reference to the bill before me as to the finality 
of its adjustment of the subject with which it deals. One 
election in one of the counties affected by it has already turned 
on the question dealt with by the bill, and with the division of 
opinion apparent in the settlement proposed in this measure, 
we may look forthe turning of other elections on the same 
question. , The next legislature níay, therefore, be expected to 
take the matter up under an attempt to tear to pieces the pres- 
ent mode of adjustment at à time when that mode shall have 
involved all the parties to the conflict in the cost of the public 
buildings necessary for the uses of a county seat. 

It is now impossible to amend the bill before me by condi- 
tioning that it shall not become operative until it be ratified by 
a vote of the people affected by it. I am.constrained, there- 
fore, for all the reasons assigned above to return the bill with- 
out my approval.

To the Honorable Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 


GENTLEMEN—I have the honor, in compliance with House 
Resolution, passed May 1st, 1871, to submit to your honoroble 
body, the following report: . 

In presenting this report to your honorable body, I desire, 
as prefatory, to call your attention to the fact that I am "unable 
to furnish you with an extended report, so far as the resultant 
operations of the system of Public Education,- inaugurated at 
your last session, are concerned. 

It has been a question with me whether, under the circum- 
stances, the law required a report from this Department for ihe 
yesr 1870, 

The other State Departments were in force at the beginning 
of thé year, and.simply passed from the Military: Government, 
then existing, to the Civil Government, inaugurated under the 
present Constitution. The Department ' of Education was 
created under the new Constitution, and the laws providing 
for its organization, entitled “An Act to regulate the supervis 
ion, organization, and maintenance of a uniform system of 
Publie Education," together with the supplemental acts thereto, 
were among the closing acts of legislation for the session of 
1870; and, consequently, were in force and effect only about 
five months of the year. 
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The law evidently contemplates an annual report, embracing 
the operations of the Department for the fiscal school year, 
covering a period of twelve months. In this opinion I was 
sustained by the Attorney General. S 

By taking into cousideration the magnitude of the work of 
organizing a new and untried system in sixty- seven Counties of 
the State, it will most readily appear that it was utterly i impos- 
sible to accomplish more than the preliminaries of organization 
in the short period of five months. 

In order to secure the earliest -possible organization of the 
system in the several Counties of the State, I issued the fol- 
lowing circulars of instructions and recommendations:

In view of the importance of immediate action on the part 
of County Superintendents of Education, Boards’ of School 
Directors, and other County’ officers entrusted with the execu- 
tion of the School Laws, the following general instructions 
and recommendations are published for their guidance; which, 
if caraied out, will secure an early organization and uniform 
operation of the Public School system: 

County Superintendents will proceed, . without delay, to 
organize the Board of School Directors in their respective 
Counties, as provided in sections 23 and 24 of School Law. 

The customary rules and usages for the transaction of business 
adopted by similar bodies, are “recommended. 

One of the first duties to be performed by the Board of 
School Directors, is the dividing of the county into sub-dis- 
tricts.—[See section 28. | 

It is recommended that the township of the United States 
survey be made the unit for districting. The utility of ‘this 
will appear, in that it will enable the Board of School Directors 
and Supervisors to carry out the provisions of sections 32, 33, 
34, 35, 36, 37, 38, 39, and 40, thus avoiding the complications 
that would necessarily follow any other arrargement of the 
sub-districts. 

In sparsely populated districts, two.or more townships, or 
fractional parts of townships, may be included in one sub-dis- 
trict. The Board of School. Directors, after establishing the 
several sub-districts of the County,: will enumerate the scholas- 
tic population of each sub-district, and proceed at once to 
establish school sites. 

In locating these sites, it should be done with a view to con- 
venience—taking into consideration . the topographical and 
populative condition of the district. 

It is recommended that, in order to open the Schools at once . 
in those districts where there are no School facilities, buildings 
be rented, or temporary structures erected. 
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It is further recommended, as no appropriation will be made 
from the State School Fund until after the first of J une, 187], 
that the Boards of School Directors, in those Counties which 
have no available school funds, as provided in section 32, proceed 
at once to make an estimate of the necessary funds required in 
each sub-district, for building and rental purposes, teachers’ 
salaries, and the contingent expenses, as set forth in section 
31; and report the. same to the Board of Supervisors, whose 
duty it is;to- levy a tax upon the property of each established 
sub-district, sufficient to defray estimated expenses. The mode 
of proceeding i is set forth in section 32, 

' The attention of County -Super intendents : is called to the 
requirements of section 21. 

It is expected of them that they-will spare no pains in mak- 
ing a thorough investigation of the condition of the School 
lands and funds belonging to their respective districts. 

County Superintendents will scrutinize thoroughly the moral 
and educational qualifications of all applicants me certificates 
to teach. 

Teachers’ certificates will consist of three gr ades, based 
upon practical knowledge of the science and art of teaching, 
and the scholastic attainments of the teacher. The require- 
ments for a certificate of third grade are: First—evideñice cf 
good moral character. Second—to be able to pass a thorough 
examination in Orthography, Reading, Writing, Rudiments of 
Arithmetie, embracing Notation; Enumeration, "Addition, Sub- 
traction, Multiplication, and Division; also the, Rudiments of 

.Geography. 

For a certificate of the. Second Grade; in addition to the 
requirement of the Third Grade, the applicants must be able to’ 
pass a thorough examination in Mental and Written Arithmetic, 
Geography, Rudiments of English Grammar, American History, 
and possess a general knowledge of the Theory and Practice OE 
Teaching. 

For a certificate of the First Grade, the teacher willbe re- 
quired, in addition to the preceding Grades; a thorongh examina- 

- tion in Higher Arithmetio, Algebra, embracing quadratic equa- 
tions, the first three books of Legendre, Physical Geography, 
Natural Philosophy, Rudiments of Chemistry, Botany; Astron- 
omy, and Ancient History, and must ‘possess a general knowl- 
edge of the Constitution of tbis State and the United States; 
also, an. experience of at least one year in teaching. It is 
recommended that the examination of teachers be conducted 
publicly, at least before the Board of School Directors. Such 
examination may be, written, oral, or both, as the Superintend- 
ent may determine. 

The Public Schools of the County will be graded and desig- 
nated as Primary, Grammar, and High Schools. - 

The Primary and Grammar Schools will contain four Grades 
—desigriated as First and Second Primary, and First and Sec- 
ond Grammar. 


In the rural districts, with a spar se population, the Primary 
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and Grammar Schools may be united, at the discretion of the 
County Superintendent. 

In the Primary Schools there will be taught the Rudiments 
of meee aa Reading, Penmanship, Arithmetic, and Geog- 
rap 

in "he Second Grade Grammar Schools, there will be taught 
Orthograghy, Reading, Penmanship,. Mental and Written Arith- 
metic, Geography, and the Rudimerts of English Grammar and 
American History, and, where practicable, Vocal. Music and 
Drawing. 

In First Grade Grammar Schools, there will be taught higher 
Arithmetic, Algebra, Legendre, Map Drawing, Physical Geog- 
raphy, Physiology, Natural Philosophy, Rudiments of Chemis- 
try, Botany, Astronomy, Ancient History, Vocal Music and 

rawing. 2 

In the High Schools, there will be taught, in addition to the 
requirements of First Grade Grammar, all those branches 
essentialin preparing students for a collegiate Or university 
course. 

Teachers will be employed to conduct this grade of schools 
whose scientific and literary attainments render them compe- 
tent. 

Teachers holding certificates of the Third Grade, will be 
employed in schools of the Primary Grade. only, and for a 
period of not longer than four months. Teachers holding cer- 
tificates of the Second Grade, will be employed in the Second 
Grade Grammar Schools, and for a period of one year. - Teach- 
ers holding certificates of the First, Grade, will be employed to 
teach in the First Grade P DRM Schools, and fora EES of 
one year. 

Any teacher holding'a certificate of “the First or Second - 
Grade, may be employed to teach a school of a lower grade 
than that-which is designated for such grade of certificate. 

1 would recommend to the Boards of School Directors, whose 
duty it is to determine the salary of teachers, that the salary be 
made to correspond with the grade of certificate, and that no 
distinction be made between male and female teachers. 

Teachers holding certificates of the Third. Grade, should 
receive a monthly salary of fifty dollars. 

Teachers holding certificates of the Second Grade, should 
receive. a monthly salary of seventy-five dollars. 

Teachers holding certificates of the First Grade, a. monthly 
salary of not less than one hundred and fifty dollars. 

Boards of School Directors should, however, in determining 
the salaries of teachers, take into consideration the necessary 
eost of living. 

The following forms for 'Teacher's Cer ocios issued. upon 
examination by the County Superintendent, and contracts 
between teachers and Boards of School Directors, are pre- 
scribed:

I would recommend that the Principal Teachers be held 
responsible for the preservation and safe-keeping of all public 
school property connected with their respective schools; neces- 
sary loss arising from use and casualties beyond their control, 
excepted. 

Teachers will keep a daily register of attendance. Form A, 
page 7, is prescribed. Teachers will prepare this form by 
ruling on foolscap paper, to be used temporarily, until printed 
registers of the prescribed form can be furnished from this 
office. 

A-compilation of the School Laws, with instructions com- 
plete annexed, together with the necessary forms and books to 
be used by county officers for conducting all proceedings under 
the school code, are being prepared, and will be furnished as 
soon as completed; in the meantime, the instructions con- 
tained in this circular will enable school officers to effect an 
. organization of the school system,

From my knowledge of text-books, derived from a thorough 
examination of the various books published, and by a prac- 
tical experience of ten years in the class room, they are, in my 
opinion, incomparably supeaior to any other text-books pub- 
lished, in point of topical and serial arrangement. 

I would respectfully urge their adoption at the outset, and 
thereby lay the foundation of a uniform, econamical, and suc- 
cessful operation of our school system.

Several weeks subsequent. to the issuance of this circular, the 
Attorney General and Secretary of State, ex-officio members 
of the State Board of Education, saw proper, in their wis- 
dom, to interpose certain-objections to the circular.

Lest there should be any misapprehension as to the intent 
of my circular issued on the 5th inst., recommending a certain 
schedule of text-books, I would respectfully inform County 
Supdrintendents and other School Officers, that it was issued 
at my own instance, with a view to secure, as far as practica- 
ble, a general uniformity of text-books, to be used in the Pub- 
lic Schools of the State; the reasons for which were fully 
stated. ; 

I will add, however, that all the principal publishing houses 
of the United States are repressnted in the books recom- 
mended, thus avoiding any monopoly. 

The circular was not intended to bein anywise mandatory, 
but simply advisory. 

The law provides that the County Boards-of School Directors 
shall prescribe the text-books to be used in the schools of their 
respective counties. 

Boards of Directors are, therefore, free to adopt or reject my. 


recommendations.

Only thirty-nine, out of sixty-seven County Superinten- 
dents, have furnished the Department with the required report; 
and a large proportion of those furnished, have been received 
within the past two months. This is accounted for from thé fact, 
that not more than one-tenth of the whole number of counties 
in the State organized their Boards of School Directors until 
after the 1st of January, 1871, and, consequently, had nothing 
to report for the year 1870. 

The reports received 'are necessarily very incomplete, for 
want of time to collect and properly arrange the statistics 
required. Your attention is respectfully invited to the follow- 
ing extracts from the reports of County Superintendents, 
which will indicate the present and prospective operation of 
the Public School System: 


ADAMS COUNTY. 


The Board of School Directors of Adams county organ- 
ized the 29th day of September, have labored diligently to 
organize schools throughout the county, and have met with 
very little encouragement during the portion of the year the 
Board had'to labor. 

The people, as a general thing, have taken very little interest 
in the organization of Public Schools. 

The Board of School Directors for the city of Natchez, 
organized and commenced ‘the organization of Public Schools 
for the city on the 4th day of November. They found the 
city authorities had provided for the support of the city 
schools for the year, therefore did not assume charge of City 
Public Schools during the year 1870, | 

At the date of making this report, everything begins to loók: 
more favorable to the cause of education, and the next annual 
report of the County Superintendent will undoubtedly show 
that the free system of schools in "Mississippi, has gained 
in Adams county, many warm supporters. *

ATTALA COUNTY. 

*— * * In many instances it has been diffidult to obtain 
a knowledge of the facts which we set forth inthe report. The 
trouble has arisen mainly from the loss formerly of our county 
records, which were destroyed by the burning of the court- 
house, in the year 1858. Two years after that date, our county 
lost by fire, another court-house, which made a final destruc- 
tion of the records of the county. Hence, the difficulty of ob- 
taining legal information respecting the sale of school lands, 
and the titles of the same. It is scarcely possible to ascertain 
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when and by whom Trustees of Townships were appointed, 
and what bonds were given by those who have acted in that 
capacity. $

The number of educable children of this district is 6,303. 
Of this number, 2,509 are colored. But the people of the 
county have maintained during the year only forty-seven 
schools, seven of these were for the benefit of the colored peo- 
ple, and were taught, with two exceptions, by colored persons: 
who had little qualification for the undertaking. . Most of the 
schools were taught on the subscription plan. We have had, 
in the proper sense, no public schools. It, is, however, true 
that some have been aided to some extent by public funds. 
The small income from the Common School Fund, and from 
the Sixteenth Section Fund, has usually been disbursed to 
teachers, who have made a proportionable reduction im the 
price of tuition. Many of the schools were taught for a period 
of only five months, others lasted for only three months of the 
year, while about six continned as long as ten months. A con- 
siderable majority of the pupils attended school only three 
months, and we suppose less than one hundred and fifty at- 
tended during the entire year. Eighteen were in schools and 
institutions without the limits of the county, and these we : 
have included in the grand total of pupils attending school. 

In regard to school teachers, I would remark that the com- 
petent persons of the county have not, as a general.thing, 
during the last few years, followed the vocation of teaching. 
Other callings have been more inviting. The difficulties of the 
school room, and the meager compensation realized by those 
who teach, have effectually deterred the enterprising and weil- 
qualified class of men, and women from giving the county the 
benefit of their services in this capacity. Those who have the 
ability to teach successfully, have turned to orher departments 
of business, and entered upon other more lucrative professions. 
Communities have failed to offer proper encouragement to men 
of right qualification for training the youth of the State. Yet 
' this county has had a few who, with commendable zeal and fit 
appointments, have devoted time and talents to the. work of 
educating the young. We speak in this strain because we be- 
lieve it true that the character:of the schools in the county, 
and the manner in which they have, in many instances, been 
conducted, have tended to lower rather than elevate the char- 
acter of the school teacher. No man has prided himself on 
being called a school teacher. Hence, we think, that whatever 
influence will tend to give tone and character to the profession 
wil resultin good to the edueational interests of the State. 
We will be disappointed if this shall nót be one of the benefits 
of our system of publie schools. Educators will feel that they 
enter upon the avenue of both usefulness and honor. : 

As it respects school buildings, I report only nine. For 
many of our schools have been taught in churches or in infe- 
rior houses, and, in some instances, in rooms furnished by in- 
dividual citizens of the county. Dus 
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I find that the school lands were almost all sold about twen- 
ty-five years -ago. There .are' 640 acres of land belonging to 
townships, but it is of very little value. The title to some of 
the lands sold will, doubtless, have to be tested in the civil 
courts. For, in some cases, the holders of these lands claim 
them by the right of possession. Butin most cases the purchas- 
ers have obtained a deed to the land which they have bought, 

The amount of principal arising from the sale of school 
lands is set down at $22,650 59. We have in hand notes for 
this amount;' but, as stated, some of the Trustees have failed 
to preserve their. records, while some of the documents pre- 
served, and now in hand, are imperfect and unintelligible. 
This giyes rise to the difficulty of ascertaining the condition 
of schools lands and school funds. 1 find that the county, at 
some time in the past, appropriated to the townships certain 
funds; said funds it appears were donated by the State to the 
county, but the amount I cannot ascertain from data at com- 
mand. But this I learn, that the Trustees blended the sums . 
received with the funds arising from the sale of lands. Under 
these circumstances we can only report the amount as stated 
above. - 

I give the sum' of $1,400 under the head of * Appropria- 
tions," under Act passed in 1859. Here, again, I am at a loss 
for the want of records. The: books of the Gounty Treasurer 
show a sum of the amount mentioned. It is, however, only an 
amount in claims, as it has been loaned, and only a part of it 
recoverable. The County .Treasurer reported'it to me as a 
fund donated by the State; but, after investigation, I am not 
' sure that it came from that ‘source. . 

As to the claims in hand, our Board will direct attention to 
the business of collecting: and saving the funds. In this we 
will find it necessary to proceed with prudence. For it would 
bean easy matter to arouse opposition to the whole public 
system. Under the cireumstancés of the country for the last 
ten years, it has been difficult for Trustees to preserve school 
fuiids. Considering all things, some of these Trustees have 


done as well as could be expected; but this is unfortunately 
notthe case with ah. . f - 


Our Board of School Directors is composed of prudent and 
discreet men. They take an interest in the system of public 
education, and may be relied upon to discharge their duty 
with fidelity; yet I doubt whether they can give satisfaction to 
all concerned. But I am not sure that our Public Schools and 
schools interests generally, can be better managed by any other 
agency, than a County School Board:

instances, houses for the use of schools could be obthined, 
which served-4he purpose imperfectly. We built two houses 
only. Ten ora dozen more will be ready for use in the spring. 
Furniture and apparatus has been furnished to but one school. 

All lands belonging to the schools have been forfeited for 
taxes. s 

Special tax has been levied only for Teachers Fund. *. * 

The general condition and management of the schools are, 
T think, as good as can reasonably be expected. The people 
admit that the county has been supplied with better schools 
and more efficient teachers than could be fouud among the 
private schools and teachers; and the attendance for the two 
and one-fourth months of duration was, I suppose, double the | 
attendance, at any one time, in all the private schools in the 
limit of the present county of Alcorn. Ithink that by the 
end of the present year, a well managed system of schools will 
meet with no opposition in this county. , 

I notice a very marked improvement in the examination in 
teachers. for the present year, 1871, compared with that of 
1870. I would, therefore, recommend that certificates last only 
for the time the teacher is employed by contract.

. CLAIBORNE COUNTY. 

As will be seen from the foregoing report, this county has 
been divided into only: six sub-school districts. This was 
thought by the Board of School Directors to be the better way, 
on account of the peculiar manner in which the county is divided 
by bays and creeks; the. population in some localities, is 
very sparse, in others, very abundant, and by dividing it into 
the above number of sub-school districts, and numbering the 
schools in each as 1, 2, 3, etc., in sub-district, ete., they thought 
they could accommodate a greater number of the inhabitants 
than they otherwise could, as their funds were very limited. 
Each Supervisor's district constitutes a sub-school distriet for 


the county, and the town of Port Gibson constitutes one by 
itself. 


The school lands in this county have nearly all been leased 
by the different Boards of Township Trustees, for ninety-nine 
years. Two.leases have been executed by the Board of School 
Directors, in conformity with the supplemental school. Act, 
approved August 8th, 1870. "Many of the record books kept 
by the different Boards of Township Trustees have either been 
lost or destroyed, and it will take sometime yet to investigate 
and arrange matters so as to arrive at the exact condition of 
school matters in this county. Of the lands reported “ unsold,” 

, in the foregoing report, 1614 acres is good unimproved lands, 

‘It had been leased heretofore, to-wit: In 1850; but the last 
installment not being paid, and the lessee being. insolvent, the 

' Board of School Directors took it back. The balance reported 
(240 acres) lies in the swamp, on the Big Bayou Pierre, and is 
of very little value. The work of ascertaining the exact con- 
dition of the school land is very much retarded on account of 
the loose manner in which the business has -heretofore been 
done. 

With regard to the claims due the school fund, the amounts 
“regarded as worthless,” are worthless indeed. Some are 
against persons that are dead, and have left no estate or one 
covered. up by. judgments; some are against persons who have 
bankrupted against them, and a few are barred by limitation, 
I think much of the above funds could have been saved if the 
President of the Board of Police had taken steps to secure it, 
as required by an Act of the Legislature, approved December 
2, 1865, and entitled “An Act the better to secure the payment 
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of the School Funds of the State." See Acts of 1865, Chapter 
20. Of the amounts “regarded as good," there may and pro- 
bably will be some considerable loss when tlie solvency of the 
debtors is tested in court. ; 

The system of public free schools being a new thing to most 
of the people in this county, it was looked upon with suspi- 
cion, and sometime was required to allay their fears. but, as 
they come to see its workings, they.are much pleased with it, 
and enter into it with a zeal that is highly commendable. 

I would further report that the Board of School Directors 
have contracted for the erection of five new school-houses in 
the sub-districts. Three of them on lots donated by private 
individuals, and to be completed by the fifteenth of February, 
1871, and two of them on lots just purchased by the Board, 
and to be completed by the tenth of March, 1871. The lots 
donated are as follows: one” in Pattona Precinct, one in Port 
Gibson Precinct and one in Brandywine Precinct, of this 
county. The two purchased are in the town of Grand Gulf. 

Until the common school system is properly established, the 
constant personal attention of the Cotinty Superintendent is 
absolutely required. * > ^ * In mj opinion, it would be 
the better policy to abolish the Board of School Directors in 
the different districts, and place the schools entirely under the 
charge of the County Superintendent, thereby saving the addi- 
tional expense and making the school system much more effec-. 
tive.

CLARKE COUNTY. 


No schools were opened in this county during the year 1870. 
This work was deferred until January, 1871, because we did not 
deem it advisable to draw warrants on the school fund before 
we were certain of being able to pay them when presented. 

The principal work done in this county, has' been to take the 
enumeration of the educable children of the county; to locate 
school sites, to arrange for the erection of houses. and to 
interest the peoplein the cause of freé education, by explain- 
ing the workings of the system. Such is the interest taken by 
the majority of the people, that in almost every" neighborliood 
the house is furnished, with little or no expense to the county. 
We have, therefore, asked for no tax for school house purposes, 
it being proposed to meet the small outlay which will be re- 
quired for repairs, etc., from the State fund. '. 

Sometime has been spent in investigating the condition of 
the Sixteenth Section Fund and all school moneys. The old 
records of this county have been so badly kept, that no satis- 
factory results have been obtained. I intend pursuing the 
investigation further as soon as I have time. 

In every case, separate provision has been made for the 
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white and colored children. Both races prefer this arrange 
ment, and the conviction is general that an attempt to educate 
both races in the same schools, would destroy the entire 
System.

COVINGTON COUNTY. . 


The school buildings in this county are indifferent in every 
respect, and very inadequately furnished, being, with few ex- 
ceptions, destitute of facilities for warming and lighting them 
at this season. This fact, together with the bad roads.and dis- 
agreeable weather to be anticipated in the winter months, led 
us to defer the. establishment of any schools until the 1st of 
March, 1871. I have made arrangements for five schools, all 
primary, to go into operation the 1st of March, one in each of 
the sub-districts. A sixth failed in consequence of the teacher 
(a white man—school, colored) not being able to obtain board 

- in the neighborhood. We find a difficulty in obtaining teachers 
with the requisite qualifications, especially teachers to take 
charge of the colored schools. , 2 

As for buildings, we preferred not to incur any expense at 
present. After experimenting for a year we can determine 
more accrurately in regard to the proper location of school- 
houses. * o * * * * * g * * * 

If the law could be so modified, or, as it stands, be so con- 
strued as to admit of levying the tax for school purposes, es- 
pecially the Teachers’ Fund, on the county as a whole, instead 
of on the several sub-districts, it would result beneficially, I 
think, in the school interest. It would admit, for instance, in 
the rural and piney-woods counties of a gradation of schools 
not to be had otherwise; as we could then have a High School 
—one a least—in each county, open to all in the county; and 
in each sub-district, which might be co-extmsive with the 
present Beat division, one Grammar School, open to all in the 
Sub-listriet, with Intermediate and Primary Schools. But, 
construed as the law can be, or possibly must be now, nothing 
like this can be done. If the money must be expended in the 
sub-districts where it is collected, the effect will be in the 
poorer counties to place the schools on .a uniformly very 
low level. The same difficulty will not, of course, be felt in 
the richer parts of the county, where a single sub}district can 
furnish a system of graded schools complete in all depart- 
ments. We want in such a county as this, for instance, to - 
accomplish the same thing, or an approximation to it, embrace 
the entire county in the same system. , 

We must aim in a general measure at qualifying and preparing 
the teachers we need in the several counties where they are to 
be employed. We cannot expect them from abroad. We can- 
not get them in sufficient numbers from the State Normal 

A—79 
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Schools. We must have at least one good schoolin every 
county, in which the course of study will embrace all the 
branches contemplated in the publie.school system, and in 
which the best method of instruction will be illustrated so that 
it may prove a sort of model or Normal School, where teachers 
can get ideas connected with education tending to elevate 
them to a higher standing in their profession. With one com- 
mon school fund in the county this result can be reached or 
approximated to at least; but with the sub distriet the unit, 
independent, unconnected with the rest, this gradation of 
schools cannot in many cases exist. 
* * * * *^ 0 * * * * 

It has been very difficult to get information required, and in 
some cases impossible. I have done the best Lcould under the 
cireumstances. The collection of the taxes is yet incomplete. 
The officers háve not a very clear understanding of their duty 
or of the import and intentin many cases of the school and 
tax law. They have not been furnished with the Acts of 1870. 
The records 5f the county were destroyed by fire a few years 
ago. Those existing have not been well kept. :

In connection with the above report, we would respectfully 
submit, that the Board of Edueation of DeSoto county or- 
ganized November 9, 1870, and that much of the desired in- 
formation is not to be had, also the Directors failed to divide 

‘the District into sub-school districts, their reports from Police 
Districts., We would also submit, that we have, up to date, 
issued seventy-two certificates. Considerable interest, so far 
as we have learned, is manifested in the schools, but few pri- 
vate schools in the county, two only of which, we have any 
knowledge. Teaching the system of publie education, we have 
long since been convinced, that a liberal education can be 
secured to the masses only through legislative bodies; there- 
fore eordially approbate the action, or actions of the State 
Legislature on this question, regard it an important step in 
recommending the State to the favorable attention of the 
enlightened world on the same subject, besides the best and 
perhaps the only means of securing to her civil and religious 
liberty. à 

We apprehend Sons difficulties, but by judicious means, we 
may in the main be able to overcome them.. We will spare no 
pains in making the system a success in the county. 

Our Board has not as yet levied a school-house tax. 
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We have given the financial condition of the school fund, 
according to the information at hand.

FRANKLIN COUNTY. 


* * * * * Inthe forgoing pages, I have furnished 
you all of the information in regard to the school funds in my 
county, that it has been in my power to obtain up to tlie pre- 
sent time. Ihave made every effort to obtain from the old 
school officers the notes which were in tlieir possession, show- 
ing the disposition which has heen made by them of these 
funds, and the indebtedness of parties to whom the funds have 
been loaned. Many of these notes I find to be against persons 
who are now insolvent, and many are barred by limitation. 
The statement I have made under the head of claims, was 
done ‘as the papers'came into my hands. For the want of 
space, I was compelled to omit the names and amount of 
indebtedness of a great many—some of whom are solvent and 
have manifested a willingness to pay the amounts of their 
indebtedness. We will probably be able to collect about $5,000 
on the notes that I now have in my possession. All of the 
information requested under the head of the Sixteenth Section 
Fund, I am not prépared, as yet, to furnish. Many of the Six- 
teenth Sections were leased many years ago, and paid for. The 
different amounts for which all were sold, and the disposition 
of the funds” arising from the sale of which I have not been 
able to ascértain. Our County Board was not organized until 
late in the month of December, consequently but little business 
was transacted before the first of J anuary last, and I have no 
report to make relative to the condition of public schools. 

' Since that time several white and several colored schools have 
been established, all of which are in a prosperous condition. . 
Certificates have been granted to twenty teachers, the most of 
whom have already been employed. We will in all probability 
have twenty publie schools in operation by the first of March 
next. 

The people of my county, as- a general thing, are manifest- 
ing a very deep interest in this matter, and in ver y many 
instances have shown their appreciation of the great impor- 
tance of' public schools by donating lands and houses for school 
purposes. Our County Board is composed of honest, sober, 
energetic and intelligent men—men who fully appreciate the 
importance of education, who are disposed to do their duty, let 
the consequences be what they may; and I have no hesitancy 
in saying that while other counties of our State are moving 
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forward in the great work of educating their youth, the county 
of Franklin will not be behind.

GRENADA COUNTY. 


As soon as I received my appointment as Superintendent, I 
took immediate steps to organize public schools throughout the 
county. -I found difficulties of a formidable character, sur- 
rounding me on all sides. Some of the School Directors stren - 
uously opposed organizing any school until late in the year, and 
on account of the cry of heavy taxes and other excuses, the 
Board of Supervisors refused to levy any tax for school pur 
poses until the 6th of February. I determined, however, to 
open as many schools as possible on the Ist of January. We 
commenced with only three schools—two colored and one 
white. Up to this date, eleven schools have been organized— 
seven white and four colored; and next week we expect to 
open six more schools. JI found it exceedingly difficult 
to procure teachers for the colored schools, on account of a 
prejudice existing among a certain class against those engaged 
in teaching those schools, and this has greatly retarded our 
movements. Recently, however, several of our best and most 
intelligent young men have been induced to offer their services 
to teach the colored children; and before the elose of this 
month, I feel confident that we shall have about twenty-five 
schools in successful operation; and there seems now to be a 
very general interest manifested all over the county in our new 
school system, and the taxes levied are not as heavy as the few 
enemies of the new system had predicted. I would strongly 
urge a change in the law, as it relates to the School Directory. 
They are a source of immense expense,, and inasmuch as most 
of the schodl houses ‘have been contracted for, or erected, I 
believe their services could be dispensed with, and the Super- . 
intendents do all-the work required, thus saving to the State 
many thousands of dollars annually. I have traveled exten- 
sively over the county examining into the claims due the 
school fund, and in collecting notes and money due the same, 
and in a few weeks will have secured several thousand dollars 
in money, all of which will appear in a report which I will for- 
ward the Board of Education in a short time.

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* * * (wing to the fact that the school officers in this 
county were appointed late in the year 1870, I have compara- 
tively little to report in the statistical columns for that year. 

We entered upon our duties on the 20th of October, 1870, 
and from that time to January 1st, 1871, our work was princi- 
pally that of making arrangements for organizing schools, 
together with collecting from the townships allnotes, deeds, 
records, etc., belonging to the County School Fund. 

The enumeration of educable youth was made during the 
past year, which will be found in my statistical report. 

The sub-school districts of the county number thirty (30), 
composed of townships or fractional parts thereof. The divid- 
ing of the sub-school districts in this mánner was made accor 
ding to your recommendation in circular of Nov. 1, 1870, and 
we have found the plan to be a good one. . i 

The gentlemen comprising the Board of School Directors 
for this county have been energetic and persevering in the per- 
formance of their duties, and have given me their hearty sup- 

port and co-operation. 
~ lthas been their aim and desire to carry out the letter and 
Spirit of the school laws, and have endeavored in all cases to 
establish schools with a view to comfort and economy. 

We have been unable to establish às many schools as the 
people desire, and for which they have petitioned, on account 
of our limited sehool tax. 

We have employed as teachers the best material that could 
be found in the county, and we believe that the schools gene- 
rally are becoming more popular every day. In nearly ail 
eases, those who have heretofore patronized the private schools, 
or have been accustomed to employ teachers in their families, 
are now sending their children to the public schools, feeling 
assured that the public school system is the best and the least 
expensive. - 

No school houses have been built. In nearly all cases we- 
have been obliged to rent buildings and furnish them, in order 
to make them suitable and comfortable for teachers and 
scholars, 

The estimate of funds necessary to maintiain schools for a 
period of six months was made by the Board of School Direc- 
tors, as follows:

The Board of Supervisors, taking to themselves discretion- 
ary power in the matter, levied only $21,600, but finally agreed 
to levy the difference between the amount estimated and that 
levied in August next. These amounts, together with what we 
may receive from the State apportionment in July next, we 
hope will be sufficient to maintain our Schools nine months. 
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At the time of making this report (May 1, 1871), the public 
schools in this county number sixty (60), thirty-three (33) of 
which are for white children, and twenty-seven (27) for colored 
children. l

-For the present session arrangements have-been made with 
Prof. Hillman, President of the Clinton College, by which all 
the white children in the vicinity of Clinton are allowed to at- 
tend both the Clinton College and Female Institute free of 
charge, the Board of Directors having employed a teacher in 
each of these institutions. 

Arrangements were also made with the Tugaloo University 
by which all the colored youth in the northeastern section of 
the county are entitled to the privileges of the University, free 
of charge. 

The following will show to what extent our publie schools 
are being patronized: ,

HOLMES COUNTY. 


The foregoing report, though meagre, is as full and accrurate 
as I have been able to make it from present information. 

It is too soon now to present any satisfactory record, either 
of the labor performed, or of the data required: 
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"There was a special sehool law for this county passed in 1850, 
but it was very unsatisfactory in its provisions, was never very 
closely observed, and for the last few years has been, practi- 
cally, a dead letter. l i 

The change from this old system (or rather no system) to 
the new' system, to be successful, must necessarily be 
a work of time, of thoughtful care and energetic labor. It 
is being made in this county with more of popular approval 
than 1 was led to expect. _ 

As you will perceive, this report does not show a single: 
practical result of the workings of the new system. Results 
must be left for a future report. n 

The time intervening. between my appointment (October 
?3d) and the elose of the year, was devoted entirely to ascer- 
taining the condition of affairs, and in preparing for commenc- 
ing the organization of schools as soon after the beginning of 
the new year as practicable. 

Since the second day of January, thirty-eight teachers have 
appeared for examination, and twenty-one schools established, 
with an aggregate attendance of about one thousand. By the 
1st Monday in February, at least ten more will be in operation. 

The present school law is defective in many respects. I am 
not prepared, however, at this time to suggest the proper.rem- 
edies. l

HARRISON COUNTY. 


The division of this county into sub-school districts was a 
source of some trouble. The greater part of the population live 
in groups along the sea-shore. The interior of the county is 
poor and very thinly populated, therefore the schools are 
small only where the families are large. After thoroúgh in- 
vestigation of the subject, the Board decided to make the sub- 
school districts to correspond with the: police districts, and; so 
they are numbered. It was also seen that the suggestion of the 
State Superintendent, “to be governed by the topographical 
and populative condition of the county," was the most rational 
and convenient. 

The schools will be graded and numbered in each sub-school. 
district. It has been my purpose often to make inquiries after 
the school funds of the county, but have not been able to learn 
ef any on hand. The Clerk of the Courts, etc., of thi: county, 
informs me that all'the school funds on hand were given during 
the war to the soldiers and their families. . 

It is also said that one William Wheaton, a Sheriff, carried 
off all that was paid in after the war. Allthe county officers 
deny having or knowing anything of any part of the school 
funds. 

For want of 2 county map, it is impossible to learn anything 
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certain or satisfactory of the school lands sold or unsold. It 
seems that all the records upon that subject are out of the way; 
the future may tell us much yet of the school funds. 

It may be said the.publie schools are in a fair condition, 
when allthings are considered. There is a want of teachers 
for colored children, two may find employment in the Primary 
Grade by going into the interior of the county. 


There are several fine schools, and one college, kept by the 
Christian. Brothers, Catholic order, in’ Pass Christian. 
There is also one Academy under the corporate authorities of 
Biloxi, doing very well, under the management of á young man 
of most excellent character and ability. . 

Should it be deemed expedient to extend the Normal School 
operations any further, I would most respectfully suggest, that 
a branch of it be located at Pass Christian, a place unsurpassed 
for health and of easy access. 

It is to be regretted that the Beard of Supervisors of this 
county most peremptorily refused to make a levy for school 
purposes. . 

I ealled on the President of the Board of Supervisors, in Jan- 
uary, and requested him to call his membeis together to make 
the levy, then I learned, there was an intention to violate the 
mandate of the 32d section cf the school law. Enclosed will 
be found an abstract from the minutes of the meetiug of the 
21st of February. 

‘In consequence of there being no provision made to pay for 
buildings, repairs, and teachers, the schools may grow more into 
disfavor with its best friends. - 

The present school law is too complex and heavy in its work- 
ings—too many county officers to control its action. 


The Board of Directors is a dead weight; the Board of 
Supervisors should have no discretion in making a levy, only 
to do as the law requires. The County Superintendent should 
be required to do all the work for hetter pay, as no one with a - 
family to support can save a dollar and do the work required 
at the present salary. . 

The County Superintendent should report to the State Board 
once in three months for a revision and correction, for which 
he should have a per diem and mileage; the office should not 
be degraded. . 


I am inclined to the opinion that the education of a people 
belongs as much to the Congress. of the United States as that 
of any other welfare, and that there should be a separate and 
distinct bureau, upon as grand a scale as that of the War or 
any other department of the Government. The time for a 
grand national movement in that direction has fully come, and 
now, when there is so vast amount of resources with such 
facilities for bringing them into play, the Republican party, 
the party of progress, should not sleep and let the game pass. 
Itis not alone for the education of the freedmen, but a case 
for all and every one of the sons of America. 
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I-have ordered the schools of this county to stop at the end 
of four months, until otherwise instructed. 

The census reports of this county are too meagre, though 
I send them as found in the county offices. 

Reports from private schools, so far as- could be obtained, 
will accompany this.

ITAWAMBA COUNTY. 


There was not much done in starting the schools of this 
county up to the 31st of December, 1870. * 
I have examined about twenty-eight applicants for schools 
since Ist of January, 1871, I ‘think I have been as particular, 
first, in ascertaining their sober, steady habits, andthen their 
literary qualifications, as a man could well be. I let none pass 
that I believed was not possessed of these qualifications. I 
want our county to be second to none in point of good teachers. 

I have made every effort to get the correct statistics of the 
county, relating to school funds, and find there are none but 
the Chickasaw fund. We have demanded that from the Treas- 
urer, and the books of the old Trustees, but they refuse to give 
any satisfaction in tha matter. The Treasurer says there is 
nothing in the treasury. The Board of Supervisors have not, 
as yet, levied any tax for any purpose. There has been no land 
for school sites purchased ; they have been donated, and the 
school-houses repaired by individual effort. The colored people 
manifest great interest, and are actively engaged preparing 
school buildings. Their houses are generally ready, but we 
have great difficulty in procuring teachers for the colored 
schools. But I shall make every effort to. get teachers for them, 
and see them fairly dealt with. 


. SUBSEQUENT REPORT’ FROM THE SAME. 


We have, at this time, twenty-five public schools going on 
finely. Our teachers are, I think, discharging their duties 
faithfully. I visited twelve schools that commenced January 
15th, 1871. Iam very much encouraged with the prospect. I 
- have examined thirty-five applicants for school, granting cer- 
tificates to only those of good moral character. 

For the First Grade, we give a salary of $80 per month. 

For the Second Grade, we give a salary of $60 per month. 

For the Third Grade, we give a salary of $40 per month. 

Our white schools will soon number forty. We are unable 
to procure teachers for the colored schools, therefore, there are 
but few in operation; shall increase them as soon as possible.

The first and only 
school for the year, was opened December 2, 1870, We found 
no funds in the treasury which could be controlled by the 
Board. * Most of the records of this ‘county were destroyed by 
fire, during the year 1862, and lately, the minute book of the 
Board of Police has been Spirited away by. some unknown 
party. 

The year 1871 will evidently furnish much more B on 
which to base my future report.

KEMPER COUNTY. 


X" * * We had not organized any schools up to the 31st 
of December, 1870. We had some twelve or thirteen in course 
of organization; not having any schools organized, mny heads 
of this report are left blank. * T 

I was unable, for a long time after my appointment, to get 
my School Board organized, in consequence of the disorgani- 
zation of the Board of Supervisors. When organized, my Board 
went to work looking after the notes, books, and papers due 
the several townships, for the proceeds of sale of Sixteenth 
Section lands, which were turned over to Esquire A.. G. Ellis 
for collection, Accompanying this, please find his report. I 
cannot give you a definite answer as to the condition of these 
claims, but am of opinion that about half of them may be con- 
sidered good. * * * We have several school-houses 
free of rent, and with the exception of two sub-districts, the 
people have built their own school-houses, and all seem satis- 
fied; except, however, the disappointed par ty, the revolution- 
ista or secessionists; they are not satisfied, and would not 
be at anything, be it to their interest ever so much; but they 
number very few in this county. 

The only obstacle now, is the necessary books for the schools. 
Parents and guardians seem slow in purchasing or procuring 
them; the whole thing being left to the said parents or guard- 
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ians by the Board, except, however, the adoption of certain 
text-books by the Board. ‘There was no appropriation for 
books. - This, however, will soon be remedied, and the schools 
will run uninterrupted. ` ^ 

The Board employed teachers for eight months. This we 
were compelled to do, because we could not get men or ladies 
to agree to take schools'for a shorter term. The salaries are 
$62 50 per month, and $1 25 per month for all over twenty-five 
Scholars, Second Grade; for Third Grade $50, and $1 25 per 
month for all over twenty-five scholars. No First Grade teach- 
ers employed. Our people have saved the school-house tax, 
and are willing to be taxed in proportion, or pay the ten mills 
to teachers' fund. This, I presume, will require some future 
legislation. . 

I have endeavored to ascertain the status or programme of 
other county school officers with a view to uniformity, but find 
them slow and ‘unorganized as yet in this part of the State 
and flatter myself that Kemper county is in the lead. We bave 
now between forty and fifty schools, with good teachers, or- 
ganized and in a flourishing condition. I adopted in the out- 
set the prerequisite “that no teacher should be employed 
unless endorsed by the parents and guardians of the neighbor- 
hood in which he or she proposed to teach." This had a 
charming effect, and did a great deal toward allaying the pre- 
judices in the minds of many against the public school system, 
the fruits of which are now being developed. The number of. 
schools in this county isithe best evidence I can offer for the 
management of the system in this county. 

Iam glad:to see and know that the Legislature are taking 
steps toward abolishing the Board of School Directors. I 
think it was a' useless body from the start. An energetic 
Superintendent is all that is required. Abolish the School 
Board of Directors, and let the rules and regulations be plain, 
and the Superintendent, if industrious, can do the work, there- 
by saving an enormous expense to the county. The people 
say so, and if the people are satisfied with the Superintendent, 
and he does his duty, and the school system flourishes and 
becomes a success, (which itis bound to do,) then we have 
done all the law intended or contemplated. . 

Iam sorry that a single head of this report must go blank, 
but the information required I cannot obtain now; but prom- 
ise full information in future.

! LOWNDES COUNTY. 


* * * * As we did not get an early start in our school 
work, there weré no publie schools opened in this county till 
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January 2, 1871. Consequently many items called for in this 
report will need no answer. 

Iam glad to say that in my arduous work, I have: had the 
co-operation of an intelligen. and efficient Board of School 
Directors, who have worked in entire harmony in all respecta. 

There are two school districts in the county of Lowndes, to- 
wit: The county, outside of the corporate limits of Columbus, 
constitutes the school district, sub-divided into fourteen sub- 
school districts, and the city of, Columbus, having more than 
5,000 inhabitants, constituting a separate district, numbered as 
sub-school district 5. 

- The Board of Directors have endeavored to execute faith- 
fully the provisions of the school law in securing donations of 
school buildings, or purchasing or renting the same, or in hav- 
ing them built, with the following result:

The Boards have also made a careful estimate for the sup- 
port of the schools in the county for eight months of the year 
1871, for each sub-school district as required by section 31 
of the school law, amounting in the aggregate to $65,000, and 
have duly certified the same to the Board of Supervisors, _ 

The city of Columbus is built chiefly on Sixteenth Section 
land, and the lots are held at an annual lease. Many years 
ago this fund amounted to more than $7,000, but by a a combi- 
nation on the part of the lessees the lots were forfeited for the 
lease, and released by them at a lower rate, so that said fund 
now amount to about $2,800. . 

In order to make up the deficit to support the city schools 
fornine months the City Board has requested the Board of 
Supervisors to levy a tax of $6,200. 

The school-houses of the county are generally of good char- 
acter; several in the country villages and towns, also those in 
Columbus, are quite imposing in apperance and well adapted 
for the purpose. 

It is the intention of the Board to have the buildings yet to 
be erected of a neat order, with some attractiveness, but as 
little expense as possible. 

I have examined quite a number of applicants for teachers, 
and to this date the Board have employed forty-two white and 
five colored teachers. 

There are yet some fifteen teachers to be employed for the 
Primary schools. 

The character of the teachers employed both in intellec- 
tual qualifications and social position, will compare favorably 
with those in any section of this or other States. 
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The salary heretofore has been, for teachers of the Third 
Grade, $50; for teachers of the second Grade, $80, and for 
teachers of the First Grade, salary by special agreement. 

Ata recent meeting of the Board it was decided hereafter to 
reduce the salary of teachers to be engaged, holding Third 
Grade certificates, 

The average salary to this time is $74 per month. 

This will be reduced by the salaries hereafter paid. When 
our credit is established on a firmer basis, salaries may be 
reduced in many instances. : 

We have also purchased some school furniture of late style 
—maps, charts, globes, etc. | 

Have also made arrangements for the supplying of text-books, 
through the regular merchants of the county at very favora- 
ble rates. 

‘ From our short experience in the workings of the school 
law, we are satisfied that it contains someimperfections, which 
ought to be amended as soon as possible, in order to insure 
the efficient working of the system. 

Among other recommendations which Ibeg leave respect- 
fully to submit, are the following: ; 

I have found the duties of my office very burdensome, 
requiring all my time, even beyond usual office hours. 

The qualifications and duties of the County Superintendent 
are such, and the responsibility so great, that no man of ability 
to hold the position with credit to himself and success to the 
public school, can afford to do so at the present compensation 
fixed by law. - 

The amount is not only inadequate, but the manner in which 
itis paid, in county warrants, which are generally much below 
par, with no provisions for expenses in visiting the schools of 
the county, reduce this salary to a really nominal sum in com- 
parison with the labor performed. 

To illustrate, as to this county, if the time employed amounts 
to as much as twenty-five days in the month, at $5 per day, 
paid in warrants, at twenty-five per cent, discount, would nett 
about $100 per month. Out of this the Superintendent must 
pay his expenses in visiting the schools, besides other contin- 
gent expenses which may arise. Ido not hesitate, therefore, 
to say that the salary of the County Superintendent should be 
increased to such an extent as will justify a man of ability and 
energy to give it his whole time and talent. 

This could he more readily. done in the event of abolishing 
the Board of: School Directors, which might be-safely done in a 
few months, when the school-houses and other outside matters 
are provided for. 

Other imperfections in the school law have been freely dis. 

cussed by all intersted in our public’ schools, and for that rea- 
son it is in vain to note them here. E 

I would say before closing the report, that I have found 
much of the old school fund in a deplorable condition. The 
items of my county statistics will inform you that much will be 
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lost by insolvent debtors, for want of proper security, rent of 
school lands and limitation amounting to about $75,000. 

The Ku Klux are creating great excitement in some parts of. 
the county. Several of my teachers have been visited and 
notified to close their schools. One gentleman (Southern) 
reported in person to this office to-day, stating the Ku Klux 
visited him and-told him not to teach; that they intended to 
close all free schools. He refused to teach any longer. 

I stand firm, and shall do so as long as I hold my position as 
Superintendent. Several have advised me not to visit schools 
in the county. 1 will commence, in a few days, my regular 
tour, without regard to the Ku Klux or war ning. 

Lowndes county shall prosper in her school work, if any 
county in the State succeeds. -> —

LEE COUNTY. 


* * *  Thave endeavored to obtain the desired 
information in regard to the census, directly from the reports 
of the Assistant Marshal; but subsequently to the making of 
that report, the territory was divided, and the census for this 
county separately. could not be obtained from that source, I 
then corresponded with the Assessor of Taxes, who politely 
furnished some data, but could not give all. 

My only resource then, was to await the returns of the mem- 

bers of the Board of School Directors, who were sent out to 
take the census. One of these was taken sick, and has not yet 
made his return; but it will be forwarded in a few days with 
the request that. your Secretary will have the kindness to insert 
the figures in the proper columns. 
. Lam under the necessity, at present, of reporting the poll 
tax as delinquent, The Sheriff, from whom alone that item 
can be obtained, is about in the county on duty, but I am 
informed that only a part has been collected; that he is now 
collecting, and I will be able to forward a more particular state- 
ment when he returns. 

I will take the liberty of adding, that there was no Superin- 
tendent for the county for the year 1870, and that nothing was 
done until the middle of January. E * 

Feeling a deep interest in the success of the free public 
school syetem, Í have, in all things, endeavoredto allay opposi- 
tion and strengthen the system in the affections of the people. 
In order to enlist the people heartily in the cause, I have 
endeavored to meet their wishes as much as possible. For 
this reason, the Board of School Directors made the tax as 
light as praetieable. They levied none for * school-house pur- 
poses," but teachers had to be paid, and they levied four mills 
for “ Teachers' Fund.” 

We have had but Etle difficulty in obtaining school-houses. 
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We have obtained every school-house in the county free of 
rent. 

We have already established fifty-one schools and employed 
fifty-four teachers, at salaries of an average of fifty-nine dollars 
each. 

We willeneed, in addition to the four mill tax, at least four 
thousand dollars to pay teachers, which deficit we, as yet, 
know not how to supply. 

As the Honorable State Superintendent has said in regard 
to the law, we find it very imperfect and difficult of a faithful 
execution. '. 

It can only successfully be carried out where. the officers 
connected with it, such as the Board of School Directors and 
Supervisors; County Treasurer and Superintendent, harmonize 
in their sentiments and their construction of the law. By 
refusing to concur, and appealing to the courts to settle the 
law, these several parties mutually have the power to practi- 
cally veto each others’ acts, which event, whenever it occurs, 
causes an immediate suspension of the execution of the law. 

But in this county, so far, I have the honor to say, that by a 
few mutual concessions, we have been able to agree, and the 
intention of the law: has been most suecessfully carried out. 

I would furthermore say, as County Superintendent, no mat- 
ter what may be the polities of this county, I will undertake to 
carry it for the free publie-school system, by a vast majority. 

In my humble opinion, a uniform schedule of books for the 
State would eonduce to the interest of the cause of education. 

The method of paying the County Superintendent, and the 
salaries and contingent expenses of the Board of School 
Directors, out of county funds—that is, in county warrants— 
renders their pay precarious, and uncertain in amount. 

Some of the counties are largely in debt, and heavily taxed, 
and their warrants are almost worthless, and i in those counties 
the Boards of School Directors find it difficult to get services 
rendered, such as printing, etc.

 ILAUDERDALE COUNTY. 


The publie free schools of this county went into operation. 
regularly on the 1st of January, 1871, but a few private s schools 
were converted into free schools in 1870. 

* As to the school lands, fraud is more or 
less involved in every transfer which has been made of the 
sixteenth sections. It is impossible to tell just to what extent 
the county has been swindled. Mismanagement, neglect, and 
rascality mark nearly all these transactions under the old 
regime.

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We have in this county about sixty schools in operation, 
and some eighty. teachers employed; of these, about forty-five 
are white schools, and with three or four exceptions, the teach- 
ers are all white. We have located over one hundred schools, 
which will all be in operation as soon as the houses are com- 
pleted—probably about the middle of April- All the private 
schools in this county, and there were a.great many, are now, 
with one exception (the Catholic Female School in this place), 
merged into free schools, and, in most cases, are conducted by 
the same teachers. The Board of School Directors, owing to 
the taxes being so high, only made an estimate for five months 
School for this year. They are, however, looking for an appro- 
priation from the State sufficient to run the schools two or 
three months longer. After this year, however, the houses 
being mostly built,they will ask for a tax sufficient to carry 
on the sehools ten months each year. We have a good working 
Board here, and the people are generally kindly disposed 
toward the free school system, and what little prejudice there 
was, is rapidly wearing away. l have examined about one 
hundred and fifty applicants for certificates, and have granted 
one hundred and twenty-eight. Of this number, fourteen were 
First Grade, forty-one Second Grade, and the balance Third 
Grade. Iam making arrangements for a Teachers’ Institute 
about the last of April. l 

Owing to the short time wè had to work in during the year 
1870, I am unable to make but a meagre report. 

I trust, however, my report for 1871 will compare favorably 
with any county in the State.

MONROE COUNTY. 


No Schools under the free school system were started in the 
county of Monroe before January 2, 1871. * Therefore, many 
of the questions asked on the preceding pages cannot be 
answered. i f 

Tne number of schools required in the school district of 
‘Monroe county to accommodate the children of school age, 
will be about seventy-five. Sixty teachers are duly employed 
in the schools of the county at the date of this writing. 

The salaries of teachers, as fixed upon by the Board of 
School Directors, are as follows: __ E . 

First Grade teachers, to be arranged with each teacher; no 
special fixed salary. i b 

For Second Grade teachers, $75 pér month. 

For Third Grade teachers, $50 per month. — 

'The Board of School Directors have purchased one building 
for graded school in Aberdeen, for $6,120; one at Smithville, 
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at $400, and have built twenty-four school-houses at an aggre- 
gate cost of $10,000. Many of thé school-houses have also 
been well furnished and made comfortable for both teachers 
and scholars. 

The amount of Teachers Fund asked for to operate the 
. Schools in the county is $1,983. 

The amount for Building Fund, including furniture, school 
apparatus, etc., $11,300, 

I would respectfully suggest, that after the schools are in- 
augurated, and under way, the Board of School Directors 
might be dispensed with, and the county saved the expense, 
which is considerable, y

NESHOBA COUNTY. 


The scholastic year was so far advanced before the Board of: 
School Directors for the-county could be organized, that it was 
impossible to get the school law into practical operation during 
the year. Their organization took- place on the 24th of Decem- 
ber, at whieh time the district was temporarily divided into 
five sub-districts, corresponding with the old beat boundaries 
and numbers, and such other action taken by the Board as 
they deemed it expedient to take in order to get the law into 
operation .at an early day. No public school was organized 
during the year, and I had no means of obtaining.in so short a 
period any definite information in. relation to the private 
schools-of the county. I have heretofore informed the State 
Board of Education that the school.lands of the county, known 
as the Sixteenth Section lands,were nearly all disposed of by 
lease or otherwise many years ago, and that the proceeds 
arising from the leasing of the same have been so managed, 
both during and since the. war, that they are at this-time almost 
entirely worthless; so.much so, that it lias been deemed inex- 
pedient to expend.anything:in trying to collect them, and, up 
to this time, nò suits-have been instituted for their collection. 
The.unsettled.eondition of the judiciary was such thatno fines 
were.entered. during the year, and no revenue has been raised 
by.the granting of licenses of any kind. , There are no other 

funds ‘belonging: to-the .echool.fund of the county that have yet 
come to my knowledge, and we are wholly dependent upon 
taxation for putting our school laws into operation. The ex- 
penditures during the year. have been very small, but small us 
they-are, we;bave no means at our ¿ómmand out of which to 
meet and satisfy them. There were but two applicants- for 
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examination during the year, both of whom received cer- 
tificates.

OKTIBBEHA COUNTY. 


The Board of School Directors was organized 28th of No- 
vember last. Many years ago the county was divided into five 
Police or Supervisor's Districts. Ths exact boundary lines of 
these were well known to our citizens. The Board of School 
Directors, therefore, thought it expedient to recognize the 
same local divisions in the establishment.of sub-school dis- 
tricts. In accordance with this arrangement the county is 
divided into five sub-school districts. 

Early in January last public schools were organized in each 
sub-district. Petitions, complying with the requirements of 
the school law, have also been presented to the: Board by the 
citizens, and an additional number of schools have been estab- 
lished in the sub-districts. There are now forty schools in 
successful operation, and a number of petitions for the allow- 
ance of more are on hand awaiting further consideration. 

The number of pupils in the schools already established will 
vary from 27 to 125. Of the 40 schools, 24 are white and 16 
colored. The number of white teachers is 38—26 males and 
12 females. The number colored teachers is 5—4 male and 1 
female. À s 

Thé number of scholars now attending the publie schools 
far exceed that in attendance at-our private schools during 
any period of our past history. 

Our Board of Supervisors have levied a tax of five mills on 
the dollar for a school-house fund. This will be more than 
sufficient to meet all the expenses connected with the purchase 
and rental of school sites and buildings. 'Many of our citizens 
have manifested a deep interest in the cause of public educa- 
tion; some by donating lands for school gites, and others by 
repairing or constructing suitable édifices. ^ The Board of Di- 
rectors have made liberal contributions to the citizens who 
have solicited assistance in the eréction of school-houses: 

Our Board of Supervisors have also levied:a tax of five mills 
on the dollar forteachers' salaries. This, although the highest 
limit allowed by the school law, will not raise a fund sufficient 
to employ teachers for all the schools that might be required in 
the county. The number of children i in the county within the 
ages of 5 and 21 years, is 6,516: . : 

Whites, males... .1, 296 Females.....1,234.....2,530 
Colored, males. . 1.059 ' Females.....2,083.....3,986 
'The tax that has been levied for teachers! fund, should it all 
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be collected, will amount, in the aggregate, to about $9,500. 
The funds arising from the sale of Sixteenth Section lands have, 
in some instances, been lost. The Board have on hand old 
claims to the. amount of $18,738 73. This amount does not 
embrace the interest on the notes. It is thought that more 
than one-half of the above amount can be realized. The 
Board of School Directors are, however, making a vigorous 
. effort to collect every dollar that is due on the notes in their 
possession. : 

At the time of the organization of the Board, we anticipated 
some difficulty in securing competent, teachers for our colored 
schools, but in this respect we have been agreeably disap- 
pointed.. Ladies and gentlemen, belonging to the most intelli- 
gent and respéctable families in the county, have presented 
themselves as teachers. 

We now anticipate no difficulty in organizing and carrying 
forward the public schools, except the scarity of money. 
There is a uniform desire on the part of our citizens to enjoy 
the advantages of the schools. Ido not know of a private or 
- independent school in the county. 

The aggregate amount of school funds on outstanding claims 
is $18,738 73. 


In reference to the above amount we would state that the 
same is made without calculating the interest on the notes ; we 
would further state: that we consider one-half of the above 
amount secured by very doubtful paper, and in a manner 
worthless. S

PANOLA COUNTY. 


The School Board of Directors was not appointed until late 
in the year, their first meeting being-held on the fifth of 
December, and no school (public) opened during that year— 
our first teachers’ contract is dated the third of January, 1871. 
Infmy statistics of private schools, I have been somewhat 
troubled to ascertain the.exact number, as many had not 
opened, waiting to take advantage of.the publie school 
system, while others were but thinly attended for the same and 
other causes; and. in general, it was impossible to accurately 
grade them, though it might be said that the principal number 
were of low grade—Primary or Second Grade Grammar. 
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With regard to the school fund, all now in the hands of the 
County Treasurer, which is found under the head of “ Interest 
on Chickasaw Fund,” is simply that accumulated from year to 
year and unexpended; which, with some $25,000 in hands of 
Stàte Treasurer, constitütes the means at the disposal of the 
School Directors. l 

But one “Sixteenth Section," is owned in the'còunty, which 
lying in the edge of Coldwater bottom ‘and wild land, I have 
estimated at its full value—$3,000. l ; 

I would add that in some private loans, tlie interest aceuma- 
lated and unpaid, would increase our means by several 
thousand dollars. f 

Having on December 31st, no schools undér our supervision, 
I think that nothing further can be added to this report.

PRENTISS COUNTY. * 


The Board of Directors st their first meeting, -on the twenty- 
sixth of November, determined that it would:be best to have 
the schools begin in the early part of 1871. * * * 

We sub-districted our county but a short time since, and 
therefore the statistics required in this report with regard to 
them are not given. *. * œ * * * 

It is the intention of our Board to employ:the Tax Asséssor 
to get up the necessary statistics, as it would save much expense 
to the county. , j 

The statistics with regard to the school fund belonging to 
the county cannot be given at this time, this being anew county, 
and the furid not yet having been distributed. There are in 
the hands of the old County Treasurer of Tishomingo coünty, 
notes amounting to about forty thousand dollars. It is thought 
that fifteen thousand of these are worthless. The distribution 
of this fund bas been postponed on'account of not having the 
proper data upon which to make a settlement. - 

With judicious management, I think the school system can 
be made a success in this county. Our Board thought it best 
to act cautiously at first. They levied no tax for school-houses, 
thinking that too heavy a tax at first might endanger the sys- 
tem, and that there were, perhaps, houses endughin the county 
already for school purposes. We establish ““sehools only upon 
petition, but claim the right to refuse two schools when they 
can be consolidated into one. >  - 

Our great weakness is in tlieteachers. Few of tliem—-indeed, 
I may say none of them—come up to niy'sténda&rd of what a 
teacher ought to know. The -bad -managemént of the old 
system has run nearly all respectable téachérs out of the pro- 
fession; and, for fear sóme of tlie/saie:adts-and appliances 
may be administered to them under the new, they are slow to 
enter the field again. 
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We labor under another disadvantage which perhaps is not 
general. The ignorance among the people in the rural districts 
here is absolutely astounding. Indeed, in some localities they 
seem to need missionaries to teach them civilization more than 
school teachers. ` l 

I know not what is needed in other portions of the State, 
but in this, we need Normal Schools, where teachers can get a 
thorough trainging. The teachers we have here, as a general 
thing, have no general information; they read neither papers, 
magazines, nor anything else; they have a few superficial ideas 
of English grammar and arithmetic; they never think of'giv- 
ing a reason for anything in arithmetic; they pronounce 
English horribly; in short, they are a set of ignoramuses, with 
few exceptions. It may be imagined that L don't give them a 
fair showing, by asking thém “catch” questions, etc. but I 
am careful to ask them only such questions as are general. 1 
use.no book, and confine myself to no particular author, and 
continue the examination until I am thoroughly satisfied. 

‘Many of our good citizens have agreed to teach colored 
schools, and, so far, we have had no difficulty in reconciling 
the black and white element. . 

We have based our estimate of resources upon the supposi- 
tion that: the Chickasaw Fund will te distributed as hereto- 
fore—only to the Chickasaw counties. If, however, this fund 
should he thrown into the general State fund, we have made a 
sad mistake in our calculations. Indeed, we are not disposed to 
see this fund thrown into the general State fund without a test 
of its legality before the judiciary. 

I would venture to express the opinion, that in order to make 
the present school system a success, a great deal of prudence 
is necessary in the outset. If the schools are a comparative 
falure the first year, it will induce a popular opposition which 
can never be overcome. It is my honest conviction, that unless 
some system of public education is kept'on foot, the people 
will relapse into barbarism. ' É `

As our sehools here have only fairly commenced, I was in 
possession of no data to fill many of the blanks contained in 
said report. I have devoted much time and attention to the 
laudable work of organizing the system of common schools in 
the county, and have found the enterprise not entirely devoid 
of drawbácks and opposition. The system, being launched 
into existence ata time when a very large increase of the 
taxes was called for, and a time also of greát financial depres- 
sion, was not received by the public mind with that enthusiasm 
cdi have attended it under more auspicious circum- 
stances. US i ` 
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By reference to page 10 of this report, you will see that there 
was once a large fund in this county belonging to the Common 
School Fund, but, through bad management and carelessness 
on the part of officials, improper sureties, and various other 
causes, this large fund consists now, almost entirely, of notes 
that are either dead by the insolvency of the drawers or barred 
by the limitation of the statutes. - 


A considerable portion of this fund had gotten into common 
county warrants, (the county having become in some past day 
the recipient of the money). This portion of the debt has 
been secured by receiving interest-bearing county warrants, 
which was the best that could be done, as the county is largely 
in arrears and is much in debt to its citizens. 

There are claims, in. the shape of old tuition warrants, 
amounting thus far to several hundred dollars, that have been 
audited and allowed out.of the proceeds of the old fund. 
These claims should long since have been paid out of the old 
school fund of the county, but the business of the fund being 
entirely suspended, these claims were considered valueless. 

I would further beg leave to say that my efforts to organize ' 
the schools in the county have been warmly seconded, both by 
the School Board and the Board of Supervisors and the system 
has been organized with less of opposition than could have 
been anticipated. 

Your Superintendent would respectfully make the following 
recommendation : ` 

That portion of the revenue law which compels the Tax Col- 
lector to send the amount paid in for polls up to Jackson, 
there to await the slow process of pro-rata. distribution, is 
inimical to the educational interests of the State. Immediate 
material aid now is what our schools require, and a modification 
of the law that would earry the poll taxes directly to the 
County Treasury, there to be instantly available in furthering 
the ends of education, would be far more satisfactory to the 
people of the county. 

There are at this time forty-five schools in operation in this 
county. The white schools are all supplied with teachers, but 
we need a few more teachers for colored schools. The salaries 
paid to teachers are from $30 to $100 per month. The average 
is about $60 per month. Our means will probably enable us 
to run the schools five months, and langer, provided the taxes 
are all collected. 

But a small portion of the poll tax has been S up to 
this time, therefore I have not entered any amount under that 
head in this report. There are about 2,000 polls in the county, 
and the tax being $2 per poll, the sum total will be about 
$4,000. The probability is, however, that the full amount will 
not be colleeted. 

I would recommend the abolishing of County School Boards, 
as they incur a useless expense. I think that legislation 
authorizing County Superintendents to appoint local Boards of 
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School Trustees in.each sub-school district would be far better.

I herewith transmit to you à partial report touching the sub- 
ject inquired of concerning common schools, etc. I make as 
complete a statement as could be obtained under the circum- 
stances, In reference to the Chickasaw School Land Fund and 
Sixteenth Section, you are aware that the State borrowed the 
funds and loaned them to certain railroads, and pays to the 
counties the'interest dne on the same in her bonds, -of which 
amount there was due this county, as the Treasurer was 


. informed by the Auditor in J ackson, about $1,500 previous to 


January, 1871. 

' The amount of school fund in the hands of the Treasurer of 
this county is near $15, 000, as will appear by reference to my 
report. That Fund is a vested. interest in Pontotoc county, as 
will appear by: -Act of 1850. We do not consider it as belong- 
ingto any class of funds raised by Act of 1870, but to be the 
private funds of this county for school purposes, the interest of 
which will go in common with the other funds, for the educa- 
tion of the children of this county. This is the opinion of our 
people, official snd non-official: 

‘The system is yet.untried, and I do not. feel disposed to offer 
but a single suggestion, and that is in reference to the Board 
of Directors. I think it a most needless expense, and every 
duty they are required to perform might be performed more 
efficiently by the County. Superintendent. 

There are 94 public schools in operation, with 57 teachers.

SCOTT ‘COUNTY. 


3 * * In 1865 there was a school fund arising from 
sales of sixteenth section lands. and swamp lands, licenses, etc., 
of $25,000 or $30,000, loaned’ out indiscriminately, taking as 
‘collateral mortgages on negroes and lands, at three or four 
times its real value. Many notes were compromised by Board 
of Police, for one-half, one-third, and one-fourth the amount, 
when much more might have been made. 

In. 1865, the county finding it had not sufficient funds to 
finish paying for the “building: of acourt-house and jail at For- 
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est, ordered $2,030 to be paid out of school funds, which was 
done, and no collateral remains in treasüry to account for it. 

I would suggest the utter impr cticability and unnecessary 
expense of School Directors in this county, as their inexpe- 
rience only impedes the progress of organization. i 

I would also ask the consideration of the inadequate com- 
pensation allowed the County Superintendent. This county 
being sparsely settled, much travel must be done at a daily 
outlay of three or four dollars, which leaves little or nothing 
remaining. ' £

SMITH COUNTY. 


Owing to the fact that there was no Sehool Directors ap- 
pointed in the county forthe year 1870, we had no public 
schools; therefore, I have nothing to report under that head. 
There was a few private schools taught during the year, but 
without any regular system, with a few exceptions. 

I think we will be able to organize about fifty public schools 
in the county, the present year; about ten of which will be 
colored. 

* * * * The school funds in this county have been 
nearly all squandered. The sixteenth sections have all been 
sold or leased, with a very few exceptions, and some of the 
parties holding the books and papers, have either died or emi- 
grated. Some notes have passed the limitation, others are ap- 
proaching near. Some of the sixteenth section lands can be 
obtained by a compromise, and; also, some loans can be saved 
by a compromise, if it would be legal for the Board’of Direc- 
tors to do so. . ; 

The submerged lands have all been taken, but there are 
doubts as to the legality. l

TISHOMINGQ COUNTY. 


There are 24 schools in operation in this county—20 male 
teachers and 4 female. The average: attendance is low; not 
able to say how many. The extremes are-from 8 to 72. None 
are colored. "The teachers are generally defieient in education, 
and know but little of the theory and practice of teaching. Moral 
qualifications good, with a single exception of occasional ine- 
briance in one best educated, most experienced, and most suc- 
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cessful teacher. The people are generally opposed to the system, 
not intelligently; butignorantly opposed; thinking it an oppres- 
sive, burdensome, grinding, complex, tax-manufacturing ma- 
chine, “conceived in sin and: begotten in iniquity," in the 
language of one of its most eloquent opponents. This M 12 
is generally prevalent, so much so, that a public meeting Was 
called for last Monday; at the court room, and a series of reso- 
lutions adopted condemning the system, and asking the Legis- 
lature to-repeal it. The accompanying petition was signed by 
nearly all present, among them the editor of our paper, and 
the legal fraternity, and other leading, influential citizens of the 

-county. The petition and resolutions were ordered to be sent 
to our Senator, Col. J. M. Stone, at Jackson, for presentation 
to the Legislature. Time, truth, and a correct conception of 
the inestimable blessings of an improved system of public 
schools, ‘will, sooner or later, convince them, of their error, and 
when convinced, the same signers of that petition grill become 
the warmest defenders of the system. 

It is true there are many errors, many deficiencies, and some 
inconsistency and obscurity in the law that need expunging, 
amending, revising and elucidating; but this was to be ex- 
pected. “In man there is not perfection. . New measures, new 
systems require modifications. 

The Schooi Directors are not always the best judges of text- . 
books and teachers, etc. The Board -of this county, however, 
is fortunately composed of good men-—conscientious, upright 
mén—possibly lacking in experience, zeal, and devotion, but 
time will improve them. The current of opposition has swept 
ee the country, carrying nearly all opposers in its wild, angry 

‘oods. 

Our Board has not traveled over sunny paths, nor rested in 
flowery woods, inhaling their odoriferous sweets ; their couches 
have not been beds of roses; the ignorance and prejudices of 
the people have made their path a thorny one. There are 
1,672 adults in the county who cannot write, and 1,203 that 
cannot read. TN 

I suggest a very desirable amendment, and one very easily 
made without detriment to any one. The addition of a sec- 
tion permitting pupils of one county to attend school.in 
another when most convenient, and that school is not crowded. 

I suggest a penalty for not collecting fines, also a more cer- 
tain mode of prompt collection of school revenue. 1 believe 
that one'county, or corporation of three thousand inhabitants, 
should constitute a school district. If School Boards are to 
be continued, they should be appointed by the County Super- 
intendent, and that he should be appointed by the State Super- 
intendent. That there should be but óne head in the State, and 

- but one head in the county, and there should be greater 
acquirements'in. those selected for County Superintendents. 
The- suecess of the system depends upon the County Superin- 
tendents and the teachers. The County Superintendent should 
not be elected by the people, nor should the School Directors. 
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Both should be appointed under wise regulations. * * * 

* * It is the interest of all mankind . 
to TUM It is the duty of the State to see that all the chil- 
dren in it are educated. It is more economical to prevent 
crime than to support it. * Millions have been expended on 
prisons and jails, when thousands would have educated their 
inmates and prevented their incarceration. ** An-ounce of pre- 
ventive is worth more than a pound of cure.” Education is 
the preventive, prisons are the cure. 

I believe the school law should be distributed in every 
county, that each citizen may understand it. A thorough 
knowledge of it would remove opposition: A few misin- 
formed, evil designing men influence great numbers in this 
county. . I am in favor of a uniform system of free schools, 
uniform text-books, and the best of home teachers. ` * 

* * * I suggest an important amend- 
ment, to-wit: That teachers be. required to attend Normal 
Schools, either in their own county ‘or elsewhere, at least 
two weeks in one year, if not four, and .that no one 
be employed to teach who does not attend, unless prevented by 
sufficient reasons. The employing power should be instructed 
by law not to employ unless the applicant has attended a Nor- 
mal School or Teachers’ Institute. I also suggest that at pres- 
ent the State should not undertake to create a school fund except 
for present use; that hereafter, in five.or ten years, or later, 
that it creates a fund sufficiently large to educate every child 
in it, and then compel the parent to send his. children to the 
schools; that, at some time in the future, no man be permitted 
to exercise the right of suffrage that cannot read and write. I 
am not in favor of a compulsory law at present, büt twenty 
years hence, so far, at least, as exercising the right-of suffrage. 
I further recommend that the State or coúnty provide books 
for all who cannot buy them. It is wrong that any one shall 
be deprived of education for lack of books. I am proposing 
in the county to supply all books myself individually to those 
who are oy incompetent to buy them. l

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TALLAHATCHIE COUNTY. 


The enumeration of the educable children in the county has 
not been completed, and the number reported is consequently 
an estimate, The facts on which it is based are reliable, and 
the exact figures will not vary matérially. . ` 

School sites have been donated for all the public schools, but 
a8 deeds have not yet been made and recorded, I have omitted 
them in this report. . 

"The Board of School Directors has deeided that wherever 
communities will build their own school-houses and properly 
furnish them, no school-house tax shall be levied. No build- 
ings have, therefore, been erected by the Board. I will recom- 
mend that.an estimate be furnished the Board of Supervisors 
for a sufficient amount to: properly furnish the school-houses, 
as none of them are provided with wall maps, and but few 
with necessary blackboards and desks, : S 

The item of schoollands, and in fact the various items of 
“finances,” are approximated, as it is quite impossible to 
obtain the exact figures until all the facts have been elicited by 
resort to the. courts. I have based the statements on the most 
intelligent and reliable information available, and have drawn 
freely from notes made in connection with the census of the 
past year. Ihave not availed myself of the assessment rolls 
in the items of the value of taxable property, as I consider the 
` rolls imperfect and unreliable, 

This report is made to include the 28th day of February 
last, as my appointment was not received until late in the 
month of December, and the Board of School Directors was 
not appointed until the last Wednesday in that month. 

The Board of. Supervisors accepted my-suggestions, and the 
gentlemen selected haye justified my expectations. 

I would specially commend the energy and devotion of Maj. 
L. D. Vincent, Col. W. B. Avery and W. J. Owens., 

These gentlemen have ably seconded my endeavors, and the 
most perfect harmony has prevailed in all our deliberations. 

Iregret to say that the fourth district is at present unrepre- 
sented, the member appointed having removed from the county, 
and the Board of Supervisors having failed to „appoint a 
Successor: 

The condition of the roads in and to the fourth and fifth 
districts being such as to render” communications difficult and 
dangerous, has prevented. the establishment of schools as rap- 
idly as in other districts. Those localities will, however, 
receive prompt attention. - - 

_Prominent amongst the difficulties we have been called upon 
to encounter, is the^fierce opposition of the white people to 
paying taxes for the establishment and support of colored 
schools, for * ruining and demoralizing the negro.” 

This prejudice, bitter and uncompromising, has deterred 
many applicants for certificates from accepting: colored schools. 

The party recently appointed to the.office of Treasurer of 
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the county, is known as an uncompromising enemy of public . 
schools, and he-has informed applicants for certificates that 
they would not be paid, as there was no money in the Treas- 
ury, and that the tax levied for “ Teachers’ Fund" would be 
paid in depreciated county paper. I have endeavored to coun- 
teract the baleful influence of this report by assuring the. 
the teachers that they would be paid in currency, as TL know 
that this fund was being collected in currency—that county , 
warrarts were peremptorily refused by the Tax" Collector. 
That officer has, however, informed the chairman. of the 
Finance Committee of our Board, that he would turn in connty 
paper for this fund, as tlie decision of the Attorney General 
authorized him to do so, and protected him in doing so. This 
movement will virtually close every public schoo! in the county, 
as our school warrants drawn against an empty Treasury will 
not be worth twenty five cents on the dollar. 

The Circuit Clerk recently appointed, is in perfect harmony 
with the Treasurer, and his undisguised opposition has been 
so distinctly defined as to render his presence as Secretary of 
our Board particularly-obnoxious. 

The position of these several parties compel me to notice 
them officially. I have recorded my protest against their 
appointment, I regret to say, uríavailingly. .

* '* * * desire to make the following suggestions: 


I think the minimum of school age should be six years, 
instead of five, inasmuch as children of five years of age can- 
not reach school-houses at the distance many of them will 
have to travel—especially in sparsely populated districts, be- 
sides, as & general thing, I do not believe their minds are suffi- 
ciently developed, and consequently waste of time and money. 
Whilst I would fix the maximum limit of age at twenty-one, as 
& basis of school age, ete., yet, I desire to see all ages have ac- 
cess to the schools—without money and without price. Many 
—very many—black and white desire an education and are taxed 
to build up these schools, and an education is worth as much 
to them, as to those-that are younger. And in some counties 
I hear that they are even excluded from the schools, although 
they propose to pay their own tuition. 'Ehe tax should be in- 
creased until a school of ten months in every year can be kept 
up, for a sehow of five months is not sufficient, I cannot say 
whether the law makes it discretionary with the Board to levy 
the ten mills for school-houses, but I think wherever the pop- 
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ulation, land, ete., settle the point beyond a doubt that a school” 
house ought to be located, then, it seems tó me, it should not be 
discretionary, but an absolute duty to levy the tax and build the 
house. Yet theipeople in many counties (among them Union) 
cannot meet such taxes the present year, but by prospective 
taxation they tan and will do so. I fear, in some instances, 
the people may bécome disgusted with the school system by 
excessive and unnecessary taxation, and this is just what.the 
opponents of the measure greatly desire to see, in order to make 
political capital out of it. The system of publie schools has 
merits of its own to ‘sustain it when/better matured, but cer- 
tainly needs to-be fostered for the present. : 

The Bible should be made a text-book. If the Boards have 
the authority to say that history shall be taught as a source of 
experience, why not the Bible? If we require teachers to 
possess a good standard: of morality, why not study the code at 
once? He who reads it most, is very apt to practice it most; 
and he who does both, is the best eitizen. Judges, juries, and 
Sheriffs and sub-officers, are of no avail, when the Book in 
which we find a way bill from earth to Heaven, our duty first to 
God and then to our neighbors, is neglected. Train up a child 
in the way he should go, and when old he will not depart from 
it. The Ten Commandments proclaimed amid the thunders of 
Sinai are in it, yet, how many live, die and pass away without 
reading them? Verily, if we know not our duty, are we likely 
to do it? Show me a Bible-reading man, and I will show the 
world a God-fearing man. Ifyou would abate crime, apply the 
remedy—the Bible. Dig down deep amid. the rubbish and lay 
the foundation well and then the superstructure will be the 
better of it. It is in this Book that we find the two laws upon 
which hang all the law and the prophets. 

The question is often asked: *Can I send my son or daughter 
into another county free of tuition, or if I pay in that county 
for tuition, can I not get credit for if on my taxes.” If 
allowed to do that, the building up of good schools in every 
county will be greatly retarded. As the schools in one county 
would incsease at the expense of those in another. -

WARREN COUNTY. - 


| The schools of Warren eounty (public), under the present 
school law, were pnt into operation on the first day of Decem- 
ber, 1870, although it:cannot be said that they were in working 
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order until the first day of January, 1871. The School Direc- 
tors appointed by the Supervisors, were Dickerson Watts, J. 
S. Alexander, C. Alleson, J. Barrow, H. Cowan, W. S. Hazzard. 
We proceeded as early as we could to'sub district the county 
and organize the schools. Judge A. Burwell was employed as 
attorney for the public schools to investigate présent condition 
of school claims and lands, but he proved to be an unfortunate 
selection, and gave little or no attention to his duties. I have 
devoted much time and study to the matter, but must say with 
but little result. In some instances, no record was even made 
of transfers of school lands, and when made are as likely to be 
wrong as right. Up to-this time I have but little information 
sufficiently positive to base legal proceedings on. I hope, 
however, that by constant labor before long to clear up some, 
if not all of these school claims. From what I have been 
able to leatn, however, I am of the opinion that almost all the 
school lands of this county will become school property again, 
as few of the present claimants or occupants have any just or 
legalrights to their possession. 

It wil be seen that there are in this county, outside the 
limits of the city of Vicksburg, 4,287 educable children. From 
the best information 1 have been able to obtain only about 498 
of this large number attended school, and even these iiregu- 
larly, and made but little progress. These were private schools. 
The number of teachers employed in these schools I could not 
positively ascertain. Nearly all the general statistics in this 
must be left blank, and all of the financial statistics, because 
no record, that I can hear of, has been kept of the educational 
matters of this county for 1870. Any reliable information I 
have now would, Ithink, belong more properly to the report for 
1871, which I hope to make full and complete. 


CITY OF VICKSBURG. 


I report that the public schools of this city were commenced 
on the first day of December, 1870, and were at first but poorly 
attended, but now, I am glad to say, are crowded. We com- 
menced with the following gentlemén, elected by the Board of 
' Aldermen of Vicksburg, as School Directors: Henry Sayers, 
'P.“Spengler, W. J. Miller, A. Burwell, Geo. W. Walton, and 
Augustus Newton, jr. After a considerable delay and much 
trouble, we succeeded in obtaining the old school property, 
which the old Board of Trustees claimed was not the property 

of the new Board under the late school law, but they finally 
transferred it to us (some $10,000 worth of property, at least, 
and nearly $6,000 in money), with which we have up to this 
time supported the schools of this city, now four in number, 
and employing seventeen teachers. I hopeto be able to make 
the report of the publie schools of Vicksburg both full and

Native teachers 
have been found for white children so far, but a great need is 
felt for teachers for colored children, and this want must in 
some way be provided for. He begs- leave, respectfully, to call 
attention to this branch of the school question, in the hope 
~ that some effectual plan may be found to give relief.

YALOBUSHA COUNTY. 


The County Superintendent of this, Yalobusha county, did 
not receive his appointment until the 11th of December, 1870. 
The Board of School Directors of said county was orpanized 
on the 19th of December, 1870. Consequently, there were no 
schools under the free or publie system in operation in the 
year 1870. January 2d, 1871, six schools commenced. At 
this date, Febrüary 9th, 1871, there are in operation under the 
free system forty-one schools in this. county. We find it 
impossible to get at a correct estimate of the “Common 
School Fund.” "The. ante bellum claims are in such a fix that 
but little will be realized from them. Bankruptcy, death and 
emigration, has destroyed all hopes of getting the most of 
them. Many of the papers are either destroyed or mislaid. 
Some thirty-six thousand dollars of this fund was invested in 
the Mississippi Central Railroad stock, some twelve or fifteen 
years ago. The “Sixteenth Section Fund" is in a very bad 
condition, so much so, that nothing approaching accuracy can be 
stated; its condition is now being thoroughly investigated by 
the Board of Directors. ] .

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SUMMARY STATEMENT OF RESULTS. 


Ttis apparent from the foregoing extracts, that the county 
school officers have been unable to furnish the general and 
financial statistics required, with any degree of exactness. I 
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shall not, therefore, attempt to give you in this report a statis- 
tical statement in tabular form, as is eustomary in reports of 
this character, but simply present a general summary of results 

based upon such data as I have been able to obtain. . 

There are at present about three thousand free public schools 
in active operation throughout the State, and constantly 
increasing in numbers, with about eighty thous&nd pupils in 
regular attendance, under the tuition of between three and 
four thousand teachers, nearly all of which have been estab- 
lished since January Ist, 1871. 

The number of school buildings erected, or purchased at 
public expense, in the sixty-seven counties of the State, is less 
than one hundred. Over five hundred school sites have been 
donated by private individuals. About two hundred honses 
constructed of logs, have been built-by private subscriptions. 
A large number of church buildings are being used fer school 
purposes, the use of which, with but few exceptions, is donated 
by the various Protestant churches, and in the excepted cases 
only a nominal rent is paid. 

The average expense for conducting these schools, including 
teachers’ salaries, rents, and: contingent expenses is about, fifty- 
six dollars per month for each school, 

The expenditures of the public funds for school furniture . 
and apparatus will not. exceed an average of eight dollars to 
each school. 

The average special county tax levied for school purposes, 
including ‘Teachers’ Fund and School House Fund will not 
exceed four and one-half mills on the dollar. of the.taxable 
property. 

I made it a special point to urge upon school officers the 
necessity of instituting a thorough investigation.of the condi- 
tion of the school lands and funds in their several districts, and 
it affords me much pleasure to report that County Superintend - 
ents, have with but few exceptions, manifested a most com- 
mendable zeal and. earnestness in prosecuting this investiga- 
tion. 

From the reports received up to date, I am 'able to present 
the following results. I will.add in this connection, that these 
figures exhibit the results of a preliminary inveatigation only:

402,729.00 
lam of the opinion that when full and complete returns are 
made of the amount .of loss of the Sixteenth Section School 
Funds alone, to say nothing of the Seminary Fund and the 
Chickasaw Fund, will exceed one million of dollars abso- 
lutely squandereid. and irretrievably lost. 
It is a sad comment. upon the manner in which the donation 
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of lands by the General Government to the State -for educa- 
tional purposes have been managed; when we reflect upon the 
fact that if this munificent gift had been fully appreciated and 
properly managed, it would have afforded to-day a revenue-suf- 
asiento give every youth in.the State a liberal education, free 
of cost. . 


NORMAL SCHOOLS, 


The Board of Trustees provided under an Act entitled “An 
Act to provide for the immédiate establishment of a Normal 
School" approved July 25th, 1870, met at the Capitol, His Ex- 
cellency, the Governor, presiding, and the Hon. James Lynch 
was elected Secretary, and the Hon. H. C. Blackman elected 
Treagurer. . 

An executive committee was appointed, the State Superin- 
` tendent of Public Education, Chairman, and the Hon. E. P. 
Hatch, Secretary. The. committee were authorized to make 
arrangements with the Trustees of the Shaw University for the 
use of suitable rooms in the: University Building, at Holly 
Springs, for the State Normal School, and to proceed without 
delay to organize said Normal School The school was accord- 
ingly organized under Professor Garman, as principal, and 
went into operation on the 15th.of- November, 1870. 

In accordance with the requirements of law, I issued the 

following circular: i

Sm: In accordance with the requirements of law, as pro- 
vided in section .7, of an Act entitled “An Act to provide for 

.the immediate establishment ot a Normal School”? I have the 
honor to notify you that a Normal School has been established 

in the Shaw University, at Holly Springs, Mississippi, and is 
now prepared to receive students. , 

The law provides,in section 6 of the Act aforésaid, “ That 
each Representative in the State shall be entitled to send one 
pupil, each term of twenty weeks; said pupil to be recommended 
by the Representative to the Board of Trustees. 

. “The person thus recommended, shall be admitted free of 
tuition; Provided, The applicant shall be of good moral char- 
acter, and shall sustdin a satisfactory examination, and sign a 

‘declaration of intention to:follow the business of teaching 
common .schools in this State, for at least a term of three 
years." ' 

.You are respectfully requested to furnish the person upon 
whom you prapose to confer the scholarship, with-the follow- 
ing form of credentials: _ .

examined by him, as to their educational qualifications for 
admission. The Board of Trustees have adopted the following 
conditions for admission to the school: 

First—Male applicants must have attained the age of seven- 
teen years. Female applicants fifteen years. 

Second—Evidence of good moral character. 

Third—Each applicant to undergo a written examination, and 
answer correctly a certain per centum of a list ¿of one hundred 
questions. The manuscript of examination, with credentials 
to be forwarded by the County Superintendent of Education, to 
the Principal of the Normal School, and approved by him. 

The probable minimum expenses for a term of twenty weeks, 
exclusive of wearing apparel and traveling, will be about sixty 
dollars. 

The State appropriates to each student fifty cents per week, 
amounting to ten dollars a term, leaving a balance of about 
fifty dollars, to be paid by the student. 

It is recommended that the person appointed be apprised of 
the cost, and prepared to meet the necessary expenses. 

"The Board of Trustees propose to carry out the full intent 
of the law, and make this school gtrictly a Normal Institution. 

The course of study and instruction will be full and com- 
prehensve, and directed entirely with a view to secure a thor- 
ough training for the profession of teaching.

The school numbers at present fifty students, under the tuition 
of the very competent and efficient principal, Professor S. W. 
Garman. RE 

Permit me, in this connection, to call the attention of Yours 
honorable body to the importance of maintaining, by appro- 
priate legislation and adequate appropriations of the public 
funds, one or more Normal or training schools. 

A system of public education necessitates the maintaining 
of institutions of this character where- the instructors to be 
employed in the publie schools shall be educated and trained 
professionally for the work of teaching, at publie expense. 

The history of all countries and States, where public educa- 
tion has attained the highest standard, attest the fact that 
Normal Schools are indispensibly necessary in sustaining a 
national or State system of education, and, indeed, it may be 
asserted that no public school system is complete without it. 
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I respectfully recommend that an additional Normal School 
- be established at the Tugaloo University. 
I am informed that a bill has already passed the Senate pro- 
viding for the establishment of a school upon terms similar to 
those provided for the school at the Shaw University. 


CHANGES IN THE SCHOOL LAW. 


I respectfully.. call your attention to certain changes, or 
amendments, to the present school law, which, from my expe- 
rience and observation upon the working of the present law, 
seem to be necessary to the public interests. The phraseology 
of the present law is lamentably ambiguous in many of its. 
provisions, and should be corrected. i 

In section 25 the words “School Directors” should be 
added, so as to read “and signed by the President of the 
Board of School Directors.” 

The first clause of section 32 should be amended by chang- 
ing the word “district” to * county.” It would then read: 
* shall thereupon levy a tax upon the taxable property of the 
county." : l 

I also recommend that the law be so amended as to author- 
ize the Board of Directors to levy all taxes for educational 
purposes, and have the entire- control and management of the 
common school interests of the county, save the gereral super- 
vision and controlof schools and teachers, which should be 
left where the law now places it, under the control of the 

: County Superintendent. . 

I further recommend that the law be so amended as to 
define the number of meetings to be held by the Board of 
Directors during the year (say not to exceed four), thus 
reducing the expense of conducting the county system, against 
which so much complaint is made. . 

And again, the law should be so amended as to provide for 
payment of actdal traveling expenses of County Superintend- 
ents. His accounts to be submitted to the Board, with the 
proper vouchers, accompanied.with his affidavit, that the trav- 
eling: expenses were actually incurred in the legitimate dis- 
charge of his official duties. - 

Another important change should be made, that of changing 
«the fiscal school year, making it commence on the Ist day of 
September, and end on the 31st day of August, . 

From my experience, frequent changes in a State system of 
education are unadvisable, and are generally fraught with moje 
injury than good, except when some radical defect in the law'is 
perfectly apparent. It necessarily requires time to test the 
merits or demerits of any system. The interest of ¡public 
education, above all other public interests, require permanency. 
The experience of those States where a praetical system 
obtains, and the fewest changes have been made, exhibit the 
proof of this in statistical results. . 000. 
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PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 

The publie sentiment was, at the outset, generally unfavora- 
ble toward free public schools, and the system met with strong 
opposition, growing out of deeply rooted partisan prejudice, 
and what was, if possible, a more serious obstacle, a general 

‘apathy or indifference on the part of a large and influential 
class in every community. 1 am happy, however, to be 
able to report that this?apathy and opposition is gradually 
subsiding. : 

There have been many instances of open and violent hostility, 
particularly in the eastern portion of the State. A large num- 
ber. of schools have been broken up, and, in some instances, 
the teachers driven out of the country. 

Over thirty buildings used for school purposes have been 
destroyed by mobs or burned by incendiaries. The following 
extract from an official report received at this office, will 
exhibit the character of hostility manifested in certain locali- 
ties of the State: l 

ka * * * * Duty once more prompts 
me to inform you what has transpired in relation to the public 
schools of the county since my last communication ‘upon this 
subject. There have been four school-houses burned since my 


last report, two of which were: used for white pupils and the . 


other two for the colored children. 

“We do notknow whether these outrages were committed by 
private parties or by the Ku-Klux: The town of Louisvillé was 
visited a few nights.ago by some thirty-six or seven disguised 


horsemen. They went to the residence of.Mr. Fox, an honor-' 


&ble and well known gentleman, who was engaged in teaching 
a publie school, and forbade him further complying with the 
contract made with the Board of Directors. They then went 
in search of one Peter Cooper, a colored man, employed in 
teaching a.colored school, and failing to find his person, they 
sought revenge in destroying his property. They burned his 
trunk, together with the most of his clothing, also destroyed 
or carried off twenty-six dollars in money. They then called 
on two others, using the lash pretty freely, then departed to 
parts, to us, unknown. They have notified a good many of 
the teachers to stop teaching public free schoolsin the:county, 
some of whom have obeyed their command. There have been 
by burning and otherwise eleven public schools stopped in the 
county. . They seem determined to break up all the schools in 
the county.” 

Many instances of a similar character in the eastern counties 
have been reported. I will state to your honorable body, in 
reply to your resolution requiring the location of the school 
buildings destroyed, that I am unable to report the exact lota- 
tion, as the reports from which my statement is taken simply 
give the numbers, without giving the exact location. 

Ihave taken steps to secure this information, and will, if re- 
quired by competent authority, furnish the same, accompanied 


* 
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by affidavits setting forth the facts. Iam of the opinion, how- 
` ever, that the better class of people, the law-abiding citizens, 
do not endorse these outrages, still there attaches to them 
more or less responsibility and blame, in that, they do not 
arouse themselves to put down this lawlessness and bring the 
offenders to justice. 

The odious opposition and hostility toward the free public 
school system, is augmented and kept alive by a class of idle 
politicians and.unscrupulous newspaper editors, whose acme of 
ambition seems to be to publish scurrilous railings against the 
present Republican administration, and constantly attack 
school officers with slanderous and libelous aspersions upon 
their integrity. 


CONCLUSION. 


Taking into consideration the short period of time the pres- 
ent school system has been in operation and the circumstances 
under which it was inaugurated, we can congratulate ourselves 
upon the success of this educational experiment, and as com- 
pared with other reconstructed States in the number of her free 
public scltools,. Mississippi places herself in the van. 

This report, as you are aware, has been prepared in haste. 
I could, therefore, pay but little regard to style or method of ` 
arrangement. The statistics given are necessarily indefinite. I, 
shall, therefore, trust to your generosity to pardon the imper- 
fections of this report.

STATE. BOARD OF. EDUCATION. 


The State Board of Education.after having qualified as re- 
quired by law, held its first meeting July 15, 1870, at the Capitol. 
John C. Tucker was elected Secretary. The Board at once 
proceeded to the appointment of County „Superintendents of 
Education, under the provisions .of Joint Resolution ** To pro- 
vide for the appointment of County Superintendents of Edu- 
cation during the adjournment of the Legislature." 

In the discharge of this important duty, the Board, with a 
due sense of the grave responsibility of appointing officers to 
superintend the education of the youth of the State, have 
endeavored, in making these appointments, to select such per- 
sons as were best qualified to discharge the duties of this 
important trust; having in view their moral and educational 
qualifications without regard to their religious belief or polit- 
-ical opinions. The Board has experienced much difficulty in

finding men, in many counties of the State, whose qualifica- 
tions were up to the required standard, who were willing to 
accept the position and discharge the responsible duties of the 
office for the meagre salary allowed by law. 

The Board was obliged in many cases to appoint persons 
who were personally unknown to us, relying upon.thé recom- 
mendations and representations made by persons most inter- 
ested in the educational affairs of the county. We may, and 
undoubtedly have, in some instances, been deceived in the per- 
sons recommended. But as a whole, they will compare favor- 
ably in point of earnestness- and -efficiency with any similar 
body of officers in any State of the Union. 

The Board are unable to submit arepórt embracing the items 
required in-section nine of the school law, for the want of 
time to make the necessary investigations in order to furnish 
definite statistics. 


COMMON SCHOOL FUND. 


The amount of the Common School Fund in the State Treas- 
uary on the first of January, 1871, was $210,610 26... The 
Board have deemed it unadvisable to. make an investment -of 
this fund in.United States Bonds, as required by the Constitu- 
tion, for the reason that it consists of State warrants, and has, 
as stated by the Treasurer in his Annual Report, “by virtue 
of necessity become a loan to the State for the time being, 
owing to the margin between State Securities and United States 
Bonds." . . ` 


EXPENSES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


Total expenses for conducting the Educational Department, 
including salaries of officers, clerks, and office expenses for the 
year ending January lst, 1871, $4,259 24.
